TOPICS OF THE DAY 


Discussed by Representatives of 
Both Political Parties. 


A SHARP JOINT DEBATE 


Between Joseph H. Walker and 
George F. Williams. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Nov. 1.—The great- 
est political raliy held in this city since 
the war was the joint debate held in Me- 
chanics’ between Con- 


hail, iv" night, 
! gressman Joseph H. Walker, the Repub- 


lican champion, and Hon. George Fred 
Williams. Over 3)00 people were in the 
ball and crowding the stairs that led to it, 
and fully twice that number were unable 
to gain admittance. 

Mayor Marsh presided. He announced 
that each speaker was to have 45 minutes 
for his openivug and 20 minutes fora r2- 
joinder. Hethen announced the subject 
for debate, “The Cause of the Late Finan- 
cial Stringency ani the Present Business 
Depression.” 

Mr. Walker’s Argument, 


Mr. Walker was then introduced. He 
said it wes a pleasure if he could do any- 
by telling the truth to assist his 
fellow citizens in casting their votes in- 
telligently. The question is, What caused 
the late panic? and, secondly, What has 
caused the present depression? These are 
distinct and related, but far from being 
the same. 

“When the Fifty-first congress met it 
Was under pecullar circumstances. At 
least three in five of the voters desired 
free coinags, and on all hands it is ad- 
mitted a majority of the house and senate 
were of the same opinion. There was an- 
other body which desired that silver 
should not be used asa basis of circula- 
tion, but only as people desired to use it, 
as currency in their pockets. It was im- 
possible to prevent the use of silver, but 
they hit upon a plin to coin it 
value. 

“The law of 1890 was passed only to pre- 
vent the unlimited free coinage of silver. 


In the Democra'ic party 12 in 13 Voted for | 
free coinage, aud only 21 or 22 Republi- | 


caus voted for it. Only about 21 or 2 
Democrats voted for s;und money. It was 
necessary to kill free coinage to have 
sound money. The Democrats voted for 
the Bland bill, which would give $130,000 
more than the Sherman bill. It is the Re- 
publican party alone that is to have the 
credit of the repeal. 

“In regard to the cause of the panic the 
Sherman bill was the last straw on the 
camel’s back. But the tariff was the load. 
The Democrats have condemned the Me- 
Kinley bill to death, and now it isin 
prison with 249 Democrats standing guard 
until they can execute it, 

“The McKinley bill gave you work. 
After the election of 1892 the capitalists 
departed with their money for Europe. In 
Lawrence and Ware not one-half the 
wages are paid as were when Harrison 
was president. If you will release from 
prison the McKiuley bill, you will have 
work tomorrow and you know it.” 

Mr. Walker continued about the advan- 
tages of the tariff. ‘When my friend fol- 
lows me, he will confuse everything I say. 
The tariff is the same as your trades 
unions. Jt keeps up your wages all over, 
If wages are not as high in other places as 
here, yours will go down.” This closed 
Mr. Walker’s opening. 

Mr. Williams’ Turn. 


Hon. George Fred Williams was then 
introduced. He said he was not called on 
to refute allthe arguments his opponent 
may advance, but to discuss the question 
he was calied to discuss. If the gentle- 
man wauts to discuss the tariff, if it is still 
alive issue, the speaker said, he would 
come here and discuss it; but the question 
is the panic and business depression, 

“The McKinley bill is now in full effect, 
but it does not operate in bad times, If 
the fear of a change in tariff was the 
cause of the panic, the first place it would 
appear would be among the manufactur- 
ers; but behind them were the jobbers, 
who countermanded orders because the 
money stringency made them fearful they 
could not pay their bills. Of 80 failures 
reported by Bradstreets, only 1 per cent 
pretended that tariff legislation had any- 
thing todo with the failures, and 79 per 
cent gave money stringency as the 
cause.”’ 

The speaker said he left the Republican 
party when it went over to the enemies of 
sound finance. Cleveland promised sound 
currency in 1884. He did not succeed, be- 
cause both parties were against him. In 
1888 he was a candidate again, and the 
alleged guardians of sound money, where 
were they? They made their bid for the 
silver vote, which has since brought them 
to their knees in repentance. 

“The Republicans admitted six silver 
states for the sake of the 12 Republican 
yotes they would gain in the senate, and 
this was enough to offset the whole vote 
of New England. The Republicans then 
admitted the enemies of a sound carrency 
into the house. Having admitted these 
enemies there was but one result, and 
then began the bargaining away of sound 
money in which you, sir (turning to Mr. 
Walker), took the leading part.” 

Mr. Williams quoted from Mr. Walker 
where he had denouueed silver, and read 
an interview with him published in the 
Worcester Spy, in which he said the bill 
would make therich richer and the poor 
poorer, “‘and then,” contioued the speaker, 
“he went back to Washington and voted 
for silver. 
got so excited defending silver that he 
took off his coat and called it ‘pure poli- 
tics.’ Free coinage was a bargain between 
tariff and silver men. From the day the 
Jill was-nassed there has been distrust

Walker Again. 

Mr. Walker then spoke in rejoinder. He 
said: “Whatdo you prefer—rhetoric or 
bread? Will you cheer for rhetoric only? 
Where are your fucis? Cieveland is the 
only bulwark of sound money in the 
party, but by leaving the money question 
to the party 
worse bill.”’ 

Mr. Walker asked A. S. Roe to read 
selections from different speeches. Mr. 
Walker said no man ever knew him to lie 
or to equivocate, ‘aad this man (referring 
to Mr. Williams) knew that he stated an 
abscl ite untruth whe. he said [ gave The 
Spy « : interview denouncing ths b ll and 
then vored for it.” 

Mr. Walker then read from Governor 
Russell’s speech, referring to him, and 
said: “‘Whena gov-rnor will drag his 
robes of ollice it is time for citizens to ask 
if they are not disgraced, and yet Gov- 
ernor Russell stoops to traduce a citizen, 
knowing bis words are uatrue.” 

The Windup. 

In reply, Mr. Williams said: “I call my 
opponent a gentleman. I regret that he 
has felt called upon to charge me with de- 
liberate misstatement. I do not impute 
wilful misstatement to him. The gentle- 
man must be cautious before he takes into | 
his mouth a good name to defile it.”’ 

In conclusion, Mr. Williams paid a trib- 
ute to Cleveland, and said repeal will re- 
store business confideuce.

BLOCKED BY BLAND. 


House Carried Repeal Bill Over 
For a Day. 


THE RULES OF THE SENATE 


Will Be Changed So as to 


Facilitate Business. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—The silver men, 
orthe most intense silver men in the 
house, will, it is said, insist that the re- 
peal bill be put through by force and 
without any agreement on their part as to 
time when debate shall end or anything 
else. 

They say they mean to be forced into 
tubmission. The mode of procedure in 
the house will probably be that as soon as 
the speaker lays the bill before the house 
Mr. Wilson of West Virginia will move 
that the house and the senateamendments 

2 concurred with. 

Mr. Voorhees’ bill, which declares the in- 
tention of this government to maintain 
the parity of all money, andin favor of 
bimetallic coinage, gives the coinage com- 
mittee the right tothe bill should it be 
referred to a committee, and conse- 
quently Mr. Bland has the privilege of 
making such a motion. It would, of course, 
be voted down. It is probable that the 
rules committee will fix atime for voting 
on the bill at some time this evening, per- 
haps about 5 o’clock. 

There was no delay in transmitting the 
silver purchase repeal bill, as passed by 
the senate, buck tothe house for that 
body’s concurrence in the one simple 
amendment. At 12:50 Secretary of the 
Senate Cox appeared at the main door of 
the house with the long-looked-for bill and 
amendment in his hand. Mr. Oates (Dem., 
Ala.) was on the floor at the time and was 
interruptead by the speaker, who said: 
“The gentleman from Alabama will sus- 
pend while the house receives a message 
from the senate.” 

The bill and the message were formally 
accepted and then the house resumed its 
routine business. The only _ special 
feature that marked the incident was the 
handclapping with which Representatives 
Fitch, Hendrix and Dunphy of New York 
received Secretary Cox’s official announce- 
ment of the repeal from the upper cham- 
ber. The chamber silver men laughed 
derisively. 

Mr. Bland had stated that he would not 
allow the unanimous consent, by virtue 
of which egione the bill could be con- 
sidered. However, Mr. Livingston of 
Georgia arose and asked unanimous con- 
sent to consider the silver bill and to take 
a vote today at5o’clcck. Silver men had 
been laboring with Mr. Bland to get his 
Mr. Bland 


immediate resolution the repeal bill went 
over until today. 

The bill to remit the duties on the am- 
munition imported for the use of the navy 
during the trouble between the United 
States and Chili was passed. 

The debace cn the bankruptcy bill was 
then resumed. 

In the Senate. 

Senator Blackburn, chairman of the 
committee on rules, introduced and the 
senate adopted the following resolution, 
which was undoubtedly inspired by the 
recent discussion of the rules during the 
past few weeks: 

That the committee on rules be instructed 
toinquire and report to the senate what re- 
vision of or amendments to the rule, if any, 
should be adopted tosecure a more efficient 
and satisfactory disposition of the business 
of the senate. 

Senator Blackburn says it is his purpose 
as chairman of the committee on rules to 
take up the subject of the amendment and 
revision of the rules of the senate, as au- 
thorized by the resolution passed by the 
senate, as soon as may be be practicable 
after the regular session convenes. 

In conversation with a reporter, he said 
that the experience of the past three 
months had sufficed to convince him of the 
necessity for a change of the rules which 
would give the majority of the senate the 
power todo business and to reach a vote 
after reasonable discussion upon any 
proposition before it, and that as chair- 
man of the committee he would do all in 
his power to put the senate upon that 
footing. 

He declined to indicate what changes he 
would advocate or whether he expected to 
secure the co-operation of the majority of 
the committee. He added that he desired 
that it be distinctly understood that in 
taking up this work he meant no reflec- 
tion upon the senate because of the course 
pursued in connection with the repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman act. 

He said fur her taat he had not thought 
it wise to attempt to secure a change 
while the senate was la! oring under the 
excitement of u heated debate, but now 
that the discussion was at an end, and 
while the necessity is fresh in the minds 
of the senators, he thinks the question 
should be taken up and disposed of by the 
senate in theinterest of future legislation. 


To Succeed Mr. Haddaway. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—The Democrats 
of the house held a caucus last night to 
select a successor to the late Rev. Samuel 
W. Haddaway, the house chap'ain. On 
the third ballot Rev. Edward B. Bagley, 
pastor of the Christian church of this 
eity, was selected. Dr. Bagley is a smooth- 
faced, boyish-looking man of 28. He is a 
pative of Virginia, and a graduate of the 
University of Kentucky and the theologi- 
gal seminary of Yale university.

RAIN IN JAPAN. 


Queer Native Methods to Coax Showers In 
Times of Drought. 

During the summer season in Japan 
droughts are very frequent, and the rice- 
fields, before so beautiful, presenting as 
they do all the different shades of green 
imaginable, gradually lose their bril- 
liancy of color, turn yellow and parched, 
and threaten the total destruction of the 
crop. Not only does the rice suffer, but 
the wells dry up and necessitate the car- 
rying of water from long distances. Soa 
drought in Japan is indeed a great ca- 
lamity. 

After waiting and hoping in vain for 
a downfall of rain, the people turn out 
en masse to evoke the power of their 
deities to send them the saving showers. 
A procession is formed of perhaps 200 
men, all nearly naked, who, carrying 
straw emblems representing the sun with 
rain pouring from it and with long 
streamers having prayers written on 
them flying in the wind, proceed to the 
hearest river or bay, where the whole 
company wades into the water until 
they are waist deep, and surrounding 
the emblems pray aloud and throw wa- 
ter on the images with both hands. 

After doing this several times the pro- 
cession is reformed, when it proceeds to 
the temple to pray again. This cere- 
mony is repeated several times, and 
should the rain come in abundance pray- 
ers are Offered in thanksgiving. Should 
it be only a shower, they blame them- 
selves for not having prayed fervently 
enough and continue their devotions un- 
til'a downpour takes place. 

Another form of devotion for the same 
purpose takes place at nightfall, when a 
long boat is filled with men and paddled 
swiftly across the harbor, accompanying 
the prayers by the regular beatings of 
tomtomsand gongs. Sometimes at night, 
awey down the bay, may be heard the 
weird sound of the tomtoms and the 
voices of the men gradually growing 
louder and louder as the boat approaches, 
each man bending to his paddle in regu- 
lar time asit passes us swiftly and grad- 
ually disappears in the darkness and is 
soon lost to sight and hearing.—Yoko- 
hama Letter.

MANY PERSUNS HURT 


B; the Explosion of a Bomb at a Tam- 
many Celebration. 

New York, Nov. 1.—A Tammany rati- 
fication meeting was held in the Tenth 
assembly district last evening. The head- 
quarters of the association are on the cor- 
ner of Fourteenth street and Second ave- 
nue. During the progress of the meeting 
flreworks were coutinuously set off in the 
middle of the street until about 9:30 
o’clock, when one big bomb was left. 

John Dolan determined to make a little 
example, which he did by turning the 
iron-lined box, in which all the pyrotech- 
nics were delivered, upside do wn over the 
mortar. When the bomb exploded the 
box was blown into fragments, which 
were scattered in every direction, throw- 
tng down and injuring many people and 
thattering windows and doors in the vi- 
tinity. The most seriously injured are 
Vhomas Reilly, 10 years, and James Don- 
pvan and his wife Kate. Mrs. Donovan 
Was seriously hurt and is not expected to 
live. 

The large bay window of the house on 
the northeast corner of Fourteenth street 
and Second avenue was knocked to pieces 
and the furniturein the parlor was shat- 
tered. The windows of three or four 
buildings on the south side were all 
broken, and the door of 308 was struck by 
afragment of the box and broken com- 
pletely in. 

When the excitement had subsided, the 
speakers referred tothe accident in such 
touching terms that a resolution to donate 
$500 for the benefit of the sufferers was 
unanimously carried. Dolan, who caused 
the accident, was arrestéd. 


A COVETOUS ITALIAN. 


Court Will Not Permit Him to Have a 
Child Wife. 

PROVIDENCE, Nov. 1,—In the municipal 
court the petition of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children for 
authority to take in custody Catrina 
Gatta, a handsome 14-year-old Italian girl, 
was heard. It appears that when in Italy 
aman old enough to be her tather fellin 
love with the child. He and the parents 
entered into some sort of an agreement 
whereby the man was to be given the girl 
should he pay the family’s passage to 
America. 

He did this, and upon arriving here the 
girl refused to carry out the terms agreed 
upon by her parents, This angered the 
mother, and she beat the girl unmerci- 
fully. Although shamefully treated, the 
girl would not allow herself to be forced 
into wedlock with the old man. 

The torture continued, and when the po- 
lice learned of her case they began an in- 
vestigation, which resulted in the finding 
of the maiden in a terrible state. She was 
weak from continued punishment and her 
wrists were burned. How this was done 
was not fully explainedin the testimony 
given. 

The case terminated in the granting of 
the petition, and Catrina was taken from 
her cruel mother and lover by the authori- 
ties and will be placed ina safe place out 
of harm’s way. The Italians interested in 
the case are enraged over the outcome of 
the case, and in all probability this will 
not be the last heard of it. It is likely 
that the lover will now try toget his 
money back.

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YOUNG MEN’S CONGRESS. 


Many New Bills Introduced at the Fort-| 
nightly Meeting of Tuesday Evening. 
In the absence of Speaker Foster last 

evening Vice-Speaker Litchfield presided. 
Congressman Kingman of Iowa intro-| 


was referred to ths committee on high- | 
ways and canals. 

Congressman Burke of Massachusetts, 
introduced a State bill to abolish capital 
punisbment. This was referred to the 
committee on judiciary, constitutional 
amendments and revision of laws, and was 
afterwards placed in the orders of the day. 

A municipal bill favoring the extension 
of Willowby street was introduced by Con- 
gressman Gilbert. 

Congressman Bumpus of Arkansas 
introduced a municpal bill for the rennin 
of Independence avenue from the Adams 
houses to the railroad bridge, in Braintree. 
The two last bills were referred to the 
committee on highway, railroads and 
canals, 

Congressman Holden presented a_ bill | 
making it necessary for wheelman to carry 
a lantern, bell, or a whistle. This Was | 
referred to the committee on fire depart- | 
ment and police. | 

An application for membership was | 
received from J. H. Slade, Jr., and was 
referred to the executive committee. 

The resignation of Congressman Brown- 
ville of New Hampshire was received and 
placed on file. 

The committee on foreign relations aud 
postal department reported that National | 
Resolve No. 1, in favor of postal telegraph, | 
ought to pass. The bill was assigned to 
Congressman Colta, of Missouri, and 
ordered to second reading. 

The Executive Committee recommended 
favorably the application of Harold B. 
Faxon for membership. 

The Executive Committee was instructed 
to correspond with members of the Con 
gress who have not drawn their seats dur- 


ing the present session, to ascertain 
whether they desired to retain their mem- 
bership. 


After a recess of five minutes the most 
interesting part of the prograrame was 
taken up. 

Before the Orders of the Day were taken 
up Congressman Sears was appointed to 
act as Sergeant at Arms. 

The first business considered under the 
Orders of the Day was State Resolve No. 1, | 
in favor of giving women the right to vote 
on the temperance question introduced at 
the last session by Congressman Foster, of 
South Dakota. A motion to place this 
first in the Orders of the Day was lost. A 
lively debate was then commenced. 

In the absence of the framer of the bill, 
Mr. Foster, Congressman Colton opened 
the debate. He thought that the resolve 
was a very important one and ought to pass. 
Even if the women were not allowed to 
vote on any other question, they certainly 
had a right to have a voice deciding 
whether liquor shou'd be sold to their hus- 
bands, brothers and sons. They are the 
ones who have to bear largely the results 
of the iniquitious traffic. 

Congressman Battison of Connecticut 
thought the resolve ought to pass. 

Congressman Pinkham, of Mississippi, 
expressed himself as heartily in sympathy 
with the resolve and thought it was cer- 
tainly a step in the right direction. 

Congressman Sears, of Wisconsin, was 
opposed to it. 

Congressman Nowland, of Indiana, said 
he was opposed to the resolve because it 
meant prohibition for the state, and he 
believed that it would be the worst thing 
that could happen at present, as public 
sentiment was not strong enough to have 
the laws enforced. He thought local 
option was preferable at present. He had 
reached this conclusion after observing the 
operation of the prohibition law in Maine, 

Congressman Jenness, of Pennsylvania 
said he was opposed to theresolution be- 
cause he believed that it was no use to 
permit the women to vote upon the liquor 
question, and not give them the right to 
hold office or have a hand in enforcing 
the law. 

Congressman Suckling, of Oregon, 
spoke in favor of the bill. He believed 
that the 70,000 unmarried women in Massa- 
chusetts ought to be protected. He con- 
sidered that prohibition in Maine had been 
a great benefit to the state. He was 
interrupted several times by the member 
from Indiana, who put several questions 
regarding the operation of the law in 
Maine, the latter claiming that more 
liquor was sold there than ever. The 
Oregon member denied this and claimed 
that there was not one-fourth as much 
liquor sold as formerly. 

Congressman Adams of North Carolina 
said that an experiment with woman suf- 
ferage had been tried on the school question 
and that it had been a failure. The last 
registration showed that very few were 
availing themselves of the privileges. 

Bailey of Illinois spoke in favor of the 
resolution, and Elliott of Delaware agairtst 
it. A vote was taken and the result was 
10 to 9 against the bill. 

Municipal resolve No. 4, advocating the 
placing of tablets on all historical spots in 
the city and the purchase and preservation 
of the birthplaces of John and John 
Quincy Adams was taken up for considera- 
tion. Colton of Missouri and Elliott of 
Delaware both spoke in favor of the 
resolution and it was passed unanimously. 

The Congress then adjourned.

The 
man had never been around the place be- 
fore, but he was known through his letter- 
writing mania, as similar demands bad 
been received by the superintendent nearly 
A year ago. 

“T want $100,000,’ he said, on seeing the 
superintendent. “Some time ago I told 
Miss Mull, a friend of mine, to hand you 
$75,000. I picked you outof 1000 men as 
being the best to keep the money for me. 
The amount has now grown to $100,000, 
and I must haveit at once. I want $25,000 
of it in pennies.” 

The superintendent promised to honor 
the demand, and called in a detective, who 
led the man into the execution chamber. 
There he said his name was Thomas 
Reilly, a printer, 47 years old. He refused 
to give his address or tell anything more 
about himself. 

Reilly had no weapon of any kind, but 
when searched several hundred newspaper 
clippings, all relating to wealthy menin 
this city, were found in his possession. A 
postal card which he had forgotten to 
mail had been directed to the surrogate of 
New York city, and said: 

My Dear Sir—Please excuse, at the same 
time acknowledge, these few lines from me 
and oblige. What I wish to know is concern- 
ing that money that has been paid over to 
you by the Astors, Vanderbilts, Goulds and 
capitalists for to be presentel tome. Excuse 
this unpleasant way of doing business, but 
you left me no other course to pursue. 

Yours truly, 
Tuomas K. REILLY. 
Sergeant Fagan’s Visitor. 

Sergeant Fagan of the East Thirty-fifth 
street station was behind the desk at 12:30 
yesterday, when a wild-looking man en- 
tered and, in a flerce voice, demanded 
$5000. The man, who was fairly well 
dressed, kept both hands buried in the 
overcoat pockets, and it looked as if a re- 
volver might be exhibited at any moment. 

There was no one in the police station 
save the sergeant, and in order to gain 
time he invited the man into the waiting 
room. Thetwo were talking “business,’’ 
the officer eyeing his man suspiciously all 
the time, when Patrolman Rose returned 
from dinner. \ 

“T owe this man $5000,” Fagan said, with 
asigh of relief. ‘Officer take him down 
to the bank and see that he getsit.”” Rose 
realized the situation in a moment and 
courteously invited the man out. The 
crank, who was overjoyed atthe prospect 
of getting the moaey so easily, followed 
and was escorted tothe Yorkville police 
court. He refused to enter the building 
andthenarough and tumble fight re- 
sulted, the policeman, who was the 
stronger of the two, being victorious. 

Pending the arrival of Justice Grady 
the crank was put in the prisoners’ 
pen. After a few moments Patrolman 
Rose followed the man into the pen for the 
purpose of getting his pedigree. Witha 
yelllikea tiger, the crank sprang upon 
Rose, and buried his claw-like nails in the 
policemen’s face. The latter, who was 
soon bleeding freely, tried to protect his 
eyesand to draw his club, but he could 
not do the latter. . 

The two men struggled for fully two 
minutes before Policemen Bond and Har- 
tigan sprang to his assistance. Finally 
the man was subdued a little and he was 
put back. He was committed for exam- 
ination as to his sanity. 

The man gave his name as John Dren- 
holz. He suid he was a Swede. When 
searched a heavy clasp Knife and a razor 
were found in his pockets. 

And Still Another. 

Another crank was arrested at West 
and Cortlandt streets. The man was 
caught endeavoring to convince an Italian 
fruit-seller that one of his apples was a 
part of the moon. 

At the Church-street police station the 
prisoner gave his name as Henry Frank, 
but refused to tell where he resides. 

Frank declared that hehad been selected 
to kill Mayor Harrison of Chicago, but 
having sold his soul to General Russell of 
New Haven and acting under the latter’s 
orders, he had stoppedin New York to 
kill the Cuban consul, in order that the 
island could be aunexed to the United 
States. He waited tuo long, and Prender- 
gast was told to go ahead. 

Frank said that he knew Mayor Harri- 
son’s slayer well, and ‘hat General Rus- 
sell was the “head man of the society.” 
Justice Martin committed him for exam- 
ination as to his sanity. 

Andrews Held. 

Mongolia Andrews, the man who was 
arrested for annoying Edwin Gould at his 
office, was arraigued before Justice Mar- 
tine and held for examination as to his 
tanity. 

Prendergast Has No Friends, 

CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—Prendergast, the mur- 
ferer of Mayor Harrison, is having a 
rough time ir jail, The other prisqners 
have taken to seizing every opportunity to 
jeer at the wretch and shrieking impreca- 
tions at him. While the mayor’s corpse 
was lying in state at the city hall,with the 
thousands reverently passing by, the as- 
sassin s:emed for the first time forced to 
realize his position. All along he had ap- 
parently labored under the delusion that 
his companions in crime wouid look up to 
him asasort of king amongthem. But 
their frightful denunciations seemed to 
make him understand that he was ab- 
horred even by hardened criminals asa 
cowardly assassin. 


More About Prendergast. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—As Secretary 
Carlisle's private secretary was looking 
over Mr. Carlisle’s mail yesterday after- 
hoon, he was much surprised to pick upa 
postal card signed by Prendergast, the 
assassin of Mayor Harrison. The writing 
on the card, which was postmarked Chi- 
cago, was in lead pencil, and at the head 
of the card, on either side, was drawn the 
figure of a simple cross, The writing on 
the card reads as follows: ;

CHICAGO MOURNS. 
Funeral Services Over the Remains of 
the Murdered Mayor. 

Cricaco, Nov. 1.—The remains of Chi- 
cago’s dead mayor were borne to the city 
hall yesterday, there to lie in state. Dense 
crowds thronged the streets and sidewalks 
for blocks around the Carter Harrison 
mansion on Astland boulevard and wit- 
nessed the funeral procession. Solemn 
stillness was observed. 

The cortege was a lengthy one and the 
distance to the city hall, two miles 
through the heart of the city, was not 
covered for a considerable time. Follow- 
ing the carriages concaining the city offi- 
cials and mourners came a great throng 
resolved to accompany the comparatively 
small cortege to its destination. Simplic- 
ity wag the feature of the obsequies. 

‘As son as the casket was borne in and 
placed on the catafalque in the center cor- 
ridor, the Clark street entrance was 
thrown open, anda line of silent, seem- 
ingly awed citizens began to file through 
the building, each to take a last look at 
the face of the dead. Seldom has such a 
gorgeous floral display been made in honor 
of any public man as could be witnessed 
within the great corridor where lay the 
catafalque. All day long two lines of 
people passed rapidly by. 

The face the people looked upon was the 
one they had been accustomed to in life. 
Death had wrought no _ perceptible 
changes. The late mayor seemed to be 
sleeping. Three quartets stationed near 
the bier sang, at intervals, the hymn 
“Lead, Kindly Light.” Grimy little boot- 
blacks, with their kits upon their shoulders 
and their ragged hats in their dirty hands, 
tiptoed by and paused a moment to look 
upon the face of the mau they knew in 
life. Old city employes brushed away & 
tear as they went by. There were many 
women in the procession. 

The public schools are closed today. The 
board of trade, banks and other places of 
business are deserted. The funeral took 
place at 11 o’clock from the Church of the 
Epiphany. An hoar before that time the 
remains were taken from the city hall to 
the church, where the services according 
to the Episcopal ritual were conducted by 
Rev. T. H. Morrison, Jr. 

The procession proceeded from the 
church to Graceland cemetery. The col- 
umn was a large one, many societies, 
civic and military, having been assigned 
to position by Marshal Doyle. 


HUNDREDS AFTER HIM, 


Vicious Florida Negro Will Be Put to 
Death if Caught. 

ORLANDO, Fla., Nov. 1.—Miss Lillie 
Laubach was alone at her home, on the 
outskirts of the city, when a young negro 
came into the house and attempted to as- 
sault her. She succeeded in beating him 
off. He seized a bottle of carbolic acid, 
but she broke it to pieces. He threw coal 
oil on the floor and on her dress and set 
firetothe building. The girl’s brother 
found her on the floor and the room on 
fire. Hundreds of men and boys scoured 
the woods around Orlando for the negro, 
but without any results. It is believed 
his hands are badly burned with the acid. 
If caught he will be hanged or burned at 
once. 


Naval Changes. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Among prospec- 
tive important changes in the navy is the 
relief of Commodore Carpenter from com- 
mand of the navy yard at Portsmouth, 
N. H., and the detachment of Commodore 
Sicard from command of the monitor Mi- 
antonomoh, with orders to command the 
Portsmouth navy yard. Commodore Car- 
penter will be placed on waiting orders. 
Captain Kane, recently detached from the 
New York navy yard, will probably be 
detailed to command the Miantonomoh. 


One of the Jurors Erred. 

New HAVEN, Nov. 1. — The trial of 
Giacomo Russi, for the murder of Thomas 
Cochran, July 4, 1891, came to an unex- 
pected termination yesterday. Attorney 
Case suddenly made the charge that one 
of the jurors, Adin Minor, had visited 
the scene of the stabbing, and the entire 
trial was thrown out. Thecase will not 
come up till next term. 


Radicals Carry Berlin. 

BERLIN, Nov. 1.—The victory of the 
Radicals in the elections in Berlin was 
decisive. Out of 5173 delegates there were 
8713 Radicals, against 1313 Conservatives 
and 9 anti-Semites, 99 National Libera's 
and 68 Dissentient Radicals. The moder- 
ate Radicals, who revolted against Herr 
Richter, were annihilated.

To determine the exact age of eggs 
dissolve about four ounces of common 
salt in a quart of pure water and then 
immerse the egg. If it be only a day or 
so old, it will sink to the bottom, but if 
it be three days old it will float in the 
liquid. If more than five, it comes to 
the surface and rises above in propor- 
tion to its increased age.—Exchange.

Bill Promptly Signed by Presi- 
dent Cleveland 


After Having Been Rushed Through the 
Hands of Speaker Crisp and Vice Presi- 


dent Stevenson For Their Signatures. 


Bill For Remedying the Financial Dis- 
tress Was Before Congress Eighty-Five 
Days—Analysis of the Vote Shows Some 


Interesting Facts. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Silver purchases 
by the government closed last evening. 
The purpose for which Mr. Cleveland 
called congress in extracrdinary session 
was accomplished at 4:25 yesterday after- 
noon, when he affixed his signature to the 
bill to repeal unconditionally the purchase 
tlans2 of the Sherman law. The struggle 
in the house was short. Only 27 men could 
be rallied for the Jast stand by the silver 
leader«, Messrs. Bland and Bryan. 

Mr. Bland and his colleagues, knowing 
that further opposition was futile, pre- 
ferred to sacrifice the opportunity for a 
few hours’ debate otfered by Mr. Wilson 
in order to force the majority to bring in 
the cloture and concur in the senate 
amendment by duress. But even in this 
they failed. 

Tucir small following mizht 
ceed: d had they been led by experienced 
and skillful jarliamentary tecticiang 
Neither Mr. Bryan nor Mr. Snodgrass, his 
heutenant, is well versed ia parliamentary 
procedure, and when thrown off their 
guard by a momentary distraction, they 
expos dtheir flank by failing to follow 
one filibasteriug motion with another, 

Speaker Crsp overwhelmed them by 
putting the pending motion to order the 
previous question. It was carried witha 
rour. The filibusterers bad been caught 
napping, and ncthing remained fer them 
todo except to submit. For 39 minutes, 
under the rule, followed the rattle of 
oratcry amid the greatest confusion and 
excitement. At its conclusion the vote 
was taken on Mr. Biland’s free coinage 
substitute. The mujority was 73 against it. 

Then came the final vote on concurring 
in the senate amendments, The vote 
stood 193 for concurrence and 94 against. 
Ween the original bill passed the house 
Aug. 25 the vote was 20! to 100, so that al- 
though the total vote yesterday was 
smaler the proportion was practically 
the same.

The Climax.

The bill was hurriedly enrolled by 
Chairman Pearson of the committee on 
eurcvlied bills, aud at 2:30 was presented to 
Speaker Crisp for his signature. 

A fleet-footed messenger carried it to the 
sen te, where it was signed two minutes 
later by Vice President Stevenson. Chair- 
man Pierson, with the bill unter his arm, 
entere! aetrriage waitin, for him oa the 
plaza in front of the Cuipitol and drove 
rapidly to the White House. 

The president hed been kept duly ad- 
visid of the progres: ofevents. Indeed, 
he manifested so much interest in the 
vote in the house that at his requesta 
duplicate of the names of those who had 
voced for or agtinst the concurrence was 
made soon alter the rolleall was com- 
pleted, and this list was lying on his desk 
when Mr. Pearson arrivec with the bill.

BONAPARTE IN EXILE. 


The Famous General’s Trip to St. Helena 
and How He Behaved. 

At 6 p.m. dinner was announced, 
when ye all sat down in apparent good 
spirits, and our actions declared our ap- 
petites fully equal to those spirits. Gen- 
eral Bonaparte ate of most dishes on the 
table, using his fingers instead of a fork, 
seeming to prefer the rich dishes to the 
plainly dressed food and not even tasting 
vegetables, Claret was [this beverage, 
which he drank out of a gumbler, keep- 
ing the bottle before him. 

He conversed the whole of dinner time, 
confining his conversation principally to 
the admiral, with whom he talked over 
the whole of the Russian campaign and 
attributed the failure of it in the first 
instance to the burning of Moscow, in 
the next to the frost setting in much 
sooner than was expected. He said he 
meant only to have refreshed his troops 
for four or five days, and then to have 
pushed on for St. Petersburg, but find- 
ing all his plans frustrated by the burn- 
ing of Moscow, and his army likely to 
perish, he hurried back to Paris, setting 
out with a chosen bodyguard, one-half 
of which were frozen to death the first 
night. 

He said nothing could be more horri- 
ble than the retreat from Moscow, and 
indeed the whole of the Russian cam- 
paign; that for several days together it 
appeared to him as if he were marching 
through a sea of fire, owing to the con- 
stant succession of villages in flames, 


which arose in every direction as faras| time and patience, 


the eye could reach. He said the burn- 
ing of these villages as well as of Mos- 
cow was attributed to his troops, but 
that it was invariably done by the ua- 
tives, 

After dinner he did not drink wine, 
but he took a glass of noyau after his 
coffee, previous to rising from the table. 
After dinner he walked the deck, con- 
versing principally with the admiral, 
to whom he said, during this conver- 
sation, that previous to his going to 
Elba he had made preparations for hay- 
ing a navy of a hundred sail of the line; 
that he had established a conscription 
for the navy, and that the Toulon fleet 
was entirely manned and brought for- 
ward by people of this description; that 
he had ordered them positively to get 
under way and maneuver every day the 
weather would permit, and to occasion- 
ally exchange long shots with our ships; 
that this had been remonstrated against 
by those about him, and it had cost him 
much money to repair the accidents 
which occurred from the want of mari- 
time knowledge, such as ships getting 
foul of each other, splitting their sails, 
springing their masts, etc., but he found 
this tended to improve the crews, and 
he determined to persevere in his plan. 

After walking for some time he pro- 
posed a round game at cards, in compli- 
ance with which the admiral, Sir George 
Bingham, Captain Ross and myself as- 
sembled with General Bonaparte and his 
followers in the after cabin, where we 
played at ving-tun (sic), which was the 
game chosen by the ex-emperor, till 
nearly 11 o'clock, when we all retired to 
our beds.—Century. 


Animal Fertilizers, 

A dead animal of any kind, fish, fow) 
or beast, buried near the roots of a fruit 
or other tree, will cause a wonderful 
growth. The animal substance does not 
pass into the vegetable, but being a nat- 
ural and a powerful generator of elec- 
tricity increases the current that passes 
from the atmosphere to the earth, 
and thereby a larger quantity of sup- 
port is drawn from the atmosphere. 
You can grow a good crop of potatoes on 
a brick pavement if moisture is retained 
and the potato vines are connected with 
moist earth by copper wires. 

Commercial fertilizers do not enrich 
the soil—do not add anything to it that 
is of value. The object sought in these 
fertilizers is to put the soil into a condi- 
tion that will enable it to conduct elee- 
tricity. The electrical current passes 
into the vegetable through its leaves, 
carrying with it the gross matter that 
goes to build up the vegetable cells, and 
after that matter is deposited in the veg- 
etable the eleciric current must have a 
conductor through which to pass to the 
earth. 

Wornout soils are poor conductors, 
and the acids used in the commercial fer- 
tilizers, which are little more than acids 
and sand, pulverize the dead soil and en- 
liven it for ashort time.—Foster’s Weath- 
er Bureau.

WOMEN IN MOTION, 


@he First and Last Rule In Graceful Walk. 
ing Is Not to Hurry. 

If you carefully observe a throng of 
women walking on the street, you will be 
struck by the fact that nearly every 
woman walks faz too rapidly for any- 
thing like grace to enter into her move. 
ments. Tall women for some reason 
walk more slowly than little ones. Per. 
haps the short woman gets into the habit 
of hurrying from trying to kegp up with 
her willowy sister. Then there is the 
jerky woman, and there is unfortunate. 
ly only too many of her. Her elbows, 
shoulders and hips move from side to 
side with every movementof her feet, If 
you are acquainted with her, you will 
find that she has usually a nervous tem- 
perament. Some women have agait that 
is hard to describe. If they were to walk 
in the snow or some place where their 
footsteps would be visible, there would 
be two tracks parallel to each other and 
about a foot apart. This is a particy. 
larly ugly walk, though not nearly go 
common as the jerky variety. 

These are by no means exceptional 
cases, Put these same women in a bal]- 
room, and their every movement in 
dancing would be full of grace and 
spring. It is because they have been 
taught to dance, while the ordinary 
means of locomotion, complex though it 
is, are left to chance. 

An easy, graceful walk is not impossi- 
ble of acquirement, though, like all 
things that are worth having, it takes 
Julia Marlowe, 
when about 15 years of age, was afflicted 
with a most ungainly walk. To cure 
herself of this she used to walk for miles 
along the seashore every day, with her 
hands on her hips to keep them motion- 
less. Whether she succeeded, no one 
who has ever seen her on the stage need 
ask. 

One of the most graceful women I have 
ever seen told me the other day when I 
asked for her secret: ‘I have no secret. 
When I was a child, my mother im- 
pressed on me most firmly that I was al- 
ways to turn my toes out. This keeps 
the knees straight, so that all the move- 
ment comes from the hips. I keep my 
chest and chin well up and make it arule 
never to hurry, though as I never mince 
my steps I get over the ground more 
rapidly perhaps than those who seem to 
walk faster.” 

In learning to walk it is best to begin, 
as Herbert Spencer says about style, 
with a knowledge of what constitutes a 
beauty and what a blemish. A good 
walk is, however, about as elusive and 
hard to define asagood style. Still there 
are some very imperative ‘‘don’ts” that 
are well to remember. 

Don’t, for instance, look at your feet 
when walking, but hold your head well 
up in the air. 

Don’t shuffle your feet. A little 
thoughtfulness and a little practice in 
high stepping will soon break up this 
ugly habit. 

Don’t bend back at the waist under the 
impression that you are thereby walking 
erectly. It throws the stomach forward 
and is almost as inimical to grace as 
round shoulders. 

Finally, don’t allow yourself to walk 
“pigeon toed”—that is, with the toes 
turned in or straight. You can never be 
graceful in movement while you do. 

An ideal place in which to practice 
walking would bea long room with a 
mirror at each end. Though this is us- 
nally impracticable, you should by all 
means practice in front of a mirror, or 
you may only accentuate bad habits. It 
is unnecessary to say that heavy skirts 
and tight corsets are quite incompatible 
with freedom of motion. Do not bother 
about the shoulders. Hold the chest 
well forward, and they will take care of 
themselves. Then, with the chin well 
up and the toes turned out, you may 
literally ‘“‘walk a chalk line.” 

It is always hard to tell what to do 
with the hands. It is said that no wom- 
an under 25 has ever learned how to 
carry these offending members. But 
this, I think, was written of English wom- 
en. The natural way—to have them 
hanging at the sides or loosely clasped 
in front—is not considered elegant, And 
to have them glued to the sides as far as 
the waist line, and then bent in at the 
elbow, is not only awkward in itself, 
but it elevates the shoulders in the most 
unlovely way. Therefore most women 
try to obviate the difficulty by carrying 
something in the hands. It does seem 
strange that the most useful members of 
the body should be so unpleasantly in 
evidence when they are not in use. But 
however you elect to carry them, re- 
member that the first and last rule ia 
good walking is not to hurry,—Philadel- 
phia Record.

TARIFF  TINKERING. 


Changes For the Purpose of in- 
creasing the Revenue. 


NEW CHINESE BILL PASSED. 


The Special Session of Con- 
gress Winds Up Today. 


WASHINGTON, Nov 3.—The committee 
on ways and meuns Having charge of the 
tariff bill have nt yet reported their 
rough draft to their associates. 

They are now wsgain going over the 
rough draft, whica they completed several 
days ago, to get sin form to report to the 
majority of the committee. The power 
of the committee is well established to 
make the tarf#f as nearly es pussible a 
simple tariff. 

In so duing they expected to increase the 
revenue frem the customs as well as to 
greatly redace duties allalong the line. 
A!l dutiesare to be reduced to a revenue 
point, the free list is greatly enlarged and 

ut mede in nearly everything along the 
ne. 
lhe question of increasing the revenue 
is one which a great deal of attention is 
being given and a number of propositions 
for increasing the income of the govern- 
meut through the internal revenue taxes 
are under consideration. ‘The proposed in- 
creased tax on beer appe:rs to be a popular 
one among the Democrats in the house. 
It is estimated that the present tax 
of $1 on a Larrel of beer amounts to 
about 1-5 of a cent per glass, and 
it is calculated an increase of $1 
a barrel, which would make this tax 
about two-fifths of a cent per glass, would 
not affect the remaining selling price of 
the drink, and the tux of $2a barrel would 
not be more than half the tax on alcohol 
in beer of what the whisky tax is, the tax 
being calculated on the alcoho! in the beer 
and not on the bulk of beer itself, 

Where the Gain Comes. 

An income of $32,000,000 a year is calcu- 
lated on from thisincrease if made. The 
tax on whisky will probably be increased 
10 cents, making it 3! instead of 9) cents, 
asnow. This increase is reckoned to in- 
crease the income $12,900,009, 

The present tax on manufactured to- 
bacco, etc., including cigars, is 6 cents. It 
is proposed to double tuisto increase the 
duty by $16,000,000. The tax on cigars, 
which is now $3, it is now propose to in- 
crease to $4, which should add 8,000,000 to 
the revenue. 

In connection with this it is proposed to 
reduce the import duty on tobacco used in 
the manufacture of cigars to encourage 
the manufacturein this country, and in- 
crease the revenue by increasing the im- 
portation. As has been said before it is 
not proposed to re-establish any tax on 
sugar, but the abolition of the tax would 
save the government $20,000,000a year, 
practically adding this much to the rey- 
enue. 

It is calculated that ifthese things are 
done the aggregate increase of revenue 
will be $76,000,000, and it is believed by the 
Democrats that there would be a sufficient 
increase of revenue arising from an in- 
crease on importations on lower duties to 
raise this to nearly $100,000,000, 

The testimony taken by the house ways 
and means committee on the tariff has 
been printed aud presented to senators 
and members. The matter makes a vol- 
ume of 122) pages and contains sugges- 
tions relating to almost every article 
touched by tariff legislation. 

To Adjourn This Afternoon, 

The committee on rules reported to the 
house a resolution for adjournment at 3 
o’clock today. Mr. Catchings (Dem., Miss.) 
introduced the resolution, which was dis- 
cussed, and then the previous question 
ordered. The resolution was finally passed 
—yeas, 154; nays, 83. 

Geary Law Changed. 

The Chinese bill passed the senate yes- 
terday afternoon. Itis the house bill un- 
amended. Itextendsfor six months the 
time under which the Chinese can register 
under the Geary law and for the deporta- 
tion after this time of any Chinese laborer 
found in the United States without a 
certification of registration. It provides 
that the word laborer shall be construed 
to mean skilled and unskilled laborers, 
while a Chinese merchant shall be a 
Chinaman devoted exclusively to mercan- 
tile pursuits and not engaged as a laborer 
at all. 

Chinese merchants shall be all China- 
men devoted exclusively to mercantile 
pursuits and not engaged as a laborer at 
all. It changes the provisions of the 
Geary law concerning witnesses, in that 
instead of requiring a white witness it re- 
quires that the witness shall be other 
than a Chinaman. Pending the crder of 
deportation the Chinaman to be deported 
rannot be bailed. Certificates of registra- 
tion are to contain the phote of the appli- 

pant. 


Ocean Trip Postponed. 

Saw Francisco, Nov. 3.—Colonel J. H. 
Hoge, recently appointed United States 
consul to Amoy, China, who was to have 
sailed hence yesterday afternoon, received 
an intimation by telegraph that he had 
been removed from his office by President 
Cleveland on account of certain charges 
made against him. Colonel Hoge stated 
his intention to proceed to Washington at 
once to investigate the cause of the same. 


Japanese Horrors. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 3.—Advices from 
Yokohama report great floodsin Japan. 
In Tokayama prefecture 200 houses were 
swept away. The fate of over 100 persons 
is unknown. Floods «Iso occurred in other 
districts, with great loss of property.

Mrs. Strickland No. 3 bears with her an 
infant girl scarcely 6 mouths old. No. 2 
has laid two children, who have borne that 
painful name, under the sod, while the 
original and only legal wife has one or 
two children alive or dead somewhere in 
Britain. 

Nearly two years ago Strickland came 
to the churches of Hatchvilleand Wa- 
quoit. He had not beeu ordained asa 
minister of the gospel, and was set down 
in the Congregational year book as a li- 
centiate, that being the head under which 
the unordained, but licensed, preachers are 
gathered. 

He was supposed to have attended a 
theological school and to be well grounded 
in matters pertaining to the church, but 
after he had bean ordained it was found 
he had come fresh from the insurance busi- 
ness. 

Nevertheless he was allowed to stay, 
particularly as his sarmons were accepta- 
ble, and sometimes more, in spite of his 
lack of training. The villagers are now 
sorry for havi ving made a rash b bargain. 


A LOSS OF $750,000. 


By the Recent Shutdowns of Numerous 
Lowell Mins. 

LOWELL, Mass., Nov. 3.~A canvass of 
the manufacturing industries of this city 
shows that over $500,000 has been lost the 
present season by the employes by reason 
of the shutdowns that have oecurred be- 
cause of the depressed cordition of 
business. 

‘The mills were shut down for periods as 
follows, and the losses as near as can be 
obtained are also given: Merrimack, two 
weeks, loss $44,000; Lawrence, three weeks, 
$60,000; Lowell, Brussely department four 
weeks, ingrain department seven weeks, 
$77,000; Appleton, 121-2 weeks, $106,000; 
Tremont and Suffolk, eight weeks, $120,000; 
Hamilton, two weeks, $28,000; Faulkner’s, 
seven weeks, $24,000; Pickering’s 
hosiery, 12 weeks; $24,000; Pilling’s shoe 
shop, nine weeks, $20,000; Collins’ mills, 
six weeks, $8400; Mohair Plush company, 
eight weeks, $1000; Howard Knitting com- 
pany, six weeks, $23,000; Stott Bros.’, run- 
ning two-thirds time, $1000. <A total loss 
to employes of $518,300. 

Besides this many smaller concerns have 
even shut down for three months, and, if 
the total losses of these could be obtained, 
it would undoubtedly be found that the 
working people of the city had lost in 
wages full $750,000 this season. The mills 
have all cut down wages about 7 per cent 
and are usually running on reduced time 
and with reduced help.

venture with a cougar. He was speale 
ing |of his experience to some friends and 
said: 

“T mounted a horse and went on a 
hunting expedition to a place about 20 
miles from Perhama, taking with me an 
Irish staghound and an English pointer, 
I brought down a deer and a brown 
bear, which I left at a farmhouse, and 
bagged a number of wild pigeons and 
other fowl. While returning home 
about 10 o'clock at night along a lonely 
road about five miles from Perhama, I 
noticed what seemed to be two balls of 
fire in a tree but a gird ahead of me, 
and which stood but a foot or two from 
the road. At the same instant my horse, 
which is what is known in the ‘cow 
counties’ as an ‘original herder,’ drew 
up with a startled neigh, almost throw- 
Ing me from the sadale. I took a close 
look at the thing in the tree and saw that 
it was a cougar crouched for a spring. 

“As I tried to unstrap my rifle the an- 
imal sprang, but missed its mark and 
passed just over the horse’s neck and 
about two inches from me. It rolled in 
theroad, but recovered and sprang again, 
this time at the horse’s throat. The 
horse bucked and threw me to the 
ground, half stunning me. The cougar 
then rushed upon me, but the stag- 
hound, which had been standing by, bay- 
ing furiously, corralled it. There was a 
brief but terrific fight, and the dog lay 
dead not five feet from me, The pointer 
had disappeared, while the horse stood 
trembling in every limb. The panther 
again sprang at him, landing upon his 
back, and away the horse went. 

“T recovered my feet ina few minutes, 
unstrapped my rifle and started in pur- 
suit. Five hundred yards from the scene 
of the encounter I found the horse stand- 
ing still and the cougar lying dead at 
his feet. The horse bore marks of the 
cougar’s claws upon his back, and his 
flesh was torn in several places, The 
cougar’s head was smashed, presumably 
by the horse’s heels. I cannot account 
for the result of the strange encounter 
except by the theory that a limb of a 
large oak tree, hanging low and directly 
over the road, struck the cougar and 
swept it off the horse’s back, and the 
horse took advantage of the opportunity 
to trample him to death. The horse is 
Vicious, as all ‘original herders’ are. 
These horses have been known to fight 
for hours until one or the other fell, but 


fighting a cougar. Ihave the animal's 
skin and will keep it as a memento of 
the encounter. The horse was not badly 
injured and will soon be ready for serv- 
ice again.” —Portland Oregonian.

Eternity. 


A DOZEN OTHERS INJURED. 


Fronts of Two Houses Blown 
Out of Sight. 


New York, Noy. 8.—The boiler in the 
drydock, East Broadway and Battery Rail- 
road company’s shops, burst yesterday 
afternoon. One endof the building was 
smashed, six were killed and more than a 
dozen persons more or less badly hurt. 

The wrecked boiler was blown clear 
across the street 100 feet, and striking two 
tenements like an enormous battering 
ram, broke down the wall to the third 
story. Ten minutes before the explosion 
occurred scores of children were playing 
on the broad sidewalk in front of the now 
wrecked building, picking up grain 
spilled from the feed wagons which un- 
load there, and dancing and carrying on. 

The children were from the parochial 
school of the Church of the Immaculate 
Conception near by. Their homes were in 
the surrounding tenements. At 1 o'clock 
the teachers’ bell summoned them back to 
their tasks. The last of them had not 
passed through the school gate when & 
tremendous explosion shook the building 
toits foundation and sent teachers and 
children rushing to the street. 

Wreck and Desolation. 

When the dust cleared away. a scene of 
wreck and desolation was disclosed. The 
east end of the drydock railroad company’s 
three-story stable had collapsed. The four- 
story wing east of it stood, but a hole was 
knocked through the partition wall that 
divided it from the fallen boiler houses. 
The street was littered with broken bricks 
and lumber. The tenements across the 
way looked as if they had gone through a 
bombard ment. 

The fronts of two houses had disap- 


peared. Where they had been was a rag- 
ged hole. A dying horse kicked in its 
death struggles in the middle of the 
street. In the gutter lay one man appar- 


ently dead, and in the doorway of the sa- 
loon where he had been struck down, 
another with a broken head. 

Here and there, everywhere, wounded 
and bleeding men and children were 
crawling away from the unknown peril, 
grasping with feeble hands in the pave- 
ment and the dirt. Ambulances came— 
half a dozen—in answer to asummons, 
and the wounded and the dead were picked 
upand carried away. A man, who ran 
around wringing hi3 hands and shouting 
in anguished tones that his brother was 
killed, was led away by the police, 

The Dead and Injured. 

When asurvey of the field had been 
made the police list showed the casualties, 
The dead: Thomas Hassan, Samuel Mce- 
Mullen, Joseph Quinn, 22, carpenter; John 
Gillespie, stableman; John Armstrong, en- 
gineer; William Royal, 29, engineer, 

Injured: Patrick Sheehan, 27, married, 
a driver, fractured skuli; James Harland, 
29, married, stableman, fractured thigh; 
Michael Brennan, 23, single, laborer, arm 
fractured; Charles Breslin, 27, married, 
stableman, fractured skull; George L. 
Martine, 52, »arried, cardriver, skull frac- 
tured; Thomas Powell, 49, mechanic; Will- 
iam Egan, 25, married, laborer, severe con- 
tusions. 

A num ber of others, including several 
children, were struck by flying wreckage 
and slightly injured. How many horses 
were enguifed in the wreck when the 
building fell is unknown. Seven were 
shot two hours after the collapse. They 
were all more or less injured. How many 
are in the ruins 1s yet to be ascertained. 

The cause of the explosion was over- 
pressure. The less of property is about 
$30,000. 


Brutal Burglars.

While they were about to 
carry out their fiendish intentions the old 
man’s daughter, Mrs. Carey, who had 
been tortured by the burglars in her room 
upstairs first, jumped fr.m her window 
and escaped. This alarmed the burglars 
and they left. Tue old man is badly hurt. 
Mrs. Carey was severely injured by the 
jump.

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EXPLOSION AND FIRE. 


Mail Steamship Totally Destroyed Off the 
Coast of Cojimar. 

New York, Nov. 3.— News was received 
here that the steamship City of Alexandria 
of the New York and Cuba Mail Steam- 
ship company was burned to the wa rs 
edge off Cojimar Wednesday morning, 
while on ber way from Matanzas to Ha- 
vana. The steamship was a total loss, but 
her commander, Captain K. A. Hoffman, 
and 28 of her crew succeeded in reaching 
Havana. 

A dispatch from Second Officer William 
Field says that he and all the rest of the 
ship’s company, except the purser, R. 
Bowen, and the stewardess, Mrs. Carter, 
were saved. These two have not been ac- 
counted for, but it is hoped that they were 
rescued. 

The City of Alexandria was fitted to 
carry 80 first class passengers. The first 
dispatch sent out stated that 60 lives were 
lost ‘The steamship bad no passengers on 
board. She had been to Matanzas to dis- 
eharge her cargo,and was on her way 
back to Havana to take on the remainder 
of her cargo for New York and her comple- 
ment of passengers. 

The City of Alexandria carried the mail 
to Cuba and was ascrew vessel, built by 
John Roach & Son of Chester, Pa., in 
1879. She was iron, had three decks, and 
was of 2914 tons gross register. She was 
purchased in 1885 for $400,000 by the New 
York and Cuba Mail Steamship company, 
and carried a crew of 69 men. 

The vessel had taken on a miscellaneous 
cargo, including 48 puncheons of Santa 
Cruz and Jamaica rum, to be delivered at 
Havana. There was an explosion at 4 
o'clock Wednesday morning, and the fire 
followed instantly. The flamesspread rap- 
idly through the ship and she was lost 
control of almost at the beginning, The 
crew took to the lifeboats and, stated, 
were saved, with the possible exception of 
the purser and the stewardess. 

A Havana dispatch toa morning paper 
states that 35 people perished by the loss 
ofthe Alexandria», but the story is doubted.

In the closing 
executive session the senate confirmed the 
nomination of James R. Roosevelt of 
New York to be sec’etary of the embassy 
of the United Stutes at London, vice 
Henry White resigned. A number of 
minor officials were confirmed. The Horn- 
blower pomination went over, and must 
be presentei at the next session. The nom- 
ination of Robert B. Preston, to be direc- 
tor of the mint, was also left over. Mr. 
Astwood is the man against whom a fight 
was made on account of his having been 
been mixed up in the Eliza Pinkston ia- 
cident in Louisiana, at which time he was 
a Republican. 

Stevenson's Thauks, 

At 2:57 p. m. the senate opened its doors 
after the executive session, and Mr. Ran- 
som of the committee to wait on the presi- 
dent informed the senate that the presi- 
dent had no further communications to 
make. The vice president then made his 
acknowledgments for a resolution of 
thanks already adopted and adjourned the 
senate in a few words. He said: 

Senators: My appreciation of the resolution 
personal to myself, kindly adopted by the 
senate, cannot be measured by words. To 
your courtesy and forbearance lam indebted 
for whatever measure of success has attended 
my administration of this great office. The rec- 
ord of the first session of the Fifty-third con- 
gress is made up. Henceforth it belongs to the 
domain of history. Earnestly wishing each and 
all of you a safe and pleasant journey to your 
homes and constituents, I now, in pursuance 
of the concuirent resolution of the two 
houses, declare the senate adjourned without 


day. 

The gavel was brought down sharply, 
and the extraordinary sessi:n of the Fifty- 
third congress had adjourne1 sine die. 

Left Over. 

By the adjournment the urgency de- 
ficiency bill was left in conference, the bill 
to pay session clerks being the pending 
question when the house adjourned; the 
New York bridge bill was left in confer 
ence; the senate bill granting to California 
5 per cent of the proceeds of the cash 
sales of public lands and granting a right 
of way through Indiana and Oklahoma 
territory to the Kausas Okl:homa Central 
railway were left on the speaker’s table. 

The authorizing of awards of honorable 
mention to Worli’s fair exhibitors passed 
both houses, but the adjournment took 
place before it cou'd be signed by the vice 
president aud speaker. As soon as con- 
gress convenes it will be signed. In effect

What Has Been Done. 

Of the 1152 bills which have been intro- 
duced ia the senate during the session 
which close! yesterday, only 12 have 
passed that body, and of these only three 
have passed the hous: of representatives, 
received the president’s siznature and be- 
Jime laws. Of the three new laws origi- 
nating in the senate, oneisin aid of the 
midwinter international exposition to be 
held in San Francisco; another grants cer- 
tain settlers in Oklaboma territory the 
right tocommute their bone sgancies, 
and thethird relating to clerks in the 
office of the co nmissionets of the District 
of Columbia 

The other bills which bave passed the 
senate are as follows: Making appropria- 
tion for the purchase of grouad in Wash- 
Ington for a building tob used asa hall of 
records; granting to California five pex 
centum of the net proceeds of the cash 
sales of lands in that state; to extend the 
time for making final payments on entries 
under the desert land act; to extend 
the time for making final payment 
on entries under the desert land act; au- 
thorizing certain Cherokee allottees or 
claimants to purchase certain tracts held 
and claimed by them; to donate to the 
county of Laramé:, Wy., certain bridges 
On the abandqned Fort Laramie military 
reservation; to authorize the Chattanooga 
Western Railway company to construct a 
bridge across the Tennesses river near 
Chattanooga; to graut the right of way 
to the Kansas, Oklaboma_ Central 
and Southwestern railway company 
through the Indian territory and Okla- 
homa territory; to aid the states of Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, Washington, Montana, 
Idaho, Nevada, Colorado and South Da- 
kota to support schools of mines; for the 
relief of W. R. Ward. 

The senate has, in additioa to those bills 
of its own, passed on four house bills, the 
most important of these being house bill 
No.1 for the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act. The senate 
also passela joint resolution which orig- 
inated in the body, and 12 which originated 
in the house. 

The chief bill that failed in the extra 
session of the house was that providing 
for urgent deficiencies. ‘The most im- 
portant item in this measure was that 
which provided for the janitors and cus- 
Bodians of public buildings throughout 
tbe country. 

There was an item of $200,000 to pay 
clerks to members, but that can be passed 
later without causing any hindrance to 
public sentiment. There have been intro- 
duced in the house at this session 4390 
bilis and 87 joint resolutions. Of this en- 
tire number 166 have been reported from 
committees and 58 have passed the house.

On that day let us 
forego our ordinary work and employments, 
and assemble in our usual places of worship, 
where we may recall a!l that God has done 
for us,and where from grateful hearts our 
united tribute of praise and song may reach 
the throne of grace.

FIFTY WOUNDED MEN, 


Result of an Attack by Socialists Upon a 
Vienna Meeting. 

ViENNA, Nov. 4 —G rimin Liberals met 
in a public hall ye ter lay to discuss the 
party’s atiicuds. toward Taafe and suf- 
frage reform. On'y perso 1s who had been 
invited were admited. The proceedings 
hed hardly begun when 800 socialists 
stormed the hall. ‘They burst io the 
doors and marched down the aisles shout- 
ing for universal suffrage. 

A dozen policemen who were called from 
the street ordered the socialists to leave 
the hall, but without effect. A police 
company was summoned, and they 
charged with drawn sabers. Most of the 
German Liberals had left by this time, but 
the socialists still refused to go. After a 
fight at close quarters they were driven 
out. 

The police reports show that 45 social- 
ists and eight policemen were injured. 
Ten socialists were arrested. 


THREE SHOTS FIRED.

Near Haverhill. 

HAVERHILL, Mass., Nov. 4—The mail 
ear which runs between here and Hamp- 
stead, N. H.,was held upabout9 o'clock last 
night near Newton, N. H., six miles from 
this city. Two men leaped from the un- 
derbrush and demanded the mailbag and 
valuables. Driver,Merrill, instead of giv- 
ing up the articles, gave the horses the 
lash. One of the men wasthrown under 
the horses’ hoofs, and the other, firing 
three shots, took to the woods. Driver 
Merrill stated that he had a package of 
money on board which the men evidently 
knew of. The pxssepgers, including two 
women, were badly frightened. When

TOOK BIG CHANCES. 


Lewis Knowlton Succeeded in 
Passing Worthless Paper. 


IT GAVE HIM COURAGE. 


Visited a Victim a Second Time 
and Was Arrested. 


_ Boston, Nov. 4.—Lewis G. Knowlton, a 
young mau whose prospects in life might 
be of the brightest if he would have 
them so, and who ought to b2 occupying 
an honorable place in the best Back Bay 
society, spent last night in a cell at sta- 
tion 2, held there on several charges of 
Passing worthless checks. 

When arrested he gave the name of Leon 
G. Knowlton. After the picture was seen 
it was learned that his real name was 
Lewis G. Knowlton, and that only last 
July he was arrested on the charge of sev- 
eral wholesale forgeries. 

A few dass ago the police of the busi- 
ness district leirned that a young man 
had successfully passed several checks for 
small amounts on various business firms 
in the city proper. In every case when the 
checks were presented at the bank on 
which they were drawn they were pro- 
nounced to be forgeries. 

Policemen were detuiled to work on the 
matter, but no results were gained until 
yesterday afternoon, when Patrolmen Hil- 
dreth and Burns of station 2 brought the 
aforementioned young man into the sta- 
tion. Atthat time he was partly under 
the influence of liquor. He was searched, 
and four checks for small sums were 
found in his possession. Besides these 
checks he had 39 or 40 blank checks on the 
Manufacturers’ National bauk and the 
Old Colony Trust company. 

Made a Mistake. 

It appears that yesterday about noon he 
went into the store of C. E. Logue, 18 
Brattle equare, and purchased a_ bell 
punch costing In payment for this 
he offered a check for $8.62 drawn on the 
Manufacturers’ National bank. The check 
was accepted, andthe young map, after 
being given a receipted bill, which he po- 
litely asked for, was given the change be- 
tween the amounts—$6.387. He left the 
store and shortly afterward the check was 
sent tothe Sank, and word was returned 
that it was worthless. 

Realizing that they had been victimized, 
Mr. Logue reported the facts to Captain 
Pierce. Soon afterward the young man 
once more entered the store and tried to 
pass another c heck. This time he was 
held bythe clerks until the police that 
had been sent for arrived. 

After he had been lockel up it was 
learned that three days ago Le tried to 
pass a check cn Mr. Peare cf the firm of 
Pettingili & Peare of 49 Brattle street, 
and it was also learned that he had 
swindled the Wheeler Reflector company 
of 18-24 Washington screet out of $$ by the 
same trick.

His Record. 

A year ago last OctoLer young Kuow!l- 
ton went into a dealer in 
leather, taps and shoe stiffenings, at 49 
State street. Lyon. He came there from 
Haverhill, and for ati: e had a Mr. Porter 
fora partner. He did agceol business up 
to May lof the current year, when com- 
petition was so keen as to drive him out of 
business. 

This fact, itis said, drove Knowlton to 
make use of worthless checks, and wken 
arrested on the 14th of last July he ac- 
know!edged that le had passed between 
20 and 20 checks, on which he bad realized 
about $600. At that time he victimized 
many well-known firms in this city, and 
he was also wanted in Lynn for various 
offenses that he had committed. 

Last July he begin some bogus check 
operations in this city and did quite an ex- 
tensive business before he was captured at 
the South End. At that time his sole 
business in life was to paint the town red, 
and he was engaged in that delightful job 
when he was caught. 

Before the case was called in court his 
father came forward and, tosave the young 
man the disgrace of going to prison, settled 
up the numerous claims which he had 
contracted and then the matter was nol 
prosse.

Brooklyn Police Arrest a Man Who Has 
a Bad Record. 


New York, Nov. 4—A man was ar- 
rested in Brooklyn who, according to the 
police, has for years made a busine’s of 
robbing banks and merchants by whom he 
was employed. His name is George Lin- 
gard. The present complainant against 
Lingard is ex-Congressman Adams in his 
capacity as counsel for the Garfield Na- 
tional bank. And this is how he comes to 
stand in that role: 

Lingard was bookkeeper for Christian 
A. Schmidt, adealer in uphbolsterers’ ma- 
terials, between April, 1889, and June, 
1890, during which time he robbed his em- 
ployer, so it is a'leged, to the tune of $30,- 
000. His way of déing it was simple 
enough. Schmidt kept an account in the 
Mechanics and Traders’ bank. Lingard 
kept one for himself in the Garfield Na- 
tional bank. When checks came in for 
Schmidt, Lingard, who received them, 
would forge Schmidt’s name to them and 
deposit them to his o:wn account. 

He did this with 207 checks in the year 
he was ‘vith Schmidr, the police say, and 

| during that time reaped the principal ad- 
vantage of the business. Liugard is also 
charged with other forzeries ia this vicin- 
ity, by which he reaped some thousands 
of dollars. Itissaid he is wanted in Bos- 
ton for misdeeds there.

THE Dairy LEDGER does not object to 
being called a Democratic paper by Repub- 
lican orators, or Republican by our Demo- 
cratic friends. As is the case with the 
Boston Herald, it only shows the LEDGER 
to be an independent paper, which its pub- 
lishers desire it shall be. Because the 
editors are known to be Republicans, it 
does not follow that the LepGER is a Re- 
publican paper- It denies emphatically 
the assertion at the joint debate that it is a 
Democratic “‘organ.’’ It is, moreover, tie 
organ of no party. The Republican city 
committee, of which Mr. Sherman is chair- 
man, certainly has not invited any support 
in the present campaign. (Grand rallies 
have been held, but not one has been ad- 
vertised in the local papers. Even that 
joint debate, or farce, was not advertised. 
Caucuses and conventions are grudgingly 
advertised or not at all, etc., ete. 


Mr. SHERMAN’S sarcastic compliment 
for publishing the details of the debate 24 
hours in advance of any official informa- 
tion, gives us a chance to tell a little story. 
The challenge was inserted and paid for by 
the Democrats, not as an item of news. 
Mr. Sherman’s reply came promptly the 
next day from two sources. The first from 
our Wollaston correspondent, who, with 
his usual enterprise, had sought and ob- 
tained Mr. Orcutt’s opinion of the condi- 
tions, etc. The second was from the Ward 
Five Democratic committee, with a signed 
answer. Neither appeared that day for 
these reasons: Mr. Sherman objected to 
its being accompanied by an interview, 
and the committee wished to revise its 
reply. Mr. Sherman was ‘“‘tearing,’’? and 
the next day had his reply inserted as an 
advertisement, and it was inserted again by 
the Democrats with their reply. All was 
considered by the editors as political litera- 
ture, not as news or comment, and our 
position is plain. 


THE JOINT DEBATE at Wollaston would 
have been much more satisfactory had it 
been entered into by the Republican 
speaker with the same spirit as on the 
other side. Mr. Orcutt’s arguments were 
strong from a Democratic standpoint, but 
might have been met with others equally 
as good. Why did Mr. Sherman attempt to 
make a farce of it? Why did he think it 
necessary to be called down ?’’ Does he 
fear a loss of popularity so that he may 
not be the Republican candidate for mayor 
next month? Read the report of the de- 
bate and judge for yourself of the merits.

THE JOINT DEBATE. 


Mr. Orcutt is Logical and Mr. Sher- 
man Would Make It a Farce, 


NATIONAL AND STATE ISSUES. 


A Crowded House and Liberal Applause 
for Both Speakers, 


The long talked of Sherman-Orcutt de- 
bate came off last evening at Boynton 
& Russell's hall, Wollaston, The hall was 
crowded to suffocation with Republicans 
and Democrats. There was also quite a 
sprinkling of ladies in the audience. 

The crowd was a good natured one, 
apparently equally divided so far as political 
preferences go, and was generous with its 
applause to each speaker as he got in a 
good thrust at his opponent. 

All of the old war horses of both parties 
were present, among whom were noticed 
Hon. Henry O. Fairbanks, President Bass 
of the Council, Mr. J. G. Witham, Mr.

C. Bates, Mr. M. F. Burns, Mr. Henry G. 
Fay, Mr. Samuel F. Howard, Mr. Geo. O. 
Loring, Mr. W. W. Rice, Mr. H. M. 
Federhen Jr. Mr. Samuel Brown, Mr. Benj. 
Sargent, Mr. J. A. Bass, Mr, E. J.

Mr. R. F. Claflia of Quincy presided adn 
on opening the meeting read for the 
guidance of the speakers the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, that the interests of this State 
would be best promoted by the election of 
John E. Russell as Governor at the 
coming election. 

Mr. Claflin stated that the discussion 
would be opened by Mr. Orcutt, who 
would be allowed 45 minutes, then Mr. 
Sherman would open for the other side and 
speak an equal time. Then Mr. Orcutt 
and Mr. Sherman shall each be given 15 
minutes to reply in the order named. 

Mr. Orcutt Said: 

We meet as neighbors and® friends to 
discuss questions about which we honestly 
differ and which affect our material 
interests. I propose to do this ina friendly 
spirit, as one seeking the truth. 

When the Republican party was con- 
tending for principle and fighting the 
people’s battles, I belonged to it, but when 
it became the advocate of dangerous 
doctrines and the representative of the 
few against the interests of the many, with 
thousands more, I left it. And so, today I 
believe that the true interests of all the 
people demand the success of the Demo- 
cratic party. We are ready to discuss that 
proposition on the lines of national issues 
oron those that pertain to state affairs 
alone. Mr. Greenbalge has told us why 
he should be elected Governor.—First, 
that he is acitizen. Mr. Russell is mere 
than that. Heisacitizen with too clear 
a head and of better judgment than to 
advocate his claims on such grounés. 
Second, he is a property holder in New 
Hampshire. Isn’t it worth fully as much to 
be the owner of ahome in Massachusetts? 
Third, his personal record is clean. But, 
that isn’t enough. We wish to know 
whether his politica] record commends _ it- 
self to our approval as well. Fourth, his 
election would restore confidence and im- 
prove business. How and why? The Re- 
publican speakers have been telling us that 
the reason of the recent business depression 
is because the Democrats are now in power, 
and therefore the way to restore confidence 
and make business good is to turn them out 
at once and restore the Republicans again 
to power. Let us see. 

The truth is, there are many causes for 
these hard times. A similar depression in 
business has occurred the past year in 
most of the principal countries of the 
world. From 1880 to 1890 private indebted- 
ness in the United States increased three- 
fold. The funded debt of railroads 
increased twofold. The mortgage debt of 
the country increased to 43 billion dollars; 
and the loans and over drafts increased 
more than twofold. Add to this the 
general and gradual fall in prices the world 
over since 1870, the booms in real estate 
and the endowment societies, and we can 
readily see some of the causes operating to 
create a panic. But the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act was the immediate 
and controlling cause in bringing it on. 
We have the testimony of business men, of 
Bradstreet’s Journal, a non-partisan paper, 
and of John Sherman himself to that 
effect. After that law was passed gold 
began to flow out of the country at about 
the same rate as silver certificates were 
issued, the gold reserve in the Treasury 
was drawn upon till it was below the 
limit allowed by law. Thus confidence 
was gone, banks strengthened their re- 
serves, contracted credite and hoarded 
money til! the crash came, 

Add to this the fact that when Cleve- 
land went out in 1889 be left a full treas- 
ury and all debts paid, and when he came 
in last March he found an empty treasury, 
that Harrison’s administration spent 65} 
millions more the last year of his adminis. 
tration than the first, and 80 millions more 
than any year of Cleveland’s first adminis- 


tration, and you will have sufficient for the 
bliudest and most stupid to see that such a 
condition of things must bring disaster. 

Suppose the board of officers of the 
Maverick bank had been changed four 
months before the closing of the institution 
and a new board of honest and competent 
officials put in the place of the old board. 
Suppose the new board had gone to work 
to correct the abuses and to do business in 
a legitimate way, and then the crash came, 
Would you blame the new board because 
they were in power, and ask that the old 
board be again reinstated to carry on again 
their vicious methods of management ? 
Unless you would you cannot say the Dem- 
ocratic party is to blame, as they have just 
come into power and have gone to work to 
correct the abuses which they found exist- 
ing. 

Already the Democratic party has re- 
pealed this Sherman act,thanks to its repre- 
sentatives and its courageous and hervic 
president. It took a long time to do it, as 
those vicious senate rules established and 
encouraged during the years of Republican 
rule, provided no way to prevent the Re- 
publicans, Teller, Stewart, Wolcott, Du- 
bois, and the Populists, Allen and Pfeffer, 
from interminable ta!k. §But now that 
bad Republican law is gone, and business 
is reviving. The Democratic party now 
proposes to change the rules of the United 
States senate so that the people’s business 
may be done properly and without un- 
reasonable delay. It also proposes to go 
on, and in response to the demand of the 
people revise and reform the tariff. The 
Republican talk of our hard times being 
due to fear of tariff revision has also about 
the same bottom to rest on as the story of 
Mr. Greenhalge of the closing of the shoe 
factories of Weymouth. Was the pauic of 
1873 caused by fear of tariff revision? At 
that time the Republicans were in power 
and protection had full sway. 

From 1846 to 1860 we lived under the 
lowest tariff this country has seen since 
1812, Mr. Blaine has told us in his 
“Twenty Years in Congress” that during 
that time busiuess was prosperous, manu- 
factures flourished, and money abundant, 
so that in 1856 none of the parties saw fit 
to advocate protection. No, the people by 
overwhelming majorities, both in 189) and 
in 1892 decided that protection must go. 
The Democratic party would be false to its 
trust if it does not obey the people’s man- 
date, and no one need fear that in carrying 
out the will of the people expressed in so 
emphatic a manner, and by such great ma- 
jorities that disaster wiil come. If it should 
then government by the people is not a 
success. 

Mr. Greenhalge says when the question 
comes between the producer and the con- 
sumer, he is for the producer every time. 
Well, we are not. We are for the con- 
sumer, for the producer is only a part, 
while the consumer is everybody. We be- 
lieve in free raw material—free coal, free 
iron, free food and free clothing. This is 
in the interests of all our people, manu- 
facturers and all. Do you remember that 
oft-quoted petition of 600 names of New 
England manufacturers to Congress for 
free raw materials. It included the names 
of ex-Gov, Ames and Nahum Stetson of 
Bridgewater. You know how our iron in- 
dustries in Massachusetts have died out 
since the duties have been placed on coal 
and iron. Do you think that was for the 
benefit of Massachusetts or Pennsylvania ? 

We tax 95 per cent. of our people for the 
benefit of 5 per cent. Is that right or just ? 
It is neither; nor is it lawful. The report 
of the treasurer of the Arlington mills 
shows that that corporation earaed a divi- 
dend of 20.8 per cent. annually for twenty 
years previous to 1890; and still Mr. Whit- 
man, the treasurer, went to Washington 
when the McKinley bill was framed and 
obtained aa increase of duties on such 
goods as he manufactures from 6) to 90 
per cent. The farmers of our country 
constitute 44 per cent. of our producing 
classes. They are not protected at all, but 
are obliged to pay an increased price, by 
reason of protective duties, on most every- 
thing they buy. 

But people say protection makes wages 
higher. I wish it had done so while we 
have been obliged tejive under it, When 
the McKinley bil) went into operation and 
after, wages did not go up, as its advocates 
had promised, but I hold in my hand a list 
of over 200 establishments in different parts 
of the country which reduced their wages 
within a year after that bill went into oper- 
ation, But I am told wages are higher 
here than 35 years ago under a low tariff. 
Yes and so they arein free trade England, 
and in every other civilized nation. Sup- 
ply and demand regulate very largely the 
price of wages. They are affected by ad- 
vancing civilization, by the agitation of 
labor questions among the people, and by 
trade’s unions more by far than all the 
tariff which ever were framed. 

The reports of Mr. Blaine and Mr. Evarts 
show that for the same work workmen in 
our mills are not paid more than in Eng- 
land. What we want, and will get by tariff 
reform is cheaper living, better business 
for the masses, and a greater equality of 
burdens, at the sametime that we get a 
sufficient revenue for the purposes of 
government, 

Important State issues are involved 
in this election the Governor's Council 
ought to be abolished. It is a relic 
of colonial days where a King ap- 
pointed the Governor and the people 
elected the Councillors. Under our pres- 
ent form of government it is a useless 
body. Governor Long three times recom- 
mended the abolition. Among our 44 
states only 3 have anything like it. The 
Senate is the usual confirming’ body. But 
our Council has become only an engine of 
obstruction. Fer the las! three years most 
of its work has been to prevent the 
Governor preforming the functions which 
constitution requires him to perform. Not

HORATIO ELY. 


A Veteran Boston Fireman Dies in This 
City Today, 

Horatio Ely,a veteran fireman of Boston 
died this morning at the residence of his 
sister in law, Mrs. Thomas B. Tilton, at 13 
Quincy avenue, aged 79 years. 

The deceased was born in Boston in 1814 
and became a memberof the Boston Fire 
Department in 1842, being attached to 
Engine 20 on East street. 

He served altogether 43 years and was 
at the time of his death the oldest in service 
of any living Bostou Firemen, having seen 
the department grow from the days of the 
old hand tub to the efficient department of 
today. 

He was for 25 years driver of Hose § 
located on North Grove street and during 
the great. fire in Boston in 1872 he received 
injuries from which he never fully re- 
covered. 

In 1885 he was retired from active service 
on account of disability and injuries re- 
ceived during service, and was one of the 
earliest to be placed on the pension list, 

Two years ago his wife died and he then 
removed to Quincy. 

He was a member of the Boston Veteran 
Firemen’s Association. 

Funeral services wii!l be held from his 
late residence, o» Monday at 2 o'clock, and 
the interment will be at Mt. Wollaston 
cemetery.

WEYMOUTH. 


Two More Breaks and the People Feel 
They Have No Protection. 

There seems to be little or no effort of 
the town authorities to capture the parties 
who have been burglarizing places at South 
Weymouth. Friday night two more breaks 
were added to the list, the post office and 
the residence of Wi! liam Healey.

A Fierce Encounter. 

BELGRADE, Nov. 4.—A band of Macedo- 
nian Arnauts attacked the town of Pris- 
rand, in Albania, on Wednesday last, and 
drove the Turkish garrison into the cita- 
del. When the Turks had been safely 
boxed up in the fortress the Macedonians 
looted stores and mansions and also 
sacked the theological seminary. 

The town during its occupation by the 
Macedonians was thrown into a state of 
the greatest panic and excitement. Peo- 
ple barricaded themselves in their houses 
and hid their valuables in every possible 
place. Some reports have it that the 
Mucedonians committed the greatest ex- 
cesses, and others say that they only be- 
haved roughly toward those who resisted 
their pillaging and toward the Turkish 
soldiers whom they imprisoned in the 
citadel. 

It is added that the sultan has received 
an ultimatum, addressed to him by the 
Macedonian rebels, in which the latter de- 
mand that the citadel be evacuated by the 
Turkish troops ne later than Wednesday 
next, and that complete autonomy be 
granted to the Pasbalik of Prisrand; other- 
wise, the rebels say, they will forcibly ex- 
pelthe Turks from thecitadel. A de- 
tachment of Turkish troops has been dis- 
patched to the assistance of the imprisoned 
Turks, and asavage engagement between 
the Macedonians and the sultan’s forces is 
anticipated. 


Arabs Overcome. 

MELILLA, Nov. 4.—General Marcias pre- 
pared a detachment of troops yesterday 
for a sortie with the object of relieving the 
outlying forts. His ferce, which was com- 
posed of picked soldiers, sallied forth from 
the fortress amid the cheers of the entire 
populace. The body marched rapidly 
toward the river Curo. The Arabs, as 
soon as the approach of the Spanish troops 
was discovered, began to gather at the 
front in large numbers, aud soon made an 
attack upon the Spaniards. 

A fierce engagemeut followed, which 
ended in the defeat of the Arabs, who re- 
tired to the Guruba mountains, after 
many of their force had been killed and 
wounded. The European force then moved 
on the forts Postrogordo, which they fur- 
nished with a fresh supply of provisions. 


Hundreds of Soldiers Drowned. 

Lonpon, Nov. 4.—Th2 Morning Leader 
has the following special from Lisbon: 

A private relegram from Buenos Ayres 
says thatthe insurgent warship Repub- 
lica rau into and sunk the transport Rio 
de Janeiro which was on her way from 
Rio Grande do Sal to Rio de Janeiro with 
troops for President Peixoto. Three hun- 
drei troops were drowned. 

A dispatch to The Times from Rio de 
Janeiro coutuius the information that 
the Republca tad rammed the Rio 
Janeiro, and that 520 out of 1100 troops on 
board were drowned. ‘The dispatch also 
said that Admiral Mello confirmed the 
truth of this reper’.

The business 
world iu every part of the country reckons 
it helpful and the tone of trade is more 
confident. It is hardly time as yet for the 
effects to be felt to any yreat extent in 
manufactures, but bankers are more lib- 
eral in accommodat ons and merchants 
more hopeful in purc!ases. 

The action of congress had less visible 
influence upon sp:culative markets for 
products, in part b-cius: foreign markets 
obstinately refused to wccept the higher 
valuations which specul rs here tried to 
establish. Though people acro-s the 
water award unstinted praises to those 
who secured the passage of tie repeal bill, 
there is not much disposilion to pay 
higher prices on that accvunt for wheat or 
cotton. 

The industries could not be expected to 
make any muteriil gain as yet, in couse- 
quence of new finauci«l conditions, but the 
demand for tex ile products has to some 
extent improved. Carefully sc: utinized, 
the increase of orders appears to be almost 
wholly due to the gradual exhaustion of 
stocks in the hands cfdealer-, wholesale 
or retail, and not as yet to any epprecianle 
increase in sales to ¢ nsumers, 

In boots and shoes asom«what better 
demand appears, and yet uot enough to 
keep the works fu'ly occupied, and the 
shipments from the east are for the past 
month 258,867 cases, agairs® 385,628 last 
year. The volume of domestic trade gains 
but little, exchauges outside of New York 
being 22.9 percent lower than last year 
for the week. 


STEAM BOILERS, 


Interesting Result of the Inspection as 
to Their Safety. 

Boston, Nov. 4.—Although the inspec- 
tion of steam boilers throughout the state 
by State Police Officer Hawley is not com- 
pleted, it is so far aivancel as to justify 
the agitation which Chief Wade has begun 
looking to the enactment of a law requir- 
ing the insp: tion by the state of ail steam 
boilers in use in manufactories, school- 
houses, public buildings and similar 
places, and the employment of men to 
tend them who are competent to doso, 
Inspector Hawley has found many defec- 
tive boilers and more incompstent men 
whose only knowledge is how to make 
steam without regard to the safety or the 
hazard to individuals. 

The information thus obtained is being 
putinto the form of a detailed report, 
which will be incorporated in the report 
ontbis matter which Chief Wade will 
make to the next legislature. It is be- 
lieved that the facts presented will prove 
so startling that there will be no delay in 
passing alaw which will supply this im- 
portant link in the chain of state super- 
vision of buildings in which the public has 
60 great and vital an interest, 


An Abundance of Whalebone, 

NeW BEprorp, Mass., Nov. 4.—Reports 
received in this city from the Arctic whal- 
ing fleet are to the effect that tie season’s 
catch is uuprecedented in the history of 
the industry. Almest all the whales were 
taken by the steamers, the sailing vessels 
being Laudicapped by the westward ice 
drift. The total catch of the season was 
840 whales. Narwhal’s catch, 62, beats all 
previous records. ‘The whalers wintering 
in the Arctic are unable to send their catch 
thisfall. This enormous catch will have 
great effect on the bune market.

— Lincoln 
Gould, Hingham’s oldest inhabitant, is 
dead, aged.

Weather-Crop Bulletin, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The month of 
October was warmer than usual in cen- 
tral and eastern Texas and from the upper 
Mississippi and lower Missouri valleys 
eastward to the New England and middle 
Atlantic coasts. Over the Atlantic coast 
states southward of New Jersey about the 
normal temperature prevailed. The limit 
of freezing weather to the westward of the 
Mississippi has not extended southward 
of northern Arkansas, but to the eastward 
has reached east-central Mississippi, and 
upto the close of the month has not 
touched the Atlantic coast southward of 
Maine, although freezing temperatures 
have occurred over the interior of the 
middle Atlantic states andas far south- 
ward as western North Carolina. 

The rainfall during October was daniels 
deficient in the upper Mississippi an 
lower Missouri valley and in the gulf 
states, except along the east cu!f coast,

HUNDREDS OF 
PERSONS KILLED. 


Explosion of Contraband Dynamite 
on a Spanish Steamer. 


A CITY ALMOST WRECKED 


By a Veritable Storm of Iron 
and Burning Wreckage. 


Thousands of Persons Were Viewing a 


Burning Wreck When Nearly Five | 
Hundred Cases of Dynamite Exploded, | 
Leaving Death and Wrecked Houses In 

Its Wake—Veassels the Ill-Fated

MApDkiD, Nov. 6.—The terrible disaster 
which has wrecked the port of Santander 
and destroyed hundreds of lives has sent a 
thrill of horror throuzh Spain. The 
story of this great disasterin brief is as 
follows: 

The Cabo Machichaco, a Spanish steam- 
ship, belonging to Bilbao, caught fire at | 
about 3 o’clock on Friday. After a while 
the steamer was alongside the quay dis- 
charging her cargo, which comprised 


| nearly 2000 tons of different merchaniise, 
| though the main pirt of this 


cargo was | 
iron ore end a number of sacks of flour, | 
barrels of wine, mavy cxs-s of petroleum 
and over 50U cases of dynamite, of which 


er’s manifest, the remaining 480 cases of |

The fire was first discovered ia the coal 
bunkers and raged so fiercely as to be be- 
yond the control of the entire ship’s crew. 
Finally the local authorities were notified, 
and the fire department and a detuchment 
of the civic guard were sent to the scene. 

The provincial governor, upon learning 
that the ship’s manifest showed that there 
were of dynamite on board, 
directed the fremen to assist the crew in 
bringing this quantity of explosive mate- 
rial ashore. ‘his was done in safety. It 
was believed that no more dynamite re- 
muined on board on the Cabo Machichaco, 
and a tug was orderel to tow the burning 
vessel out into the bay that the flames 
might not come to the wharf and to ad- 
joining property. 

The Explosion.

In the meantime thousands of people 
had crowded down to the quay and 
thronged the promenades contigaous to 
it. At about 4:50 p. m. a detonation on 
board the steamer showed that the boilers 
had burst, and scon after that there was 
another detonation, and the steamer 
seemed to open inhalves. A blazeshotsky- 
ward, over which a crown of smoke rested 
for several minutes. Then a report of such 
awful intensity was heard that it shook 
the earth for miles around, caused houses 
to totter, smashed every window in the 
radius of a rifle shot, filled the air with an 
immense mass of flying iron, burning | 
wood, blackened timbers and scorched | 
beams, which soon after fell like death- 
dealing hail upon the neighborhood, scat 
tering death and destruction wherever it 
crushed downward, | 

The scene following the blowing up of | 
the steamer Machichaco is almost indescrib- | 
able. The power of the dynamite shot tons 
of iron into the air, where it mingled with | 
the burning fragments of the steamship, 
tug and wooden quay, as well as with the | 
mangled bodies of hundreds of unfortu- 
nate people who were hurled upward at 
the same time, and the falling of this hor- 
rible mass can be better imagined than 
described. 

Over the adjoining buildings, tottering 
with wreckage, fella shower of iron, fol- | 
lowed by huge pieces of wood and the re- 
mains of human bodies, and above ali 
crashed flaming splinters, which set fire to 
hundreds of buildings. 

A Handred Craft Sunk. 

The force of the exploding dynamite 
caused such concussions that, in addition 
to shaking hundreds of buildings to their 
foundations, it actually sunk 100 small 
craft in the harbor, besides setting fire to | 
a large number of other vessels and start- 


ing conflagrations upon several of the | 


larger ships, including the Alfonso XII, 
which vessel c.uzht fire so suddenly and 
burned so fiercely that 49 of her crew lost 
thei r lives on board of her. 

The loss to foreign shipping is very 
great. The effect of the explosion upon 
the inhabitants of Santander was _be- 
wildering. For some time after the dis- 
aster the people were positively stunned 


with dismay and horror, and then fol- | 


lowed a panic, during which a hundred 
people are reported to have gone stark 
mad, while the va:t majority were so 
paralyzed with fear and shock that they 
were incapable of moving to the assistance 
of the dying or of making any effort to 
extinguish the flames which sprang up 


from a mass of buildings, and which be- | 


gan tospread with the most threatening 
rapidity. 
Sickening Scenes. 

The quay and promenade close to the 
scene of the explosion presented one of the 
most sickening sights ever witnessed. 
Manglked and  biackened 
scattered here and there or were in heaps 
intermingled with shreds of human bodies 
piled in many cases upon the wounded 
and dving whose fearful shrieks of agonv 


filled the air. UOvé: 10) people are saia to 
have bees precipitated into the sea by the 
®xplos'on, and there beneath this hail of 
blood, wood and iron they met death with 
the crews of the unfortunate steamer and 
the tugbcat, which was about to tow her 
into the bay. On board the tugboat were 
many citizens of Sintander, who were tak- 
ing part iu the work of rescue; all of them 
have disappeared forever. 

A train trom the provinces, which just 
arrived at the railroad station when the 
Cabo Machichaco blew up, experienced the 
force of the explosion, was wrecked and 
set fire to, and the majority of its passen- 


gers were burned to death before avy as- | 


sistance could be furnished them, 

Soon after tie explosion whole blocks 
upon Mendez Nunez street, parallel with 
the quay, were blazing, and other portions 
of the city were in flames, 

The cities of Valiadelid, Burzos, Bilbao 
and Barcelona were quickly sronsed by 
appeals for assistance and immediately 
took steps to assist the stricken city. 

Beyond Recognition. 

The loss sustained by property owners 
and by poor peuple who had lost their all 
through the explosion and fire is immense. 
The loss of life is notyet determined, bnt 
some hundreds of dead bodies have already 
been identified, while others will never be 
recognized from the mass of blackened 
®unks, heads and limbs which have been 
gathered together in heaps around the 
fatal spot. Many of the victims in ad- 
dition are unknown and there seems to be 
no way of telling how many met their 
death in the water. 

The whole country is indignant at the 
criminal conduct of the captain and crew 
of the Cabo Machichaco, as well as at the 
criminality of those who shipped the con- 
traband 480 cases of dynamite, the general 
opinion being that the government must 
take immediate steps to punish the people 
who shipped the dynamite, as the death 
of the ciptain and crew is ut poor com- 
pensation to the thou-ands of victims of 
the destruction caused by their crimin- 
plity. 

An eyewitness of the terrible affair 
says that the dynamite was concealed 
under the iron which formed a portion of 
the steamer’s cargo. The fire, he says, is 
believed to have origaated in some pack- 
ages of skins which were crammed into 
Ube steamer’s bunkers, 


LIABLE TO ARREST. 


Many Nutmeg State Folks Have Violated 
a New Law. 

Norwicu, Ct., Nov. 6.—About 150 farm- 
ers and oystermen along the Thames 
river in Norwich, Preston, Ledyard, Mont- 
ville, Waterford and Groton are badly 
scared. 

The law governing »:he catching of 
oysters on natural },) in Connecticut 
waters was off Nov. i, ’@ the winter. In 
accordance with the custom for nearly two 
centuries past the farmers and oystermen 
swarmed tothe oyster beds on Wednes- 
day iu small boats and laidin their usual 
wiuter’s supply from the beds. 

They are liable to a heavy fine at least, 
if notimprisonment, for every day’s fish- 
ing, by violating a law passed at the last 
winter’s session of the Connecticut legis- 
lature, which provides thut all oyster fish- 
ermen shall procure a license from the 
secretary of the Connecticut commission 
and spread the number of their license 
and the coat of arms of Connecticut, done 
in black, on the mainsails of their boats. 

A heavy penalty is provided for failure 
to comply with these regulations, None 
of the local oystermen, so they claim, 
knew there was such a law in existence 
aud all are liable to arrest.

'A BUSINESS REVIVAL 


Bound to Follow the Passage of 


the Repeal Bill, zsetes 


WAS NOT POLITICAL WORK. 


President Doesn’t Like to Be 
Interrupted at Table. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The president 
has declared that the result of the passage 
of the unconditional repeal bill would 
bring about a revival of business that 
would surprise even the most sanguine 
friends of a single standard. It was evi- 
dent, he said, from the reports already re- 
ceived from the commercial centers that 
confidence had been re-established, not 
only at home, but abroad. 

Secretary Carlisle does not share in the 
belief of many of the southern members of 
congress that the passage of the repeal bill 
will result in the loss of several of the 
southern states to the Democracy. The 
question is uppermost in the minds of the 
representatives from the south. 

Representative Cooper of Florida, who 
was from the beginning of the great fight 
to the finish an earnest advocate for un- 
constitutional repeil, said that the Demo- 
crats would suffer some loss of votes 
temporarily in the south on account of the 
policy of the administration, but that he 
did not think there would be enough 
change to affect the result in an election. 
He suid that whatever disaffection mignt 
grow out of the present situation would be 
overcome, he believed, by legislation which 
would follow. 

Left to Congress. 

In his opinion there was no doubt that 
some general legislation on the question 
of finance would follow very soon after the 
reassembling of congress, and there would 
be also other legislation which will be in 
line with public sentiment in his section 
of the country. He said he believed the 
tariff legislation would be popular and 
that financial legislation to follow would 
be of a character to put the country ona 
sound basis with sufficient mouey for the 
needs of trade and commerce. 

He said he thought the quesffon before 
the next session of congress would be 
whether they should increase the currency 
through the medium of state banks or 
should so enlarge the natioual bank sys- 
tem, by permitting them to Issue loans on 
real estate and the like, as to meet the 
public requirements. 

During the recent fight Mr. Cleveland 
was visited by a delegation of prominent 
Democratic representatives and senators, 
who assured him that the passage of un- 
conditional repeal would mean the loss to 
the party of several southern states. His 
reply is characteristic of the man: 

“Not Politics.”’ 

“T should not care,” he is reported to 
have said, “if it lost every state in the 
Unioa tothe party. Thisis not a question 
of politics but a question of finance, and 
must be so consicered.”’ 

Then he continued, in his emphatie way, 
to contend that such would not be the re- 
sult, arguing that the repeal would bring 
prosperity and many votes to the party, 
except in those states entirely interested 
in mining silver. 

In almost every instance where the 
president signs an important act of con- 
gress there are many applications for the 
pen with which he wrote hisname. Few, 
if any, bills have excited more public 
interest than the repesl biil, and yet the 
steel stub pen with which Mr. Cleveland 
signed it and made it the law of the land 
remains at the White House without a 
claimant. 

Luncheon Interrupted. 

A good story is told about the way the 
president received the joint commission 
from congress. It was latein the after- 
noon, Thursday, when the committee 
reached the White House, and there was 
no time to be lost in complying with the 
usual form of waiting upon the president 
for any communications he might have to 
convey to congress. 

It isa mere formality, and the president 
evidently so regarded it, for he sent word 
out that he was at luncheo.., and invited 
the committee to sit down and wait uaotil 
he had finished. 

With less than 30 minutes at their dis- 
poial, in which to make their obeisance to 
the chief executive and report the success 
of their mission to congress, the members 
of the committee winced under the presi- 
dent’s request, and sent word back that 
they had not time to wait. 

The president came into the cabinet 
roomina few miuutes, and it was plain 
from his countenance tuat he was not at 
all pleased at haviog his luncheon inter- 
rupted by the call from the congressional 
committee, 

The chairmc.1 of the committee in- 
formed the president with much dignity 
of the commitiee’s mission, and asked him 
if there was any communication he cared 
to transmit to congress before it ad- 
journed. 

According to one member of the com- 
mittee the president’s reply was very in- 
formal. 

“Congress has completed the work for 
which I convened it,” said he, ‘‘and I have 
nothing more to say to congress.”

CRANK AT WASHINGTON. 


Believed to Ue Seeking the Life of Pres- 
ident Cleveland. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.— Warning has 
been received that a crank from one of the 
western silver states, Idaho, who is now 
in Washington and has been seen hanging 
around the gr. unds of the White House 
during the past several days, has threat- 
ened violence against the chief executive. 


After investigation the police have | 


pliced so much credence in the warning 


that the detail of officers on guard at the | 


executive mansion has been doubled, and 
detectives have also been placed on duty 
around the president. The warning came 
from a civil engineer visiting this city, but 
whose residence is in Idaho. 

In his letter the writer said that only a 
few weeks ago,while at his home in Idaho, 
he had entered into conversation with a 
man in a restaurant. The man became 
much excited and violent and abusive in 
denunciation of the policy of the president 
and those most active with him in sup- 
port of the movement to repeal uncondi- 
tionally the Sherman law for the purchase 
of silver. 

Finally, the man so lost control of him- 
self that he made threats of violence, 
which, however, it was thought had no 
serious significance, being merely a mo- 
mentary outburst. 

The letter writer thought nothing more 
of the matter until his arrival here, when, 
as is natural with visitors, he took a stroll 
through the White House lot. In follow- 
ing one of the winding paths he was as- 
tonishe 1 to see just in advance of him the 
man who had talked in Idaho so violently 
regarding the president and his policy. 

He then made up his mind to warn the 
president, and to give an accurate descrip- 
tion of the fellow. According to this de- 
scription the man is of medium height and 
rather slender build, with red hair, a sharp 
pointed, sandy beard and blue eyes. 

When the letter was opened the state- 
ments contained in it were given little 
credence, but in the natural course the 
matter got to the officers stationed at the 
White House, and then it was learned that 
Special Officer Hollinberger had several 
times observed just such an individual in 
the grounds. Then the matter was turned 
over to Major Mcore, head of the police de- 
partment. 

Then there was a consultation between 
Secretary;Lamont,Mr.Thurber and the po- 
lice, at which it was decided to be wise to 
take some extra precaution. Now the po- 
lice force is keeping asharp lookout for 
the man with the sharp-pointed, sandy 
beard.

THE CHEMISTRY OF TODAY. 


How the Art of the Early Ages Has Devel- 
oped Into a Science. 

Chemistry as an art dates back from 
the very dawn of civilization itself. Asa 
science it is barely a couple of centuries 
old. To the alchemist its pursuit was in 
| the main but the pursuit of wealth. 
Now and again we find men among them 
| like Thomas Aquinas, Basil Valentine, 
Libavius and Glauber, who were im- 
| pelled by a higher motive than the love 
| of gold to seek for the hidden meaning 
of things, but the mystical tendencies of 
the middle ages were as scales to their 
eyes, and such devious groping for the 
light as they were able to make too fre- 
quently ended in utter darkness. 

Even in the therapeutic crudities of 
Paracelsus, who was sufficiently sincere 
in his profession asa thaumaturgist to 
affirm that magic was the culminating 
point of all human knowledge, what 
| there was of science was summed up in 
the aphorism, which in fact passed as an 
axiom among his disciples: Man is a 
chemical compound. His ailments are 
due to some alteration in his composition 
| and can only be cured by the influence 

of other chemical compounds. It may 
| be questioned indeed whether modern 
| therapeutics has advanced much beyond 
this position. 

In strict truth, it is only within the 
present century that men have seriously 
set themselves to search for the causes 
and conditions of chemical change. 
| Phlogistonism, it is true, had in it the 
semblance of a philosophical doctrine, 
but it was founded on an utterly false 
basis, and ultimately fell and was crushed 
by the weight of its own absurdities, 

The recognition of the real nature of 
combustion, itself a manifestation of 
chemical union, paved the way toward a 
clearer conception of the essential na- 
ture of chemical combination, and this 
conception acquired a beauty, order and 
harmony until then unknown to chem- 
ical teaching by the application of the 
atomic hypothesis as an explanation of 
the fundamental facts of chemical af- 
finity. Indeed it has become a truism 
to say that this conception, the fruit of 
patient and sustained induction, is to 
| chemistry what the theory of universal 
| gravitation is to astronomy. 

For the first time in its history chem- 

istry was illumined and vivified by a 
single consistent theory, founded on 
quantitative relations and making use 
of definite mathematical expression, and 
it was at length recognized that the 
science must ultimately be referred to 
‘mathematical laws similar to those 
which had been established in regard to 
the mechanical properties of matter.—- 
Fortnightly Review. 


A Brave Soldier. 

A hundred years ago the unfortunate 
people who came into the hands of the 
surgeons, generally soldiers or sailors 
who had been hurtin action, were forced 
to undergo the operations necessary to 
the prolongation of life without taking 
ether or chloroform, as is now adminis- 
tered to make the patient unconscious, 
and so free from pain attendant upon 
the operation. To secure guiet, often 
the subject had to be bound by ropes, so 
that much as he might desire to wince 
he was utterly unable to do so. 

Occasionally patients would show re- 
markable fortitude at the crisis of their 
troubles, but none ever siuowed more 
than a soldier who, on the morning after 
the battle of Yorktown, Oct. 19, 1781, 
was brought into the hospital, having 
been shot in the knee. It was found 
necessary toamputate the limb, and the 
surgeon ordered the nurses to bind the 
man fast preparatory to the operation. 

“Never!” protested the soldier. ‘You 
may tear my heart from my breast, but 
you shall not bind me. Can you get me 
a fiddle?” 

His request was complied with, and he 
proceeded to tune the instrument, after 
which he said, ‘‘So, doctor, now you can 
begin.” Andhe played during the whole 
of the operation, which lasted 40 min- 
utes, without uttering a single false note 
or disturbing his features in the slight- 
est.—Harper’s Young People.

Vacuum. 

The space above the mercury in a ther- 
mometer is nota perfect vacuum. There 
is not infrequently a small portion of air 
left in such space, and there is always 
an atmosphere of the vapor of mercury.

Vacuum, in scientific 
speech, simply means «a space from 
which air has been expelled.—Brooklyn 
Eagle.

A FIENDISH YOUTH 


Confesses to Being the Author of 
Many Big Fires. 


LOSSES REACHED MILLIONS. 


At Least Five Lives Sacrificed 
by His Deeds. 


Boston, Nov. 6.—With his own lips and 
witnessed signature, Lewis A. Wright, a 
17-year-old youth of Newton, has admitted 
himself to be the autior of the terrible 
Boston fire last March, which cost five 
lives, injured 20 people and sent up over 
$3,000,000 worth of property in smoke. 

He has also confessed to setting five 
other fires, while two more, one little 
short of a conflagration, that cost $1,400,- 
000, seem bound ultimately to be fixed 
upon bim. 

Young Wright is now inthe Westboro 
asylum, where he has been committed for 
un unlimited period. 

Thus, this youth stands, by his own ad- 
mission, the greatest criminal in incendiary 
annals, no fire of equal magnitude in loss 
of lite and property ever baving been 
placed upon buman shoulders in the bis- 
tory of the United States. 

Not couteut with the awful sight of 
charred humanity, of men, women, girls 
and boya jumping from windows to life, 
death ora crippled existence, of millions 
of dollirs of property swallowed up in an 
ocean of flame, this infantile Nero of to- 
day went four hours later to the Hatha 
way building and set his fourth fire in 
that structure, even while it looked as if 
the business heart of Boston would be 
eaten out, while firemen were dropping 
exhiusted and while property owners 
spurred the fire-filgiters to renewed effort 
by offers of large rewards. 

His Plan. 

Ono Friday, March 10, H. F. Caldwell, 
salesman for H. R. Fleming in the Hatha- 
way building, in whose employ Wright 
also was, sent him on an errand to 28 
School street. Ou bis way back Wright 
admits that he went to the Ames building 
to get a catalogue of pumping machinery 
fron: an office on the third floor. He found 
the office lccked, and on the way out went 
into 4 toilet cCioset on the same story and 
set fire to « lot of newspapers, which he 
bad piled up in a corner. He then ran 
down stairs and reached his office about 
4:30 p. m. 

Young Wright’s confession goes on to 
say in effect that during the early part of 
the present year be purposely set fire to a 
shed in Newton belonging to his mother, 
Ellen E. Wright; that on Feb. 10 he at- 
teu:pted to set fire to the Hathaway build- 
{ug in Boston by firing some paper under 
the sink in the toilet closet on the first 
fluor. 

Fuiling in this attempt, by reason of the 
early discovery of the state of affairs by a 
tenant, he azain, on Feb. 14, set fire to the 
same closet by igniting paper saturated 
with naphtha, which he brought with him 
in a beer bottle from his home in Newton. 
This fire was also discovered and extin- 
guished without damage. 

Young’ Wright further admits in his 
confession tnat, on Feb. 21, he set fire to 
waste paper in barrelson the third fioor 
of the Hathaway building, which fire was 
put out by one of the porters. 

Regarding his attempt to set a second 
fire on the memorable day of March 10, he 
says that about 8:30 the same evening he 
entered the Hathaway building by a side 
door, and set fire to some paper io a toilet 
closet—No. 2 on the first floor. 

““Uncontrollable Impulse.” 

He says he had no motive in setting any 
of the fires, and can only account for his 
actions by the fact thit he was actuated 
by an uncontrollable impulse. This much 
Wright has confessed t», but other charges 
lie at his d.or. There is every iudication 
that he is responsible for the great fire in 
the Hecht building on Federal street, in 
whicn Reporter Barker of The Transcript 
lost his life and 17 people were iujured, 
and from the terrible shock of wuici Mrs.

It is said that some 20 years ago along

main there. A strong sense of duty, said 
one of the complainants, impelled him 
to draw attention to the scandal. The 
policeman at once called a verger, who 
found on inquiry that the box was 
empty and had never been used to con- 
ceala corpse. However, he had the box 
removed, and in this way prevented the 
recurrence of the horrid smells of which 
visitors to the abbey had complained. 

A still more curious case of the way 
in which the imagination may usurp the 
senses of smell and sight is recorded of a 
hospital patient. Two Paris medical 
men interested in this subject of freaks 
and delusions of the imagination told 
the patient that in order to cure him 
both his legs would need be amputated. 
The man wasthunderstruck. Until that 
moment he had imagined himself to be 
improving in health. 

“Oh! good doctors,” he exclaimed in 
accents of terror, ‘‘you have made some 
mistake. There is nothing wrong with 
me. If my legs are cut off, what will 
my poor wife and children do to get 
their daily bread?” 

“Iam very sorry, my good fellow,” 
responded one of the medical men, ‘‘but 
your life depends upon the operation.” 

The patient was wheeled into the oper- 
ating theater, and there, without chlo- 
roforming the man, the doctors pretend- 

ed to proceed with the amputation. 

“‘Ah,” said the operator, with an as- 
sumed sigh of relief, ‘‘there’s one leg off.” 

“Oh, holy Virgin Mary, the pain is 
frightful! I am dying,” shrieked the pa- 
tient. 

Then the operator hurriedly ‘“ampu- 
tated” the second leg. The patient faint- 
ed. When he came to, the doctors were 
horrified to find that he had become in- 
sane. He actually believed himself to 
be legless. Two months after the pre- 
tended operation hedied. Up to his last 
moments he believed that his lower limbs 
had gone. In this case there was no sus- 
picion of hypnotism. It was simply a 
phase—exaggerated, no doubt—of mad- 
ness produced by an imagination too 

| cruelly played with by the medical men. 
| Few more striking instances of the 
; force of imagination have been given 
than that in which a German physician 
tried an experiment on three criminals 
condemned to death. To complete the 
illusion he entered the large cell in 
| which for the purpose the prisoners were 
placed, accompanied by the governor 
and other officials of the jail. 
| ‘Now, gentlemen,” said the governor, 
addressing the condemned men, ‘“‘the 
emperor has decreed that each of you 
are to be executed in different ways. 
You, ,” he pursued, addressing the 
first criminal, ‘‘are condemned to swal- 
low a dose of poison, while you, ——,” 
| turning to the next, ‘will be bled t 
| death, and you,” speaking to the last 
man, who was trembling violently, 
‘“‘will die from an injection of poison in 
the arm.” 

Each criminal was placed in a chair, 
| pinioned and blindfolded. Then said the 
| governor, looking at his watch: 
| Now, doctor, you may begin.” 

The physician solemnly poured into a 
| cup an evil tasting but harmless liquid 
| and held it to the first prisoner’s mouth. 
The man clinched his teeth and refused 
to drink the poison. 

“Kill me!” he cried. ‘Murder mein 
any way but this!” Before he could 
| speak again the jailers seized him and 
| forced the liquid down his throat. 

“He will be dead in two minutes,” 
whispered the doctor to the governor. 

The criminal heard the remark and 
| gave a blood curdling shriek. When 
the doctor turned round, he saw that 
the man apparently fainted. He turned 
to the next criminal, who tremblingly 
awaited his fate. He clinched his teeth, 
recovered himself and met the doctor's 
inquiry, “Are you ready?” with the 
“Yes” of a stoic. His arm was then 
pierced with a lancet, though no vein 
was opened. 

“You see how pale he has become,” 
said the doctor in the man’s hearing. 
“He is losing blood rapid.” The*phy- 
sician went on describing the symptoms 
and at length pronounced the words, 
“Now he’s dying!” For a moment the 
prisoner shuddered violently. Then he 
became still. The doctor looked at the 
criminal, bent his ear to the man’s heart, 
and then to his dismay found that he 
had actually expired. 

This unlooked for result, although it 
merely anticipated by a day the actual 
hanging of the criminal, at once caused 
the experiments to be suspended. By 
this time the first prisoner had recov- 
ered, as though from a bad dream, but 
the third man was heard slowly mur- 
muring the Lord’s Prayer ere he received 
the “poisonous” injection. He gave a 
mad cry of joy when he learned that his 
death would not occur until the morrow. 

Another remarkable but less deadly 
trick played by the imagination is often 
noted. Many people conceive an aver- 
sion for some particular flower, perfume 
or color. One man, noted for this idio- 
syncrasy, hated green colors. He hada 
notion—how it orignated no one can tell 
—that green was dangerous tohim. Ac- 
cordingly he was rarely able to go out 
ey the country except at night.—Mil.

TRIPLE TRAGEDY. 


| Ohio Man Shoots His Wife, Her Cousin 


and Himself. 

EyrlA, O., Nov. 7.—A frightful mur- 
fer and suicide occurred here last night. 
Charies Manning shot his wife, killing her 
Instantly, then shot her cousin, Mrs. W. 
R. White. He followed up the double 
tragedy by committing suicide. Mrs. 
Manning had commenced proceedings for 
a divorce, and her husband had frequently 
threatened to kill her. Crazed by drink, 
he carried his threat into execution, 

His wife and Mrs. White were returning 
from a church meeting when Manning ran 
from a corner of the street and shot his 
wife twice in the back. He then turned 
his revolver on Mrs. White and then shot 
himself in the mouth. Mrs, White wiil 
survive, but the murderer and his first 
victim are dead. They had one child, a 
girl. The deed was premeditated, and 
Manning has left a long letter to his rela- 
tives explaining the causes which 
prempted him to commit the crime. The 
grounds upon which bis wife had applied 
for a divorce were drunkenness and abuse. 


WAR OVER COAL RATES, 
Great Delay In Shipping From Philadel- 
phia the Consequence. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 7.—A war is raging 
between vessel owners and the coal ship- 
pers at this port, asaresult of which, at 
the present time, there are laid up in this 
harbora large number of vessels which 
wiil not accept the rates that are being 
offered on coal] to eastern ports, 

The rates demanded by the vessel own- 
ers’ a-sociation is 90 cents this side of Cape 
Cod and $1 west of that point. These 
rates the shippers refuse to pay, and as a 
consequence there are 35 or 40 uochartered 
schooners lying here awaiting cargoes, aud 
the coal piers are filled with coal ready for 
shipment, with orders coming in rapidly. 
Numerous complaints to Reading officials 
are mate by New England cealers because 
of the delay in shipments. 

Government Loses Seats. 

Str. Jonn’s, N. F., Nov. 7.—A_ general 
election for members of the Newfound- 
land legislature took place on this island 
yesterday. The election occurs every four 
years. Sir William Whiteway was elected 
in 1889 with 28 members of the house, out 
of a total of 36. The introduction of man- 
hood suffrage ani the English ballot sys- 
tem have caused a complete revolution in 
political affairs. Itis certain that the op- 
position will gain several seats. Colonial 
Secretary Bond is probably defeated in 
Trinity district. 

A Savage Assault. 

New HAVEN, ~Nov. 7.—Jealousy and 
drink drove Rot “t W. Jamieson to 
murderously assau.\, George Hotchkiss, 
his boarder, with otknife last night. 
Hotchkiss was stabbéd in the back ina 
terrible manner. Jamieson has _ been 
working in New York for the past two 
months. During that time ‘he says Hotch- 
kiss alienated his wife’s affections. 

Got $17,000 by Forgery- 

CuicaGco, Nov. 7.—A. F. B, Crofton, 
alias C. S. Butler, is charged with forging 
a number of drafts on the Bank,of Mon- 
treal at Toronto, one of which, for 
$17,000, was presented at the First National 
bank, Chicago. The money was turned 
over to Butler, who left this city. [Later 
the forgery was discovered and Butler was 
arrested in Texas.

LAKE City, Fla., Nov. 7.—William Dun- 
can, a white man, was killed in his store 
at the Lake City junction yestercay.

MISS HOWITZ’S DIARY 


Lifts the Veil of Mystery Which 
Surrounded Her. 


‘PARENTS ARE WEALTHY 


And Have Long Been Trying 
to Find Their Daughter. 


| GREENFIELD, Mass., Nov. 7.—The at- 
tempted suicide of ‘‘Miss Greyson” near 
Turner’s Falls has developed some start- 
ling facts. 

“I find the people here very pleasant and 
kind, butI shall remain here only nine 
days. If Idonot hear from Mrs. Well- 


|manthenI shall throw myself from the 


train.” 

These words were written by Mary Bar- 
rell Howitzin her diary. The nine days 
expired, and Mrs. Wellman not appear- 
ing, the girl said to Mrs. Shattuck of 
Turner’s Falls, with whom she was living, 


|“E should like to go to Greenfield this 


afterncon,”’ 
Permission was given, and an hour or 
two later the girl threw herself from the 


| train on the Turnver’s Falls branch, near 


the pine woods, with the evident intention 
of dashing out her brains. 

For nearly an hour she was unconscious 
beside the track, When she was discov- 
ered she was taken to the Farren House 
and every attention was given her. While 
she wasin Turner’s Falls she was em- 
ployed as a domestic, and yet this girl, do- 
ing the coarse work of the kitchen, had 
been reared in luxury, given the best edu- 
cation the schools of thiscountry afforded, 
and had her education completed at a 
leading institute at Zurich. 

Back of all thisis a pitiful story—par- 
ents searching for their daughter, she 
writing them letters pure of thought and 
diction, then estrangement from her 
father because of a disordered mind; shift- 
iug from oue place to another so rapidly 
that her parcvuts would not receive her let- 
ters befoie she would have located else- 
where. The story in detail is as follows: 

she Acted Queerly. 

A few months ago a woman giving the 
name of Lena Greyson came to Turner’s 
Falls and went to the boarding house of 
Mrs. C. H. Quimby. She was without 
funds, but her clothing showed that she 
came from the upper ranks of life. She 
asked for work and said she was willing 
to work for her board until she could find 
4 more remuuerative situation. 

She inserted an advertisement in a local 
paper soliciting werk as a domestic and it 
was answered by W. D. Russell, the treas- 
urer of the Montague Paper company, who 
engaged herto work in bis house. The 
girl acted strangely as soon as she went 
there and slammed the doors und acted in 
such a way that she was retained only 2 
hours. She then returned to Mrs. Quimby, 
aud while there incurred a bill at the store 
of Mr. Shattuck aud went to his house to 
work uatil it was liquidated, 

It was while there that she wrote the 
entry in her diary with which this story 
was begun. After staying at the Farreu 
House from the time of the attempt on 
her life until last Sunday evening she 
was without funds, and it was determined 
to take her to Mrs. Quimbly’s house 
again. Miss Shattuck visited her, and 
Miss Greyson, as she was supposed to be, 
requested Miss Shattuck to take certain 
things from her trunk, which was still at 
Mrs. Shattuck’s residence, aud bring them 
to the Farren House. 

Miss Shattuck’s Discovery. 

On opening the trunk Miss Shattuck 
saw the di ry mentioned above. Her sus- 
picions b ing arcused she opened the book 
and she found that Miss Greyson was not 
a menial, but the daughter of T. B, 
Howitz, a p-osperous lawyer, now retired 
from busiue-s in Baltimore. The diary 
was very voluminous and dated back to 
1885, when she was at school in Europe 
and showed she was fitting herself to be- 
come a physician. 

She seemed to have been happy and 
money was furnished by her parents for 
everything she could desire. Her mind 
became clouded from overwork and her 
parents then placed her in an asylum in 
America. She became embittered against 
her father for keeping her under restraint 
and the diary showed that after a time she 
succeeded in escaping from the asylum 
and came north. 

It alsoshows that she has been em- 
ployed in a cotton mill at Warren, later as 
a domestic by some of the ladies of the 
Christian Temperance Union of Spring- 
field, and a testimonial from one of them 
speaks of her in the highest terms. 

There is nodoubt whatever of her in- 
sanity, and her parents have been notified 
of her whereabouts and condition and are 
expected to come and care for her. She is 
on a fair way to recovery, however.

Four have 
been accepted by the state and an equal 
number by the defense, but noone has 
been agreed upon by both parties.

He visited a restaurant a few 
daysago and drank some water which

Vacuum. 

The space above the mercury in a ther- 
mometer is not a perfect vacuum. There 
is not infrequently a small portion of air 
left in such space, and there is always 
an atmosphere of the vapor of mercury.

Trousers are, in fact, a sort of 
decoration given to women as the ribbon 
of the Legion of Honor is given to men. 
The only women to whom has been 
granted the right to wear trousers are 
George Sand, Rosa Bonheur, Mme.

Foucault, the bearded woman, 
and two feminine stonecutters, Mme.

AMERICANS ABROAD 


Talk on the Subject of Inter- 
national Comity. 


BANQUET TO MR. BAYARD 


Attended by the Cream of Liv- 
erpool Society. 


Lonpon, Nov. 7.—United States Am- 
bassador Thomas F. Bayard was enter- 
tained in Liverpool last evening at a ban- 
quet and reception, at which more than 
600 citizens, representing the wealth and 
society of Liverpool, were present. 

Answering a toast to his health, Mr. 
Bayard said tirst, that, although a very 
strong party man at home, he came before 
Englishmen as a man representing no 
party. 

Comity was now recognized to the ex- 
tent that civilized nations agreed to exe- 
cute the laws of friendly nations within 
their own borders when this could be done 
without injury to their own interests. 
The strongest feeling that he expected on 
zoming to England was that every advan- 
tage should accrue to this country that was 
uot prejudicial to his own. Ifthe doctrine 
of comity were properly expounded in the 
bond of union between all mankind it 
would cause the extension of the best 
principles of Christian civilization. He 
knew of no country with which he was so 
anxious to see the principle of comity 
sstablished and applied in every possible 
kind of contact as with England. 

Collins’ Speech. 

General Patrick Collins, the United 
States consul general, responded to the 
toast, “The commercial interests of both 
ecfuntries.”” General Collins mentioned 
the fact that trade bad improved in the 
United States, and said its renewal would 
be felt here if Englishmen showed them- 
selves to be a: wise as their American 
cousins The action of congress in repeal- 
ing the silver purchasing law had simpli- 
fied the situation. Manufacturing houses 
were reopeving and buying and selling in 
the United States, and were beginning 
again in the ol | fashioned way. 

The speaker said that he noticed on 
this side a mistaken opinion was held as to 
what the future legislation in the United 
States was likely to be. He would beg 
permission t» say, as a man, that what- 
ever tariff leyislation might be projected, 
it would not be in the interest of Europe, 
but of the American people. Their first 
sentiment was patriotism. National pa- 
triotism was selfish if they pleased; they 
had not been withvut itin England, and 
nobody found fault. 

Duties Will Be Maintained. 

It bad some times been charged on this 
side of the water that the legislation to be 
enacted by congress would be free trade. 
Well, it costs something to support the 
government and even the little states of 
the government. Whatever,in its wis- 
dom, congress might see fit to do, it would 
be that which would produce the best 
effect on commerce, the least derangement 
of political industries and the greatest 
happiuess to the people of America. 

General Collins said he believed that in 
his country customs duties and import 
duties would be levied fora much longer 
period than their grandchildren would 
live, and he believed that when only one 
man was left in America he would be 
fouud uear the custom house in New 
York, binocular in hand, searching the 
harbor aud wouderiug what ship was com- 
ingin and speculating in regard to the 
du y to be levied on the goods aboard, but 
till that time his country would be éon- 
nected with Liverpool. The motto of the 
United States was “Peace and commerce 
with all nations, good will towards all, alli- 
ances with none.” 


Largest Coilege Prize Ever Given. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 7.—The Stin- 
nocke prize, aggregating in value $1500, 
was yeste:duy awarded by the faculty to 
C. B. Besiwick, "95, of New York city. 
Bostwick received the prize on competi- 
tive examination in the classics. ‘The 
prize is payavle annually in $500 install- 
meuts for three years, and is the largest 
prize offered by any American educational 
iustitution. 


Tinsmiths Go Oat. 

Boston, Nov. 7.—The demand for nine 
hours with $3 a day by members ofthe Tin 
Pilate, Sheet Iron and Cornice Makers’ 
uniou hus precipitated a general strike 
among the metal workers of this city. The 
employers would uct concede what was 
asked for, so yesterday more than 300 
members of the union went out.

Concerning Fall River's Police Force anid 
Meged Liquor Dives. 


Fat. RIver, Mass., Nov. 7.—The climax 
| of many stormy aldermanic meetings dur 


ing Mayor Coughlin’s administration of 
city affairs was reached last night, when 


Alderman Beattie offered an order annul- 
ling licenses heretofore granted to 156 so- 
called victuallers, 

Previous to submitting the order Alder- 
man Beattie made a lengthy address, say- 
ing that it could be easily proven that 
liquors of all kinds are sold in victuallers’ 
shops, tenements, dives and boozing dens 
seven days in a week, and that he, as 
president of the board of alderman, pub- 
licly denounced the chief of police for his 
negiect of duty and malfeasance in office, 

Mayor Coughlin took up the challenge, 
and for an hour or more there was a 
heated display of oratorical pyrotechnics. 
He proved that the aldermen had granted 
victuallers’ licenses to liquor dealers and 
to other persons with the understanding 
that they should be allowed to sell liquor 
in their places, 

Mayor Coughlin went at Alderman 
Beattie and charged him with threatening 


to make certain liquor dealers suffer in | 


the event of the mayor leaving the city. 
He called on Alderman Sullivan to prove 
his statement, and that gentleman said 
that the mayor’s statement was correct. 

Alderman ‘Beattie said Alderman Sulli- 
tan would not make such a statement if 
the mayor’s hand was not around his 
throat. 

After the meeting the Rev. Mr. Barbour 
accosted the mayor in the committee room 
of city hall and arraigned him for the non- 
enforcement of the laws. Then there was

Men Engaged In Burying the Dead Over- 
come by the Task. 

MADRID, Nov. 7.—On 
sured the citizensof the deep-sympathy 
of the queen regent.

Then began the 
work of recovering the corpses from the 
sea, but the workmen became so appalled 
at the number of bodies which they found 
that they refused to proceed, and begged 
the authorities not to compel them to con- 
tinue the horrible task. They said that 
the fish had begun preying upon the 
corpses, Which were already badly mu- 
tilated.

Josiah Quincy's Predictions—Will Have 


Effect on National Issues, 

The forecast of Josiah Quincy, chair- 
man of the Democratic State Committee, 
in Sunday’s Globe, is particularly interest- 
ing to Republicans just now: 

“There are peculiar difficulties this year 
in estimating the vote of Tuesday, and it 
seems to be generally agreed that the situ- 
ation cannot be reduced to figures that 
are even approximately exact. I notice 
that no authoritative claims are put 
forth on behalf of the republican organ- 
zation, although irresponsible speakers 
and journals of that party have been 
making extravagant predictions as to a 
large republican majority. * * * 

‘*The Republican leaders have staked 
their hopes of success in this campaign on 
persuading the people that Democratic suc- 
cess has been the cause of industrial 
depression, Itis not to much too say that, 
judged from the standpoint of reason, this 
attempt has been a miserable failure. The 
intelligence of this State has unmistakably 
rejected the Republican arguments as 
unsupported by the facts and originating in 
pure partisanship. Nor are there any 
signs upon the surface that these arguments 
have produced any material effect upon 
the factory operatives, to whom the 
Republican party seems to be chiefly look- 
ing for recruits. ad . ¥ : 

‘*Republicans are not claiming or ex- 
pecting that there will be any material 
reduction this year in the Democratic 
plurality in the city of Boston. We claim 
that the work of the Democratic organi- 
zation in this city has been more thorough- 
ly done, and that there is every reason to 
expect an excellent showing on election 
day.

Quincy Swings Into Line After 
Going Democratic Seven Years, 


Senator Merrill of This City Reelected by 
an Increased Plurality, 


All Three of the Representatives Republi- 


cans—Gain of One. 


Quincy Republican is the verdict, after 
giving a Democratic plurality for governor 
for seven years. 

The Democratic plurality of 236 in 1889, 
hus been reduced to 200 in 1890, 183 in 
1891, 170 in 1892, and this year the Repub- 
lican sweep the city with 116 plurality. 

With one exception, Mr. Federhen, every 
Republican on the Quincy ticket received a 
plurality. In voting for three representa- 
tives, Mr. Federhen was third man, one 
Weymouth Republican having 67 more, 
and the other Weymouth Republican 
less. In the district Mr. Federhen -was 
fifth man and 333 behind Mr. Hammond. 
Mr. Ford was low man cf the six in both 
places and the district, falling 328 behind 
last year. 

Senator Merrill increased his plurality in 
the city from 40 to 160, and is reelected in 
the district by an increased plurality. 

Mr. Greenhalge carried four wards of the 
city, where Mr. Haile last year carried but 
two, Wards One, Three, Five and Six are 
Republican this year, Wards Three and Six 
wheeling round, and Ward Two going 
Democratic by 7 only.

GENESIS OF THE STEAMBOAT. 


Ancient Craft That Foreshadowed the 
Modern Greyhounds of the Sea, 

The first steamboat was built by Den- 
nis Papin, who navigated it s: afely down 
the Fulda as long ago as 1707. Unfor- 
tunately this pioneer craft was destroyed 
by jealous sailors, and even the very 
memory of it was lost for three-quarters 
ofa century. In 1775 Perrier, another 
Frenchman, built an experimental steam 
vessel at Paris. Eight years later, in 
17838, Jouffroy took up the idea that had 
been evolved by Papin and Perrier and 
built a steamer, which did good service 
for some time on the Sacne. 

The first American to attempt to ap- 
ply steamy to navigation was John Fitch, 
a Connecticut mechanic, who made his 
initial experiments in the year 1785. To 
what extent Fitch was indebted to the 
three illustrious French inventors named 
sbove we are not informed, but that his 
models were original there is not the 
least doubt In the first he em- 
ployed a large pipe kettle for generating 
the steam, the motive power being side 
paddles worked after the fashion of oars 
on a common doce at. In the second 

ch craft the same mode of propulsic 
Was adopted wit hth exception that the 
paddles were made to imitate a revoiv- 
ing wheel and were fixed to the stern— 
clearly foreshadowing the present stern- 
wheeler.

FOG ON LAKE HURON 


Leads to the Destruction of Two 
Large Freight Boats. 


TWENTY - FIVE DROWNED. 


The Steamer Fraser Burned In 
Canadian Waters. 


SAND BEACH, Mich., Nov. 8.—The pro- 
peller Albany of the Western Transit 
company, loaded with grain, and the pro- 
peller Philadelphia of the Anchor line, 
loaded with ¢oal and general merchandise, 
twoof the largest freight boats on the 
lakes, co!lided off Point Aux Barques, in 
adense fog, and both sunk shortly »fter- 
ward in 200 feet of water. 

The Philadelphia struck the Albany 
head-on forward of Ne. 2 gangway. All 
bands got on poard the Ph ladelphia and 
she towed the Alba y ha'f an hour, when 
the latter vessel sunk. The Philadelphia 
went down 30 minutes later. 

Both crews got aw ay in twosmall boats. 
The second small boat, containing 25 men 
from both crews, capsized and all were 
lost. 

Life-saving crews were cut and found 
boat No. 2 upside down. They picked up 
11 bodies with life preservers on, and it is 
supposed tat the whole crew of 24 men 
are drowned, eight of the Albany’s crew 
and the balance of the Philadel phia’s crew. 

The Albany was bound from Chicago to 
Buffalo with grain and general merchan- 
dise, and the Philadelphia was bound from 
Buffalo to Duluth with a miscellaneous 
cargo. Both were steel steamers. The 
Albany was built in Detroit in 1884, and 
was worth $180,000, and is believed to be 
partially insured. The Philadelphia was 
built by David Bell at Buffalo in 1587, and 
was Valued at $39,000. 

Eighteen Perished. 

TeRONTO, Nov. 8.—By the burning of 
the steamer Frazer yesterday on Lake Nip- 
issing, 18 persons lost their lives. The 
disaster occurred near Goose island, and 
in spite of the most strenuous efforts to 
save life the above number perished. Only 
the most meager particulars are obtain- 
able. 

LASTERS LEAVE AUBURN, 
They Had Just Ween Engaged to Take 
Places of Strikers. 

AUBURN, Me., Nov. 8—There was a 
ripple of excitement in the shoe trouble 
yesterday caused by the arrival on the 
morning train of Georze G Heath, super- 
intendent of the Munroes, Packard & 
Lincott shop, with a crew of 25 men from 
Boston. 

The men weré taken from the train to 
the shop, wherethey worked to the noon 
hour. Immediately after dinner they 
were persuxded to goupto the Lasters’ 
union hall, where they hada conference 
with the union men. 

The men claimed that they were induc d 
to come here by the representatives of the 
manufacturers, who assured them that 
there was no trouble here, but that every- 
thing was quiet. As the result of the con- 
ference with the union, 19 of them re- 
turned home last night.

In 1857 he was 
elected president of the gen: ral couventioo 
of the Church of the New Jerusalem in the 
United States, «nd this office he held upto 
the time of his death.

Supreme Court Defied. 

BROOKLYN, Nov. 8.—There was a good 
deal of excitement at Gravesend yes- 
terday. Armed with the order issued 
by Justice Barnard of the supreme 
court compelling Supervisor McKane 
to allow the Republican inspectors to 
watch the voting, a party of Wiliiain 
J. Gaynor’s supporters left the latter’s 
house in Brooklyn at 4:30 this morn- 
ing, under the leadership ,of Colonel 
Alex S. Bacon. The party numbered about 
60, and proceeded in carriages to Gruves- 
end. 

They carried with them the order issued 
by Justice Barnard and entered Graves 
end from four different directions, and 
found McKane and his police force drawn 
up arround the courthous.. Tey had 
marked a line 300 feet faway from the 
courthouse. The injuction of the supreme 
court was set at deflancs, 

Colonel Bacon tried to serve an injune- 
tion on Chief McKane. He told them he 
had an injunction of the supreme court, 
and was there under its awhority. Chief 
McKane directed officers to seize Colonel 
Bacon and take him toacell, where he 
was locked up. Nearly all of the men 
who went down were as-aulted in the 
most brutal manner. 

Herbert S. Worthly, a young man who 
Was among them, was struck a violent 
blow on the mouth. His face is swollen 
so that he is scarcely recognizable. Dr. 
Marshall had his whiskers ‘orn off. Rev. 
Robert J. Kent, who was also one of the 
watchers, was knocked down and trampled 
upon, andis missing. Peter Rosenbeck is 
also missing. The other men got away 
after bein, brutally beaten. 

Mr. Grout was seized and thrown against 
the carriage and was severely hurt. An- 
other ove had his head cut. All of them 
have bruises of one kind oranother. They 
were told by McKane to get out of the town 
as soon as possible. They were hustled 
and thrown out into the road, and were 
obliged totake their carriages and go back 
to Brooklyn. Allof these men were volun- 
teers. There were amung them two doctors, 
one clergyman and three lawyers. 


Blame Placed Upon Democrats,

CAPTAIN WAS FIRM. 


Wouldn’t Give Up Passenger and 
Was Fired Upon. 


WAS AN AMERICAN VESSEL 


And Explanations by Honduras 
Are Now In Order. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Information re- 
ceived at the state department is to the 
effect that Ninister Baker, United States 
minister ta N»aragua, Costa Rica and 
Salvador, boarded the Ccsta Rica, en 
American ship, at Corinta for Salvador. 
The ship entered the port of Amapala in 
Honduras, and while there the authorities 
of that government demanded the sur- 
render of Bariila, a citizen of Honduras, 
who was a passenger on the ship on his 
way to Guatemala. 

Barilla, it is understood, had been en- 
gaged in some insurrectionary movement 
in Houduras, for which a criminal charge 
is pending. After the ship received her 
clearance papers and while she was leav- 
ing port, shots were fired directly at her. 
The secretary of state was not at the cab- 
inet meeting when the dispatch from 
Minister Baker arrived, and it was taken 
over to him there. [It was probably dis- 
cussed at the cabinet meeting. 

The captain of the Costa Rica is the 
same captain who harbored Barrundias 
several years ago, who was killed on his 
ship while the attempt was being made to 
forcibly remove him by the authorities in 
whose waters the shiplay. Ithas been 
published that a political refugee, who is a 
passenger as Barilla was, cannot be taken 
from a ship on which he is a passenger, 

The chance presence of the United States 
minister on the vesselin this cage is not 
considered to make any difference in the 
diplomatic aspects of the case. Nothing 
could be learned at the department of 
what reply was sent to Minister Baker or 
what stepsit is proposed to take in the 
matter. It would ordinarily be expected, 
under the circumstances, thatan energetic 
protest would be lodged with the Hon- 
duras government. 

Palicarpo Barilla, the passenger who 
was the occasion of the trouble, recently 
led a revolution against the Honduras 
government, but was defeated by General 
Vasquez. He seems to have taken refuze 
in Nicaragua after the failure of the revo- 
lution, and it is said was leaving that 
country at this time to avoid its govern- 
ment in his difficulty. 


Johnson's Latest. 

INDEPENDENCE, Ia., Nov. 8.—Jobnson yes- 
terday made an effort to lower the world’s 
flying start mile bicycle record. He cov- 
ered the distance in 1:56 3-5, beating Win- 
dle’s record one fifth of asecond. He also 
beat his standing start record by going a 
mile in 2:02 1-5. His flying start record is 
now represented by the same figures as 
his fast mile here last year, which was 
not accepted as a r-cord. 


Town Wrecked by an Earthquake. 

City OF MEXIco, Nov. 8.—Advices re- 
ceived from Cownca de Catalan in Guer- 
rero say that the place was practically de- 
stroyed by an earthquake on Oct. 30. A 
church and the schoolhouses were coni- 
pletely ruined, aud not a single house 
within its bounds was left in a habitable 
condition.

Boston, Nov. 9.—Massachusetts spoke 
in no uncertain voice, and Hon. Frederic 
T. Greenhalge und the entire Republican 
state ticket were elected by enormous 
pluralities, and not only this, but the Re- 
publican preponderance of seven to one 
in the executive council is maintained, 
and both branches of the general court are 
more strongly Republican than in the 
distinctly Republican legislature of 1893. 

The Democratic gubernatorial plurality 
of over 14,000 in Boston last year is cut 
down to 10,000, and Republican gains are 
recorded in almost every city, town and 
village in the commonwealth. The Prohi- 
bition ballot appears to be about the same 
as last year, rising 7000, and no very re- 
markable increase is shown in the Populist 
vote. 

In Boston the bill providing for the 
election of aldermen at large is adopted by 
26,818 to 19,735 in opposition, and the vote 
for rapid transit was unexpectedly large, 
the proposition receiving the endorsement 
of 23,980 suffr. gists, while the opposition 
vote was but 27,109; ficures which show, as 
Mayor Matthews explains, that although 
this particular measure was not accepta- 
ble to a majority of the peopie of Boston, 
there is convincing evidence of an aroused 
public sentiment which demands rapid 
transit of some kind.

His right name is not known to the po- 
lice. To business men he was known as 
W. T. Wright of the firm of W. T. Wright 
& Co.; also as R. L. Baker, while to the 
members of the mission he went under the 
name of John Burgess. 

At any rate he is under arrest and 
passed the nicht inthe Tombs. ‘Today he 
was arraigned in the municipal court. He 
was charged with attempting to obtain 
goods by false pretenses. The case was 
continu d to give Inspectors Houghton 
and Gerraughty an opportunity to further 
Investigate. 

Cashier Was Suspicious. 


On Thur-day last the man, who is but 
34 years of age, called at the Bank of the 
Republic and told the cashier that he 
should like to open an account at the 
bank. The cashier said that he could not 
gratify the young man until after he bad 
made some investigations. This he did, 
and then reported the matter to the police, 
as he thought that there was something 
wrong. Inspectors Houghton and Ger- 
raughty did the rest, and at an early stage 
became more than satisfied that the man 
was a swindler. 

They investigated, and first found out 
that there was no such firm as W. T. 
Wright & Co. at 24 and 26 Custom House 
street, as indicated by the cards and bill- 
heads issued by him. It was also learned 
that he said that he bad an office at the 
corner of Central street and Atlantic 
avenue, but be really did not. 

The man represented that he was a 
wholesale and retail dealer in oysters and 
clams, and so told those with whom he 
haddealings. Most of his transactions are 
said to have been with southern firms, and 
itis believed that there are many who 
have been swindled. Allof the kegs that 
were sent to him he would get at the 
steamship wharves and thea sell. Gn the 
cards that he had printed he said his_ tele- 
phone number was 1764, but it was found 
that that number is rented by a Franklin 
Street concern. 

Blank Checks All Ready. 

Wher: he was taken to police headquar- 
ters there were a number of blank checks 
found in his pocket, besides a lot of letters, 
etc. He was the charge of 
securing gocds, valued at $29.30, from 
Ironmonger & Bro, of Norfolk on Nov. 3. 

After his arrival in this city some four 
or five weeks ago he became an inma c of 
the above-nimed mission, and through 
that concern was given various letters of 
introduction. According to one of the in- 
mates of the place, Burgess is said to have 
been a devout Christian, a good prayer 
and a good singer. He professed to them 
to be a reformed “‘crook.”” They believed 
him and did all they could for him.

LOSS OF 


THE THE FRASER 
Resulted In the Drowning of at Least 
Twenty Men. 

Nortu Bay, Oat, Nov. 9.—The loss of 


the steamer John Fraser has caused great 
excitement throughout the district. When 
she ciught fire, about three miles from 
Goose island, a panic must have ensued, as 
only seven lives were saved out of 27 or 28, 
notwithstanding the fact that the steamer 
carried the usual supply of lifeboats and 
preservers and had a large scow in tow. 

The fire was witnessed from Frank’s 
Bay by Cap ain Burritt and a young 
Indian named Peter. They immediately 
put off in a boat to the scene of the acci- 
dent, but by the time they reached the 
spot the boat was burned to the water's 
edge and the seven survivers had reached 
the top of the scow. 

The engine, for some unaccountable rea- 
son, was not stopped, and during all the 
time the boat was burning she continued 
to plow through the water. Some of the 
men struggling managed to get into the 
boat which had been launched, but were 
struck by the wheel and went down. The 
hull sunk in 25 feet of water. Her smoke- 
stack alone appears above the water.

Republicans Enter the City Campaign 
Hopefully. 


A RATIFICATION §=MEETING. 


City Committee Have No Mayoralty Candi- 
date, But Want the Best Man, 


The Republican city committee held a 
sort of jollification meeting at headquarters 
Wednesday evening. The windows facing 
the square were illuminated with candles, 
while outside of the building quantities of 
Roman candles and rockets were exploded. 

It was about 8 o’clock when the chair- 
man called order, and said there was no 
reason why after five years of good henest 
government in city affa'rs, it should not be 
continued another year. The ward and 
city committee had no candidate to nomi- 
nate but wanted some one who would lead 
them to victory. 

John F. Merrill said if the right candi- 
date was secured, Republicans can be vic- 
torious. We have good men in Ward One, 
but they would not accept the nomination. 
He would take off his coat and work for 
whoever was nominated by the party. 

Councilman Johnson did not feel at 
liberty at present to present any name, but 
there were plenty of good men in Ward 
Two. 

Councilman Grindell said they had good 
men in Ward Three but was not prepared 
to present any name, 

Representative Hammond thought it 
better for four or five from each ward to 
get together and talk it over. 

George F. Pinkham said the Republicans 
should take their best man where ever he 
may come from, and Ward Five will 
support him. 

Theophilus King 

Said we have got the Democrats on the 
run. They have misrepresented the facts 
in this campaign. Wecan not tinker with 
the tariff. We must pick out our best man 
and when we nominate a man that is unfit 
for the office turn about and bury him. He 
was a temperance man but not a Prohibi- 
tionists as they were not candidly honest. 
What we want is the McKinley kind of 
honesty. Let us make the best selection 
we can and if he is a clean man do not let 
any prejudice go against him, ‘The princi- 
ple of the Republican party was, ‘‘ The 
greatest good to the greatest number with 
the least amount of sham.” 

Councilman Sherman said we practically 
elect four councilmen from each ward. 
This was contrary to the charter which 
meant that the five best men in the city 
should be councilmen-at-large regardless of 
what ward they lived in, and he hoped the 
Republican party would carry out this idea 
this year. 

Ex-Mayor Porter said the result in 
Quincy for the past five years had carried 
out in the main the spirit of the charter. 
He would like to see a gentleman nomi 
nated by a citizens committee at large. He 
did not believe in drawing party linesin a 
mayoralty contest. He congratulated 
Quincy and Weymouth upon their success 
in burying ‘‘ that young sprig’’ whose at- 
tack upon the Chief Magistrate of the city 
were disgraceful. He believed if the 
Council would meet and organize, make 
the appropriations and then adjourn, the 
business of the city would be better con- 


ducted. He could hardly realize that 
Greenhalge had been given the largest 


majority of any candidate since 1884. 
Mayor Fairbanks 

Was gratified with the result of the 
election, He believed there were many 
Republicans in Quincy who were capable 
of filling the Mayor’s office and could 
be elected. He was not a candidate for 
reelection, he should retire into the ranks. 
He was always opposed to the having 
councilmen-at-large from each ward. 
They should be the balance wheel to the 
other members. He hoped they would 
select five good men and not confine them- 
selves to wards. 

Councilman Moxon had nothing to say 
in regard to Mayor, but was for any Re- 
publican. He believed Quincy was looking 
to Republicans for the best government. 
He hardly thought the effort to elect 
councilmen-at-large would fill the bill. 
He thought the remedy would be in 
electing councilmen-at-large in the same 
manner as the school board. 

The Great Danger 

Was in the possibility of electing an en- 
tirely new set of men every year as it takes 
nearly the first year to get acquainted with 
what they are to do, and he believed some 
way should be provided to continue some 
of these men in office, It was for the best 
interest to elect a Republican Mayor and a 
Council to support him, A great part of 
the time this year the Mayor had been 
trying to build up what others were try- 
ing to pull down. 

During the remarks of the several geutle- 
men there was frequent applause which 
was augmented by the fog horn of the 
yacht Pilgrim, which Mr. Weeks had 
brought into the hall. This horn works 
with a handie like a pump and was finaliy 
put on top of the piazza, where the noise 
that came from it was something terrific 
and must have been heard a long distance, 

A meeting of representatives from each 
ward will probably be held in a few days to 
discuss the mayoralty question.

FRANCIS PARKMAN DEAD. 


Be Ranked as Foremost of All Ameri- 
can Historians. 

Boston, Nov. 9.—Francis Parkman, the 
pminent historian, died at his home on 
Prince street, Jamaica Plain, yesterday 
tfrernoon. His last sickness was brief, 
peritonitis being the cause of death. It 
was only recently that he celebrated his 
(th birthday. 


FRANCIS PAREMAN, 

In the death of Francis Parkman our 
country has lost a noble citizen, a true 
gentleman, a brilliant scholar and the 
greatest historian whom America has yet 
produced. 

Of the famous group of eminent Ameri- 
cau historians to whom he belonged he 
was the youngest member, and itis no 
disparagement to the others to say that he 
outranked them all. 

His natural gifts, reenforced by his 
scholarly attainments, made his accounts 
of the past which he depicted true not 
only to the literal facts, but to the innate 
life and essential character thereof. 

His method was the genuinely scientific 
one, and in bis manner of preparing him- 
self for his work he was the forerunner of 
the modern ethnologist, whose science is 
based upon the achievement of a thorough 
familiarity with his subject iu all possible 
bearings, psychical as well as physical, 


MET IN A FOG, 
Five Persons Killed In a Rear-End Col- 
lision at Chicago. 

CuHICAGO, Nov. 9.—Bya rear-end collision 
onthe Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
railroal last evening at Seventy-first 
street five people were killed and 90 in- 
jured. Passenger train No. 11, known as 
the limited vestibuled express, crashed into 
the rear end of a Blue Island accommo- 
dation. 

The Blue Island accommodation is 
scheduled to leave the city a few minutes 
ahead of the limited train, and both pulled 
out on time last night. The accommoda- 
tion stopped at Seventy-first street to re- 
ceive and let off passengers. Close behind 
it was the limited express bearing down 
on it at the rate, itis said, of 20 miles an 
hour. A heavy fog prevailed, and it was 
almost impossible to clearly discern signal 
lights. 

‘The engine of the express train plowed 
its way into the rear coach of the accom- 
modation. Tbe car was picked up and 
carried forward, so great was the mo- 
mentum, and was driven with terrible 
force into the end of the second coach 
from the rear. The explosion of a lamp 
ignited the woodwork in the debris and 
the fire soon began to spread rapidly. 

An alarm was at once sounded to the 
fire department, but before any of the 
engines arrived the majoiity of the dead 
and wounded had been tasen from the 
wreck, of them, however, beipvg 
badly burned. The engine attached to the 
limited expre-s had been partly demol- 
ished, and pouriax from one of its escape 
pipes wasa constant stream of scalding 
steam, ‘his maie the work of rescue 
almost an impossibility at times.

Some New York Breakfasts. 

Nearly every German bakery on Third 
avenue serves breakfast and luncheon to | 
the furnished room population of the| 
east side. Some serve eggs and cold j 
meats, coffee, tea and chocolate. The 
majority, however, provide only coffee, 
tea, rolls and cakes. Nine out of ten 
of the customers take coffee and cake. 
The latter is not the French or Ameri- 
can kind. It consists of four varieties 
dear to the German palate—apple, 
peach, prune and sugar. The last 
named is also called cinnamon. It is 
made of bread dough on the upper sur- 
face of which is spread some butter, 
sugar andcinnamon. Then it is baked 
hard. 

The peach and apple cakes are made of 
thinly rolled bread dough,surmounted by 
slices of apples or peaches, as the case 
may be. When a little butter and sugar 
have been placed between the slices, the 
baker has approached as near perfection 
as possible, The dough of the prune cake 
is made like the other and covered 
thickly with mashed stewed prunes. 

In the best bakeries a slice of any of 
these cakes from four to five inches 
square is sold for 5 cents. A good cup of 
coffee or tea with milk and sugar costs 
the same. Those who like light and sweet 
breakfasts can thus be satisfied for 10 
cents. Probably 5,000 east siders eat 
such breakfasts in the bakeries every 
morning.—New York Sun.

Rather Than Suffer the Horrors 
of Siberian Exile. 


TEN RUSSIANS PICKED UP 


And Brought to San Francisco 
by a Whaling Vessel. 


SAN Francisco, Nov. 9.—Three whaling 
barks, the Hunter, Reindeer and Charles 
W. Morgan, have arrived in port from Fox 
island. The captain of the Morgan re- 
ports that on Sept. 3, in the Okhotsh sea, 
70 miles from southwest of Cape Strokoto, 
he picked up an open boat containing 10 
Biberian refugees, who bad put o>. sea to 
escape Siberian guards. 

The men had been at sea 10 days, and 
were three days without food or water, and 
were in a pitiable condition. 

Sept. 25 the Morgan spoke the whaler 
Cap» Horn Pigeon and transferred five of 
the Russians to that vessel. The Cape 
Horn Pigeon is now en route to San Fran- 
cisco. 

A reporter visited the whaler in the 
stream, and through a Russian sailor on 
the Morgan gained the story of the 
refugees and particulars of their hazardous 
escape from the wilds of Siberia. The men 
were working under guards as woodsmen 
in a penal settlement on the isiand named 
Saghalein. ‘T'he escape was well planoed 
and Jong studied. Weeks previous to the 
final break the men stole an iron kettle 
and tin panand hid them in the woods. 
They had resolved to escape to sea in un 
open boat moored near the camp of the 
guards. 

The guards, however, kept the oars under 
lock and key, and the men were compelled 
to secritly bew ours out of rough timber. 
During the weeks of preparation each 
man daily pocketfui of rice from 
to the hiding 
place in thetimber. A small kez was 
also filled with water. The supplies were 
carried to the boat when the eseape was 
made. 

Guards Put Out of the Way. 

Of the capture of the boat and the final 
escape from the guards, the men will not 
speak. One significantly remarked, how- 
ever, that he would not be surprised to 
hear thata couple of guards turned up 
missing. 

The sufferings of the escaped men at 
sea were terrible, but even after they bad 
been 10 days at sea, and three days after 
all food and water had been exhausted 
the men were so determined not to fall 
into the hands of the Rassiims that they 
rowed from the whalers when vhe latter 
first sighted them, believing them to be 
pursuing Ru--ians. 

When the Morgan ran up the Stars and 
Stripes the refugees gave a feeble cheer 
and changed their coarse and rowed to- 
wards the American ship. 

Wien the Morgan arrived in port before 
any news of the presence of refugees on 
board was learned a sailor quietly slipped 
ashore with papers from the exiles to 
Russians in this city. Tue sailor returned 
with the information that the refugees 
once ashore, even though in convicr garb, 
will be secrete! and helped to escape the 
Russian consul here, ev: n though an effort 
be made by the Russian authorities to 
extradite them, as it is believed will be 
done. It is claimel the men are all politi- 
cal offenders.

MERE SPECULATION, 


Story of the Restoration of Hawall’s 
Queen Is Doubted. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—The facts regards 
Ing Minister Willis’ instructions as tothe 
treatment of the Hawaiian problem are 
very simple, despite various reports. He 
has been instructed to establish and main- 
tain a policy of absulute non-interference 
in Hawaiian affairs. He is supposed to 
have arrived in Honolulu yesterday, and 
he will at once communicate to the pro- 
visional. government the fact that the 
United States will not in the future, either 
diplomatically or by force, aid either party 
in the island.

Men For Her Navy. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—James P. Gatch- 
ell, a well-known steamship engineer of 
this city, says there is no doubt that Flint 
& Co. of New York are procuring men 
and engineers for Brazil. He says: ‘Flint 
& Co. have, tomy knowleilge, been corre 
spondi g with a number of seamen and 
engineers in this city, among them myself, 
trying tomake arrangements to ship us.

Coal Waste. 

The great quantities of anthracite coal 
wasted by the unsuitable methods resort- 
ed to in preparing it for market is t 
subject of complaint by Mr. Harris, thé 
head official of the Lehigh Coal com- 
pany. These operations, he says, resul 
in reducing a large proportion of 
coal to sizes too small for commercial 
purposes, the percentage of waste from 
this source averaging as high as 20 per 
cent of the coal hoisted from the col- 
lieries, this, however, having been some- 
what diminished in recent years by the 
utilization of the smaller sizes of coal. 

He thinks that this process—rescuing 
coal from the waste heaps—is d« 
to go much farther in the more gener 
use of coal in fine particles. He believes 
that it may not be going too far to as 
sume that improved methods of mining 
and of preparing coal may insure the 
use as fuel of one-half the coal now re- 
maining, so that itmay be reckoned that 
there are still not far from 6,000,000,000 
tons of anthracite available before the 
beds will be wholly exhausted. The 
present annual consumption of anthra- 
cite is about 40,000,000 tons, and this 
consumption has for some years been in- 
creasing at the rate of 4 per cent per an- 
num.—New York Sun.

In the Meantime Diphtheria Is Rapidly 
Spreading In Lynn. 

LyNnw, Mass., Nov. 10.—Diphtheria has 
broken out in the western section of this 
city and already no less than 30 cases 
have been reported. In the Children’s 
home there are 17 cases, and a house on 
Thomson street has been secured wherein 
the sick are quarantined. Nearly all the 
children in the home have either had it or 
are now ill with that disease. 

The authorities claim that this sickness 
is due to the poor sewer drainage th rough 
the streets west of Mall street.

PHILADELPHIA, Novy. 10.—Three ship- 
wrecked seamen from the abandoned Span- 
ish bark Juan J. Murga have arrived in 
| port on the schooner Henry Lippitt. They 
| #re Antonio Crimen, Llogi Perisand Pedro 
Naglole:. 

They were picked up in mid ocean en- 
| tirely nude, after undergoing sufferings 
that almost made them insane. They had 
seen seven of their comrades perish. The 
remaining two were taken off their ves- 
sel by the steamer Lampasas and landed 
} at Galveston on Oct. 19. ; 
| The Murga was caught ina hurricane on 


}Oc.9 The crew took to the rigging, 
| Where they firmly lashed themselves. The 
provisions were washed overboard with 


| the water casks, leaving nothing by which 
|the men conid quench their thirst or 
| satisfy their hunger. The cargo swelled 
} and burst the decks asunder. Tenof the 
| crew then took to the long boat, while 
; two of the men remained on the bark, io

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MONSTROUS BEARS IN THE FORESTS 
BACK IN THE AVOUNTAINS. 


Some of Them Tower Six Feet Above a 
Man, and It Takes Nerve to Stand In That 
Tremendous Presence—A Hunter Saved 


His Life by Doing a Cireus Act. 


Vifteen ago, said George W 
Rae, a Manitoba pioneer, the grizzly 
bear was so plentiful among the Mani- 
toba Rockies that the Hudson Bay com- 
pany annually secured many hundreds 
of their skins from the army of hunters 
and trappers that had its range in that 
wild region, but today this fierce and 
ponderous beast—nowhere so fierce or 
of such enormous proportions as among 
the Manitoba fastnesses—is quite a rari- 
ty in its old haunts, and I doubt if one 
ran now become upon without a diffi- 
cult and tedious journey of at least 300 
miles into the interior wilderness of the 
province. 

The grizzly has met with almost as 
hard a fate as the buffalo, although, from 
the nature and isolation of its present 
retreats and the difficulties attendant on 
hunting and trapping for it, the grizzly 
bear, like the Manitoba moose, will ney- 
er become extinct inthatcountry. I be- 
lieve that the moose, although the flesh 
of 2,000 of them is required to supply the 
military stations in the territory alone 
with fresh meat every year, is as plenti- 
ful today in its wild retreats as it has 
been at any time since the great inroads 
of fur and pelt hunters were begun in 
the territory. 

I know no reason why the grizzly bear 
of the Manitoba Rockies should grow so 
much larger than the grizzly of the 
same mountains in the States, but a long 
and varied experience in hunting these 
animals in their respective localities has 
proved to me that such is thefact. No 
grizzly bear that I ever captured or that 
I ever knew to be captured south of 
Manitoba measured more than 7} feet 
from muzzle to tail, or weighed more 
than 1,200 pounds. Butit was no un- 
common thing in the palmy days of 
grizzly bears in Manitoba for the hunter 
or trapper to be confronted by one of 
these monsters 9 feet in length and with 
a bulk of 1,500 pounds or more. I have 
seen Manitoba gzizzlies that when they 
threw themselves on their haunches and 
rose erect toweved five feet and six feet 
above me, and I want to tell you that it 
takes a man with a large quantity and 
the best quality of nerve to stand in that 
tremendous presence and prepared to 
do battle coolly and with a level head. 

Grizzly bears, like all the rest of the 
bear family, have the’ curious habit of 
rising against a tree, and, reaching up 
as far as they can with their fore paws, 
making marks in the bark by digging it 
with their claws. I have more than 
once come across these measuring marks 
of a grizzly, as the marks on the bark 
are called, 12 feet above the ground. 
Imagine coming suddenly upon a beast 
like that in some deep ravine or isolated 
spot almost impassable owing to the 
down timber heaped and tangled on the 
ground and surrounded by rocks and 
thick underbrush. The sight of his 
great jaws, open and red, and his eyes 
flashing in fury at you from the enor- 
mous head that towers so far above you, 
is something only to beappreciated whea 
once seen. 

When there were buffaloes on the 
plains, Manitoba grizzly bears were keen 
aud persistent hduters of them. Wher 
a grizzly and a buffalo met, there was 
sure to be a fearful contest, although it 
seldom lasted long, and the buffalo was 
usually the victim. The buffalo bull, 
when confronted by a bear, would in- 
variably charge ferociously upon its big 
and ugly foe. This was just what the 
bear desired, and he awaited, erect on 
his haunches, the onset of the buffalo. 
As the latter rushed forward with low- 
ered head and was almost upon the bear 
the immense grizzly threw himself 
quickly to one side, and with a blow as 
quick as lightning with one of his great 
forepaws seldom failed to break his an- 
tagonist’s neck. A Manitoba grizzly has 
been known to engage in rapid succes- 
sion four and even five infuriated buffalo 
bulls and kill every one of them. It 
sometimes happened, though, that a bull 
younger and more agile than his com- 
panion succeeded in evading the fatal 
blow of the grizzly’s terrible paw long 
enough to give in turn a deadly thrust of 
his born into the bear's side, puncturing 
his vitals and making the contest a mu- 
tual slaughter. 

In general characteristics, of course, 
the Manitoba grizzly is not in any way 
different from others of the family. 
While | believe that a grizzly bear will 
sometimes wait and precipitate a fight 
with a man and take pains to put him- 
self in the way of one, in the great ma- 
jority of cases he will take a second 
thought about the matter and back ont. 
A queer instance of this disposition 
came to my knowledge once where a 
famous Manitoba guide courageously 
advanced upon three grizzlies, an old she 
one and two half grown cubs, and, by a 
series of ridiculous monkeyshines and 
acrobatic maneuvers within a rod or 
two of the threatening bears, filled them 
with such astonishment and apparent 
fear that they retreated to the woods as 
fast as they could go. 

The bunter’s gun had snapped in both 
barrels, he having drawn on the old bear 
before the young ones came upon the 
scene. It was in a fit of desperation 
that he tried the turning of a handspring 
and jumping up and down, clapping his 
hands and resorting to other unhunter 
like measures. He had been told once 
that a hunter had frightened a moun- 
tain lion away by similar absurd move- 
ments, and he found that it worked to 
perfection in the case of the three griz- 
zly bears, but he never, even in the face 
of that fact, advised or encouraged avy 
one to go hunting Manitoba or any 
other kind of grizzlies armed with noth- 
ing more than a capacity to turn gro 
tesque sumersaults.—New York Sun.

WAR IS IMMINENT. 


The Growing Eurepean Crisis Greatly Ag- 
gravated by Italy's Condition, 

It is the Italian situation which most 
directly threatens in this growing Eu- 
ropean crisis. France has shown sur- 
prising and most creditable restraint 
during the past two weeks. Her ambi- 
tious purpose has not been misjudged by 
those who have seen the sinister designs 


| behind her protestations of peace, but 
jextending from John 6, Allen’s to the}

she is wise enough to know that the hour 
for the execution of her plans has not 
quite come, But if Italy assumes anag- 
gressive part she will play into French 
hands. France is ready, and with her 
new ally at her back will rejoice if one 
of her adversaries will assume the re- 
sponsibility of making the attack. 

The situation in Italy does not im- 
prove. It has become intolerable, and 
some violent result of the crisis seems 
inevitable. There is some truth in the 
statement that the trouble is caused 
tore by moral than material decadence. 
Patriotism has waned. The country is 
bankrupt—not because it cannot pay its 
taxes, but because it will not pay. The 
reply of the Marquis di Rudini to Pre- 
mier Giolitti is justified when he says it 
is useless to impose additional taxes, be- 
cause they will yield no more than the 
old ones. The people best able to pay 
will, the marquis asserts, evade pay- 
ment with more ingenuity and persever- 
ance, 

Giolitti’s government recognizes the 
truth of this observation, and it is this 
fact which gives color to the reports 
that the present ministry has been con- 
sidering a war with France as a desper- 
ate remedy for the solution of its dilem- 
ma. The people would willingly supply 
the sinews of war, but they refuse long- 
er to be victims of the thieves in high 
places, whose guilt is notorious, but who 
argprotected by all the resources of the 
government and crown. If winter were 
just ending instead of approaching, it 
would be a question of days only, in the 
opinion of many people, when Italy 
would fire the first gun in the greatest of 
European wars. 

Meantime the crisis isa most embar- 
rassing one for the present rulers of the 
peninsula. It is difficult to see how the 
winter can be passed without a crash of 
some sort. Already the popular discon- 
tent is at the point of revolution in some 
parts of the kingdom. The government 
continues to pour troops into Sicily, and 
its newspaper organs virtually admit 
that the aim is the suppression of sedi- 
tion rather than the extirpation of brig- 
andage, although the latter laudable 
work is proceeding incidentally. It has 
been ascertained that the Fasci or asso- 
ciations of revolutionary socialists have 
a membership of 300,000, embracing all 
classes in Sicily. Even some regiments 
are tainted, and severe disciplinary 
measures have had to be taken against a 
regiment of artillery at present in tha 
garrison at Palermo. The Sun corre- 
spondent says that serious disturbances 
may occur at any moment.—New York 
Sun’s London Letter. 


THE LAW’S DELAY. 


A Persistent Boy's Fight For Personal 
Damages Against a Railroad. 

The suit of Dennis Spillane against the 
Missouri Pacific Railway company is 
again on trial before Judge Slover. It 
is the third trial. Dennis is a 13-year- 
old boy, who, in the summer of 1888, 
while crossing the track at the foot of 
Grand avenue, was run over by a Mis- 
souri Pacific train. He was knocked to 
the side of the track, his scalp was fairly 
torn from his skull, and two fingers 
were cut off his left hand. The boy’s 
head was igred up by Dr. Iuen, and to 
the surprise of every one he recovered. 
Ever since the accident, however, he 
has been subject to epileptic fits, com- 
plains of pains in his head at all times 
andis unable to attend school or per- 
form any work. 

Dennis at once brought suit for $20,- 
000 damages. The cause came up for 
trial in 1889, and the jury awarded him 
$8,000. The case was taken to the su- 
preme court on an error made by Judge 
Slover in his instructions to the jury and 
remanded back for trial. At the second 
trial the jury failed to agree upon the 
amount of damages, and the case has 
since hung in the courts,—Kansas City 
Times. 


The First of Its Kind. 

The first wedding of colored people 
that ever occurred in the gubernatorial 
mansion of Virginia or in a similar man- 
sion in the south took place in the dining 
room of the executive mansion at 1 o’clock 
on arecent afternoon. Winston Edwards, 
the governor’s chief butler, who has 
served faithfully in his position under 
both Governor Lee and the present ex- 
ecutive, and Jenny Leigh, an attractive 
maid, who has been in the governor's 
service for several yeaxs, were united in 
marriage by the Rev. Dr. Hunter of the 
Third Street African Methodist Episco- 
pal church. After the ceremony, which 
was witnessed by several of the gov- 
ernor’s household, the happy couple left 
on a bridal tour, which embraced a visit 
to the World’s fair.—Richmond Dispatch 
in Baltimore American, 


A Sign of the Period. 

“Circumstances have changed in- 
deed,” said a down town merchant yes- 
terday. “I had a load of coal thrown 
tn front of my store this morning. Usu- 
ally I have had to hunt up a man to 
carry the coal to the back part of my 
cellar, but today that pile of coal was a 
sign—like a want advertisement—which 
brought no less than 12 men who wanted 
to carry it back for me. When I told 
them I had hired some one to do the 
work, then they wanted to know if they 
couldn’t do something else—anything.”

THE NEW CHINESE LEGATION. 


The Minister and His Suite Live Royally 
In Washington Regardless of Expense. 
The new legation has taken three 

houses for which the Chinese govern- 
ment pays $20,000 a year. They now 
occupy the old Sumner house, which is 
an annex of the Arlington. The United 
States paid $200 a day for the board of 
the infanta while her suite occupied 
these quarters. Yung Yu is paying $500 
a day and says he thinks it is very 
cheap. While the women are kept in 
seclusion, the men have the run of the 
house and make themselves thoroughly 
at home. A part of the delegation were 
once in England and speak the English 
languege fluently. They have the free 
and easy manner of the westerner and 
show a disposition to talk to any one 
who will listen. The minister himself is 
as dark as a sunburnt mulatto, being at 
least three shades blacker than the other 
members of the delegation. 

Yung Yu says he is very well pleased 
with American cooking, but he has 
taken the precaution to provide himself 
with a Chinese cook and has installed 
him in the hotel kitchen. The legation 
eat but little meat, dining chiefly on 
vegetables. Yung Yu has never been 
out of China before. He was not a man 
of the highest rank in China, but like 
Ko-Ko, though in a different way, rose 
to distinction. He was an official in the 
province of Chin-Keang which corre- 
sponds there to the position of collector 
of the Boston port here. It was strictly 
on his merits that he was chosen by the 
prime minister to represent the emperor 
in this country pending the delicate re- 
lations between the two nations in con- 
sequence of the Geary act. As long as 
there are any strained relations existing 
no member of the legation will be al- 
lowed to accept the hospitality of an 
American, that being the law of the em- 
bassy.— Washington Cor. Boston Adver- 
tiser. 


A CLEVER SWINDLER. 


A Frenchman “fearing the Rosette of the 
Legion of Honor a Sharp Scoundrel. 

A really clever thief is engaged just 
now in robbing people in Paris who pos- 
sess securities payable to bearer. His 
plan is to doa little business with some 
of the Parisian banks in order that he 
may have an excuse for hanging about 
the counters. He then watches the 
bank's customers, especially ladies, and 
when he sees one of them receive from 
the clerks any bonds or other scrip to 
bearer he quietly makes a note of the 
person’s name and the numbers on the 
documents. Having ascertained the ad- 
dress of his proposed victim, he calls 
there later in the day or early the next 
morning, and representing that heis a 
clerk from the bank, asks for the securi- 
ties, alleging that there is some little in- 
formality in them that has to be recti- 
fied. As he is armed with the numbers, 
in ninecases out of ten the customer 
gives up the documents quite unsuspect- 
ingly. 

So far this ingenious swindler has 
eluded all efforts to detect him. He is 
described as a gentlemanly looking man, 
who wears the rosette of an “officer” of 
the Legion of Honor, the little bit of 
ribbon of a plain ‘‘chevalier” apparently 
being thought not sufficiently imposing 
now that such decorations are so plenti- 
ful.—London Daily News.

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HE DIED OF CANCER. 


No Trace of Poison In Thomas 
Toole’s Stomack. 


DAUGHTER MARY IS FREE. 


Michael and Stephen Are Still 
Held by Police. 


Boston, Nov. 11.— Medical Examiner 
Draper performed an autopsy on the body 
of Thomas Toole of South Boston. The 
examination disclosed the fact that Mr. 
Toole died of cancer of the stomach. No 
trace of poison was found. This puts an 
end to the rumor, which was extensively 
circulated around the district, that death 
was the result of a slow process of poison- 
ing. 

The police are very discreetin giving out 
information which they may have in their 
possession. Captain Wyman declared yes- 
terday that there was nothing new in the 
case, that the mystery had thickened; but 
he added that it looked very bad, He «> 
clined to state what motive he believed 
led to the murders. 

After th- arres: of Stephen, Michael and 
Mary Tovle Thursday evening, on the gen- 
eral chirge of muider, there were a great 
mavy theories afivat in the district, but 
none of them cun be traced to any reliable 
source. The thr2e accused persons were 
taken into court yesterday a d Mary was 
released from custody, as the developments 
so far do not connect her in any manner 
with the case. The two sons, Michael and 
Stephen, were arraigned, pleacel not 
guilty, and at the request of Captain 
Wyman the case was continued until next 
Friday to await investigatious. 

Nothing to Work Upon. 

The question of motive in the murd-r of 
Mrs. aod Miss Toole is one that no one 
has yet offered a solution to. There was 
absolutely nothing to be gained by any 
onein having the mother and daughter 
dead. Even onthe ground ofa desire for 
revenge the officers have been unable to 
show suflicient feeling for so terrible a sat- 
isfact on. 

There was trouble in the family, and it 
led to wordy warfare, bet there was 
nothing toinduce crime in the quarrels. 
They were family jars, not rows, and while 
it is true threats were heard they were not 
threats of death. 

It has been sugzested that, as the father 
was almost dead from a lingering disease, 
the securing of the property by the chil- 
dren would be hastened by the taking off 
of the mother, and such a thought as that 
might bave led to the murder; but, on the 
other hand, itis argued that the settling 
up of the property would not allow more 
than about $1200 for each child, and it is 
re-arded as impossible that any one should 
want to kill a mother for such a sum as 
that. 

Still there are but two avenues open for 
a theory of the motive, and boih seem too 
narrow to satisfy in auy way the people 
of the community. There was not enough 
money to furuish one, und the t:oubl- in 
the house was so s! git as to leave no 
opening in that direction. 

Sul, it is af.ct tuat the police are now 
paying the utmost atteation to matters in 
regard to the family relatio is, in an effort 
to find a cause forthe crime, now that they 
maintain a crime was committ-d. 


FORGED A CHECK. 


A Young New York Lawyer Finds Him- 
self in a Bad Fix. 

New YorE, Nov. 11.—Ciiuton Palmer, 
a lawyer, 2 years old, was afrested in the 
Tradesman’s bank yesterday for having 
forged a check for $700 on J. W. Bott, 
with whom the prisoner roomed for five 
years. Ou Nov. 8 Palmer askei Bott to 
cash the check in question, which pur- 
ported to have been drawn by Mrs, Ei za- 
beth Palmer of Boston, the prison r’s 
mother, having being drawn on the Bauk 
of Commerce of that city. The check wus 
protested and Mrs. Palmer denied that her 
signature wus genuine. 

Palmer bought 15 shares of stock of the 
Tradesman’s bank with the proeeds of 
the check and thn borrowed $40) on the 
stock from President Roberts of the 
Franklin Savings bank. 

When arrested, the prisoner attempted 
to throw away his pocketbook, which co :- 
tained several checks suppose. to have 
been forged. He hai a watch and chain 
and also had several pawn t’cxets for 
jewelry that had lately been stolen from 
Mr. Bott’s room.

BUSINESS IS BETTER. 


Passage of the Repeal Bill Has Accom- 
plished Good Work. 

New York, Nov. 11.—R. G. Dun’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: Since the 
election there has been a distinct improve- 
ment in business and particularly in man- 


ufacturing. There is some increase in 
actual transactions and much more in the 
tone of bus$ness. Men of all parties feel 


_| that there is ground for greater confidence, 


the silver question being put definitely 
out of the way and the chance of disturb- 
ing action in other respects being lessened. 

In brief, the recovery which began when 
the silver repeal bill passed continued with 
increased strength. The speculative mar- 
kets have not changed, though the im- 
provement in the stock market, which was 
expected from the silver bill, comes slowly. 

In boots and shoes the decline in splits 
compared with last year is only 17 per 
cent for the week, and more of the shops 
are active, the long economy in purchases 
having exhausted supplies of dea‘ers. 

The first week of November has passed 
and thousands of business men breathe 
more freely because the apprehended fail- 
uresin dry goods have been much less 
numerous and less important than was 
feared. Nodoubt it is true that many 
concerns have been carried over by ex- 
tension, but even a moderate revival of 
trade will enable most of them to weather 
the storm. A gradual improvement is 
seen in the market forcotton goods, with 
slightly better prices in print cloths and 
some other grades 

The volume of domestic, although 
smaller than a year ago, shows consider- 
ably less decrease than appeared in Sep- 
tember or October. 


BLOODTHIRSTY ANARCHISTS 


Applaud the Work of the Barcelona 
Bomb Thrower. 

Lonpon, Nov. 11.—The anarchists of 
all groups gathered at the South Place 
institute last evening to commemorate 
the execution of the Chicago anarchists 
six years ago. The hall was crowded. 
Onthe walls hung red flags and scrolls 
with anarchist mottoes. 

C. W. Mowbray said the anerchists of 
London ought :qresolve that they would 
consecrate the lessons of the past. They 
had been too apathetic in recent years. 
They bad applauded Ravachol, but what 
elsé had they done? Nothing; because 
they were cowards, The responsibility for 
this failure rested not upon the leaders, 
but upon each and every member of the 
anarchist groups. 

Editor Samuels of The Commonwealth 
said: 

“When Comrade Pallas, who tried to 
rid the world of the tyrant, Campos, was 
to be murdered, he turned, just as the 
soldiers raised their riflys to flre, and 
called to them: ‘The revenge will be terri- 
ble.’ Soit has been. The comrade who 
threw the bombin the Barcelona theater 
Was a genuine comrade. [Cheers.] He did 
@ good work—terrible, but good, neverthe- 
less. Revenge we must have. The mur- 
dered anarchists were our friends. 

“Thirty innocent person; were killed in 
Barcelona. How sal the slaughter, but 
how much sadder the slaughter of thou- 
sands daily in England! We must take 
aneyeforan eyeanda tooth for atooth 
until the rich dare not walk the streets.” 
{Cheers.] 


STARVED TO DEATH. 


Michael Hanrahan Was Too Much of a 
Miser to Bay Food. 

SALEM, Mass., Nov. 11.—Luast summer 
some one sent word tothe police station 
at Salem that Michael Hanrahan, who 
lived in his own home on Wall street, 
near Gallows hill, where the witches were 
hanged 200 years ago, was sick and would 
not let any onein tosee him. The police 
took adoctor and went up to the place. 
They found all the doors inthe house 
barred, so they knocked them in with 
their billies, and the doctor went in and 
gave Haprah#n some medicine and ordered 
some food for him. 

He got well in a little phile, and nothing 
was heard from him until a day or two 
ago, when the neighbors sent word to city 
hall that he was dead. A» investigation 
showed that the man, who was more than 
70 years of age, had starved todeath. He 
was worth considerable property and 
owned the house he livel in, besides twu 
others. His two sons have taken the body 
to Manchester, N. H., for burial. 


Ex-Treasurer Washburn Sued, 

Boston, Nov. 11.—Four suits have been 
entered by the Old Colony Ruiilroad com- 
pany vs. John M. Washburn, its default- 
ng treasurer, and the sureties on his 
bond.

New YorK, Nov. 11.—The steamship 
Seneca has brought Captain Hoffman and 
56 of the crew ot the steamship City of 
Alexandria, which was burned at sea 
near Havana on Nov. 1, involving a loss of 
11 lives—five of the crew and six negro 
stevedores. The story of the disaster as 
told by Captain Hoffman does not differ 
materially from the accounts already pub- 
lished. 

Knotty Law Points.

INDIANA WOMEN SLUMMERS, 


Cheers of Negroes Started a Riot In a| They Visited Chicago With the Best 


Kentucky Town. 

Barpstown, Ky., Nov. 11.—This town 
is in a state of excitement, aud an occur- 
rence of yesterday afternoon may pre- 
cipitate a race war that will resultin much 
bloodshed. For the past week the people 
of this and surrounding counties have been 
aroused to a high pitch over the testi 
mony of one of the witnesses tending to 
prove innocence cf the accused. The 
negroes have all been favorab’e to Evans. 
A crowd of them had congregated outside 
the courthouse. When Evans was being 
conducted from the courthouse to the jail 
by the militia they cheered him, 

The streets were packed with crowds ot 
white people. The cheering of the negroes 
s0 exasperated the whites that a fight was 
the result. The deputies made a charge 
upon the negroes and arrested three of 
them. Leroy Wickliffe, a negro, was 
badly wounded, and will prooably die. 

Patil Abel and another negro named 
Sims were arrestéd. 

These men are desperate characters, and 
were badly Leaten. Several negroes and 
one or two whites were «Iso hurt, but their 
injuries are vot cf a serious nature, 

The deputies were r.-enforced by the 
militia and soon dispersed the mob. 

More trouble may result. The negroes 
are considerably wrought up over the occur- 
ence and threaten vengeance. ‘The whites, 
however, largely outnumber the blacks, 
and an outbreek wiil result disast:ous.y 
forthe latter. The cheering of the ne- 
groes has lursely intensified the feeling of 
the whites a:d there are many rumors 
couceruing a mobto take the law into its 
ows hands and make Evans pay the 
pen lty for his crinie.

Wisdom of Restoring the Queen to 
Power Is Questioned. 


INTENTIONS OF UNCLE SAM 


Are Already Meeting With 
Much Opposition. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Unless he has 
met with some delay United States Minis- 
ter Willis bas now been in Honolulu a 
week, and it is not improbable that he has 
carried into effect the instructions he took 
with him and which have been so well 
kept a secret on this side of the Pacific.

Whatever recourse the administration 
may have determined upon to secure the 
restoration of Qneen Liliuokalani, it is

The course pro- 
posed to be pursued seems to be to request 
the present government, iu the nameof the 
United Sta'e3, to give way quietly to the 
restoration of the queen. The Hawaiians 
in this city are very firm in their opinion 
that the government will refuse to yield to 
any such gentle persuasion as that. They 
assert their earne-t belicf that it will re- 
quire at leasta show of force to induce 
them to resign the reins of authority. 

But this opinion is not unanimous 
amoug those familiar with affairs in the 
islands. It is pointed out how long and 
| severe a strain there has been on the mem- 

bers of the provisional government in the 
uncertainty. All they have is vitally de- 
pendent on the god order aud main- 
tenance of law in the country. Auy sort 
of assurance from Mini-ter Willis that 
the moral influence of the United States 
government would be exerted to maintain 
astable governm nt by the queen, and to 
restrain it from such vagaries and excesses 
as that of the constitution she sought to 
have adopted in January last, might 
tempt the members of the provisional 
government to step aside and trust to the 
United States to preserve their ioterests in 
its own way. 

It is what President Cleveland and 
Secretary Gresham hoped for, though 
what assurance they have authorized the 
minister to give as to future iufluenca by 
this government in the islands is not 
known.

Provisional Government Has the Support 
of Minister Thurston. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—Minister Lorrin A. 
Thurston of Hawaii, who has been de- 
tained in Chicago closing up the affairs of 
the Hawaiian exhibition, left for Washing- 
ton today. When assed to express an 
opinion conceraing theaction of the ad- 
ministration in relation to Hawaii, he 
said: 

“So far as I know that matter was fully 
covered last February, both charges and 
reply,and I know of no new develop- 
ments since lastnight. I donot hesitate to 
reiterate that American troops took no 
partin the movement, and that the revo- 
lution was initiated by the late queen, and 
forced upon the people of Hawaii, who,

Putnam’s wildcat personal investments, | 


his neglect of banking methods and his 
fondness for luxurious life had much to do 


with his downfall and the bank’s failure. 
He is a bachelor, though people bere say 
that under the laws of the state of New 


York he would be considerrd a married 
man. 
Predecessor Was a Thief. 

Putnam came here about a score of 
years ago, succeeding as cashier of the 
Granite State bink Appleton Shute, who 
deparied for Seuth America with $100,000 
of other people’s money which he has 
never returned, 

Before coming here Pulnam servedasa 
clerk in the Firsts National bank of 
Lowell, Mass., and left because of failing 
health. Hethen worked fora time with 
an accountant ia Boston. For 13 years he 
served as cashier inthe bauk here, and 
did his work so well that he was trustec 
by all. 

When he received his promotion to the 
position of president he crew pompous, and 
began to get bimse!f generally disliked. 
He seemed to have b-come affluent, and 
began making r al estate purchases which 
appeared to be good investments, bougut 
an old homesteal here valued at about 
$20,000, aud poirchased horses and cattle at 


random. On his small farm he now has 
about 15 speeljy gaited, well-fed animals 
doing nothing but “eating their heads 


off.” 

His family of three years azo, consisting 
offather, mother and sister, came here 
from Lowell, Mass., to live. 

Made Poor Investments. 

When Putnam’s troubles first appeared 
last July, they came not in single file, but 
in battalion, and for a time he had the 
sympathy of nearly every one in town. 
His mother died, and his sister became a 
helpless invalid through a paralytic shock. 

Just before the bank went under many 
of his securities, which were cousidered 


good, became worthless, and to those who ; 


knew of his dealings it became evident 
that he was in financial straits. He hada 
gold mine somewhere in Nova Scotia, 
which he thought he owned, but he found 
that other stockholders had beaten him 
out of it.

The trouble in pitting Councilmen 
against Councilmen arises in the fact that 
at least five of the present Councilmen 
would be defeated. The present Council 
has not been as strong as its predecessors, 
because there were so many inexperienced 
men. Only six of the twenty-three had 
served in past Councils, These six have 
been the leaders, as will be seen when the 
names are presented: E. W. H. Bass, H. 
M. Federhen, Jr., Stephen O. Moxon, 
John O. Holden, Charles R. Sherman and 
John E. Drake. As the Council now 
stands the Republicans will nominate at 
least eleven new men and the Democrats 
twelve new men. Nine of the twenty- 
three are as good as defeated at the start, 
the Republicans in Ward Four, and the 
Democrats in Wards One and Five. How 
many of the other fourteen will be elected ? 


HAVE YOU seen any one who was so 
completely used up by the recent election 
as the editor of the Advertiser? He was 
completely dazed and was taken home, and 
after careful nursing is able to be about 
once more.

THE AUSTRALIAN ballot, which the 
Wollaston Republicans are to adopt at the 
coming caucus, seems the only proper 
method of nominating candidates especially 
in wards where a nomination is equivalent 
to an election. It should be adopted in all 
wards by both parties and the polls kept 
open for at least an hour, or say from 6 to 
8p. M., when it would be convenient for 
the majority of the voters of a ward to vote.

“REAL LONDON SOCIETY.” 


It Contains Two Classes Whose Rights to 
Be So Identified Differ Radically. 

A London correspondent ina recent 
letter to a New York paper says: We 
have been told this week by Lady 
Charles Beresford that the real London 
society, which includes “those who are 
there by right, and whom nothing can 
remove as long as their fortunes sur- 
vive,” consists of only 30 or 40 families, 
So called London society, she declares, 
includes two classes, one of them being 
those who are there, not of right, but by 
force, and who remain by dint of labor, 
thinking no cost too excessive to pay for 
the privilege of meeting with the great. 
The other section consists of those who 
are still anxious to obtain admittance 
into what appears to thei to be a social 
paradise, and who still hope, and have 
every right to hope, to succeed, despite 
all the ridicule lavished upon them. 

On the delicate and much-vexed ques- 
tion of the morals of society, Lady 
Beresford says that the real question is 
whether the circle in which immorality 
is so openly practiced is widening. She 
thinks itis not. It is generally noticed, 
she says, that the most pronounced set 
has, for some time, found it difficult to 
gather fresh recruits. 


Negroes Who Pass For Whites. 

At the census of 1880 nearly 34 per 
cent of the colored population was un- 
der 10 years of age, while at the census 
of 1890 only 28 per cent was under 10 
years of age. Samuel E. Tatum, a 
Washington negro, in explaining this, 
says: ‘‘It may be a fact that the colored 
population is constantly falling off in its 
increase, for which there may be a great 
many reasons. We should first take in- 
to consideration the vast number of peo- 
ple of color leaving the race yearly. 
There are thousands who emigrate from 
the south so light in complexion that in 
the north they are supposed to be white, 
and in this way a vast number of fam- 
jlies in the course of a decade lose their 
identity as people of color.”—Washing- 
ton Special.

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A GLOOMY PICTURE 


Of the Fate Which Awaits Ameri- 
cans In Brazil. 


MEN BURIED BEFORE DEAD 


To Save Time and Trouble For 
Inhuman Officers. 


eS 


New Yorks, Novy. 13.—An American who 
has only recently returned from Brazil, 
after a long residence in that country, was 
visited for the purpose of eliciting his 
views upon the civil war at present in 
operation in the new republic of South 
America. On the subject of the risks be- 
ing taken by Americans who were enlist- 
ing for service on the Brazilian fleet, now 
being fitted out at this port by the agents 
of Peixoto, he said: 

“It seems to me that it is an outrage to 
enlist men at this season of the year to go 
down to Brazil ports, even if peace was 
reigning there. I venture to predict that 
at least 90 per cent of the men going down 
onthe Brazilian fleet will never return 
alive, even should they be so fortunate as 
to escape the bullets and torpedoes of the 
insurgent fleet. Even in times of peace in 
Riode Janeiro or Santos a man ashore 
during the months from November to 
March, inclusive, cannot, as a general 
thing, withstand the intense tropical heat. 

“Besides the heat the sickening sights 
one meets daily in the very tnoroughfares 
of thesstwo cities are calculated to turn 
the stomach of astranger. The funerals 
ofthe victims of yellow fever, smallpox 
and berri berri, a species of African lep- 
rosy, are seen atthe turning of almost 
every street. Ibave frequently seen new 
arrivals among my countrymen in the 
full vigor of youth and strength pa-s 
away almost between the rising and the 
Setting of the sun. 

Americans Are Targets. 

“It is not the climate and the prevailing 
epidemics that ure m stly to be feared 
The most painful and harrowing reminis- 
cences in my mind consist of what I have 
seen of the indifferent brutal ty of the 
Brazilian authorities toward toreigners. 
They appear to have an cspecial pleasure 
in exercising this unprecedented brutality 
upon Americans, for the reason that there 
is a lack of co-operation among the Amer- 
ican colony in Rio, whereas the English, 
French, Germ n and other European col- 
Ouies are generally united. 

“These latter colonies have been so long 
established in this country that they fore- 
see what will happen during each year’s 
epidemic, aud are prepared to take the 
very best of czre of the new arrivals into 
their own respective colonies. We are uct 
so well prepared, and the result is that 
when an American falls sick he does not 
realize what his sickness is until the 
health officers are notified. These bru:al 
officers are so accustomed to witness the 
sufferings of strangers who become v.ctims 
to the climate and filth of the cities of the 
country that itis sure death to fall into 
their hands. 

“The true stories of what foreigners on 
the soil of Brazil have suffered at the 
hands of these inhuman, brutalized men 
of authority in the ports of Brazil would 
seem incredible. Any one, however, who 
has ever passed through an epidemic can 
bear witness to the truth of what I say 
When strangers become ill with smalipox, 


as a genera! thing their cases are pro- 
nounced yellow fever, de » all appeal 
and protest to the contr. They a 


carted off to an overcrowded, filt hy ye lo v 
fever hospital, there to be thrust into be 
the linen and mattresses of which have 
not been changed or aired since their 
former occupants had left them—in most, 
if not all, cases for their coffins, 
Horrible Examples. 
“I have personal knowledge of the fact 
that two Americans, ¢ uployes of a firm of 


American gun manufacturers, and who 
were sent to Brazil on business for ther 
company, were taken ill, picked off to one 
of the foul hospitals as yellow fever 
patients (when it wes uot known or In- 
quired into whether they were suffering 
from eithersmallpox or the fever), their 
cases pronounce hopeless, and thus 
thrust, against all entreaty, into their 


coffins and buried before life had become 
extinct, 

“And these are only two instances out 
of the almost daily list of similar occur- 
rences The altendants of these hospitals 
are frequently lazy and thongbtless 
and so accus'omed to suffering that such 
scenes are not given any thought. They 
become so hardened and listless that they 
rush human beings alive into their coffins, 
thinking that it does not make much 
difference if their patients are hastened to 
the end. A few hours more or less make 
no difference, and then it saves time and 
trouble and zets rid of them. Then itis 
observed to be more pleasing to them to 
smoke their cigarets than to change the 
bed linen or muke any sort of decent pre- 
paration for the newcomers, 

“Knowine all these sad fects from on 
in the

feel sick at heart when I read ia the pap*is 
of so many hundreds of American citizens 
enlisting for service down there. It might 
be said that they did not intendto .o 
ashore, but merely remuin aboard ther 
ships.

“It is hurdly probable, however, that 
any such good fortune sha!l befall them, 
for it is clearly ~hown that Brazilians can 
keep up a fire day after duy at one «nother 
for weeks at a (ime, and only by the 
merest accident do they ever do any dam- 
In my opinion, 300 or 490 trained and 
courageous Americans could go down to 
Brazil and capture not only one side bat 
both sides in this conflict 
will goin for business, while the Brazil- 
jans on their side will probally follow 
their customary laziness. The officers 
would compel them to remuin in the coun- 
try after once entering it.”

Ex-Governor Bell Failed to Recover 
From a Paralytic Shock. 

EXETER, N. H., Nov. 13.—Ex-Governor 
Charles Henry Bell died at 4:30 p. m. 
Saturday. He was born in Chester, Nov. 
18, 1823, the youngest of 10 children. He 
was graduated from Dartmouthin 1844, 
and immediately began legal studies. 
Upon admission to the bar he practiced for 
a brief period in Chester, and then re- 
moved to Great Falls, forming a partner- 
ship with Nathaniel Wells. He came to 
Exeter in 1£54, and here practiced 14 years, 
for 10 of which he was county solicitor. 

His political career began in 1858 asa 
member of the state house of representa- 
tives. He also served in 1859 and 1860, the 
latter year as speaker. He was state sen- 
ator in 1863 and 1864, and iu the latter 
year president of the upper house. He

Was again a representative in 1872 and 
1873. In 1878 he presided over the Repub- 


lican state convention. The term of Bain- 
bridge Wadleigh as senator in congress 
having expired in March, 1879, Governor 
Prescott appointed Mr. Bell to the va- 
cancy. 

In 1880 he was the Republican nominee 
for governor, which office had been worth- 
ily filled by his father, John Bell, and his 
uncle, Samuel Bell. He was elected by a 
plurality of more than 360) over his Demo- 
cratic «pponent, Hon. Fravk Joues. He 
served his two years’ term with distinc- 
tion. He presided over the constitutional 
convention of January, 1839. 

Mr. Bell was in 1864 commis:icned 
colouel of the Eighteenth New Hampshire 
regiment. Circumstances compelled his 
resignation before being mustered into 
the United States service. 

By his historical researches and writings 
Mr. Bell has won wide reputation. For 


many years he was president of the State 


Historical society and a prominent mem- 
ber of many kindred organizations in Bos- 
ton and elsewhere. 

He had been a trustee of Phillips Exeter 
since 1879, aud at his death was president 
of the buard. In 1881 Dartmouth conferred 
upon him the LL. D. 

He was a Mason of high rank and had 
occupied the grand master’s chair. 

For 50 years be had been a zealous cham- 
pion of prohibition and a leader in organi- 
zations for its promotion, 

In 1847 Mr. Bell marriei Sarah A. Gil- 
man of Exeter. She diedin 1859, leaving 
two daughters. In 1887 Mr. Bell was 
married to Mary E., widow of Joseph T. 
Gilman.

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THE “MARBLE MAN.” 


a Patient Suffering From a Peculiar Dis- 
ease In a St. Louis Hospital. 

There isa ‘‘marble man” at the City 
hospital. He is whiter than the alabas- 
ter statue Dixey makes in ‘‘Adonis,” and 
the ‘driven snow” would soil his cheeks. 
Not only is his skin absolutely colorless, 
but his tongue, gums and finger nails 
are devoid of all hint of blood dyeing. 
He is believed to be the first patient suf- 
fering from the peculiar ailment he is 
afflicted with that ever stepped inside 
St. Louis. As is proper with such a 
very distinguished disease, it has a very 
aristocratic name—anchylostomum do- 
denale. 

A very, very rare little worm is en- 
gaged in merrily sucking the red cor- 
puscles, or life giving element, from this 
poor fellow’s blood, and if the unwel- 
come tenant is not gotten rid of pretty 
soon the patient will fade away to a 
shadow and die from sheer lack of nour- 
ishment, though his stomach be full of 
food. Albert Abbink, a young man who 
came from Germany, is the patient, and 
he isn’t at all proud of it either. He 
looks like a marble statue, and a very 
skeletonish one at that, and has great 
difficulty in moving around owing to his 
weakness. 

Though this peculiar disease, or affec- 
tion, is very rare in this part of the 
country, it is common enough in Italy 
and Germany. The worms are supposed 
to be in certain kinds of muddy water, 
and it has been noticed that brickmakers 
and pottery operatives in the old country 
are peculiarly apt to get them. When 
the great St. Gothard tunnel was be- 
ing dug it was discovered that nearly 
every workman engaged upon the job 
suffered from this plague. It was first 
noted in Egypt, and from this fact the 
weakness was named Egyptian chlorosis, 
Scientists are pretty certain that the 
Pharaohs had it, and some are inclined 
to believe that the plague of toads men- 
tioned in holy writ was none other than 
the plague of anchylostomum dode- 
nale. 

Dr. Marks believes he can assist Ab 
bink in getting rid of his high toned 
parasites, several of which now occupy 
a glass slide under his microscope. They 
are about an eighth of an inch in length, 
and under the magnifying glass look like 
white alligators. They have tremendous 
jaws and wear their eggs scattered along 
their backbones.—St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat. 


A LONG ISLAND MYSTERY. 


A Skeleton Declared to Be That of an In- 
dian, but Thore Are Some Who Doubt It. 

Justice Cooper and a jury, in the ab- 
sence of Coroner Moore, held an inquest 
at Babylon, N. Y., the other day over 
the skeleton which was unearthed on 
the property of John S. Foster yester- 
day by some men engaged in digging 
post holes. A number of old residents 
of the village were sworn, but were un- 
able to throw any light on the subject 
or identify the remains. They all stated 
that they could not recollect the sud- 
den disappearance of any man. The 
oldest witness, however, said that the 
ground where the skeleton was found 
had never been used as a graveyard. 

Charles I. Bedell, a resident of that 
portion of the town and a farmer, owner 
of the property, stated that he had plowed 
the ground in question about eight years 
ago. From this it would seem that had 
the body been there then it would have 
been unearthed, as it was only 18 inches 
under ground. The jury returned a ver- 
dict stating that in its opinion the skel- 
eton was that of an Indian who had 
been buried about 40 years and had come 
to his death from natural causes. 

The village people generally believe 
that it was the skeleton of a murdered 
man whose body was brought ashere 
and buried.

For Improved Condition In the 
Financial World. 


BANKERS NOT RESPONSIBLE 


For the Recent Scare Through- 
out the Country. 


Boston, Nov. 14.—Two score of gentle- 
men who preside over Boston’s treasure 
houses gathered at the Parker House yes- 
terday afternoon to welcome James H. 
Eckels to the city, at the dinner of the 
Bostou Bank Presidents’ association. The 
young comptroller of the currency is here 
to meet Boston bankers, and incidentally 
to tell what he can, from his official posi: 
tion, that will interest and benefit them. 

He received a cordial reception at the 


dinner, which was served at 3 o’clock, and | 

Phineas Pierce, peseaes) | 
of the Continental bank, presided, and, !

made a speech. 


afterdinner had been disposed of, intro- 
duced Mr. Eckels as the guest and speaker 
of the afternoon. Mr. Eckels said: 

The commanding position which the 
banks of this country occupy in our finan- 
cial world cannot be denied, nor the im- 
portance of our banking institutions over- 
estimated. Established upon a safe basis 
and honestly conducted upon conservative 
lines, they are the greatest of all agencies 
for the promotion of a people’s prosperity, 
but stripped of safeguards or dishonestly 
managed, the injury which they bring 
upon apeople isonly limited by the ex 
tent of their opportunities, 

Benefits to All. 

The supreme function which they fill is 
the distribution of the people’s wealth, s¢ 
asto make it a never-ending source ol 
benefit to all. 

Take from them, without cause, sup: 
port, and inevitably the injury falls upon 
all. Demand of them in a moment ol 
fright the money given in their keeping 
that it may find lodgment in hiding 
places, and of necessity the banks must 
withdraw this life blood from the arteries 
of trade, and the shop.and store and fac- 
tory must close and labor go unemployed. 

Between May 4 and October of this yeat 
the withdrawals in individual deposits in 
national banks alone were $299,000,000 and 
of banks and bunkers’ deposits to the 
amount of $79,000,000, a total of $378,- 
000,000. 

To meet this drain the banks were com- 
pelled to callin loans, thus depleting the 
resources of active trade to the extent o! 
$318,000,000, and from banks and bankers 
to the amount of $51,000,000, while to thei: 
borrowings was added $37,000,000, 

Small Withdrawals Counted, 

In the light of these figures, apart from 
the statistics of alike nature which could 
be added from state, savings and private 
banks, who can doubt but that the shrink- 
age in deposits on the one hand, contribut 
ing only to the fund of boarded money 
and the calling in on the other of loans 
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necessitated by the demands of depositors, 
withdrawing such vast sums from the ac- 
tivities of business, contributed more than 
allelse to the stagnation from which we 
have suffered? 

The most serious feature of the whole 
matter was the withdrawals of smal] 
amounts by depositors who were not bor 
rowers, and whose accounts, as is well 
known to all bankers, are most valuable 
in the banking business, and constitute a 
most stable avd important addition to the 
fixed capital of commercial banks, and is 
the fund which is used to meet the current 
demands of the business of each commu: 
nity. 

This fact alone is sufficient to refute the 
charge that the financial stringency was 
the result of a bankers’ panic, were it pos 
sible to believe that a body of intelligent, 
shrewd and prudent businezs men could 
be capable of setting in motion the ma- 
chinery which would accomplish their 
own distress and ruin. 

Itrust and believe that this condition 
of affairs will soon give way to a better 
and different order of things, and in 
dustries now deadened through the action 
of an affrighted people quickened into life 

Outlook Is Bright. 

Happily at last the financial measure 
which threw so much of doubt upon our 
monetary system, destroyed the confi: 
dence of the people in our banks and 
paralyzed the activities of business ne 
longer remains upon the statute book 
to plague us. Its oper ation worked harm 
to us abroad; it wrought disaster at 
home. 

Its repeal leaves us at last free to enter 
upon financial legislation that will accord 
with those principles of souud economics 
which through all the past centuries have, 
and in the future will, control the world’: 
monetary operations. With such legisla: 
tion aiding instead of retarding the un: 
written laws of commerce and trade, thé 
wealth of the American people must, in 
the very order of things, become as vast as 
their energies ar e unbounded. 

In conclusion, permit me to say that the 
advocates of sound money must not resi 
content with the vantage ground whicl 
now is theirs. The declaimer advocating 
a money cheap and plenty is yet abroad in 
the land and will continue so long as 
there is hope of terms of compromise oy 
yielding to his demands. 

Iam not unmindful of the fact that 
cheap money doctrines have time and time 
again taken a hold upon our people, but 
this seeming popularity is neither indica 
tive of their real strength nor of their 
soundness as financial principles. No er- 
rors are so spontaneously popular with 
the mass of the people as financial ones, 
and none areso easily dispelled if aggres 
sively attacked.

Boston, Nov. 14.—Half a mile from Deer 
island innocently floats the Columbia, the 
swiftest warlike craft upon the wave. 
Given a whaleback, with a cruiser built on 
top of her, and you have the Columbia. 
The simple simile can be made even 
plainer by saying that the s‘des, gun and 
spar decks might be all shot away and 
there would then remain a veritable cast- 
iron nautilus. 

Less imposing and less formidable than 
the New York, she willon the whole be 
more dreaded. The New York having 
been so recently tested over the same 
course, comparisons are natural, although 
somewhat out of order, for as fighters they 
belong to distinctly different classes of 
craft. 

Both, however, are cruisers. The New 
York belongs to the belted family, having 


plates of steel along her sides. The Co- 


lumbia falls within the lines of what are} 


generally termed protected cruisers, her 
shield being the coat of steel beneath her 
lower deck, which curvesdownward at the 
sides and ends, giving the lines of a 
whale’s back. 

The Columbia’s run from Philadelphia 
was remarkable for its speed, being ac- 
complished in 13 hours and 7 minutes, or 
1 hour and 23 minutes quicker than the 
New York. But the equivalent of 4500 
more horses, or 2!,009 Dobbins, was what 
made the achievement possible, 


Speed is 
the great 


desideratum these days, as 


shown by the lines of the Minneapolis and | 


the Brooklyn, soon to follow the Columbia; 


but there is a limit to the size and strength | 


of shafting. 
From this momentary obstacle, how: 
ever, came a decided advantage. By sub-

SCIENTISTS PERISHED. 


Whaling Vessel Came Across the Wrecked 
Ripple In Baffin’s Bay. 

Lonpon, Nov. 14.—The crew of the 
whaler Aurora, which has just arrived at 
Dundeg, report that they discovered in 
Baflin’s bay the wreck of the schooner 
Ripple. This is the vessel in which two 
Swedish men of sc’ence, Bjorlfg and Kal- 
vennius, left St. John’s, N. F.,in June, 
1892, Their purpose was to collect speci’ 
mens of the flora and fauna of Greenland 
along Davis’ strait. 

The crew of the Dundee boat, after a 
search along the shore, found two cairns 
near the spot where the Ripple had gone 
to pieces. One was covered with the re- 
mains of human bodies. Under the other 
cairn were found manuscripts and a note, 
written in English, asking the finder to 
send the papers to Baron Nerdenskjold or 
the nearest consul. Near this cairn lay a 
skeleton, supposed to be that of either 
Bjorlfg or Kalvennius. 


And They Were Experts! 

St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 14.—A shell from 
a large gun firel during the Crimean war 
was discovered buried in the ground at 
Dobraj: Nadoshda. The shell was being 
examined by several alleged experts in 
such matters when one of them struck the 
missile with a hammer, causing it to ex- 
plode, killing nine people on the spot and 
severely wounding a number of others. 


Oriental Disasters. 

SAN FRANCIsco, Nov. 14—The steam: 
ship China brings news of two severe val- 
amities in Japan. One was a flood at 
Oita, in which 390 parsons were drowned 
and over 2000 houses destroyed, and the 
other was the foundering of 44 fishing 
boats off the western coast by a typhoon 
and the loss of all their occupants, num 
bering !42 men. 


Jennie Is Persistent. 

Lonpon, Nov. 14.—Counsel for Miss 
Jennie Mighell, whose suit against Albert 
Baker (Sultan of Johore) for breach of 
promise of marriage was recently dis- 
missed on the grounds that the sultan 
wasaruling sovereign over whom the 
English courts have no jurisdiction, has 
lodged an application against this decision. 


Fight For Property Likely. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 14.—William Bry- 
ant, a wealthy grocer of this city, died 
here in July last. Now it is said that 
Bryant was really Levi Dean of Lincoln- 
ville, Me., who had deserted his family 30 
years ago. Bryant had a wife and two 
children in this city and litigation over the 
estate of $100,000 is probable. 


The Kaiser’s Warning. 

BERLIN, Nov. 14.—The recent order of 
the emperor issued to the army asa result 
of the gambling trial at Hanover directs 
that proceedings concerning courts of 
honor be initiated against officers com: 
promised in a trial. Any officers who are 
found to have violated their rank and 
honor will be cashiered. 


Dodds Is Making Progress. 

Paris, Nov. 14—Le Temps publishes 
dispatches from Kotonou saying that Col- 
onel Dodds’ column occupied Atcherite on 
Nov.7. All the ttibes in the vicinity have 
surrendered, and they have turned over to 
the French 400 rifles and four cannons and 
a considerable amount of ammunition. 


Foreigners Warned. 

Buenos AYRES, Nov. 14—In conse- 
quence of the renewed bombardment of 
Rio de Janeiro, stringent instructions 
have been received by the commanders of 
foreign warship; to take all the necessary 
steps to protect foreign property in the 
city.

CUT A WIDE SWATH. 


“Ira McBride” Has Many Victims 
In Boston and Lynn. 


CASHED CHECKS FOR HIM. 


They Afterward Found Thatthe 
Paper Was Worthless. 


Boston, Nov. 14.—There are a large 
number of people in this city and Lynn 
besides the police who would like to learn 
the present whereabouts of a young man 
who a little while ago successfully 
swindled them out of large sums of money. 
This young man’s right name is Talbot D. 
Gadd, but he was better known in this 
city as Ira McBride, for it was under that 
name that he passed here. 

Fora year and a half he worked fon 
Superintendent Burgher of the Watkins 
Automatic Fire Alarm and Extinguisher 
company, in the capacity of special agent. 
While there he was an especially good 
employe, and it is said brought a good 
deal of business into the concern. Me: 
Bride always dressed well and went in the 
very best of society. Heis about 28 or 3¢ 
years of age. He made friends with every 
body, aud until he hastily left the city an 
enemy of his would have been hard to 
find. But within a week after his depart- 
ure there were dozens looking for his 
scalp. 

He always made his lodgings at th 
Grand hotel on Columbus avenue, and 
there used to entertain his friendsin a 
most lavish manner. He was a great 
lover of wine, and this, together with a 
certain woman he adored, are thought te 
have caused his downfail, although there 
is but little doubt but that he has swindled 
people in alike manner in other cities, 
and this is looked upon as the reason for 
his going under an assumed name, 

A Grand Swoop. 

When he came to Boston about twe 
years ago he was practically a stranger io 
this city, for his home is in the far west. 
With him, however, he brought several 
recommitidations of a most complimentary 
nature, and he hai but little trouble iv 
getting a position from Superintendent 
Burgher. Everything went along well 
until shortly before his departure from 
Boston, and then he “tworked’’ his friends 
and acquaintances, securing in different 
sums before he left money amounting tc 
$3000 to $4000. 

Shortly before his departure from Bos- 
ton, say five or six weeks, there appeared 
on the scene a woman who claimed to be 
his wife, and who was formerly an actress 
connected with the McCaull Opera com- 
pany. Shelived with him at the hotel 
until his disappearance. She isnow known 
to be in New York. 

Soon after he came to Boston he made 
the acquaintance of a young man on Boyl- 
ston street, and the litter became greatly 
interested in McBride, and for some 
time ‘‘chummed” with him. Often Me 
Bride would ask the young manto dis- 
count paper and cash checks for him, 
which he would do. He always found 
thein good until the fellow left town, and 
then he discovered that he cashed paper 
for him to the extent of about #30) which 
was absolutely worthless. 

This is the fact in a great many cases 
and among his victims are Superintendent 
Burgher of the automatic company, whc 
endorsed a draft for $150 which was worth 
less; W. H. Richardson & Co., gents’ 
furnishers; ‘‘ailor Farrington; Proprietot 
Reynolds of the Hotel Grand; Jeweler 
Coben; R. H. White & Co.; Louden & 
Wilson, tailors; Shoe Dealer Graham 
Tailor Freidman and many others. 

Took a Trip to Lynn, 

Just before his departrre he went tc 
Lynn and there swindled three firms on 
the representation that his employers had 
sent him to collect money, when in reality 
he had no authority todo this. From J. 
O. Marshall he obtained $200; Dearborn 
Bros., $100, and from M. Butman he alsc 
secured quiteasum. Others are anxious 
to find him. 

When McBride went to Superintendent 
Burgher and told the latter that he had 
decided to go with his wife for a few day: 
to the White mountains there was no ob 
jection offered and he started on his sup- 
posed journey, but he never came back 
It was not until some time afterward that 
the office discovered that he had left be- 
hind his badge and other things belong: 
ing to the office, which first made them 
suspicious. It was then that his other 
crookedness came to light and the chiei 
inspector was consulted. Since then his 
whereabouts have been unknown. 

McBride came from a good family, and 
his father, E. T. Gadd, of the firm of E. T. 
Gadd & Co., wealthy real estate dealers o! 
Lincoln, Neb., has often been called upon 
to clear the son of trouble and settle his 
debts. This time he refused to aid the 
young man. 5 

When quite young he left home ané¢ 
went to the south, where he became ¢ 
Texas ranger. He afterward went intc 
the real estate business, where he mad¢ 
quite a lot of money, but squandered it al’ 
on women. He afterward became treas 
urer of the McCaull Opera company. At 
one time it is said that he was also ar 
actor. 

He had for anintimate friend while in 
this city a young man named Scott who 
swindled the Bauermiller Piano company 
of New York out of aconsiderable amount 
of money and for whose arrest a reward 
has been offered. Itis thought that both 
ofthe young swindlers are now together.

WITH THE movement for the large new 
hall on Coddington street there arises anew 
the necessity of the widening of that street. 
It should be done before the land is built 
upon, and it will be more of a necessity 
than ever when the largest hall of the city 
is located there. The matter is now in 
the hands of the Council Committee on 
Streets, we believe, a public hearing has 
been held, and an order making the widen- 
ing could be reported at the meeting to- 
morrow evening, if desired. The entrance 
into Coddington street is positively dan- 
gerous and the travel over the street is 
rapidly increasing, 


THERE SHOULD be no difficulty in se- 
curing a revenue of $1000 a year from a 
large hall in this city with a seating 
capacity of 1400, as is proposed by the 
Hospital trustees. There is a crying need 
for such a hall and it would be in great 
demand, At present our citizens are de- 
barred of many social gatherings and en- 
tertainments. We havereally no place to 
hold large mass meetings, political rallies 
grand concerts and balls, dramatics, etc. 
The Odd Fellows, Firemen, Scotchmen and 
others would like it for their annual balls. 
Such a hall ought to let for $50 or more a 
night, and one night a week would meet 
tbe guarantee of $1,000 a year desired. 
We believe it will do even better than this, 
and that a grand fair might be held there- 
in annually which would net the Hospital 
$1,000 annually. The location is central 
and excellent, near the central depot and 
at the junction of all the street railway 
routes. Let it be a nice large hall with 
a large platform or stage, and good ante- 
rooms. Hurry the good work along that 
the people may enjoy it this winter.

invest $15,000 of it in such a building un- 
less an income of not less than $1000 per 
year for ten years was guaranteed by re- 
sponsible parties. 

A finance committee with Mr. John R. 
Graham for chairman was appointed to 
solicit guarantees on the incomejand thirty- 
nine gentlemen pledged the amount.

GOLD RESERVE DEFICIT 


Will Be Overcome by Action of Banks 
of New York. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—A plan has just 
been perfected whereby the gold reserve 
of the treasury may be increased to its 
legal limit of $100,060,000. Thisis to be 
accomplished by means of an understand- 
ing with the banks of New York, whereby 
they are to increase the proportion of gold 
in their deposits with the New York sub- 
treasury to cover the certified class that 
are presented by importers in payment of 
customs duties. 

Itisthe system now in vogue for the 
banks to keep special deposits at the sub 
treasury for this use, and heretofore the 
gold has not averaged more than 1 pir 
cent. The bulk of payments are made in 
treasury notes. As the deficit in the gold 
reserve now is only $15,000,000 and the 
associated banks of New York have on 
hand fully $90,000,00) it is thought that 
this scheme, which is a result of the recent 
visit of the secretary to New York, will be 
carried through. 


BACK TO JAIL. 


Noted Crook Brought From Connecticut 
State Prison to Lynn. 

Lyn, Mass., Nov. 14.—William Mar- 
low, one of the shrewdest crooks in this 
state, was brought here by State Officer 
Joseph Shaw from the Connect cut state 
prison after a tedious journey. 

Marlow has a history never to be for- 
gotten by the officia's in th’s part of the 
state. It was he who liberated several 
prisoners from Salem jail, escaping him- 
self, in the spring of 1889. The men stole 
$200 from the safe besides securing some 
revolvers.

MISS RAY FRANK OF CALIFORNIA THE 
FIRST WOMAN RABBI.

the Michigan Supreme Court—Eulalle 
and the Chicago Beauty—A Luckless 
Princess—Timely Topics. 


Persons who attended the congress of 
religions in Chicago in August will re- 
call the interest with which they listened 
to the opening prayer, offered as it was 
by a young woman, and rich as it was 
in fervid, impassioned utterances. When 
the first session was over, there were 
many to crowd about and congratulate 
Miss Rachel Frank, who, as the young- 
est delegate present, had been invited to 
make the invocation, and many who did 
not speak to her stood apart to admire 
the modest yet strong demeanor of the 
slender, dark eyed girl as she quietly ac- 
cepted the warm commendations that 
were showered upon her. 
Miss Rachel, or Miss Ray Frank, as 
she is oftenest called, is a native of Cali- 
fornia, and to her is to be accorded the 
distinction of becoming the first woman 
| rabbi in the world. She has already 
studied at the Hebrew college in Cincin- 
eS but has not finished the course, 
| wishing to interpolate some additional 
study before taking the rite. 

She is the first woman student in the 
college and will be the first to be or- 
dained asa rabbi. There is absolutely 
no precedent in this country or in any 
other, as no woman before has occupied 

the position of rabbi. The career of the 
| prophetess Deborah forms the only anal- 
ogy to the work Miss Frank has un- 
dertaken, and even here the likeness 
fails, for when Deborah preached to 
Israel there were no synagogues. Since 
then there have been noted women 
teachers, but there is a distinction be- 
tween teacher and preacher in the mind 
of the Jew. 

People are asking by what name Miss 
Frank will be called when she is or- 
dained arabbi. Being the first woman 
in the world to occupy such a position, 
naturally the name does not exist. When 
she has occupied the pulpit or has lec- 
tured in the synagogue, Miss Frank has 
worn a street dress or a half evening 
dress of light crape. This is quite in 
line with the rabbis of the reform con- 
gregations, who have discarded the robe 
and cap of the orthodox congregations. 

Miss Frank will probably remain with 
her family and friends in Oakland this 
winter, After that her plans are un- 
formed. While in Chicago several 
wealthy Hebrews were desirous of form- 
ing a congregation, with her as their rab- 
bi. A feeling of lack of preparation 
forced her to decline, although Rabbi 
Moses, the most celebrated Jewish divine 
in Chicago, encouraged her to accept and 
said that the Jews needed women in 
their pulpits.—San Francisco Chronicle, 


Lady Somerset on Woman. 


I think American womer are quite as 
ready for the suffrage as the women of 
England. Perhaps you are not so well 
organized. I believe there are few or- 
ganizations of women in America ex- 
cept the W. C. T. U. that have faced the 
political situation. Indeed, Miss Wil- 

jlard was considerably criticised for in- 
corporating politics in the temperance 
work, The kind of work women have 
hitherto been allowed to do in the tem- 
perance cause is ambulance work, and 
that is all very well inits way. Butin 
a great battle like this woman’s powers 
ought not to be restricted to caring for 
the inevitable consequences of the bat- 
tle—the dead and wounded—but rather 
be directed to removing the causes 
which lead to the warfare. In England 
the temperance cause needs local option 
and the woman’s vote. In America that 
party which will secure the woman's 
vote will have the strongest weapon 
against the liquor traffic, which under- 
lies so many other undesirable features 
of political power and issues. 

Of course your politics is more in- 
volved and intricate than ours, but your 
women are far better educated than 
ours—that is, the rank and file of women 
in America are better educated. In 
England only what we call the poorer 
classes attend the schools which corre- 
spond toyour public schools. The great 
middle classes, which are the strength 
and sinew of the nation, go to private 
or boarding schools that are not well 
managed and where instruction is nar- 
row and inefficient. The consequence 
is we have great difficulty in finding 
women well educated and qualified to 
lead and organize movements of reform. 
Of course we have the few titled ladies 
you hear so much about, but there are 
not many of them. No; I repeat that 
the average American women are better 
qualified today to take hold of the af- 
fairs of state than are English women, 
though the English women have more 
srganizations and more privileges. 

We believe strongly in the woman’s 
rote, and believe, too, that itmust come 
~in fact, that itisimminent in England. 
We already have municipal suffrage and 
yote on school boards, and the bill per- 
mitting women a voice in the parish 
councils will come before parliament in 
November. In fact, every new bill ad- 
mits the weman’s vote.—Lady Somerset. 


The Michigan Decision. 

The supreme court of the state of 
Michigan has decided unanimously that 
the act of the legislature conferring mu- 
hicipal suffrage on women is unconsti- 
tutional. The argument upon which 
this decision is reached is that the quali- 
fications of electors must be uniform 
throughout the state, and that wherever 
the constitution has prescribed these 
they cannot be added to or taken from 
by the legislature. As the constitution 
provides that only male citizens are en- 
titled to vote, the court holds that the 
legislature does not contain power to 
confer the elective franchise upon other 
persons. This, it is maintained, can be 
one only by an amendment to the con- 
stitution itself. 

This is the logic upon which congres- 
sio! age has been denied to wom- 
€n Wi 
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plicitly conveyed to it by the constitu- 
tion agreed to in behalf of thestates, and 
by analogy that no citizen can acquire 
political privileges except within the ex- 
press letter of a constitution. Failure to 
deny privileges to special categories of 
citizens is not held to be equivalent to an 
assumption on statutory grant by such 
categories of privileges which may by 
express authority of the constitution be 
exercised by other citizens, 

The decision of the supreme court of 
Michigan is in line with constitutional 
precedents throughout the country. 
There is only one direct and authorita- 
tive method by which suffrage may be 
extended beyond its present confines. 
That method is by the submission of 
ronstitutional amendments to the elect- 
orate of the state. This has not been 
fone in Michigan, and it must be done 
before women can acquire municipal 
suffrage.—Chicago Herald. 


Eulalie and the Chicago Beauty.

the princess stood one night where lights 
gleamed like noble opals in the parlors 
of a merchant prince.

The smiling princess tapped 
the carpet nervously, yearning to throw 
off the iron fetters of the naval com- 
mander near her person and whirl with 
the dancers. The rigid laws of the Cas- 
tilians denied her that delight, so she 
beat a tattoo on the carpet. A tiny silk 
slipper peeping from the skirts of a 
Michigan avenue belle caught the prin- 
cess’ eye. 

“Please let me see more of your slip- 
per,” she said. “I like it.” The de- 
butante pushed out a small foot that 
was arched high—pronud to have pleased 
the royal guest. The stern commander 
had stepped for a moment away from 
the person of the princess. 

“TI like your slippers very much,” the 
princess added. ‘*Where can I get some 
like them?”

A Luckless Princess. 

One of the most prominent and wealthy 
princesses of Europe seems unable to 
find an eligible parti. That princess is 
Helene, the daughter of the Comte de 
Orleans, one of the wealthiest prospec- 
tively in Europe. This young lady is 
hard to dispose of because she is ambi- 
tious and wishes to be a reigning queen, 
like her sister Amelie, queen of Portu- 
gal.

“Collars and Cuffs,” but the English 
constitution provides that the wives of 
royal princes must not be Roman Cath- 
olics, and as the pope forbade a change 
of faith the princess stopped the nego- 
tiations and Princess May became the 
consort. 

A like rule prevents any alliance with 
a prince of the family of Alexander III 
of Russia, so that unless the princess 
sacrifices her ambition or waits some 
years to let the royal princelings grow 
up she will lag superfluously on the roy- 
al stage in these days of royal alliances. 
The Comte de Orleans is likewise desir- 
ous of a good match with a powerful 
family to rehabilitate the status of his 
family in France.—New York Advertiser. 

The Popular Winter Furs. 

The very darkest sealskin remains the 
popular fur for coats and wraps. Very 
often it is trimmed with a contrasting 
fur, but wise women in buying a new 
coat elect that it shall be untrimmed the 
first year, so that it may be freshened 
the second by adecoration. For mourn- 
ing wear black Persian lamb remains in 
vogue and is essentially the mourning 
fur, although as the seal is so dark it isa 
question of personal taste in electing its 
use in conjanction with crape. 

Silver fox—that exquisite bluish gray 
fur—is noted on evening wraps, while 
blue fox and red fox, which by the way 
is yellow in color, are also chosen for 
use when a rather pronounced effect is 
desired. In black furs the long haired 
ones, like the black lynx and the black 
fox, are given the preference. Gray 
krimmer—that soft, curling fur which 
many people improperly call gray astra- 
khan—is occasionally seen, but somehow 
Dame Fashion has dedicated it almost 
exclusively to the children. — Ladies’ 
liome Journal. 


The Winter Shirt Waist. 

This is fastened up the back and bears 
small resemblance to its summer cousin. 
A favorite departure will be the stole 
shirt. It has a cuirasslike piece that 
covers the entire front, and which starts 
at the shoulder seams, rounds at the 
edge just below the waist line and is 
provided with two tablike pieces that 
pass around to the back, fastening there 
at the waist with a rosette. It is asort 
of serpentine that doesn’t wind, as it 
were.

LUCY STONE’S WEDDING. 


The Joint Protest Against Marriage Laws 
She and Her Husband Signed. 

Among the events of note in the life of 
Lucy Stone not the least memorable was 
her marriage and the protest against the 
existing marriage laws which was drawn 
up and signed by her and her hus- 
band. The ceremony was performed by 
Colonel Higginson of Cambridge, then 
Rey. Thomas Wentworth Higginson of 
Worcester. 

The protest was published in the 
Worcester Spy and the Boston Traveller 
that the world of 1855 might know the 
stand that had been taken. The follow- 
ing is Mr. Higginson’s letter to The Spy: 

It was my privilege to celebrate May day by 
officiating at a wedding in a farmhouse among 
the bills of West Brook 1. The bridegroom

Inever perform the marriage ceremony with- 
out a renewed sense of the iniquity of our pres- 
ent system of laws in respect to marriage a 
system by which “man and wife are one, and 
that one is the husband.” It was with my 
hearty concurrence, therefore, that the follow 
ing winery, was read and signed asa part of 
the nuptial ceremony, and I send it to you that 
others may be induced to do likewise. 

Here is the protest as drawn jointly by 
Lucy Stone and H. B. Blackwell and 
subscribed to once more by the bereaved 
husband at the funeral: 


While acknowledging our mutual affection 
by publicly assuming the relationship of hus- 
band and wife, yet, in justice to ourselves and 
a great principle, we deem it our duty to de- 
clare that this act on our part implies no sanc- 
tion of nor promise of voluntary obedience to 
such of the present laws of marriage as refuse 
to recognize the wife as an independent, ra- 
tional being, while they confer upon the hus- 
band an injurious and unnatural superiority, 
investing him with legal powers which no hon- 
orable man would exercise and which no man 
should possess. We protest especially against 
the laws which give the husband: 

The custody of the wife's person. 

The exclusive control and guardianship of 
their children. 

The sole ownership of her personal property 
and use of her real estate, unless previously 
settled upon her or placed in the hand of trus- 
tees, asin the case of minors, idiots and luna- 
tics. 

The absolute right to the product of her in- 
dustry. 

Also against laws which give to the wid- 
ower s0 much larger and more permanent an 
interestin the property of his deceased wife 
than they give to the widow in that of her de- 
ceased husband, 

Finally, against the whole system by which 
“the legal existence of the wife is suspended 
during marriage,” so that in most states she 
neither hasalegal part in the choice of her 
residence, nor can she make a will, nor sue or 
be sued in her own name, nor inherit prop- 
erty. 

We believe that personal independence and 
equal human rights can never be forfeited ex- 
cept for crime; that marriage should be an 
equal and permanent partnership and so rec- 
ognized by law; that until it is so recognized 
married partners should provide against the 
radical injustice of present laws by every 
means in their power. 

We believe that where domestic difficulties 
arise no appeal should be made to legal tri- 
bunals under existing laws, but that all diffi- 
culties should be submitted to the equitable 
adjustment of arbitrators mutuaily chosen. 

Thus, reverencing law, we enter our protest 
against rules and customs which are unworthy 
of the name, since they violate justice, the es- 
sence of law. Henry B. BLACKWELL.

REPORT OF MR. GRESHAM 


May Have Been Given Out to 
Test Public Feeling. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.-The state de- 
partment yesterday received a communi- 
eation from Honolulu telegraphed from 
Ban ae It arrived by the steamer 
China. Itis written in the navy depart- 
mentcipher. Experts were set to work 
upon the dispatch and Secretary Gresham 
took acopy out to Woodlcy for a con- 
ference over the matter with President 
Cleveland. Nothing was given out from 
the state department asto the substance 
of the dispatch. 

W. P. Hastings, secretary of the Ha- 
waiian legation, was shown the dispatch 
from San Francisco containing the news 
that Minister Willis had arrived in Hono- 
lulu and was about to present his creden- 
tials to President Dole. This news was 
obviously a great relief to the mind of the 
members of the legation. They declined 
to talk about the matter, as usual, but the 
satisfaction expressed at the presentation 
by Minister Willis of his credentials to 
President Dole suggested that they might 
have feared that the minister would be 
found to have been accredited to the queen. 


Hawaiians’ Hopes Raised. 


The plan of the Hawaiian representa- 
tives evidently is to stand rigidly up for 
the rights they have secured by the recog- 

tion of their government. Minister 

urston touched the marrow of their 
hopes when he sail that any attempt to 
overturn the present government by a 
foreign power would be an act of war. An 
act of war requires the consent or declara- 
tion of congress. 

Congress will undoubtedly take up the 
subject of Hawaii in sume way imme- 
diately upon assemblingin December. The 
fight, it is said, will be made on the ad- 
ministration policy on this line—that it 
has declared war without the consent of 
congress, and has therein done an unlaw- 
ful act. What effect it would have on 
this proposed policy if the present govern- 
ment should peaceably yield to the per- 
suasions of the Americans is also dis- 
cussed. The question involved is whether 
so peaceable a resistance could be regarded 
asanactofwar. Itis argued it would be 
an act of aggression on a sovereign power 
none the less because the power peacefully 
yielded to the threats of so overwhelm- 
ingly superior a force. 

Gresham's Policy a Puzzler. 


It still remains an unanswerable prob- 
lem to those of diplomatic experience how 
the American minister accredited to the 
Hawaiian government can, immedi- 
ately upon presenting his  creden- 
tials, set about to destroy that govern- 
ment. This gives riss to many surmises 
such as that the real policy to be pursued 
by the state department has not hitherto 
been announced at ajl, but that Secretary 
Gresham’s report to the president was 
simply designed to give opportunity to 
read the public sentiment on the subject. 

It is not atall probable that it is true, 
but itshows that the policy of Gresham is 
considered so entirely extraordinary that 
incredulity and speculations cluster about 
it. There isasurmise that the restora- 
tion of the queen to the throne may not be 
followed. by the entire withdrawal of the 
influence of the United States, but that, 
with the work of the last administration 
once undone, a protectorate may be estab- 
lished over the monarchy. 

One clear and certain result of the pres- 
ent incident would seem to be that annexa- 
tion will never be profferred to the United 
States by the Huwaiians again. If there 
isever to be annexation the movement 
will originate in this country. 

Minister Thurston at Washington. 

L. A. Thurston, the minister of the 
present government of Hawaii to the 
United States, returned t» this city last 
night. He left this city some weeks ago 
to take charge of the Hawaiian exbibit at 
the World’s fair. 

Mr. Thurston was asked what cours: he 
proposed to pursue in view of the situa- 
tion his government is placed in by the 
declation of the administration poiicy. He 
replied that he had not perfected his plans 
as yet. He thought he would be in Wash- 
ington for several days at least, but inti- 
mated that his duties might call him away 
at any time. 

Mr. Thurston has been a prominent 
leader in whatis known as the reform 
movement which has been in progress in 
the Hawaiian Islands for a number of 
years past. Heis one of the most influen- 
tial of those who secured the reformed 
constitution from King Kalakuain 1887. 
Heis a natural orator, and the recent 
revolution in theislands was due in no 
small part to his efforts. 

His father and mother were born in the 
islands and were children of the early 
missionaries who went out in sailing 
vessels from New England around Cape 
Horn. He, also, was born in the islands, 
and after being educate! in the United 
States studied law and commenced prac 
tice in Henolulu. 

Consul Wilder's Opinion. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov, 14.—At the Ha- 
waiian consulcte in this city no word was 
received which would throw further light 
onthe situation at the islands. Consul 
Wilder stated that in case the ad ministra- 
tion should ask the provisional govera- 
ment tostep down and our, the request 
would not be granted; but iu case that 
force should be threatened the provisional 
government could have but one course to 
pursue; resistance to the power of the 
United States wiuld be useless, but it 
would protest with all its morai force 
against such a highbanded outrage. 
Bhould the United States protectorate of 
the monarchy be withdrawn, that mon- 
archy would not last a day. Unquestion- 
ably, the next revolution would not be as 
peaceable as the last and the monarchy 
would surely be overthrown once and for 
all.

All of them 
are alleged to be members of the ““Ameri- 
can Protective association,’ the anti- 
Catholic secret society which has estab- 
lished several branches and already has a 
newspaper organ. 

The case will be in the nature of atest to 
obtain an opinion from the courts whether 
this society comes within the scope of a 
criminal conspiracy and its literature 
under the ban of the law as matter tend- 
ing to incite riot. 

The names of the defendants cannot be 
obtained at the present writing, but it is 
known that the proprietor of the news- 
paper, printed asthe organ of the Ameri- 
can Protective association, several attor- 
neys, merchants, business men, some 
civil officers and a clergymen are on the 
list. It has beena Simente task to obtain 
these lists for prosecution, aseach member 
subscribes on solemn oath notto divulge 
his own connection with the order or the 
name of any fellow member. If it is pos- 
sible the graver crime of treason against 
the state will be proved, which offense is 
punishable by 10 years’ imprisonment.

Colonel Ingersoll Explains His Views 


Regarding Immortality. 

Boston, Nov. 15.—In a statement about 
Colonel Robert G."ngersoll, recently pub- 
lished, occurs this “Why not 
make public the rumor that the brilliant 
orator, who has been cailed the great 
American infidel, has been heard to say 
that perhaps he will say in public before 
he dies that he believes in immortality.” 
When Colonel Ingersoll’s attention was 
called to this he said: 

“T have never said that perhaps before I 
die I willsay in public that I believe in 
immortality. [ have nothing to conceal 
on that question. I have always been 
perfectly frank and have given the tran- 
script of my heart and brain. I do not 
say that death ends all, neither do I say 
that man is immortal—I say that I do not 
know. To know is one thing, to believe is 
another, and to hopeis still another. I 
hope for all good-—for all joy, for allof the 
children of men. 

“All I can say about immortality is this: 
There wasa time when I was not, after 
that i was, now I am, and it may be that 
it is no more wonderful that I should con- 
tinue forever now that I have a start than 
it was that I should begin. We love, and 
those we love die, and wecling to the 
hope, to the wish, that we may meet 
again.

Are Epjoyinz Continued Prosperity Ac- 
cording to Mr. Powderly. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 15.—The entire af- 
ternoon session of the Knights of Labor 
was devoted to hearing the report of Gen- 
eral Master Workman Powderly. Two 
and ahalf hours were consumed in read- 
ing the document. The report denied that 
the order was retrograding, and asserted 
that the reader was in possession of statis- 
tics to show that the organization is pros- 
perous. 

It denied emphatically that the Knights 
of Labor orits chief is conspiring with the 
heads of the Catholic church in this coun- 
try to subvert the national government. 
It extols Pope Leo XIII and says that 
even those who belong tono church will 
say that no better friend to humanity ever 
occupied the papal chair, 

It characterizes the state national guard 
as a standing army, and says thatthe 
militia isa drain upon the workingmen 
and afriend to the capitalist in the time 
oftrouble. It also urges that the move- 
ment to colonize the south be pushed 
forward. 

Mr. Powderly says very little upon the 
subject of immigration, except to deplore 


their settlement in the large cities of the 
east. The report favorpa trinity of money 
—gold, silver and paper—and in favor of 
silver coinage in the ratio cf 16 to 1. 

It concludes with a statement that there 
is nodoubt but that the action of the 
Knights of Labor in demanding the re- 
pealofthe Sherman act had great influ- 
ence. ‘There was nothing in the proceed- 
jogs to indicate that the convention will be 
marked by any of the bitter personalities 
anticipated. 


CANISTEO MISSING. 


Big Steamer Believed to Have Found- 
ered on Lake Michigan. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—The steamer Can- 
isteo is believed to have foundered at the 
foot of Lake Michigan, near the straits of 
Mackinac, and all hands lost. Informa- 
tion came from St. Iguace that the steamer 
North Star had reported wreckage driftin 
ashore on Mackinac island, It consist 
of upper works, cabin doors and hatches, 
all marked Canisteo. 

Fishermen along the north shore of 
Lake Michigan also reported that there is 
a great quantity of lumber and ties scat- 
tered along the north shore near Scott’s 
point. This would indicate that the 
steamer had broken up near Scott’s point, 
and that her cargo had drifted ashore near 
there. 

The Canisteo and tow passed the straits 
Sunday night, sinee which they have not 
been heard from. It is feared they went 
down in the heavy northwest gales. Ths 
Canisteo was towing the S. B. Pomeroy 
and A. Steward. The Canisteo carried a 
crew of 14 men and her consorts six and 
seven men, respectively.

New York, Nov. 15.—William Brady, 
representative of Jim Corbett, and Charley 
Mitchell had a lot of wrangling in the 
Hoffman House cafe, where they meta 
number of their supporters, and they 
finally came to an understanding for a 
fight at Jacksonville, but articles were not 
signed.

OLD HORNUS. 


A single French regiment, on an un- 
sheltered railroad bank, stood like a tar- 
get for the Prussian army, massed in 
the woods some 80 yards away. As 
the bullets fell thick about them, the 
French officers ordered their men to lie 
down, but not one would obey. All 
pemainett proudly standing about their 

ag. 

In that broad expanse of green pas- 
tures and waving cornfields illumined 
by the setting sun, that body of tor- 
mented men, enveloped in a cloud of 
smoke, looked like a flock surprised in 
the open fields by the first gust of a 
terrible tempest. It did indeed rain 
lead on that hillside! Nothing could 
be heard but the crackling discharge 
of musketry, the heavy rumbling of 
shells and the ceaseless vibration of 
balls all over the battlefield. 

Again and again the flag fell, but 
every time a clear, bold voice rang out 
above the din of the musketry, the 
oaths of the wounded, the death rattle 
of the dying:**To the flag, boys! To 
the flag!’’ 

And instantly, like a vague shadow 
in that fiery fog, an officer would spring 
forward, and the dauntless ensign, 
if restored to life, would look do 


.again upon the battle. 


Twenty-two times it fell. Twenty- 
two times its staff, still warm as it slip- 
ped from a dying hand, was caught and 
raised again, and when at sunset the 
remnant of the regiment, a little hand- 
ful of men, slowly retreated the flag 
was but a tattered rag in the hands of 
Sergeant Hornus, the twenty-third en- 
sign of the day. 

This Sergeant Hornus, an old fellow 
who could scarcely sign his name, had 
been 20 years in gaining the rank of 
@ noncommissioned officer. The mis- 
eries of the foundling and the brutality 
of the barracks had left their impress 
in his low, obstinate brow, his back bent 
by the knapsack and that unscrupu- 
lous air of the trooper inthe ranks. He 
stammered a little, too, but eloquence 
is not essential in an ensign. That 
same evening of the battle his colonel 
said to him, ‘‘You have the flag, my 
gallant fellow—well, keep it.’’ 

And on his shabby army coat, worn 
and faded by rain and powder, the sut- 
ler placed at once the golden badge of 
the ensign. This was the one glory of 
his life. From this time the old troop- 
er held up his head. The poor soul, 
who heretofore had walked with bent 
back and downcast glance, henceforth 
stood proudly erect, with eyes ever 
lifted to watch that scrap of cloth flut- 
tering in the breeze, and to hold 1t very 
high, very upright, above death, de- 
feat and treachery. 

Never was there a man so happy as 
Hornus when he stood on the battle- 
field, his hands clasped about his flag- 
staff in its leathern sheath. Silent, 
motionless, grave as a priest, one would 
have said that he was holding some- 
thing sacred. His whole life, his whole 
being, centered in the fingers gripped 
about the beautiful golden rag upon 
which the balls seemed to hurl them- 
selves, and his defiant eyes looked the 
Prussians straight in the face as if to 
say,'‘ Just try now to take it from me!”’ 
No one did try—notevendeath. After 
those deadly battles of Borny and 
Gravelotte, the flag left the field cut to 
pieces, literally riddled with bullet- 
holes, but it was still old Hornus who 
bore it. Then came September, the 
army at Metz, the siege, and that long 
encampment in the mud till the cannon 
rusted, and the finest troops in the 
world, demoralized by inaction, by 
lack of provisions and of news, died in 
the trenches of fever and despair and 
deadly weariness. Leaders and men 
alike lost confidence. Hornusalonestill 
had faith. His tricolor rag was all the 
world to him, and as long as he kept 
that it seemed to him that nothing was 
lost. 

Unfortunately, as there was no more 
fighting, the colonel kept the flag at his 
quarters in one of the suburbs of Metz, 
and honest Hornus was very like a 
mother whose child is out at nurse. 
He thought of it continually, and when 
his longing for it became unendurable 
he would rush off to the colonel’s house, 
where the mere sight of his flag, rest- 
ing tranquilly in its place again&t the 
wall, would send him back with cour- 
age renewed, to dream under his soak- 
ing tent of marches, of battles, of the 
flag floating gayly down there on the 
Prussian trenches. 

An order of Marshal Bazaine destroy- 
ed these illusions. One morning Hor- 
nus awoke to find the camp in an up- 
roar, the soldiers in excited groups 
shouting and talking angrily and ges- 
ticulating toward one part of the town. 

“Off with him! Shoot him!’’ they 
cried, and the officers, walking apart 
with heads bowed in shame before the 
men, let them talk on unheeded. 

It was indeed shamefyl! To 150,000 
well armed, ablebodied men had just 


been read an order surrendering them 
to the enemy without a blow. 
** And the flags’’— demanded Hornus. 


**The flags were surrendered with the | 


rest—the guns, the remains of the 
Wagon tra¥is—everything.”’ 

‘*Th-th-thunder!’’stammered the poor 
fellow, ‘‘they shan’t keep mine.”’ 

And he set off on the run toward that 
side of the town. There, too, all was 
confusion. National guards, civilians 
and gardes mobiles were walking 
about. Deputations passed, trembling, 
on their way to the marshal’s house. 
Hornus saw nothing, heard nothing. 
He hurried up the street, muttering to 

imself : 

‘‘To take my flag from me! Come 
now, tan this be possible? Let him 
give the Prussians what is his own—his 
silver plate and his gilded coaches—but 
thisismine. Itis my honor. I forbid 
any one to touch it.’’ 

His sentences were broken up by 
his hurried pace and his stammering 
tongue; but, after all, the old fellow 
had a plan, a clear and fixed purpose to 
take his flag, to carry it into the midst 
of the regiment, and with any who 
would follow him to fall upon the Prus- 
sians and destroy them utterly. When 
he reached the colonel’s house, he was 
not even allowed toenter. The colonel 
too, was furious and would admit no 
one, but Hornus did not understand 
this. He wept, he swore, he tried to 
push past the orderly. 

““My flag! I want my flag!” he 
shouted. 

Finally a window was thrown open. 

“Tt is you, Hornus?’’ 

**Yes, colonel-—l’’ 

**All the flags are at the arsenal. 
You have only to go there for a re- 
ceipt.’’ 

‘*A receipt—for what ?”’ 

“Tt is the marshal’s order.”’ 

**But, colonel’’—— 

‘*Gi—im—peace!”’ and down went 
the window. 

Old Hornus staggered like a drunken 
man. 

“A receipt. <A receipt,’’ he repeated 
mechanically. Finally he went off 
with but one clear idea in his head— 
that his flag was at the arsenal, and 
that, come what would, he must see it 
again. 

The arsenal gates were opened wide 
for the passage of the Prussian wagons 
which were ranged in the yard. A chill 
passed over Hornus as he entered. All 
the other ensigns were there and 50 or 
60 officers, silent and heartbroken. 
With the somber wagons standing in 
the rain and the groups of men with 
bared heads, it was like afuneral. All 
the flags of Bazaine’s army were lying 
in a heap on one corner of the muddy 
pavement. Nothing could be sadder 
than those strips of bright hued silk, 
that debris of golden fringe and carved 
sticks, all that glorious paraphernalia 
thrown on the ground, soiled with mud 
and rain. 

An officer picked them up, one by 
one, and as his regiment was called 
each ensign went forward to get a re- 
ceipt. Hard and unsympathetic, two 
Prussian officers watched the registra- 
tion. 

‘And you are going away thus!—O, 
sacred, glorious  tatters—displaying 
your rents, trailing sadly over the pave- 
ment, like birds with broken wings! 
You are going away with the shame of 
beautiful things soiled, an each of you 
will carry away a little of France. In 
your worn folds the sunshine of the 
long marches still lingers. In your 
bullet holes you preserve the memory 
of the unknown dead, fallen perchance 
beneath the banner, struck’’ 

‘*Hornus, you—they are calling you. 
Go get your receipt.”’ 

There was the flag before him. It 
was really his, the most beautiful, the 
most mutilated of them all, and seeing 
it once more he seemed to be standing 
again on the railroad bank. He heard 
the balls sing, the she burst and the 
colonel’s voice, ‘‘To ‘ .e flag, boys!”’ 

His 22 comrades lay there on the 
ground, and he, the twenty-third, was 
springing forward in his turn to seize it, 
to lift the poor flag, tottering for want of 
a sustaining arm. Ah! he swore that 
day to defend it, to guard it till death. 
And now—the thought of all this sent 
every drop of blood in his body to his 
head. Maddened, desperate, he sprang 
upon the Prussian officer, tore from his 
grasp his beloved ensign and tried to 
lift it very high, very upright, crying, 
‘To the fl’’— but his voice died in his 
throat. The staff trembled and slipped 
from his fingers. In that weary air, 
that deadly air that weighed so heavily 
on the surrendered town, no flag could 
wave, no pride could live, and old Hor- 
nus fell, crushed.—Alphonse Daudet.

Over Privilege of Anarchists to 
Hold Public Meetings. 


JOHN BURNS TAKES A HAND 


In Defense of the Trafalgar 
Square Meeting. 


LonpDoN, Novy. 15.—There was an exciting 
discussion of anarchy and the rights of| 
Englishmen toassemble and commemorate | 
the death of the Chicago anarchists in the 
house of commons yesterday afternoon. 
The discussion was one of the most lively 
in the hous? for along time past, and it 
led to the Gladstone goverment being 
roundly denounced for permitting such 
demo:strations, the Conservative opposi- 
tion having evidently determined to use} 
the recent ‘Trafalgar square meeting | 
(where anarchists assembled in sympathy 
with the anarchists of Chicago, and those 
of Barcelona) as a strong argument against 
the Liberal administration. 

The excitement commenced when Henry 
Asguith, secretary of stute for home} 
sffairs, replying to a question put by} 
Charles J. Darling (Conservative-Union- | 
ist), declared that it wus inconsistent with | 
public interests to give an opinion as to 
whether the anarchists now active on the 
continent were or were not known to be 
connected with the anarchists of Great | 
Britain. | 

It was evident that from the manner in 
which Mr. Darling’s question was put and 
rom the way in which the home secretary | 
met it that both the goverument and the 
opposition were prepared to lock horns} 
over the anarch’st quest’on, and in view | 
of the recent dynamite outrage at Barce 
lona, the passage at arms between the} 
home secretary and Mr, Darling attracted 
considerable atteution 

Darling's Grounds. 

Mr. Darling, soon after h’s first ques- 
tion, arose and moved to adjourn in order 
to call attention to tbe use of Trafalgar 
square as a meeting plac: for anarchists 
who opesly gloried in the outrages at Chi- 
cagoand barcelona. Mr. Darling, during 
the course of his remarks, said it was the 
duty of Mr. Asquith, as home secretary, t« | 
have usserted himselfas to the objects of 
the meeting at Trafalgar square before 
permitting it to take piace. The object of 
this gathering of Enzlish anarchists was 
plainly announced io the 
som- days ahead, and was: 

“To com: enorate the so-called anar- 
chist martyrs of Chicago ant persons ot 
the same class who engaged in similar 
outrages with the same objects in view as 
that at Barceionn.” | 

Continuing, Mr. Darling reviewed the} 
doings of the anarchists at Chicago and | 
referred to the recent bi) mb outrage at the 
Lic.o theater in Barcelona, condemning | 
themin warm terms ad usserting that it 
would be difficult for England to live on} 
terms of frieuds ip with otver countries if 
she protected men of theclass of those who | 
met on Trafalgar square. 

Arthur J. Balfour (Conservative leader) 
supperted Mr. Dariing’s motion in a 
speech, during which he strongly cen- 
sured the government for permitting the 
anarchists’ mee*ing at Trafalgar square, 
inview of the fact that the anarchists 
aimed at the absolute destructio. of ex- 
isting society and from the fact that the} 
meeting was clearly «unt distinctly a 
breach of the law. Mr. balfour’s speech 
was loudly cheered by the Conservatives 
and Uni nists 

Burns to the Defense, 

John Burns, the labor leider, defended 
the Trafalgar square meting as being a 
protest agaiust the action of the Chicago 
police, saying it was not fair to connect a 
peaceable meeting on Trafalgar square 
with the Barcelona dynamite outraze. 
Mr. Burns appealed to the house to ignore 
the “stupid vaporing,’’ of a few men 
whom he had no sy:npathy with. Mir 
Burns also sai “Thess men were well 
within their political rights as citizens in 
prote-tiuz ayainst the legal murders of 
the Chicago anarchists,” 

Mr. Burns’ remirks were greetel with 
loud cries of “Ob!” from those on the 
benches. Home Secretary Asquith, reply-

INSURGENTS ROUTED. 
omen 
Their Capital Held by Men 
Fighting For Piexoto. 

New York, Nov. 15.—The World this 
morning publishes the following dispatch 
from Rio Janeiro, dated Nov. 9: 

Desterro, the capital of the provisional 
government set up by the insurgents, is 
held by the forces which President Peixoto 
sent against it. The forces were com- 
manded by General Argolo, who has been 
claiming a victory over Lorena after a 
sharp fight. The insurgents have mounted 
four heavy siege guns on Mocangue 
heights, and are keeping them busy. 

The government forces set fire to sev- 
eral warehouses where torpedoes were 
stored, causing numerons explosions, A 
heavy fusilade is kept up at San Domingo, 
where the insurgents have been making 
attempts to land, 

Mello’s vessels are bombarding the shore 
line west of Nitheroy proper. The forts, 
and especially St. John, are shelling Vil- 
legaignon. ‘The firing is declared as being 
furious and incessant daily, from sunrise 
to dark.

WOMAN AND THE LAW. 


Views of Distinguished Feminine Pupils at 
the University of New York. 

One of the most remarkable events of 
the closing months of the year 1893 is the 
enrollment of 100 female names in the 
woman’s law class of the University of 
New York. Every woman who has 
joined the class hasa reason for doing 
so. There is Mrs. Mary White Martinot. 
She is the talented mother of Miss Sadie 
Martinot, the actress. Mrs. Martinot is 
the most renowned of all the women in- 
ventors of the world. She has realized 
85 patents on her creations, and she has 
begun the study of the law to protect 
her in her inventions. Mrs. Martinot is 
® very earnest woman, practical and 
honest in her convictions, and has a deep 
determination to become proficient in 
her studies. 

Mme. Alberti, the principal of the Del- 
sarte School of Expression on Fifth ave- 
nue, takes up the lectures for self culture, 

“I believe that every woman should 
thoroughly understand her position in 
the law,” said Mme. Alberti when asked 
for her opinion. ‘It is ridiculous to be 
constantly confronted with woman’s ig- 
norance in the practical ways of life. An 
ordinary, everyday business man, or even 
a gentleman of leisure, forgets more in 
on® half hour of the practical laws of 
life than most bright women ever knew. 
Perhaps one can account for this when 
it is realized that men have lived always 
in an atmosphere of knowledge getting. 
They have been allowed every freedom 
and every implement to raise them to 
the heights of their ambition, while un- 
til very recently women were told to 
cook, wash dishes, take care of the ba- 
bies, trim hats, sew, sit in a glass case or 
keep quiet. 

“Why, pray, should women not be- 
come lawyers? There is no sane reason. 
Women are smart, energetic, truthful, 
loyal, clever, strong and persevering. 
And then, whether a woman wishes to 
put her sign out us barrister or not, she 
should study law carefully in order to 
catch up with the regular army of cul- 
tured men.” 

Imogene C. Fales of Brooklyn is per- 
haps the most distinguished member of 
the class. Mrs. Fales has for 15 years 
been engaged philanthropically in so- 
ciology. She is the proprietor and editor 
of The Sociologic News and is one of the 
first women editors of the two conti- 
nents. She is also the leader of the Peo- 
ple’s party of Kings county and was the 
first woman ever sent as a delegate to a 
state convention. 

*‘As to the study of law for women,” 
said Mrs. Fales, ‘there can be no an- 
swer but that it isas much a necessity as 
with men. I believe in it and need it 
myself. Some knowledge of law seems 
to be required by every business woman. 
If a clever young woman has a taste for 
law as a profession, she should be en- 
abled in every way to perfect herself. 
All over the west there are more than a 
thousand women lawyers. There is not 
a town of over 800 inhabitants that has 
not its ‘lady lawyer,’ and glories in her 
as well as in its ‘lady doctor’ and its ‘lady 
minister,’ not to say its ‘lady bank cash- 
ier’ and ‘lady politicians.’ 

“I am glad to see somany young wom- 
en attend this law class with the idea of 
becoming practicing lawyers, for it has 
often occurred to me that women in the 
east will never get equal suffrage until 
they swarm and swamp the states with 
women lawyers, who will contest the un- 
just clauses of the laws which bar them 
from citizenship to the last degree and 
demand what our constitution gives us— 
fweedom and equality.”—New York Her- 
ald. 


From a Woman For Woman. 

The Corcoran Scientific school of the 
Columbia university, Washington, has 
just received a gift of $2,000 to found a 
scholarship for women. The nameof the 
donor is unknown, the gift being simply 
accompanied by the statement that it 
was ‘‘a donation from a woman, in mem- 
ory of a woman student of science, to be 
used for the benefit of women students 
of science.” Although the Corcoran Sci- 
entific school has opened its doors to 
women equally with men since its foun- 
dation an graduated women who 
have distinguished themselves in the ex- 
act sciences, this is the first recognition 
it has received.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16. — Minister 
Thurston of Hawaii bas demanded his 
passports. His relations with this coun- 
try are still, to all appearances, at least, 
most friendly. The factthat this is so, 
after the conference he had with Secretary 
of State Gresham, is considered by diplo- 
mats to ba significant. 

The chief interest in the Hawaiian situ- 
ation now surrounds the instructions 
given to Minister Willis and the contents 
of the cipher messuge which was received 
after the arrival of the China. There is 
no doubt of Mivister Willis being in- 
structed to make the restoration of Liliuo- 
kalani conditional upon full amnesty 
being granted to the men who engaged 
in the revolution and overthrew the queen. 
Minister Willis, it is understood, was in- 
structed to insist upon this, because the 
president felt that the revolution would 
not have occurred had it not been for tne 
assistance and co-operation of this govern- 
ment through the late Minister Stevens. 

Mr. Willis was instructed to say to these 
members of the provisional government 
that the president felt that he ought to 
protect them to this extent, because he be- 
lieved that hadit not been for the au- 
thority of the United Stites, used by Min-| 
ister Stevens, they would never have been 
led into this revolution. 

The instructions, it is thought, re- 
quested the minister to first call upon the 
queen and tell her the president believed a 
great wrong had been done her, and, after 
insisting upon amnesty, declare it the in- 
tention to again place her in control of the 
government. 

She was alsoto be informed that it was 
the desire of the president that she should 
sustain herself in authority without the 
assistance of the United States. From the 
cipher dispatch it is believed that the state 
department has been informed that these 
conditions are satisfactory to the queen 
and had been accepted by her at the time 
the China sailed. 

How Provisional Men Stand. 

To President Dole it is understood that 
Minister Willis was instructed to say that 
the president felt that in protecting the 
non-interference policy of the government 
he felt it necessary to decide the matter as 
ifadispute had been referred to him and 
restore the queen, and in sustaining the 
queen the president hoped to have the 
hearty co-operation of the members of the 
Dole adminis'ration, which, he felt, was 
entitled to commendation for whatit had 
done to maintain peace in the islands since 
it had been in existence. 

After having righted what it considered 
a wrong done by this government the 
United States would assume the policy of 
non-interference in affairs of other powers. 

It is thought that the queen was ready 
to comply with the suggestions that she 
ask members of the provisional govern- 
ment to aid her, because her friends no 
doubt believe that she could more easily 
sustain herself by having the assistance of 
those who were prominent in the revolu- 
tion. The members of the provisional 
government would be willing to take such 
positions because it would give them just 
the power they would wish for in case 
they desired to take part in another revo- 
lution, which is possible if there is no pro- 
vision made to sustain the queen after she 
is restored. 

It is anticipated that there will be warm 
discussion when it comes before congress, 
which will bring out all the facts. ‘The 
information upon which the letter of 
Secretary Graham was based will then 
have been made public, and, while it is 
anticipated that the statements made will 
be disputed, it is claimed that they will be 
sustained by such overwhelming evidence 
that the people who are disposed to look 
at the matter frankly will be compelled to 
acknowledge that the administration could 
do nothing else but restore the queen. 

The Administration's Stand. 


There is no doubt but that the adminis- 
tration feels that it is onthe defensive, 
and that there is a tendency, especially 
among Republicans and among many 
Democrats, to criticise its action. The 
claim that time will show beyond all 
doubt that it took the proper course with 
such persistency in various quarters 
as if withthe intention of creating the 
impression that thereisa great deal in 
reserve for vindication purposes. 

Those best qualified to speak for Presi- 
dent Cleveland and Secretary Gresham, 
who have been willing to speak at all, 
have expressed great confidence that ex- 
Queen Lilioukalani has already been re- 
stored to her throne, no later than last 
Wednesday. The equally confident asser- 
tions of those best acquainted with the 
ebaracter and resources of the vrovisional 


government that she certainly could not 
ave been restored without the use of 
force has made no difference apparently in 
the confidence of those who claim that she 
has been restored. 

The confidence of those near the presi- 
#ent that the queen has been already re- 
stored is thought to be due to their belief 
that the provisional government would 
yield immediately to the suggestion of the 
United States minister that the pro- 
visional government has terminated and 
the sovereignty therefore reverted to the 
queen and her government. 

It is now believed that Minister Willis’ 
instructions are, if the provisional govern- 
ment refuses to yield to his suggestion, 
to wait for further orders. If this is true, 
the steamship Australia, which is to ar- 
rive atSan Francisco on Saturday, may 
bring word that President Dole is still at 
the head of the government. 


READY FOR BUSINESS.

The El Cid Will Head For Brazil Within 
a Few Days. 

NEW York, Nov. 16.—The Brazilian 
cruiser El Cid, or Nictheroy, as she will be 
introduced to the rebel admiral, Mello, 
left East Ninth street yesterday afternoon. 
A big crowd was on the dock to see her 
start, and there was great interest in the 
movement, though she was only going to 
the foot of Joralemon street, Bro oklyn, to 
take on board 3590 tons of coal. 


EL CIR 
After getting this supply she will pass 
down the bay and anchor to receive am- 


munition. The dynawite powder, shot 
and shells will be taken outon a lighter 
and transferred to El Cid while the latter 
is far from shore. 

Peixoto has been notified that El Cid 
will start on the cruise to Brazil some day 
this week. The Britanniais to follow in 
3 few days and may be accompanied by the 
Destroyer in tow. 

The intention of the Brazilian govern- 
mentisto use the fast Nictheroy and 
America and their torpedo boats to block 
Mello’s fleet. They will shell the cruisers 
whenever they are able to get near enough 
without too much danger, and, if Mello 
tries to retaliate, will trust to their heels 
to escape or try to use the swift torpedo 
boats to destroy any war vessels sent 
againtthem. In other words Peixoto’s 
ficet intends to practice guerilla tactics. It 
will fight when it has the best of it and 
runaway whea the enemy is too aggres- 
sive—the main object being to cut Mello 
off from supplies and eventually starve 
him into snbmissicn. 


TOOK A DAY OFF, 


President Took a Trip to New York and 
Visited a Theater. 

New Yorks, Nov. 16.—President Cleve- 
land, unexpected except by the proprietor 
of the Victoria hotal and a few personal 
friends, arrived in New York at an early 
bour yesterday morning. He came on 
from Washington on a night express. 

Mrs. Cleveland did not accompany the 
president, but Secretary and Mrs. Lamont 
made the trip with him. The party left 
Jersey City in a carriage shortly after 6:30 
o’clock and were driven direct to Victoria 
hotel. The party had bre:kfast in one of 
the rooms of the president’s suite. 

After reading the papers for an hour the 
president ordered a carriage, and, inform- 
ing no one except Mr. and Mrs. Lamont 
of his destination, drove off up Fifth 
avenue. There were no callers at the 
hotel for the president during his morn- 
ing’s stay. He left word to all enquirers 
at the officeonly one answer should be 
given, and that was that he was here on 
purely personal business, 

This evening President Cleveland, Secre- 
tary and Mrs. Dan Lamont and Dr. and 
Mrs. Bryant occupied a box at a theater. 
The president looked well and enjoyed the 
play. 

After the performance Mr. Cleveland 
went to Jersey City and took the 11:40 
o'clock train for Washington. 


Michael Murphy's Experience. 

HARTFORD, Nov. 16.—In the police court 
Michael Murphy, a spectator, who had 
never before been in a police court, either 
as prisoner, spectator or witness, sat near 
the door. When the court adjourned, be- 
fore the judge left the bench, Murphy 
started, and when within about five feet 
ofthe door put on his hat. Judge Bar- 
bour ordered him before him and sent him 
to jail for five days for contempt of court.

Ir HAS been decided that a vote shall be 
taken at the municipal election of Decem- 
ber 5, on the acceptance of Chap. 401 of 
the Acts of 1891, entitled ‘* An act to au- 
thorize the city of Quincy to introduce a 
public water supply.’’ How few there are 
who are familiar with the provisions of this 
act which is quite lengthy. If the act is to be 
accepted, now is the time, as it will be void 
unless accepted before June 11 next. The 
taking of the water rights will entail prob- 
ably a large expense, but as no claim for 
damages can be made until the water is 
actually taken, and an extension of the 
city’s source of supply will soon be neces- 
sary, perhaps the opportunity should not 
be missed,as no cost will attend the accept- 
ance of the act. The act authorizes the 
issue of bonds to the amount of $400,000, 
but no part of these will of course be issued 
until the City Council, with the approval 
of the Mayor, so votes. 


THE MOVEMENT to provide work for 
the unemployed citizens is worthy of at- 
tention, but no appropriation could be 
made before December, and it would not 
be feasible to extend the water mains then. 
Cold weather is liable to come at any time. 
Could not some other employment be 
found. It promises to bea hard winter, 
and work should be provided by the city 
and by others, where possible. If you are 
contemplating improvements that can be 
done in winter weather, don’t delay the 
work, but give employment to those 
worthy and eager for it. 


THE DEATH of Mrs. Arnold of Atlantic 
from the shock caused by a visit of burg- 
lars to her residence on Monday night, 
makes the case a very serious one. Burg- 
lary in itself is serious enough, but it is 
dreadful to contemplate that a woman 
should be frightened to death in her own 
house. It is hoped that the police will 
make an extra effort to arrest these burg- 
lars, that they may suffer the full penalty 
for manslaughter.

FRIGHTENED TO DEATH. 


Mrs. Arnold of Atlantic Did Not. Rally 
from Her Great Shock. 

Ever since the burglary at Atlantic, on 
Tuesday morning, when the residence of 
Mrs. Ruby A. Arnold was entered, the 
people have been greatly excited over the 
affair. Mrs. Arnold it will be remembered 
was awakened to find a man wearing a 
black mask standing by her bedside. The 
fellow demanded her money, but instead of 
complying she jumped out of bed and en- 
deavored to tear the mask from his face. 
A desperate fight ensued, during which the 
fellow got away and ran down stairs and 
out of the front door. Mrs. Arnold who 
was then thoroughly frightened rushed into 
another room and jumped out of the second 
story window, a distance of twenty feet to 
the ground. Her cries aroused the neigh- 
bors who rendered all aid possible but her 
fall, coupled with the severe shock to her 
system, proved too much for one of her age 
and after lingering along until this morn- 
ing, for the greater part of the time un- 
conscious, she died. 

During her conscious moments she said 
that there were two parties in the house, as 
she heard a man down stairs while she was 
having her tussle. She also gave as well as 
she could a description of the man in her 
room but it is doubtful if this clew will 
prove of any value.

THE KNIGHTS’ FUNDS 


Said to Have Been Used For Purposes

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 16.—A fight was 
begun in yesterday’s session of the Knights 
of Labor convention between the Hayes 
and Powderly faction, which is likely to 
continue with great bitterness during the 
remainder of the session. The morning 
session was consumed in routine business 
and the appointment of standing com- 
mittees for the eusuing year by General 
Master Workman Powderly. 

Late in the afternoon General Treasurer 
Hayes presented areport of the financial 
affairs of the order for the year just passed, 
in which he is said to have flatly accused 
the general executive board with having 
misappropriated ull or part of the fund 
subscribed for the benefit of the strikers 
at Homestead and Coeur d’ Alene. 

This report, which was a direct fling at 
the Powderly faction, became the subject 
of an acrimonious debate, ia which both 
parties indulged in almost abuse of one 
another. A report was also presented by 
the general executive committee, the ex- 
act nature of which cannot be learned, 
but it is understood that counter accusa- 
tions are made in it against what is known 
as the Hayes faction. 

Powderly is engaged in marshaling his 
forces from all parts of the country pre- 
paratory to the big fight. It is said that | 
he has summoned his ancient enemies, 
Robert Buchanan and John Morrison, to 
his assistance, and that they will come 
here to try and reconcile the warring eie- 
ments.

Paris, Nov. 16.—An American pbysi- 
cian prescribing the new treatment for 
consumption discovered by one of his 
countrymen, a Dr. Amick of Cincinnati, 
says: ‘the average French doctor is more 
bigoted than his American brother. The 
recent Tuberculosis Congress held here 
decreed that there is no use trying to save 
the consumptive’s life and that even after 
death the patient cannot be allowed to rest 
but must be cremated because otherwise 
earthworms will bring the germs of the 
disease to the surface and so distribute 
the incurable disease. The American 
doctor is creating something of a sensation 
by contending that the disease is not caused 
by germs, is not infectious and that it is 
now curable.

THE HAWAIIAN STAMP CRAZE. 


A Situation That Attracted the Attention 
of Philatelists the World Over. 

Of all the queer developments that 
have arisen in connection with the de- 
thronement of Queen Liliuokalani none 
is stranger than the excitement which 
attended the speculation in the provision- 
gl stamps issued by the present govern- 
ment, This speculation is not confined 
to stamp collectors and dealers, but is 
indulged in by residents of Honolulu and 
citizens of this and other countries alike, 
even one of the Spreckels family being 
credited with having purchased and laid 
aside $12,000 worth of these labels for 
future profit. 

It was anticipated that the provisional 
government would be of short duration, 
and that the improvised stamps were to 
have a life as short as the temporary gov- 
ernment, and this to the scramble 
for stamps, as it was Presumed that they 
would become exceedingly rare and val- 
uable. 

There were 21 varieties issued, includ- 
ing all the perforated stamps issued by 
the Hawaiian government since 1864, 
ranging in value from 1 cent to $1. Each 
of these was overprinted, or surcharged, 
to use a philatelic term, with the words 
“Provisional Govt., 1893,” in three lines, 
each word and date taking a separate 
line. 

Some of the stamps were surcharged 
with black letters and others with red, 
all of one denomination being overprint- 
edin thesame color. But the portion of 
one value, the 12 cent mauve, was sur- 
charged in black and the remainder in 
red, there being twice as many of the 
latter surcharged as of the former. As 
but a few thousands of this particular 
stamp were on hand, they were soon 
bought up, and as much as $5 each was 
paid for a specimen of the black sur- 
charge. Speculators soon bought up 
the supply of several of the other values, 
and it was not long after the date of 
their issue that a complete set of these 
stamps, which had a face value of $3.01, 
was selling for $15. 

Recently, however, some of the specu- 
lators have deemed it wise to unload, 
and the entire set can now be purchased 
for $10, still leaving a handsome profit 
on the original cost. 

Recent advices from Honolulu show 
that the mania for stamp collecting has 
had somewhat of a sensational effect 
there. F. F. Porter, a brother of the 
ex-minister of finance of the provisional 
government, wrote as follows to a friend 
in this city: 

“They have gone crazy on Hawaiian 
stamps. Even the Chinese areinit. Isaw 
by the paper last night that one Chinese 
firm bought $1,700 worth at the post- 
office. If suchis the case, the govern- 
ment has a mighty good thing, for it 
can grind them out for about 10 cents 
per 1,000. Isee in the windows about 
town samples of several kinds of stamps 
priced $10,”—San Francisco Call. 


Eloped and Is Now Deserted.

The police are re- 
ticent about the affair, but it is learned 
that the thieves made a handsome haul of 
diamonds, jewelry and silverware.

EXETER, N. H., Nov. 16.—While driving 
in Epping George H. Pike of South New- 
market was held up by three persons, one 
@ woman, who dealt him a blow on the 
head, dragged him from his carriage and 
robbed him of a silver watch and about 
$15. 


Six Hundred Italians on Strike, 
LoGAn’s FERRY, Pa, Nov. 16.—Six hun- 
dred Italians, employed by the Carnegie 
Gas company in digging aditch for their 
16-inch main from Crooked creek, Arm- 
strong county, to Milltown, struck yester- 
day for higher wages.

National League Has Got Rid of 
Big indebtedness. 


THE PHILADELPHIA SNARL 


Will Be Settled at a Later Meet- 
ing of Magnates. 


New York, Nov. 16.—The regular fall 
meeting of the baseball magnates was held 
at the Fifth Avenue hotel. Among the 
baseball men present were W. A. Conant 
of Boston, W. W. Kerr of Pittsburg, John 
J. Rogersand A. J. Reach of Philadel- 
phia, T. S. Elliotand George Wagner of 
Washington, F. A. Bell and C. H, Byrne 
of Brooklyn, H. R. Vanderhoest of Balti- 
pore, F. D. Robinson, J. A. Hart of Chi- 
cago, Nick Young and A. J. Soden of Bos- 
ton, Chris Von der Ahe of St. Louis and 
Ed Talcott of New York. 

The executive board met before the reg- 
alar meeting to consider routine business. 
There was considerable talk before the 
meeting about the proposed sale of the 
Cleveland club. It is understood that 4 
satisfactory offer has been made for the 
club, and the Cleveland people are willing 
to sell. Besides formally awarding the 
championship of the season of 1893 to the 
Boston club, the meeting examined the 
books of the Association, audited the ac- 
counts for the season and discussed the 
question of postponed games and the Phil- 
adelphia admission controversy. 

Behind Closed Doors. 

The Association delegates remained be- 
hind closed doors until 6:80 o’clock, whea 
e2recess was taken. Much business was 
disposed of, the first of which was the re- 
port of the board of directors, which was 
received and accepted. Much time was 
taken up with additions to the bylaws of 
the championship rules. 

Section 44 reids: ‘Every game played 
between two clubs from the commence- 
ment of the championship season to the 
completion of the championship series be- 
tween such clubs shall be a game for the 
championship, and no League clubshall 
lend or exchange players to or with each 
other for any game played during the 
championship season.” 

After the word “season” tke following 
amendment was added: “Any violation 
of this section will subject each offender 
to a fine of $100.’ 

Section 47 was amended by providing a 
fine of $1000 for violation of schedule dates 
without proper permissic’. Mr. Robinson 
offered an amendment disciplining play- 
ers for drunkenness or disorderly conduct, 
and it was referred to the committee on 
rules. Propositions for an amendment on 
coaching rules was referred to the same 
committee. 

The following directors were electe]: 
N. E. Young, chairman; A. H. Soden, A. 
B. Talcott, C. H. Byrne, James A. Hart, 
W. W. Kerr and John T. Brush. 

President Young was appointed a com- 
mittee of one to prepare a schedule for 
1894. Soden, Byrne and Young were 
elected members of the national board of 
arbitration. The following, submitted by 
Mr. Young, was adopted in the form of a 
resolution: 

“The question of the finances of the 
League and Association being called for, 
the treasurer announced, much to the 
gratification of all the clubs, that the obli- 
gations assume at the time of the consoli- 
dation of the League and American Asso- 
ciation at Indianapolis in 1891, amounting 
to $140,000, have been paid and deter- 
mined, and that he hasin his possession 
all such obligations. This enables the 
League to start the next year clear and 
free from debt.”’ 

The fight of the meeting, namely, the 
settlement of the tangle over the Phila- 
delphia club’s failure to settle with other 
clubs, did not come up, but will later. 
This trouble is concerning the 25-cent ad- 
mission. At Philadelphia the team only 
gave visiting clubs their share of a 25-cent 
admission and settled outside on the 50- 
cent admission basis, 


Express Messenger Admits Guilt, 

HOUGHTON, Mich., Nov. 16.—When the 
jury in the case of the Hogan brothers, 
charged with complicity in the mineral 
range train robbery, was secured, the 
brothers changed th-ir plea from “not 
guilty” to “guilty.” Dominick Hogan’s 
plea of guilty was a surprise, as it was 
thought that he was innocent. He was 
the express messenger. 


Two Ran Away. 

BuFFALO, Nov. 16.—A party of fou 
Polish laborers were struck bya New 
York Central train near the Main street 
ercssing last night. One man was in- 
stantly killed. Another had his skull 
fractured and isdying. The other two, 
covered with blood, took to their heels and 
could not be found. 


Dynamite and Death. 

JOLIET, Ills., Nov. 16.—Two men were 
instantly killed and two others badly in- 
jured by an explosion of dynamite. The 
men were employed on the drainage canal 
and were engaged in heating the explosive. 
The report of the explosion was plainly 
heard nine miles distant. 


Robbers Got Left. 
LEXINGTON, Ills., Nov. 16. — Robbers 
broke into the People’s bank of Clagyett 
& Co., this city, drilled into the outer 
wall of the vault and exploded dynamite 
The vault dii not yield, and the robbers 

fled, leaving some tools behind. 


Canisteo Is Safe. 

DETROIT, Nov. 16. — William Dulace, 
owner of the steamer Canisteo, which was 
reported lost near Mackiuac islan¢, has 
received a telegram from Chicago stating 
that the vessel has arrived there. 


Nearly Forty Years In the Service. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—John W. Hogg, 
ehief clerk of the navy department, 
dropped dead at his home, Rockville, Md.

AN AUDACIOUS CRIME, 


& Chicago Map Boldly Assaulted and 
Robhed of $20,000. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—J. O. Drake, treas- 
urer ofthe Indiana, Illinois and Iowa rail- 
road, was assaulted in his office in the 
Rookery building yesterday and robbed of 
$20,000, which he had packed in a valise 
preparatory to going out upon the road to 
pay employes. A mail carrier in passing 
Mr. Drake’s office heard groans within, 
and upon entering found the official lying 
upon the floor, bruised and in a semi- 
conscious condition. 

“I’ve been robbed by two men,’’ said 
Mr. Drake, feebly, and the open safe, over- 
turned valise and scattered papers con- 
firmed his statement. Mr. Drake had evi- 
dently received rough treatment. Big 
welts on his head bore evidence of it. He 
had little to say, but the sum of $20,000 
was mentioned as missing, and it was 
soon understood that the robbers had 
made away with that amount. 

The central station detectives were noti- 
fied and Inspector Sherman put to work 
onthe case. The assaulted treasurer was 
able to get on his feet soon afterward and 
left the building. The employes were very 
reticent and did not want to say much, al- 
though admitting that a robbery had oc- 
curred. The assault took place when 
there were but few people in the building. 
Wo one about the place remembers having 
feen any suspicious characters. 

Mr. Drake intended to leave on the 7:30 
train. He describes his assailants as two 
ordinary-looking, smooth-faced men, 
rather heavy and wearing large ulsters. 
While Mr. Drake lay semi-conscious on 
the floor, the robbers unlocked his valise 
and scooped the pay envelopes into the 
large pockets of their ulsters. This work 
required but a moment, and they hurriedly 
made their escape. 


OUTRAGED AND KILLED. 


Awful Crime Perpetrated Upon a Beau- 
tifal Young Woman. 

ALLIANCE, O., Nov. 16.—Miss Birdie 
Baugh, aged 20 years, daughter of C. C. 
Baugh, a wealthy farmer residing just 
west of the city limits, was outraged and 
murdered Tuesday night by Curt David- 
son, a farmhand, who then attempted 
suicide by cutting his throat with a razor. 
Baugh and his wife wereaway from home. 
Davidson boards with the family. 

The crime was not discovered until yes- 
terday morning, when Miss Baugh’s 
brother found her mutilated remains, 
nearly stripped of clothing, lying ;on the 
barn floor. At about the same hour a 
farmer living half a mile from the Baugh 
residence discovered Davidson lying ona 
pile of straw in his barnyard with his 
throat cut. The fellow was brought to 
the city and taken to the hospital. He is 
about 40 years old, unmarried and had 
worked for Baugh for several years. He 
was considered of a morose and ugly dis- 
position. Miss Baugh was a strikingly 
beautiful girl and was a social favorite. 
The physicians say that Davidson may re- 
cover, but if he does he will probably be 
lynched. 


MONKEY LANGUAGE, 


Professor Garner Is at Last Able to 
Prove a Pet Theory. 

LIVERPOOL, Noy. 16,—Professor Garner, 
who went from America into the interior 
of Africa to rm i the monkey lan- 
guage, arrived at Liverpool on his return 
yesterday. He claims that he has estab- 
lished beyond a doubt that there is a 
monkey language, and that it can be 
learned by man. He brought with him 
from Africa two Kulu Kamba chimpan- 
zees, with which he is able to communi- 
cate. 

Professor Garner states that he stayed 
for 101 days in his cage, which he had 
carried into the heart of a forest 250 miles 
inland. This cage was a massive affair 
that was chained to trees. In it Professor 
Garner would lock himself and then await 
the coming of members of the ape family, 
when he would try to communicate with 
them by means of the sounds he had 
learned from the monkeys in America and 
elsewhere. He had with him a phono- 
graph with which he kept a record of the 
sounds made by his visitors. 


Train Robbers Captured. 

LINcoLn, Ills., Nov 16. — The Lincoln 
police yesterday captured the Peoria and 
Decatur and Evansville train bandits, 
The prisoners are William Shelles, Edward 
Van Meter, Clarence Howe, all ex-convicts. 
They were in bed at Shelles’ house.

A DUTCHMAN HOODOOED. 


A Wily Negro “Doctor” Pulled Up In s 
South Carolina Court. 

The famous hoodoo doctor, Peter Da- 
vis, colored, of Columbia, has had a pre- 
liminary hearing before Trial Justice 
Brunson on the charge of fraud and ob- 
taining money under false pretenses, 
The victim was a Dutchman named 
globes, who farms several miles fron: 

ere, 

The examination was very interesting 
and quite amusing, Mr. Charles G. 
Dantzler representing the Dutchman 
and Mr. Henry H. Brunson of the firm 
of Izlar, Lathrop & Brunson appeared 
in behalf of the hoodoo. Hohler ap- 
peared to be completely disgusted with 
the treatment of hoodoos. In his testi- 
mony he said among other things that 
Peter had given him ‘‘graveygrd dirt” to 
distribute around his farm, telling him 
that he would make a large crop by 
using the mystic dirt freely. Hohler 
used the dirt, ‘“‘but,” said he, “your 
honor, I plant 15 acreand make only one 
bale cotton.” 

Peter at another time sold the Dutch- 
man some ‘dead men’s powder,” which 
was guaranteed to make Hohler’s some- 
what poor, but not sick, mule lively. 
“Your honor,” said the very mad Dutch- 
man,‘ after I gif mit him de medicine 
he lie down in de road wid me and my 
wife on de way home, and he neffer been 
such a mule as he vas pefore ven I bot 
him from Henry von Ohsen.” Hohler 
got a gourd and some powders from old 
Peter on another occasion. These he 
was to use for the general all round health 
of his family. He was to scrape the seed 
from the gourd at 12 o’clock one night, 
and at 12 o’clock the next night he was 
to sweep his yard clean and sprinkle the 
seed around the house. The gourd was 
to be filled with 13 drops of water of a 
peculiar hoodoo kind and some other 
fluid, then hung up in the house. 

In summing up his testimony Hohler 
said that ‘“‘Doctor” Peter had robbed him 
of his crop, made his mule lie down in 
the road when he promised to make the 
mule lively, and had made all his ‘‘fami- 
ly sicker than dey vas pefore dey took 
de medicine.” Such was about the gist 
of the complaints that the Dutchman 
had to make against the hoodoo. Peter 
was put under a bond of $200 to appear 
at the next court of general sessions for 
this county.—Orangeburg Cor. Charles- 
ton News and Courier. 


FATAL CARELESSNESS. 


It Causes a Child’s Death and Sends a Serv- 
aut to Prison For Three Months. 

A very sad tragedy came before the 
Paris police courts the other day when 
Marie Marterez, a gomestic servant, was 
tried for the homicide, through careless- 
ness, of Blanche, the infant child of Mrs, 
Blanche Treville, an American actress, 
known on the stage as Miss Irving. 

Last summer Mrs. Treville was living 
at 87 Avenue d’Antin. Her daughter, 
who was only 4 years old, was being ed- 
ucated at a convent in the neighborhood 
of Paris. When the holidays commenced, 
the child came to live with her mother 
in Paris. On Aug. 26 Mrs. Treville had 
to go out in the afternoon. She confided 
the child to the care of Marie Marterez, 
who promised not to lose sight of her. 
She, however, shut the child up in her 
own room, locked her in and took the 
key away with her. When Marie Mar- 
terez returned, she found her room full 
of smoke. The child was lying on the 
floor unconscious, withits clothes burned 
to cinders. There had been a box of wax 


matches in one of the drawers in the! 


room. The child, to amuse herself, had 
begun striking matches and had set fire 
to her frock. The poor child’s cries were 
unheard. There were on the door the 
marks made by her delicate little nails 
in her desperation and fear. 

All that could be done tosave the child 
was done, but it was too late. The child 
died the same night. 

In her despair Mrs. Treville accused 
the servant of murder, saying that Marie 
Marterez detested the child and had pur- 
posely shut her up alone with matches, 
with which Blanche had always liked to 
play. But the judicial authorities made 
inquiries and learned that Marie Marte- 
rez was as a rule very attentive to the 
child and took good care of it. The 
charge of murder was consequently 
changed to that of homicide through care- 
lessness. Mrs. Treville herself appeared 
in court to give evidence, and renewed 
her accusation that the servant had 
wanted to bring about the child’s death, 
“I am sure of it,” she said, weeping. 
“She detested baby.” 

But the court took a different view of 
the case and sentenced Marie Marterez 
to three months’ imprisonment.—Paris 
Herald. 


A Good Year For Whales. 

A New Bedford (Mass.) dispatch says 
that private dispatches received in that 
city confirm the reports of the unprece- 
dented catch of the whaling fleet in the 
Arctic. Whaling merchants had begun 
to fear thatthe season would be a failure, 
When the little steamer Mary D, Hume 
took 80 whales two years ago, the news 
could scarcely be believed. Now the re- 
port that the Narwhal has taken 62 
whaleshascome. The Baelena has taken 
57 whales, the Grampus 47, the Newport 
87, the Orca 26, the Karluck 18, the Bel- 
videre 17, the Mary D. Hume 14, and the 
Navarch 11. This makes this year the 
biggest in the history of whaling. The 
steamers Baelena, Grampus, Karluck, 
Mary D. Hume and Narwhal are still 
shut in in the arctic ice and will winter 
there this year. 


A Dramatic Suicide. 

“How French!” was probably the ex- 
clamation of most people when they 
read of the dramatic suicide of the young 
woman at Clichy, France, the other day. 
While the train conveying the Russian 
visitors to Versailles was crossing the 
Seine she stood on a parallel bridge, 
waving French and Russian flags, and 
shouting: “I see and I die. Long live 
Russia!” she jumped into the river and 
was drowned, When her body was re- 
covered it was found that she was cloth- 
ed only in garments made, out.of French 
and Russian flags.-»New4York Tribune. 


A GOLDEN SHOWER, — 


The Discoverer of the Big Horn Mine 
Leaves a Fortune to a Shoemaker, 

Patrick Ryan of this town, a shoemak. 
er, single, 50 years of age, has received 
notice of the death of his brother in Chi. 
cago. By his death he is the only heir, 

Tt was early in 1849 that James Ryan 
then a young man, left Milford in com. 
pany with Richard Quinlan and with 
hundreds of others went to the golden 
gate to seek their fortune in the gold. 
fields of California, 

They remained there forseveral years, 
but the mine they worked in, although 
rich in ore, was far from healthy ang 
was particularly bad for tho eyes, g9 
much so that young Ryan’s eyes werg 
affected and he was forced to come east 
to have them attended to, for he was al- 
most blind. 

Young Ryan recovered his sight after 
a few years, but the qaot was rather 
tame for him, and agairlhe went west, 
His second trip was to Colorado, Th, 
silver feyer had just broken ont, ang 
Leadville was not known. Denver wag 
a town of few houses when James Ryan 
arrived there with a companion, They 
were not long prospecting before they 
struck a mine that proved a great find, 
They sold it for $20,000. This was the 
first big money that Ryan ever made, 
although it was but a small amount as 
compared with what he afterward made 
in the mining world. 

He remained but a short time in Den- 
ver, when, in company with his partner, 
they went to Utah, where they prospect- 
ed for nearly a year, but were only suc- 
cessful in getting small finds. They were 
all about to bid Utah goodby when they 
struck traces of silver, the ore proving 
the finest they ever met with. 

The seam was followed and proved 
better than they ever dreamed they 
would see. This was no other than the 
Big Horn silver mine that they sold for 
$1,000,000. 

The money was equally divided be- 
tween the partners. The money market 
always had a charm for Ryan, and he 
lost a great deal among the bulls and 
bears in Chicago. More than once he 
was tightly squeezed by old man Hutch- 
inson, who was in his prime in those 
days. 

But the hidden treasure beyond the 
Rockies had charms also for him thathe 
could not overcome, and after losing 
what to many a man would be calleda 
good sized fortune he returned to his 
old love of adventure and prospecting. 

Again he proved successful and be- 
came the owner of several mines that 
brought him immense wealth. 

Mr. Ryan does not know the exact 
amount of his brother’s wealth, nor will 
he for a few days to come. Mr. Percy 
Shea of Denver is to have charge of set- 
tling up the estate.—Milford Cor, Bos- 
ton Globe. 


ARISTOCRATIC NURSES. 


Fashionable English Dames Learning to 
Be Practical In the Sickroom. 

Two or three years ago the Prince and 
Princess of Wales distributed badges 
and prizes to a large number of profes- 
sional nurses and afterward entertained 
them royally at Marlborough House. It 
was expected that fashionable dames 
would show their appreciation of the 
royal example by taking up nursing asa 
recreation, but little was done until a 
few months ago, when the National 
Health society opened classes for the 
benefit of the aristocracy, at which 
something more is taught than acoquet- 
tish arrangement of caps and aprons. 
The idea is to teach ladies the value of 
good nursing and enable them to learn 
something about fit food for invalids and 
how to give first assistance to the in- 
jured, in all of which, it seems, duch- 
esses, countesses and the like are la- 
mentably deficient. 

The Duchess of Bedford is particularly 
active in the work. She has placed her 
fine house in Belgrave square at the dis- 
posal of the society’s lectures on every 
Wednesday during the winter season, 
and, as the course includes an afternoon 
tea, the attendance is expected to be 
large. The proceedings should certainly 
be interesting, as it is announced that 
each lecture ‘‘will be practically illus- 
trated with a patient, bedding, etc.” 

The pioneer among the aristocracy of 
nursing and sanitation was Lady Brooke, 
who, with her husband, enjoys the par- 
ticular friendship of the Prince of Wales. 
Her ladyship has for years been accus- 
tomed to keep a sharp eye on the water 
supply and sanitary arrangements of the 
villages on her estates in the counties of 
Warwick and Essex, often to the deep 
disgust of the cottagers, who claimed 
the inherent right of a Briton to please 
himself in such matters, and who ob 
jected strongly to being coerced into 
cleanliness on pain ofeviction, Puritan- 
ical people have sometimes said hard 
things of Lady Brooke. It is right that 
credit should be given her in this mat 
ter.—London Letter.

A CONCILIATORY 
POLICY 


Probably Adopted by Minister 
Willis at Honolulu. 


NO EMPLOYMENT OF FORCE 


Yo Secure the Attainment of 
His Purpose. 


Provisional Government's Military Forces 


Are Well Armed and Drilled

Would Very Likely Prove More Than 


a Match For United States Men-of- 


War—Queen Will Receive No Further 
Support, Should She Be Restored to

thority Over Naval Commanders. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The close secrecy 
maintained by the state department on the 
Hawaiian affairs makes it difficult to 
judge how much thatis printed is true, 
and how much speculation. The requests 
for information grow more and more im- 
portunate, but without result. No word 
has been given by authority upto this 
time as to the actual instructions to Min- 
ister Wiliis. 

Much that has been published on the 
subject is speculation and surmise and 
made up by inference. It is sometimes 
possible to corroborate so much of asur- 
mise as happens to be accurately made. 
Readers of these dispatches on the subject 
can reasonably rely upon the accuracy of 
the statement that Minister Willis is in- 
structed to use all his powers of persua- 
sion to induce the provisional government 
to consent to retire in favor of the queen. 

He will gry to induce the queen to grant 
amnesty to all the revolutionists and will 
seek to induce members of the present 
government to accept office under the 
queen, but he wi'l not employ any force to 
secure the attainment of his purpose with- 
out further instructions from this govern- 
ment. 

A point of interest is: Has President 
Dole yielded to the persuasions of the 
United States minister, or has he stood on 
his rights and refused to yield without the 
use of furce ? 

From those who arein touch with the 
White House comes the intelligence that 
the administration is disappointed that the 
conscience of the country has not been 
awakened to sympathy withthe act which 
is claimed by the administration to be one 
of justice and fairness. 

Prepared For Trouble. 

There has also crept into the department 
of state a feeling of doubt as to whether 
the provisional government will yield so 
readily to the mere suggestion of the 
minister of the United States as was 
hoped when he wus dispatched to Hono- 
lulu. Itis learned that the forces of the 
provisional government, though small, 
are well organized and disciplined and are 
most of them sharpshooters. 

It is said that there are 2000 picked men 
provided with arms in Honolulu and en- 
rolled in drilled companies. They have 
been trained for two months past asa 
safeguard against royalist uprising in the 
islands, since it was realized that the pro- 
visional governinent must depend on its 
own resources without hope of aid from 
the United States. 

These companies are made up of white 
men largely, and their morals would prove 
excellent. Eighteen rapid-fire guns are in- 
cluded in the militia equipment, the arms 
being Wiuchester rifles. ‘This force would 
be superior to what the men-of-war at 
Honolulu could put on shore. But no one 
seems to believe that any resistance would 
be made should the marines actually be 
landed. 

Itis now pretty well understood that 
Minister Willis is instructed not to land 
marines and adopt a policy of force, but 
to confine himself to a conciliatory policy. 
There is not near as much faith as there 
was a week ago that aconciliatory policy 
will avail to induce the provisional govern- 
ment to yield to the restoration of the ex- 
queen, and there is excellent authority for 
saying that there has never has been any 
intention of continuing aid and support 
to Liliuokalani after her restoration. The 
concilixtory attitude toward the provi- 
sional government it was hoped would in- 
duce it to sustain the restored queen. 

Uneas: ‘ess at Washington. 

The possibility that Minister Willis may 
not be able to carry out the program of 
peaceable restoration of the queen and the 
amalgamation of the provisional govern- 
ment with her administration makes all 
interested in the movement ill at ease. 

It is realized at the state department 
that the restoration movement would be 
far more popular if it is accomplished 
with the seeming acquiescence of the pro- 
visional government and if the members 
of that government endorse it by entering 
the queen’s cabinet. Consequently, news 
of the situation from Hawaii is awaited 
by the government with more interest 
than the general public, for it feels that it 
has more at stake than is supposed, 

The Evening Star says: “In anticipa- 
tion of the condition of affairs \-hich 
tvould arise should the provisional govern- 
ment give Mr. Willis his passports, the 
administration adopted the extraordinary 
course of providing him with an independ- 
ent authority to command the naval 
forces of the harbor of Honolulu. Under 
ordinary rules of international law Mr 
Willis would not be minister if his pass- 
ports were given him by the provisional 
government and he woald have no 
guthority to call on the navai forces of 
this country for any purpose whatever. 


“To guard agaiust this contingency or- 
ders to the commanding officer of the 
naval forces were given him, signed by the 
President of the United States, directing 
the commanding officer to obey any or- 
ders coming from Mr. Willis, regardless of 
his official relation to the Hawaiian gov- 
trnment.” 


QUAKERS WIN. 
Proceedings at Second Day's Mecting of 
Baseball Magnates. 

New York, Nov. 17.—The basebal! mag- 
nates gathered yesterday for their second 
day’s session. It was devoted to discussing 
the Philadelphia matter. Mr. Rogers madc 
& long plea for his side of the case, which 
Was answered by nearly all the delegates. 
The question was finally settled by the 
resolution presented by Chris Von der Ahe 
and adopted by a vote of 11 to 1. 

It stated that there was an evident mis- 
understanding over the matter. It was 
resolved that all differences affecting the 
payment and receipt of money be termi- 
nated and that each club retain all such 
receipts. It was also decided to withdraw 
and abrozate the Indianapolis agreement. 

This allows Philadelphia to retain her 
earnings for 1893, but provides that in 
future seasons clubs must divide gete re- 
ceipts on either a 25 or 50 cent admission 
basis, receiving from the other clubs a 
similar division. 

President Young announced that the 
hames of the gentlemen who comprise the 
tommittee on playing rules are as follows: 
John T. Bush, Chris Von der Ahe and A. 
J. Reach. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE 
Scores a Great Point In the British 
Parish Councils Bill, 

Lonpon, Nov. 17.—On going into com- 
mittee on the parish councils bill in the 
house of commons last evening, Mr. 
McLaren moved that a clause be added to 
the bill enfranchising all women who would 
be entitled to vote in local government 
elections under the same roles pertaining 
to men. 

Mr. Fowler said he regretted that he 
was unable to accept the motion. There 
were already 67 pages of amendments to 
add to the bill, and he feared that a ques- 
tion which would excite such burning 
feelings as that proposed by McLaren 
would endanger the suffocation of the 
whole measure. 

Messrs.«Dilke, Stansfield and Beach sup- 
ported Mr. McLaren’s motion, which was 
adopted by a vote of 147 to 126. 

The Radicals and the Irish members 
voted with the opposition ina slimly at- 
tended house. The defeatis not a vital 
matter, and will not involve the resigna- 
tion of the ministry. 


THE WRANGLING KNIGHTS. 


Charges Against the Hayes Faction De- 
clared to Be False. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 17.—The row in 
the ranks of the Knights of Labor which 
started with the filing of the report of 
Grand Treasurer Hayes was continued 
with great bitterness yesterday and last 
night. There are no evidences of an amica- 
ble settlement. 

The morning session of the convention 
was taken up with routine business. In 
the afternoon the Hayes faction was re- 
newed again, and very bitter addresses 
were made by A. W. Wright and John 
Devlin of the general board, disclaiming 
the charges of fraud. 

Members of the finance committee were 
secreted in Mr. Hayes’ room all the even- 
ing with the guard on thedoor. For two 
hours they were engaged in scanning his 
accounts. Subsequently it was stated 
that the finance committee met and agreed 
that the charges were not well founded. 


M’KINLEY IN NEW YORK. 
Boom For the Presidency Will Be 
Started In a Few Days. 

NEw York, Nov. 17.—Governor McKin- 
ley of Obio arrived in New York yesterday 
afternoon. With him washis invalid wife 
and two friends. Governor McKinley re- 
fused to be interviewed at length. He 
said he bad come here for a little rest. 

It is said that there will be a conference 
of Republican leaders at the Windsur 
while Mr. McKinley is here for the pur- 
pose of starting a presideutial boom for 
the great advocate of a high tariff. There 
are many prominent Republicans in town, 
including Joseph F. Manley of Maine, 
Stephen B. Elkins of West Virginia and 
other members of the national Republican 
committee. 


William H. Beers Dead. 

New YORK, Nov. 17.—W illiam H. Beers, 
ex-president of the New York Life In- 
surance company, died here yesterday after 
a protracted illness. Mr. Beers was born 
in Philadelphia, April 16, 1823. In 1890 
the New York Times charged that Mr. 
Beers’ management was extravagant, The 
contest between Mr. Beers and his accus- 
ers was fierce and protracted, and Mr. 
Beers was finally forced to resign, which 
he did on Feb. 10, 1892. After his retire- 
ment from the presidency Mr. Beers prac- 
tically did nothing. 


Emin Pasha's Slayer Killed. 

BRUSSELS, Nov. 1/.—The Etoile Belge 
has received dispatches reporting recent 
fighting in the CongoState. Captain Pon- 
thier pursued the hostile Arabs and 
crushed them completely. He succeeded 
in capturing Said Ben Abadi, who was r 
sponsible for the assassination of Emi 
Pasha. Abadi was executed. 


Reduction of Ten Per Cent. 

Lywy, Mass., Nov. 17.—Another cut io 
wages was annonnced at the Thomson- 
Houston factories of the General Electric 
company yesterday. All employes whose 
wages were not cut in August have been 
reduced 10 per cent, to go into effect in 
both the river works and the main plant 
Monday morning. 


A West African Battle. 
Lonpon, Nov. 17.—Dispatches say thet 
the British cruiser Beechcroft, assisted by 
a land force, attacked and bombarded 
Ourika, on the Old Calabar river, and that 
many natives and one British officer were 
killei. The chief of the hostile natives 

gave himself up and was hanged.

BEHIND THE BARS, 


Long Chase For Murderer Sacco 
Successfully Ended. 


HE KILLED JAMES SQUIRES. 


The Mafia Believed to Have 
Tried to Aid Him. 


Bostox, Nov. 17. — Captain Cain and 
Sergeant Rosetta of division 1 arrived in 
Boston at 10:30 o’clock last night from 
Chicago, having in custedy Antonio Sacco, 
wanted in this city for the murder of 
games Squires on Webster avenue, North 
End, ou Sunday evening, May 28. 

Since escaping from the city Sacco has 
been all over the country in his efforts to 
escape the police. He has lost considera- 
ble flesh, and has grown a full beard. 

The police have received private informa- 
tion which leads them to believe that the 
great Italian secret organization, La 
Mafia, intended to take a hand in the 
affair, although the suspects did not in- 
troduce themselves in any way. 

Before leaving Chicago an Italian of that 
city went to Captain Cain and Sergeant 
Rosetta and told him to keep asharp eye 
on their prisoner on the way home or they 
would be in danger of losing him. He 
could say nothing more definite, but the 
warning was heeded. 

Warning Was Timely. 

They left Chicago at 2:30 o’clock Wednes- 
day afternoon over the Nickel Plate line, 
and reached Fostoria, O., without incident 
ofany kind. It was midnight when it 
touched that place, and the first man to 
board the train was the chief of police of 
that city. 

He introduced himself to the Boston 
officers, and told them that he called on 
them for the purpose of putting them on 
their guard against a gang of Italians who 
had boarded the train, and who, while 
waiting for it to arrive, had been talking 
of rescuing the prisoner, who was being 
taken to Boston. 

The Italians were not long in putting in 
an appearance. Six of them filed into the 
smoking cariu which the prisoner and his 
guardians sat, and afterthey had settled 
upon a plan of some sort, one of the crowd 
walked by to the seat occupied by the 
party bound for Boston, and said in Italian 
to Sacco: “What part of Italy are you 
from?” 

“Naples,”’ responded Sacco. 

Police Acted Promptly. 


The stranger was about to propound an- 
other question when the captain pushed 
him tothe cther end of the car, ordered 
his companions to go with him and took 
charge of the train for the time being. He 
ordered them not to :ddress the prisoner 
again, and his commands were obeyed, al- 
though with but poor grace. 

The officers had their revolvers ready in 
case of trouble, and the trainmen had been 
armed, but there was no demand for the 
active use of their shooters. The gang 
was closely watched on the train all night, 
and left the car at Buffa'o without miuk- 
ing any further trouble. 

This little circumstance, substantiated 
by other evidence in the possession of the 
officers, leaves no doubt in their minds 
that a well founded plan to rescue the 
prisoner had been made, and that it might 
have borne fruit but for the timely warn- 
ing which they received and the prepara- 
tions which they made. 


No Croaking In It. 

Boston, Nov. 17.—Governor Russell has 
submitted his Thanksgiving proclamation 
to the secretary of state. Its general 
makeup is the same that has ever cbarac- 
terized the Thanksgiving proclamations 
of the old Bay State. Many governors of 
the various states have this year made 
mention in their addresses of the depres- 
sion through which the country has 
passed. Financial embarrassments and 
business troubles, as well as poor returns 
from the so:l, bave been referred to by 
other executives. This Governor Russell 
has refrained from doing. 


Was Too Obliging. ° 

DanBurRyY, Conn., Nov. 17.—A neatly 
dressed woman, carrying a baby three 
months old, boarded a train that left this 
city at 4:28 yesterday afternoon. When 
the train arrived at Bethel she asked 
Abram Gilbert to hold the child a minute, 
got off the train and did not return. Gil- 
bert is a carpenter and hasa family. He 
bus a three months baby of his own. 


Another Crank. 

New York, Nov. 17.—George A. Roeth 
fired three shots through one of the win- 
dows of Delmonico’s cafe last evening, 
and followed them up with two more 
through thedoorway. No one was hit, 
but there was a wild stampede, both in- 
side the restaurant and on the street. 
Roeth, who is probably a crank, was ar- 
rested. 


Captured In Boston. 

Boston, Nov. 17.—The eloping trip of 
Mary Crawford of Altoona, Pa, who left 
that place with George Butler, colored, 
ended yesterday with her arrest in this 
city. The chief of police of Altoona took 
her in charge. Miss Crawford is the 
daughter of a well-to-do farmer. Butler 
was one of the latter’s employes. 


Welcome Hathaway's Case. 

TAUNTON, Mass., Nov. 17.—The grand 
jury yesterday considered the case of Wel- 
zome P. Hathaway. It was then dismissed. 
It will be remembered that he got money 
en forged bills of lading and other spuri- 
ous securities from Fall River banks to 
the amount of at least $100,000. He isin 
poor heaith.

Today's 
notice will inform them and they may be 
out in force at the caucuses Saturday even- 
ing, and they may have something to say 
as to who the nominees shall be. 

Caucuses of all parties should be adver- 
tised in local papers at least one week in 
advance, as is done in other cities, In this 
connection we feel prompted to contribute 
to the Republican City committee a free 
insertion of their notification to voters. 
It was ordered to appear on Saturday (the 
day of the caucus) only, but we fear it may 
not beseen. It is this: 

b@ The Republicans will hold their 
caucuses this evening in all the wards for 
choice of Councilman, Schoo! Committee- 
men, Ward Committee and delegates to 
Municipal Convention. 

Rather than be personal we have held 
the committee responsible for the work 
of their agents, but at the same time we 
believe a majority will not endorse their 
course. 


THERE WILL be rejoicing in Braintree 
that the Quincy & Boston street railway 
has finally asked for an extension of its 
tracks in Quincy to the Braintree line. If 
promptly built as seems probably it means 
an extension of the tracksin Braintree to 
the Quincy line. There is no doubt but 
that next summer Quincy people may ride 
in the street cars to Braintree, Holbrook, 
Randolph, Avon, Brockton, Whitman, 
Abington Rockland, South Weymouth, and 
elsewhere. It is possible that an exten- 
sion may be made from South Weymouth 
to East and North Weymouth, thus com- 
pleting the round trip of 25 miles. 


Tue PoLice of the city are entitled to 
much credit for their prompt arrest in the 
Atlantic burglary case which resulted in 
the death of a lady from fright. Only a 
permanent police force which has an eye on 
all “‘shady’’ persons would have laid the 
crime at the door of the two arrested on 
suspiscion. The evidence was the slightest, 
really none at all, but the officers worked 
the case so well that one of the fellows 
squealed and now two are held on good 
evidence, and may find it is a serious thing 
to frighten inmates of their homes to death. 


CARE WILL have to be exercised at the 
city election not to get rum and water 
mixed up. A ‘‘yes” and ‘‘ no’? vote is to 
be taken on two questions: 1—Shall licenses 
be granted in this city for the sale of intox- 
icating liquors? 2—Shall Chapter 401 of 
the Acts and Resolves of 1891,—‘‘ An act 
to authorize the city of Quincy to intro- 
duce a public water supply ’’—beaccept- 
ed?” The latter requires a two-third vote 
in the affimative, and the former should 
have the usual two-third vote in the nega- 
tive. 


A NEW LAW requires that when an act 
of the Legislature is submitted to the voters 
of a city for ite acceptance, it shall be 
printed in full on the warrant for said 
election. Therefore, if the voters wait, 
they may read the ‘‘ water aet’’ of 1891, 
which will come up for acceptance at the 
municipal convention.

CLEVER POLICE JOB. 


Atlantic Officers Make Two Arrests 
on Suspicion for the 


BURGLARY AT MRS. ARNOLD'S. 


One of Them Squeals and Both Are 
Held for the Grand Jury, 


Officers Holloran and McGrath arrested 
Maurice Cummings and Robert Hurley 
Thursday evening for breaking and enter- 
ing the residence of Mrs. Ruby A. Arnold 
at Atlantic. 

Both of these young fellows live on the 
same street as Mrs. Arnold and suspicion 
was directed to them from the first by the 
police who have kept the matter quiet until 
they had their men safe behind the bars. 
The LEDGER knew Thursday morning 
that warrants had been issued. 

Cummings has a bad reputation, and 
many things have been laid at his door, 
although up to the present time he has 
succeeded in covering his tracks so well as 
to elude the police. 

He came to Atlantic from South Boston 
about a year ago and at that time the 
officers of Station 6, South Boston, notified 
Chief Langley that his reputation was any- 
thing but good. Since he has been in 
Quincy he has been driving a junk wagon 
for his father. 

Hurley is an Atlantic boy and up to the 
present case the police have nothing against 
him, and say as far as they know his repu- 
tation has been good, and among the young 
men of Atlantic it is said that he is one 
of the last persons that they ever thought 
to see in a scrape of this kind. He has 
been employed by Peter Martin driving a 
tip cart. 

Both men were arrested separately and 
were confined in cells at the lockup far 
apart, and one did not know that the other 
had been arrested. 

Cummings when questioned denied all 
knowledge of the break. When questioned 
as to where he was that night, he said he 
was out and met another fellow whose 
name he had forgotten. 

Hurley, however, when arrested and con- 
fronted with the charge, broke down and 
confessed that they were the ones that 
entered the house, He said that on the 
night in question he had met Cummings, 
and that both were more or less intoxicated. 
Cummings finally proposed that they en- 
ter Mrs, Arnold’s house to which he con- 
sented. Cummings broke a window and 
turned the catch and crawled in. He then 
opened the door and let Hurley in, Hur- 
ley does not say anything about their eat- 
ing all there was in the house, but says he 
was so drunk that he did not know any- 
thing, and that he sat in a chair while 
Cummings went up stairs. What tran- 
spired there he does not know. 

This morning when the men were brought 
into court they were the centre of attrac- 
tion. Cummings had thelook of one who 
did not care. His face was very red and 
there were several scratches upon it which 
were evidently made by Mrs. Arnold in 
her fight with him on Monday night. 

Hurley appeared crestfallen, as though 
he fully realized the position he was in. 

They were arraigned for breaking and 
entering the house of Mrs, Arnold. Cum- 
mings pleaded not guilty and Hurley said 
guilty but upon advice of his counsel said, 
not guilty. 

The evidence of the government was 
practically the same as already published. 

The only defence offered was by Cum- 
mings, who took the stand and told his 
story, substantially as follows: 

Monday night he went to Boston to pay 
a bill for his father and on his way out he 
stopped at Rogers’ barroom at Field’s Cor- 
ner, where he purchased a bottle of liquor 
for his father. - He met Hurley at this bar- 
room and treated him to several drinks. 
They then took a car as far as Neponset 
where they got off and started to walk 
home. When they reached Barry’s store 
in Atlantic there was a row in progress in 
which they became mixed up. When this 
row was ended, they started toward home, 
Hurley leading the way, while he brought 
up in the rear, leading a man who was in- 
toxicated. He did not know the man’s 
name, but bad met him in the ears the 
Saturday night previous. This man he 
describes as 5 feet 5 inches tall, and was 
dressed in black clothes and soft hat. He 
had high thin cheek bones and looked as 
though he wasin the last stages of con- 
sumption. He supposed that he was an 
American. When they reached Walnut 
street he had a “‘scrap’’ with the man, dur- 
ing which he got hisfacecut. Breaking 
away he left the fellow with Hurley and 
went home where he arrived at about 
12.20. 

When asked if he had drank anything 
that night he replied nothing but a little 
tonic. He formerly drank, but had taken 
the pledge two weeks ago. 

After hearing all of the evidence the 
court found probable cause to be- 
lieve the prisoners guilty, and held Cum- 
mings in $1,500 for the grand jury and 
Hurley in $600. 

It is thought that when the case comes 
before the grand jury and hears the ad- 
ditional evidence that will be presented, 


that they will indict Cummings for man- | 4¢@ms Building, Room 21. 


slaughter. 
The officers deserve to be complimented 


upon their good work in bringing the 


probable parties in this case to justice. 


tt is probable that Hurley will get bail 
but Cummings will not. Should Cum- 
mings be fortunate enough to be bailed he 
will be immediately arrested for man- 
slaughter. 

The funeral of Mrs. Arnold will be held 
Saturday morning and her body will be 
taken to Taunton for interment. 

It is sad to think that Monday this lady 
who enjoyed good health retired at night 
intending to visit friends at Taunton the 
next day, should now be going to the same 
place but under far different circumstances, 

Both of the young men are twenty-two 
years of age; and Hurley, a year or more 
ago, worked for some time for Col. 
Packard,

Edward Solomon, 

New York, Nov. 17.—Lillian Russell, 
the prima donna, obtained from Judge 
McAdam the annulment of her marriage 
to Edward Solomon, the comic opera com- 
poser.

Miss Russell testified that she was mar- 
ried in 1884, not knowing that he was a 
married man. 


DEATH FROM STARVATION 
The Fate Which Is Boldly Staring at 
People of Nictheroy. 

NEW York, Nov. 17.—A special to The 
World from Rio Janeiro says: Your cor- 
respondent has just returned from Nicth- 
eroy. ‘The scene there was appalling. The 
misery is great. Over 100 houses have 
been utterly destroyed and over 2000 peo- 
ple injured. The streets are full of bodies 
and debris. 

All the people able to do so, have re- 
moved from the town. A few thousand 
are hidden in the wood beyond the outer 
suburbs. 

Mothers and young girls are begging 
scraps of food from the soldiers, and the 
patriotic battalions are dividirg their ra- 
tions with the starving people.

The only crime of 
which he is accused, so far as learned, is 
that he did not favor the revolutionists.

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STEAN nSOATING OR GOLD. 


Getting Metal at the Rate of $100 a Day | 
From the Bed of a River. | 

Extravagant stories are told about the 
wealth of gold sprinkled throughout the } | 
Snake river country in Idaho. Asa gen- 
eral thing the gold is very fine, the par- 
ticles being of so light weight as to be 
elusive. Save w hen. worked on a large | 
scale, it is difficult to make good wages 
$n recovering the gold. Numerous bars 
along the river would prove profitable 
could water be commanded for sluicing 
or hydraulic purpeses. An adequate sup- | 
ply is hard to obtain on account of the 
slightand gradual fall ef the stream and 
the level character of the outlying lands. 
To overcome this lack of water, as well 
as insure sufficient dumping ground, a 
big floating gold saving dredge has been 
constructed and is now at work on the} 
Idaho bank of the Snake river, about 10) 
niles above Payette. 

It is astern wheel flatboat propelled by 
steam. Substantially constructed, 65 
feet long and 22 feet wide, it is equipped | 
with a 35 horsepower marine engine and | 
boiler and adapted in every way for navi- | 

gating Idaho’s great waterway. 
slight alteration it could be transformed 
intoa steam dredge and used to scoop) 
up sand and gravel from the bottom of 
the stream. That has never been at- 
tempted. Asin the past, operations are | 
how confined to working bars out of the 
bed or channel of the river. The method | 
pursued is to anchor alongside one of 
these gravel deposits and by the use of 
scrapers bring the material to be han- 
dled within the reach of the gold wash- 
ing machinery with which the craft is 
rigged. The gravel is scooped up by 
buckets attached to an endless chain, 

There are 48 of these receptacles on a 
belt 60 feet in length, and each has a ca- 
pacity of about 20 pounds of dirt, which 
is delivered intoa hopper. This is also 
an agitator, and the process employed 
may be described as a steam rocker, 
with the exception that it has an end 
motion instead of one sidewise. The 
gold is caught on copper plates with 
quicksilver. The tailings are carried off 
in sluice boxes by the force of a stream 
of water of 150 mineral inches, supplied 
by a China pump, run by the engine 
which drives all the other machinery. 
The gravel is worked so thoroughly that 
no gold escapes in the tailings that are | 
dumped into the river. An average of 
100 tons of gravel is daily handled, and 
for this work three men are employed— |} 
an engineer, one to work the scraper 
and another who shovels the dirt into a 
pile so that the buckets can scoop up a 
full load. | 

The bar now being worked covers an 
area of 10 to 15 acres. The gold is on! 
top or close to the surface and will not 
pay to handle toa greater depth than 1 
foot to 18 inches. This shows a value of 
1}to 3centsa pan. A cleanup is made 
every night, and the average of the runs 
for the first three days was very satisfac- 
tory to Thornton Williams, the owner of | 
the craft. Hesayshe expects to take out | 
upward of $100 a day as longas he works, 
which will be untitcold weather sets in.

A good breeze was blowing 
then, but Mr. Cramp decided to have the 
trial and headed the ship for Thatchers 
island. The run down was made at & 
good speed, and as the ship neared the 
U.S.S. Dolphin, which marked the start, 
she was steaming a good 20 knots. 

Gave the Fires a Chance. 

But the fires under the boilers were un- 
satisfactory, and before Mr. Cramp would 
consent to start over the course the ship 
took a wide sweep to windward to allow 
the fires to get in good condition. The 
wind had been increasing ia velocity all 
the time, and was now blowing 30 miles 
an hour. But she had it well on the quar- 
ter as sbe bore down on the Dolphin a sec- 
ond time, and her mighty engines were 
sending her through the water ata trifle 
over 22 knots an hour. 

At 10:45 Cuptain Sargent gave the en- 
gineer the bell for full speed, and the 
Columbia sped past the Dolphin. The 
three engines were making 139, 138 and 133 
revolutions, re-pectively, and the ship 
trembled under the mighty strain. About 
three miles beyond the Doiphin the little 
tug Iwana marked the course, and past 
this the Columbia dashed at 10:51. 

The ship’s speed was now 223-4 knots, 
The U.S. S. Kearsarge was the next buoy 
to pass and her spars were clearly visible 
right down to leeward. The Columbia 
was fast gathering speed. She steered 
straight for the old ship ahead. « 

Declared O€, 

The Kearsarge was within a couple of 
miles when Captain Sargent discovered 
she had lost her position in the course. 
He then found that the Columbia was 
some two miles off the straight course, 
owing to having headed directly for the 
Kearsarge. When Mr. Cramp heard it he 
communicated the fact to the naval board, 
and the trial was declared off. 

The Kearsarge had been unable to hold 
her anchorage, owing t» the strong wind, 
and had dragzed a couple of miles to lee- 
ward. 

The Celumb’a headed for Boston in the 
teeth ofa gale. A big sea was running 
and the ship was wet fore and aft. Mr. 
Cramp says the trixl will occur when the 
wind abates, probably ou Saturday. 

Mr. Cramp gave a startling piece of in- 
formation as to the specd the ship attained 
at her preliminary trial.

AN AWFUL TRAGEDY. 


4 Italian Kills Three Persons amd 
Commits Suicide. 

DEADWoop, S. D., Nov. 17.—One of the 
most horrible tragedies ever known in the 
Black Hills occurred in Sawpit Gulch, two 
miles west of here. Joseph Tha, an Italian, 
was married about a year ago to a cousin 
of Josieo Tammetta. A few months after 
his wife left him and has made her home 
at her cousin’s. 

Tha, after her repeated refusals to return 
to him and his failure to have refunded to 
him the money he sent her to come from 
Italy, made several efforts to blow up 
Tammetta’s house. 

He went to Tammetta’s house yesterday 
considerably under the influence of liquor, 
and shortly after shots were heard by the 
neighbors. Nothing was thought of it, 
however, until several hours after, when @ 
peddler rapped at the door, and getting no 
reply, but hearing groans from within, 
entered. 

Lying around the room amid a horrible 
confusion of broken and scattered furni- 
ture lay Mrs. Tha, shot through the 
mouth; Tammetta, with a bullet in his 
breast, and Mrs. Tammetta, with a fright- 
ful gash in her forehead, inflicted with an 
ax, all still in death. In the woodshed 
Tha lay gasping for breath with a bullet 
through his head. In the midst of all this 
bloody horror, Mrs. Tametta’s two little 
children, a year and a half and three years 
old, were playing. 

There is no doubt but that the fiendish 
crime was premeditated, as the doors of 
the house were all locked on the inside, 
presumably by Tha, who lived but afew 
hours.

HEMMED IN BY FIRE, 
Miners In » Scotch Colliery Have a Nar- 
row Escape From Death, 
Lonpon, Nov. 17.—The explosion of a 
paraffine lamp in the engine room of the 
Summerlie-Kirkwood mine at Airdrie, 
Scotland, set fire to two of the shafts. It 
was an idle day and only 52 of the 200 men 
usually employed were on duty. These 
52 were entombed inthe pit and were in 
danger of being suffocated, as the venti- 
lating fans were stopped. There was a 
scarcity Of water and the firemen were 

almost helpless. 

The flames from the burning mine, as- 
sisted by a Qerce gale, illuminated the 
entire district. The wives and the rela- 
tives of the imprisoned miners surrounded 
the mouth of the pit and made piteous 
appeals to the men to make an attempt at 
rescue. 

After noble work on the part of firemen 
and other rescuers, the fire was extin- 
guished and the miners rescued.

THE HUB'S HYSTERY. 


Members of the Toole Family 
Give Their Testimony. 


MICHAEL SLT AT LIBERTY 


Because Evidence Was Insuffi- 
cient to Hold Him. 


Boston, Nov. 18.—There was a surprise 
for those who attended the preliminary 
trial in the Toole poisoning case in South 
Boston yesterday, for at the conclusion of 
the testimony of Michael Toole he was 
discharged from custody by the court, 
upon the recommendation of Isaxe Paul, 
counsel for the government. 


JUDGE FALLON. 

It was nearly 10 o’clock when Judge 
Fallon got his regular morning work 
cleared away in the district court and was 
ready to begin the hearing inthe Toole 
case, to decide whether there was sufficient 
evidence for holding Michael and Stephen 
Toole, or either of them, forthe grand 
jury, on charge of murdering their mother 
and sister. 

After the Jawyers for the government 
and the defense had done the usual 
amount of preliminary sparring, Michael 
A. Toole was called to the witness stand. 
He looked pale. After answering the 
usual questions as to his name, age, em- 
ployment, etc., he told about his connec- 
tion with the drugs firm of Carter, Carter 
& Kilham, which terminated a year ago 
last August. Since then he has worked 
in several places, and has called at the 
Washington-street drug store many times 
on business and to see the clerk with 
whom he was formerly associated. 

Bought Cyanide of Potassium. 

The last time he remembers calling 
there was between five and seven weeks 
ago, when he bought a quarter of a pound 
of cyanide of potassium of a clerk named 
Charles Adams. He testified that Adams 
asked him waat he was going todo with 
the poison, aud his answer was that it was 
to be used to kill insects. Then he took 
the poison home and gave it to bis sister 
Mary. It was ina tin box, and she made 
a solution ina pickle bottle. A few days 
before he bought the poison, Michael said 
he wept to tue store of Carter, Carter & 
Kilham and asked for it of,another clerk, 
who refused to sell the drug for the pur- 
pose required. The cyanide of potassium 
was finally purclased at the instance of 
Mary Toole, «nd with money furuished by 
her. 

Michael then told the story of his doings 
onthe day of the murders, in answer to 
questions by Mr. Paul, while Michael J. 
Creed watched him and once ina while 
made an objection. During the forenoon 
of the day, Michael said, he was in the 
city on some errands, and returned home 
at about noon. He could not remember 
what members of the family he saw upon 
his return. After dinner he went down 
cellar, where he was busy fixing some 
boards at the windows until about 4:39 in 
the afternoon. 

After supper in the evening he was sent 
after the bottle of porter by his mother, 
and upon his return he left it in the 
kitchen without having seen any one open 
it. The next thing that happened was 
when he heard cries and found his mother 
and sister had ben poisoned. At the con- 
clusion of this testimony the court ordered 
the discharge of Michael Toole on the 
charge of murder. 

Mary Toole’s Testimony. 


Mary Toole was next called to the stand 
and began her testimony concerning the 
purchase and use of the cyanide of potas- 
sium. Thelast time she saw the bottle 
her brother Stephen had it, on the day of 
the murder,and she saw him empty its 
contents into a pail at about 11 o’clock in 
the forenoon of thatday. The pail was 
partly full of water when Stephen poured 
the solution into it, and witness did not 


| know that there was any more of the} 
| poison in the house, exceptin the box | 


which Michael purchased at the store of 
Carter, Cait-r & Kilham. 

Later in the day, witness saw Stepheao 
empty the contents «f the pail into the 
sink. Perhaps Stephen might have put 
some of the solution on some bedsteads 
to kill bedbugs, during the day, but wit- 
pess did not sce him. Inregardto the 


| poison lefs in the box in the dry state, 


witness sew her mother put it into a 
trunk, andno one connected with the 
bousehold had seen it since. 

During the day of the murder witness 
did not bear a quarrel between Stepbea 
and his mother or any other members of 
the family, and did not have one with him 
herself. In regard to the occurrences dur- 
ing.the evening cf the murders. Mary told 
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practically th: same story as has been tola 
by all of the members of the family since 
that time, 

Patrick's Testimony. 

The next witness called was Patrick 
Toole. Patrick said he had not been at 
home during Wednesday after 7 o'clock 
in the morning. He returned at about 
10.30 p.m. He went home then because 
his youngest brother went for him to 
where he was spending the evening. 
Patrick’s testimony regarding the alleged 
trouble between himself and Stephen was 
considerably different from that of previ- 
ous witnesses. He denied having any 
words with Steve on the Monday previous 
to the deaths. He did rot accuse Steve of 
taking his pocketbook. So far as his 
knowledge went he did not notice any of 
the family around after 11 o’clook that 
night. He was not aware of the presence 
of cyanide of potassium in tho house at 
my time, Ho heard ucthing about 
om Wednesday evening. = 

Know Nothing About Polson, 

Joseph F. Toole, the youngest of the 
five brothers, followed Patrick. He is 18 
years old and is employed at the state 
house as messenger to Governor Russell, 
On Wednesday morning Joseph left home 
at about 8 o'clock, returning at abont 5. 
Had his supper s.on after. He saw his 
mother, father, Minnie and Stephen in 
different parts of the house. The latter 
was in the kitchn. He did not know that 
there was any cyanide of potassium in the 
house. Witness heard Dr, Whipple say 
the deaths of his mother and sister were 
caused by poisoning. He saw tha bottle 
on the bureau. Joseph was not awarc 
that his mother was in the habit of using 
porter, 

Another Brother Testifies. 

John J. Toole, another brother, testified 
that he overheard some words between 
Patrick and Michael on Monday evening. 
John said he did not sce Stephen in the 
house on Wednesday night. Hedid see 
the bottle of porter and the two glasses. 
Did not touch the bottle, Witness saw 
Stephen in the house late in the evening, 
sfter the fact of the deaths became known. 
fe was in the kitchen with an uncle and 
two cousins; did not know the exact time. 
Never knew poison to be kept in the 
house. 

Dr. Draper on the Stand, 

The last witness of the afternoon was 
Dr. Frank W. Draper, medical examiner 
for Suffolk county, who testified that tha 
contents of the porter bottle was given to 
Professor Tucker by him to be analyzed. He 
made a full autopsy on the bodies the fol- 
lowing morning. In the cases of both 
bodies the after-death stiffness was 
marked. The various internal parts of the 
bodies were placed in bottles and pre- 
served for analytical purposes. Tests were 
made for prussic acid or potassium, aad 
the response was instant. At this point 
the court adjourned, 


Nictheroy Sails Tomorrow. 

New York, Nov. 18.—The Nictheroy, 
formerly El Cid, yesterday afternoon pro- 
ceeded from Woodruff’s stores, where she 
has keen coaling, to an anchor off Fort 
Wadsworth, where she took on her crew 
of about 200 men.

MYSTERIOUS DOINGS 


Which White House Guardians Are 
Unable to Check. 


WICKED WORK WITH KNIFE 


Accomplished Despite the Ex- 
traordinary Precautions. 


New York, Nov. 18—A Washington 
special to The Commercial Advertiser 
Bays: 

In spite of all the precautions for the 
protection of the preaident and to keep 
cranks away from the White House, the 
sacred precincts of the mansion have been 
entered in some mysterious manner, and 
the president’s household is greatly ex- 
cited. 


For many weeks past there has been a 
series of robberies of a mysterious and pe- 
culiar kind in Washington. The burglars 
have stolen but few things, but have at 
each visit destroyed a considerable amount 
of furniture, slashing pianos and chairs 
and cutting up table linen and clothing. 
Every effort to trace the criminals has 
failed up to this time. 

Without any thought of burglars, but 
solely for the protection of the president, 
who is greatly afraid of cranks, the White 
House has been guarded by special detec- 
tives and policemen in addition to the 
regular watchmen, and every precaution 
has been taken to preventany unauthor- 
ized person from entering the building. 
The eust room alone has been open to visi- 
tors. None have been permitted to euter 
there who looked suspicious, and those 
who have been permitted to examine the 
house have been in charge of watchmen. 

ll other portions of the house have been 
kept closed to visitors, 

Precautions of No Avail. 

Notwithstanding all these precautions 
tt has been demonstrated that the house 
may be entered without the knowledge of 
the guardians. It has been discovered 
that some person, or persons, possibly a 
crank, has entered the green room, where 
visitors are not allowed except witha 
guard in attendance, and slashed the fur- 
niture with a knife. Great slashesin the 
form of across have been cut iwto the 
beautiful satin upholstery, and other acts 
of vandalism upon the furniture have been 
committed. 

Whether this was wanton vandalism, 
with no other object in view, or whether 
it was done by some crank as a warning or 
threat against the president, is not known. 
The supposition is that the cutting of 
crossesin the furniture is intended as a 
threat, such as senders of bloodthirsty an- 
ovymous letters convey by cross bones and 
bloody skulls. 

Whatever may be the motive, the fact 
thatan entrance could be made to the build- 
ing, and this act of vandalism committed 
and the culprit escape without being dis-" 
covered, has sent cold chil!s down the back 
of the president’s household. 

A Visit From “Princess Anne,” 

The woman who styles herself ‘‘Princess 
Ance” of Hoboken, niece of Queen Vic- 
toria, again appeared at the White House 
yesterday and uusterely demanded an 
audience with Mr. Clevelund. ‘lhe usher 
atthe main enterance politely informed 
her that it would be impossible to see the 
president until the nature of her business 
was known. She refused to give any in- 
formation on this point, and informed the 
usher that she thought she had been 
treated very budly. 

“Farewell,’’ said her highness. “I go, 
but not toreturn. I will go back to Ho- 
boken, there to. tell my people and my 
aunt’s subjects how I have been used.” 


A LIVELY SQUABBLE 


Between Powderly and Those nosed to 
His Admivistration. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 18.—The fourth 
session of the Knights of Labor general 
assembly was the liveliest yet. General 
Master Workman Powderly made scath- 
ing denunciation of the methods of certain 
men in the order and a general denial of 
the charges made by Secretary-Treasurer 
Hayes. He talked fora longtime about 
the state of the order and its future pros- 
pects. Other members made things 
lively by declaring that stories printed in 
morning papers were lies made out of 
whole cloth. Their statements were chal- 
lenged by several of the opposing faction, 
who said there was a great deal of truth in 
the stories. 

Mr. Powderly denounced the charges 
made by Secretary-Treasurer Hayes a3 ab- 
solutely and ungualifiedly false. He said 
that thera bad been no misappropriation 
of funds donated for the relief of strikers 
at Homestead, and that each and every 
act of the executive board was open 
to the inspection of the delegates 
to the general assembly. He explained 
where all the money said to have been 
misapplied was used, He then appealed 
to the general assembly, and asked if they 
were not satisfied with his explanation. 
On his views looking toward the amalga- 
mation of the knights with kindred or- 
ganizations, he elaborated on the subject 
quite extensively. A committee was ap- 
pointed to confer on the amalgamation. 


A FIENDISH CRIME. 


Feeble Minded Girl Outraged and Kept 
a Prisoner. 


Bripceport, Conn., Nov. 18.—The po- 
lice arrested William H. Cook, aged 60, 
for assaulting Nellie Mahoney, an 18-year- 
old orphan. He induced the girl to enter 
a furniture store, where he is employed, 
one evening about four weeks ago, and as- 
saulted her. Since then she has been con- 
fined in acellar that was seldom used, and 
Cook has procured her meals for her. The 
proprietor of the store went into the cellar 
yesterday and found the girl there. After 
some questioning she told him the whole 
story. 

Cook hasa wife and several children. 
The girl was in a terrible condition, Her 
hair had not been combed in a month, and 
herclothing was filthy. She has no one 
to care for her and is not quite sensible.

BRAINTREE’S NEW CHURCH. 


The Foundation Going In—Contract to be 
Let in Few Days. 


Foundation operations have begun on 
the new church for the Baptist society, on 
Washington street. The situation is 
midway between Braintree proper and 
South Braintree. The land was bought of 
Mr. Josephus Sampson, being part of a 
rough piece of land, some years ago, but, 
through dint of much labor and expense, 
made one of the most sightly and valuable 
pieces of real estate in the town. 

The building will stand twenty-five feet 
back off the street and will measure 74 by 
64 feet with a tower in front, rising to 
seventy-five feet, in which is to be the 
principal entrance to the church. 

The land is in the form of a square, run- 
ning from Washington street to the rail- 
road track and containing quite a number 
of acres. It has been used for pasturage, and 
bas been without buildings, leaving an 
empty space on the principal street of the 
town, which was undesirable. It will now 
be partially occupied by the new church 
which cannot but be welcomed on this, if 
not On any other grounds, as an ornament 
to the street and consequently a great 
improvement in the appearance of things 
in the immediate neighborhood. 

Mr. Sampson is busy building a road, to 
run through the centre of the plot in 
anticipation of other buildings going up, a 
purpose with which we arein full sympathy 
because encouraging the prospect that by 
erection of dwelling houses in close prox- 
imity to each other, on Washington street, 
between the north and south parts of the 
town, will tend most effectively, to kill the 
sectional feeling which has been in existence 
from time immemorial between these two 
sections of the town. It is highly proper 
and not to be wondered at if the location 
of this new church shall prove the means 
of hastening and bring about this happy 
aud most desirable condition of things. 

The contract for the building has not 
been given out, or was not at the time of 
this writing, but the mason work has been 
given to Charles H. Custance of this town 
who bas begun operations.

A WOMAN FOR SALE. 


4 Betrayed Girl Offers to Sell Herself to 
the Southern Medical College. 

Witha pale, haggard face; with a wild, 
despairing look and tears literally 
streaming down her hollow, sunken 
vheeks, Maud Fambro, a once innocent 
country girl, entered the Southern Med- 
ical college yesterday afternoon. Ap- 
proaching Uncle Robert Pierce, the kind- 
ly disposed old janitor, she asked for the 
ladies’ reception room. 

After having seated herself, the young 
woman in a dazed sort of way sur- 
veyed the room and its contents with 
evident fear and dread. After a mo- 
ment’s hesitation sheinquired of the jani- 
tor if the college wanted to buy a sub- 
ject. Ifso, she had one to offer for sale, 
which, although alive now, would in the 
course of a month or two be at the dis- 
posal of the college if terms were agreed 
upon. 

“Where is the subject, miss?’ he asked, 
bowing lowly. 

“Why, here it is—right here. Do you 
see me? I am the one. Do you think 
they will buy my body?’ she went on, 
looking the janitor squarely in the face. 
“T am going’to die, and I know it, and 
what I want to do is to arrange for the 
future. My history, I will say at the be- 
ginning, is familiar to all where I live, 
and rather than go back and face my 
degradation and shame prefer to die! 
Won't they buy my body?’ she almost 
pleaded. 

“Upon what terms would you make 
the disposition?’ inquired a fiendish look- 
ing medical student. 

“I will sell it for most any, price. 
What I want to do is to make future 
provision for my baby. I haven't but 
one copper in the world and am here 
without a place to shelter my head. I 
thought by coming to Atlanta I'd make 
a trade by the college agreeing to take 
my body after Iam gone. Ido not know 
where to go or what to do.” 

It is the same old story of man’s per- 
fidy and woman’s worse than weakness. 
Six months ago she was a highly respect- 
ed country girl, living on the line of 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad 
near a pretty little town of 1,800 or 2,000 
inhabitants—now an outcast and a wan- 
derer upon the face of the earth. A once 
poor, innocent country lass, she seeks to 
make a horrible and ghastly disposition 
of her corpse that she might make proper 
provision for her future offspring. It is 
indeed a sad case. 

The girl, not meeting with what she 
thought proper consideration, left the 
college, saying she was going to carry 
out her intention or commit suicide. She 
was entreated to go home and was given 
enough money to pay her railroad fare 
to the little town from which she came 
yesterday. It is not known where she 
went after leaving the college.—Atlanta 
Constitution. 


MANY MILES IN A CANOE, 


Warburton Pike’s Exploration Into the In- 
terior of Alaska. 

Warburton Pike, the English explorer, 
has arrived at Nanaimo, B. C., from the 
interior of Alaska, huving made a jour- 
ney of over 4,000 miles in a small canoe, 
He left Victoria, B. C., a year ago last 
July for Fort Wrangle, and thence pro- 
ceeded to Stikeen riverina canoe through 
the Cassair country and followed the 
Dease river as far as the junction with 
the Laird tributary of the Mackenzie 
river. There he spent the winter hunt- 
ing big game. Late in the winter Pike 
started out with a dog sled for Francis 
lake, which he crossed, and thence made 
the portage to the Pelly lakes, getting 
into a country never before explored by 
white man. 

Spring had set in by the time the 
Pelly lakes were reached, and crossing 
there Pike followed the Pelly river to 
its source. On his return he followed 
the Pelly river to Lewis river, which he 
followed to the Yukon. He then began 
a continuous journey of 2,500 miles, 
which lasted for two months. He left 
the Yukon river near the coast and made 
a portage to Kuskoquin river and thence 
made his way around tho coast to Fort 
Alexander, the trip having lasted 13 
months. 

During the whole time he met with no 


accident. He used the same canoe all 
through. It weighs only 100 poundsand 


is 17 feet long. Mr. Pike formed a very 
poor opinion of the interior of Alaska 
He says it is absolutely worthless ex- 
cept for hunting. Game of all kinds is 
abundant.— Washington Star.

Gratz, Noy. 18.—Princs Alexander of 
Battenberg, formerly prince of Bulgaria, 
died here yesterday. 

Prince Alexander of Batten berg, ex- 
prince of Bulgaria, was born April 5, 1857, 
the second son of Prince Alexander of 
Hesse by his morganatic marriage with 
the Countess von Kauck. Prince Alex- 
ander served his apprenticeship to the pro- 
fessor of arms in the Russian service, and 
took part in the Russo-Turkish war of 
1877-78. Subsequently he was transferred 
tothe German army, holding a commis- 
sion in the Imperial Life Guards. In 1879 
he was chosen Prince of Bulgaria by the 
asseinbly of the notables at Tirnova. 

In 1885 events forced a collision between 
Bulgaria and Servia. In this short and 
sharp war Prince Alexander proved him- 
selt an admirable commander, winning a 
series of br lliant victories over the Ser- 
vians. The result of his success was the 
union of the two Bulgarias unier bis rule. 

This moved the anger of the czar, who 
did not wish to sce Prince Alexander too 
powerful a potentate, and a series of in- 
trigues was set on foot against him from 
St. Petersburg. On the 20th of August, 
1886, a military revolt, instigated by Rus- 
sia, forced Prince Alexander to abdicate. 
He was taken a prisoner to Russian soil, 
but his subjects clamored for his return, 
gud he was restored to them. 

His experiences had satisfied him, how- 
tver, that he could not rule in Bulgaria, 
save with the cons-nt of Russia, and he 
formally abdicated the throne and retired 
to Germany, where he passed the re- 
mainder of his life. His elder brother is 
the husband of Princess Beatrice of Eng- 
land. 


BASEBALLISTS ADJOURN, 


Business of Interest Transacted at the 
Last Day's Session. 

New YORK, Nov. 18.— The National 
League magnates yesterday an-:ended sec- 
tion 3 of the constitution, making the 
president of the League the entire sched- 
ule commit:ee, instead of three, as hereto- 
fore. It was resolved that the president 
should be sole interpreter of the playing 
rules during the championship season. 

The resolution adopted last year allow- 
ing each club to i-sue 25 season tickets was 
renewed; also the resolution allowing 
each club to permit 5 percent free admis- 
sions. 

Mes-rs. Soden, Brush and Byrne were 
appoiuted as an emergency commit- 
tee. This was the outcome of the Cleve- 
land deal, in which Detroit has offered a 
large bonus to get the clu» and get in the 
League circuit. The duty of this commit- 
tee is “‘to receive all applications for fran- 
chises in the National League of Profes- 
sional Baseball clubs.”” By the appoint- 
ment of this committee the matter is left 
in their hands. 

The double season question elicited 
much talk. The matter was finally dis- 
posed of by the passage of the following: 
“Agreed that the scnedule for 1894 be upon 
the plan as of 1893.” 

The pre-ident was authorized to appoint 
seven umpires only. Adjourned to Feb. 
26. 


INJURIES CAUSED DEATH. 


Michael Mullen Was Seriously Assaulted 
by Two Comrades. 

Boston, Nov. 18.—Early this morning 
Officers arrested Patrick Mullen, aged 25, 
and Martin Duran, 28, on suspicion of 
causing the death of Michael Mullen, who 
died at his home, 9 Chestnut avenue, late 
last night, undersuspicious circumstances. 

These men are the ones who were 
arrested for assaulting Mullen last Tues- 
day night. Mullen was taken to the 
station after the assault cccurred, and as 
he did not then appear to b2 at all seri- 
ously injured, he went to his home, where 
he died shortly after midnizht last night. 

The two arrested men were to have a 
hearing on the assault case today and 
were released on bail. They wil! now be 
held pending the investigation of the medi- 
cal examiner, and the charge against them 
may be changed to mauslaughter.

ACTOR TELLS HIS STORY. 


Says vewa sere Stories Were 
Absolutely Ridiculous. 


NEw YORK, Nov. 18.—The Herald says 
of the report that Harry Woodruff had re- 
signed from Frohman’s company in order 
to take a law course at Yale, the expense 
of which was to be borne by George Gould, 
as he was the promised husband of Miss 
nna Gould: 

Mr. Woodruff was seen very late last 
night, and said to a reporter: “It is 
abzolutely untrue. There is no marriage 
engagement; there is no friendship be 
tween Miss Anna Gould and myself. There 
has been none for more than a year. There 
never was any—simply an acquaintance- 
ship. I met her casually at atea. I met 
her two or three times after that. I found 
that the acquaintanceship was not agree- 
able to the family, and I modestly stopped 
—ceased all communication with her. I 
feel very bad about the publicity of the 
thing for the sake of the family. I know 
it will cause a great deal of annoyance, 
but the thing is so absolutely ridiculous 
that I can’t help but see the funny side of 
it—the comedy side.” 

Never Visited the Gould Home. 

“Did you ever call upon Miss Anna 
Gould at her father’s home?” 

“No,” rephel Mr. Woodruff. “I met 
her a few times at various receptions that 
I attended at the houses of mutual friends. 
Our meetings were quite accidental— 
—quite by chance. I wish you would say 
this forme: That so far as my going to 
Yale is concerned I shall pay my expenses 
out of my own earnings, together witha 
legacy left me by my mother, part of her 
inheritance from the estate of her father, 
Gabriel W. Coite.” 

Mr. Woodruff then was told of the story 
that he made some statements about ex- 
pecting to marry Miss Anna Gould “after 
a dinner where he had loaded too much.” 

“That statement is an outrage,” ex- 
claimed Mr. Woodruff. “It is entirely 
false. Inever made any such assertion. 
I never drink liquor of any kind.” 

Woodruff says he has never met Miss 
Helen Gould. 


PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 


Antonio Sacco Arraigned For the Mur- 
der of James Squires. 

Boston, Noy. 18.—Antonio Sacco yester- 
day afternoon pleaded ‘not guilty” to the 
indictment charging him with manslaugh- 
ter in causing the death of James Squires 
atthe North End several months ago. 
Judge Richard-on fixed his bail at $5000. 

The crime for which Sacco must stand 
trial was committed about 6:30 in the 
evening, May 28. Squires and a friend 
named John Cavanagh, in passing from 
Canny place into Webster avenue jostled 
three Italians who were standing in front 
of the place. One of them struck Cava- 
nagb, and he retaliated by knocking his 
assailant down. Upon this Squires inter- 
posed, and as he was drawing his friend 
away from the group cf Italians the one 
who had been knocked down arose and, 
drawing a revolver from his pocket, fired 
three shots at Squires as rapidly as he 
could pull the trigger. 

Before the smoke from the weapon had 
cleared away Squires was lying dead on 
the pavement, and the three Italians were 
runviog throuzh the avenue toward Unity 
street, into which they turne! in the direc- 
tion of Charter street. Two of them were 
soon after arrested, but Sacco, the one 
that fired the pistol shot, escaped. A 
short time ago it was learned that his 
whereabouts were known and he was then 
arrested. 


WELCOME NEWS. 


Work In English Mining Towns Will Be 
Resumed Monday. 

Lonpon, Nov. 18.—The conference be- 
tween the Mine Owners’ association and 
delegates from the Miners’ Federation 
was held yesterday at the foreign office 
under the chairmanship of Lord Rose- 
bery. The question of ending the strike 
was discussed in all its bearings. 

It is announced that it was settled by 
the conference that the miners should re- 
sume work at the old wages till February, 
when a conciliation board will be formed. 
This board will hold its first meeting Dec. 
13. It will be constituted for one year. If, 
at the first meeting, the members fail to 
elect a chairman, the specker of the house 
of commons will nominate one. The board 
will be empowered to determine the rate 
of miners’ wages. 

The news that work would be resumed 
in the mines on Monday at the old wages 
was received with demonstrationsof great 
joy in all the mining centers of the mid- 
lands. The leaders of the miners read the 
dispatches aloud inthe streets, and the 
Waiting crowds of strikers cheered them- 
selves hoarse. Church bells were rung in 
allthe mining towns last evening, and 
thanksgiving services are being held today 
in the dissenters’ chapels.

Charges Were Pending Agsinst Him Yor 
Alleged Misdeeds. 

BosTox, Noy. 18—John M. Washburn, 
ex-treasurer of the Old Colony Railroad 
company, died at his home at 529 Beacon 
treet, yesterday, at the age of 73 years. 
Mr. Washburn was treasurer of the Old 
Colony road up to Sept. 26 last, when a 
meeting of the directors was held and 
President Choate made the announcement 
that an investigation revealed the fact 
that he was some $69,000 short in his ac- 
counts, and the office was declared to be 
vacant. 

Itis probable that the shock from this 
exposure lead to Mr. Washburn’s death, for 
up to that time he had been held in high 
esteem in the community and by the rail- 
way company which he served. He knew 
that the blow was coming, and had spent 
+o much energy in worrying over it and in 
trying to place himself right that on the 
day the announcement was made he was 
too sick to be seen by any one at his home, 
and it was stated at the house that he had 
then been confined to his room for some 
days. 

Since then he has not recovered, and 
when four suits were recently brought 
against him by the company to recover 
the amount of his alleged shortage, the 
shock probably caused a relapse, which, 
owing to his advanced yeurs, he was un- 
able to withstand. 

Mr. Washburo was a native of Liver- 
pore, Me., where be was born in 1820. In 
sduition to having held the office of treas- 
urer of the Oid Colony road for 43 years, 
he was the treasurer of the Old Colony 
Steamship company and of the Union 
fieight line. His son, who lives at home, 
was also employed in the Old Colony 
cflices asa clerk, and other members of 
Lis family who survive him are a widow 
and one daughter. 


MOVING SLOWLY. 


Improvement In Business Not So Brisk 
as Anticipated. 

New York, Nov. 18—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Wiekly Review of Trade says business is 
gaining, but that the improvement is 
slow. This is because very few realize 
how heavy a load business has to drag 
after itin climbing up again. Legislative 
uncertainties weigh heavily. The shrink- 
age in purchases for consumption has still 
made it impossible for many firms to go 
on as before. 

Monetary difficulties no longer hinder. 
It is true the treasury cash has fallen to 
$97,388,595, of which only $85,490,891 was 
gold, but there isno such alarm as there 
was when the gold reserve alone went be- 
low $100,000,00v, 

Stocks have slightly declined. 

In produce markets weakness was the 
rule, and yet the yielding was but small. 

The condition of industries improves, 
but they will wait for the revival of pur- 
chases by consumers. Twenty-four works 
of all kinds have wholly or in part re- 
sumed, against 14 closing. 

Yet less than half the iron working 
power is active and out of 99 woolen works 
at the east only 10 are working full time 

State factory inspectors report that out 
of 90,000 persons employed in textile mills 
in Philadelphia only 17,500 are at work. 

Clothiers bezin to realize that they can- 
not get goods at all unless their orders 
prevent a general closing of mills early in 
December. 

In boois and shoes there is also decided 
improvement. Shipments from Boston 
for the week were only 5 per cent less than 
a year ago. 

WAITING FOR NEWS. 
Speculation on the HMawalian Tangle 
Now at a Standstill, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The expected 
arrival at any moment of the next steamer 
from Hawaii, the Australia, has had the 
effect of decreasing to the lowest point the 
speculation and surmise that has been 
prevalent regurding the Hawaiian ques- 
tion. Officials of the state department, as 
well as the public at large, feel that this 
steamer will bring messages to the United 
States authorities and the representatives 
of the provisional government of the 
Hawaiian islands which might controvert 
all the speculations that have been in- 
dulged in end bring definite information 
of the situation at Honolulu. 

Under these circumstances there is abso- 
lutely no news, and it is doubtful whether 
there will be any until the arrival of the 
steamer at San Francisco. Secretary 
Gresham said that there was nothing fur- 
ther to be given to the press. The rumors 
that Blount’s report isto be made public 
are now denied, because there is nothing 
in it that has not already been published 
in substances. 

In Favor of Gardner. 

New YorK, Nov. 18.—The decision was 
hauded down by the supreme courtin the 
case of Charles W. Gardner, superintend- 
eat of Dr. Parkhurst’s society, who was 
convicted for extoriing money from the 
pr prietress of a disorderly house. The 
decisions sets aside the verdict of the jury 
which co:viered him, and an order has 
been issued directing that Gardner be dis- 
chai ged from the Tombs. 


Laidlaw vs. Sage. 

NEw York, Nov. 18.—The supreme court 
has reversed the decision of the lower 
court dismissing the action brought by 
Wilam R. Laidlaw to recover $50,000 
damages from Russell Sage for injuries 
received by Laidlaw during the dynamite 
explosion in Sage’s office. A new trial is 
ordered.

THE NEW CHINESE BILL, 


fhe Photograph Provision and the Decig. 
ration Concerning Merchants, 

The senate of the United States on the 
Jay before its adjournment passed the 
act for the amendment of the Geary ex. 
tlusion law precisely as it came from 
the house. In view of this decision and 
xf the overwhelming majority which the 
measure had received in the house, it 
must stand as the matured expression of 
the judgment or the representatives of 
the American people as a whole. 

It is rather noteworthy that while the 
period of extension granted to the Chi- 
nese for registration is six months after 
the enactment of this new law, the time 
will expire during the first week of sext 
May, or almost exactly one year after 
the period fixed in the original Geary 
act. That year will have taught much 
to our Mongolian fellow residents, and 
they may be expected to avail themselves 
almost to a man of the privilege now ac- 
corded by congress. 

The new law requires of the applicant 
a photograph, and this provision has 
sometimes been stigmatized as import- 
ing rogues’ gallery methods into its ex- 
ecution. This criticism is not sound. 
Many railroads, as was pointed out in 
the house debate, in giving their most 
favored customers the privilege of what 
are known as 1,000 mile tickets for alow- 
er price than ordinary mileage rates, re- 
quire that upon such a ticket shall be 
placed not only the purchaser’s name, 
but his photograph, in order that no- 
body else may use it. Most of those 
persons who had season tickets of free 
admission to the Chicago fair were in 
like manner obliged to attach their pho- 
tographs to the tickets. In these and 
similar cases the purpose is not humilia- 
tion, but identification, so that privileges 
granted may not be misused by persons 
who come wrongly into possession of 
them. That is exactly the case with the 
Chinese, and there is nothing else in the 
requirement of a photograph for the cer- 
tificate of protection. 

Another important new feature of the 
amendment act is that which defines the 
word ‘‘merchant,” as used in the Geary 
law. No one can question that it is bet- 
ter to have a precise description of what 
is intended by this term than that it 
should be left to conjectural interpreta- 
tion outside of the lawmaking power. 
A merchant is now declared to be, for 
the purpose of this act, ‘‘a person en- 
gaged in buying and selling merchandise 
at a fixed place of business, which busi- 
ness is conducted in his name, and who, 
during the time he claims to be engaged 
as a@ merchant, does not engage in the 
performance of any manual labor, ex- 
cept such as is necessary in the conduct 
of his business as such merchant.” This 
does not appear to be an unjust definition, 
or one unduly strained for the purpose of 
excluding persons from the status of 
merchants who are fairly entitled to it. 
But however that may be, the words 

thus used in the amended act are direct- 
ly drawn from similar definitions, either 
in preceding Chinese exclusion acts or 
in existing treasury decisions interpret- 
ing those acts and establishing rules for 
their execution.—New York Sun. 


BY TORCHLIGHT. 


fhat Was the Way the Cornerstone of the 
Staten Island Church Was Laid. 

The laying of a cornerstone at night is 
the novel sight that was witnessed at 
Stapleton, N. Y., theother evening, when 
the construction of the new First Pres- 
byterian church was formally inaugu- 
rated amid the glare of torches and elec- 
tric lights. 

The First Presbyterian church of Sta- 
pleton is one of the wealthiest and most 
fashionable congregations on Staten Is- 
land, but it has hitherto worshiped in a 
small and unpretentious edifice. Recent- 
ly it decided to erect a new and hand- 
some church, to cost a large sum of 
money, and the members hit upon the 
vovel plan of laying the cornerstone at 
aight to make the occasion memorable. 

Electric lights strung were from dif- 
ferent points and in such a manner as to 
throw the full glare directly on the spot 
where the cornerstone was placed. As 
the illumination, however, was hardly 
strong enough to read by, a number of 
people stood about the officiating clergy- 
men holding pine torches, thus enabling 
the services to be carried out without 
hitch. 

Owing to the novelty of the idea of 
laying a cornerstone at night, there was 
a large attendance at the ceremony, 
prominent society people from all parts 
of the island being present.—New York 
Commercial Advertiser.

SWEPT THE 
BRITISH ISLES. 


Tremendous Gale Creates Great 
Havoc Aiong the Coast. 


MANY SEAMEN MEET DEATH 


Others Rescued by Heroic 
Work of Coast Guard. 


Two Hundred Is the Estimate Placed 
Upon the Loss of Human Life—Of 
Twenty-Two Men Aboard the Steamer 
Hampshire but One Was Saved—The 
WLuole Coast Strown With Wrecks and 
Stranded Vesselkx—A Hundred Fishing 
3oats Driven Northward by the Gale 
Have Not Been Ueard From—Rallroad 
Engines Blown From Tracks During a 
Severe Snowstorm—Great Damage In 


Interior Districts—France Suffers. 


LonpoN, Nov. 20.—Up to Sunday at 
least 134 lives are known to have been Icst 
during the gale which has wept over the 
British coasts, and in addition the crews of 
several boats are still missing. The 
weather which has just visited the coasts 
of England, Scotland and Ireland is the 
most severe in many years. 

Dispatches received from Banff say 
that the seaxhere for 30 miles is strewn 
with the wreckage of three vessels. 

The schooner Pioncer of Hull was the 
first vessel stranded on Friday evening. 
She was carried over the rocks and cast oh 
the sand; her crew were saved in their own 
boat. 

At Grangemouth the harkentine Betty 
was wrecked on the rocks, butthe crew 
were saved. An unknown steamer was 
next wrecked ou the headland and soon 
went to pieces. 

Wreckage inscribed Grangemouth has 
been washed ashore with a quantity of fit- 
tings, and it is also repo ted that several 
fishing beats |ave Le-n lot off the same 
spot. 

In Lough Feyle two wrecks are reported. 

The A. C. Beane, from Miramichi, N. 
B., which stranded at Malin Head, Done- 
gal, lost her captain and even of her crew. 

The bark Lanecefiel | ‘sashcre near Mo- 
ville. 

Three vesse's have been wrecked near 
Leith, causing the loss, however, of only 
one life. 

The Storm's Awfal Power. 

Some idea of the force of the gale can be 
gathered from the fact that two heavy 
railroad engives were blown off the track 
near Iverness, blocking all traflic north. 
Wrecking trains sent out have not since 
been heard from, so it is supposed that the 
work has bee: impeled by the fall of 
snow. 

Three yachts and two coasting vessels 
are ashore near Greenock. 

Only four of the 12 members of tie 
crew of the steamer Cintra, which was 
wrecked near St. Ives, Cornwall, escaped. 

The corzst guard has been on the alert, 
night and day, all along the beach since 
Friday eveniny, and many exciting res- 
cues by means of the rocket apparatus 
are reported. During these rescues the 
coast guardsmen brought ashore the sea- 
of the Vulture, Bessie and the four men 
saved from the Cintra. 

Late on Ssturday evening the steamer 
Rosedale entered the harbor of St. Ives, 
but after letting go her anchors both 
chains carried away and she drifted to- 
wards the rocks and stranded. The coast- 
guardsmen managed to, rescue the crew. 

Considerable anxiety is expressed for the 
safety of the crews of a hundred fishing 
boats which were last seen being driven 
northward by the force of the gale. 

From all parts of Ireland come reports 
of the severity of the gale, which has been 
accompanied there by a heavy snowstorm, 
Several fatalities and numerous cases of 
injury are reported at Waterford, Carrick- 
fergus, Belfast, Newry and Skibbereen. 
Hundreds of fishing boats are missing and 
wrecks are reported; in addition the har- 
bors are filled with weather-bound vessels. 
Much losshas also been caused to live 
stock, and considerable damage has been 
done to houses and to produce. The land- 
ing stage at Londonderry las vanished 
and the steam ferry was sunk. 

Wreck of the Hampshire. 

During the height of the gale Saturday 
evening the steamer Hampshire was 
driven ashore in St. Ives and was pounded 
to pieces; 21 of the Hampsbire’s crew 
were drowned; only one man reached the 
shore alive. The Hampshire belonged to 
Glasgow and was of 2597 registered tons. 
She left Liverpool on Thursday last and 
was going to Cardiff for coal. She was 
commanded by Captain Weir. Such was 
the fury of the gale she encountered that 
the steamer became almost unmanageable 
from the outset; the bolts were torn from 
the stanchions to which a spar crank head 
was fastened, loosening the latter and 
causing it to penetrate the ship’s side. 

The coastguardsmen of St. Ives have 
already since the commencement of the 
gale rescued 4) seainea and officers by 
means of the rocket apparatus. 

Many vissels have sought shelter, badly 
damaged under,the ledge of high, jutting 
cliffs of the channel, and at least two ves- 
sels are known to have been lost on the 
Goodwin sands. The Deal lifeboats went 
to the assistance of one of the crews of 
these vessels, but were compelled to re- 
turn without having been able to rescue 
any of the endangered seamen, as both ves- 
sels Gieappeared, icy the lifeboats could 

et alongside of them. 

e Nine ae were stranded between 
Grimsby and Cleethorps on Saturday, an 
two of these were dashed to pieces during 


the night. So fearful was the sea tudt the 
lifeboat was~unab!e to leave the harbor, 
though its crew made several attempts to 
do so, and lost their coxswain during one 
of these attempts. 

Several steamers and a number of sail- 
ing vessels are in distress cff Spurn Head, 
at the entrance of the Humber river, 
Yorkshire. 

News From Yarmouth, 

The schooner Wicklasses has been 
wrecked near Yarmouth and five of her 
crew were drowned while the boat lay on 
& ledge of rocks, pounding to pieces in full 
view of thousands of spectators who were 
utterly unable to be of any assistance to 
the drowning mn. It was impossible to 
Jaunch the lifeboat on account of the tre- 
mendous sea and the schooner was too far 
out to be reached by the rocket line. 

Considerable anxiety is felt for the safety 
of the large Yarmouth herring fleet, as 
wellas for anumber of Scotch fishing 
toats which had just started for home 
when the gale burst over the coast, and 
which have not been heard from since. 
Lifeboats rescued the crews of three 

schooners Saturday and yesterday, and 
saved 12men from drowning, putting to 
sea in the face of a blinding snowstorm. 

Much damage has been done to shipping 
and several small boats have been sunk in 
the Tyne. ‘wo tourists steamers on Lake 
Windemere foundered during the gale, 
but no lives are reported to have been lost. 

Scarborongh Under Water, 

The streets of Scarborough, the well 
known watering place, are filled with de- 
bris. Seventeen fishing smacks had not 
returned up to late last night, and the 
greatest anxiety was felt for their safety. 

The steamer Rose went ashore near 
Spreeton Cliff, where the coastguardsmen 
managed to firea rocket line over her, 
and the crew were rescued. 

The coastguardsman had had hardly got 
the 17 men belonging to the Rose ashore 
through the boiling surf when, about 1 
o’clock in the morning, the Norwegian 
three-masted vessel Arnie was driven 
ashore by the fearful sea and wind pre- 
vailing and began to pound to pieces on 
the rocks, the seas making a clean sweep 
over ber and washing ths crew overboard 
one after another, only the mate of the 
crew of nine being saved. 

The fishing boat Vine capsized off Scar- 
borough and was lost to sight, while 
thousands of people saw the crew of eight 
men struggle in the waves and sink. Two 
soldiers attempted to cross Portsdown hill 
near Portsmouth and were found dead in 
the snow. The gale continued all day yes- 
terday. 

It is said that six vessels were stranded 
off Holyhead. In addition, six vessels 
have been seen showing signals of dis- 
tress, and two of the latter have already 
foundered. 

The trawler Dauntless was wrecked at 
Downreay, near Thurso, Caithness, Scot- 
land, and seven of her crew of eight were 
drowned. 

Up to midnight the reports received 
make the total number of deaths from 
drowning during the gale as 134, and this 
without reckoning the crews of several 
vessels which have been seen to founder 
off the coast. The total fatalities, irre- 
spective of,the numerous crews of missing 
fishing fleets, are estimated at quite 200. 

France Suffers, 

Dispatches trom Calais say that a ter- 
rific gale has been blowing there. Twenty- 
two fishing boats were wrecked and 13 
fishermen drowned. 

The Standard says that it is reported 
that hundred of lives have been lost dur- 
ing the storm in the northern part of 
France. Many bodies have been cast ashore 
in the eastern part of France. The light- 
house and part of the pier head were 
washed away at Dieppe. 


WHEELS STOPPED. 


None but Mail Trains Running on the 
Lehigh Valley Road. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Nov. 20.—Thousands 
of men thronged the platform of the Le- 
high Valley station all day yesterday, and 
although nothing of an alarming nature 
oecurred, the excitement was intense. 
Trains were few and far between. Only 
mail trains were aliowed to run, the mails 
being carried on all kinds of mixed trains. 

Very few wheels areturning on the en- 
tire Wyoming division und the people are 
beginning to realize that what may be- 
come one of the greatest labor strugglesin 
years has been commenced. 

The officials of the company are doing 
everything in their power to provide for 
the running of through passenger trains, 
although their success has been indifferent. 

Foreman of Engineers Costello has been 
trying to secure crews, but itis not known 
whether he succeeded to any great extent. 
He is the man who, in 1877, took his train 
out of Wilkesbarre, although surrounded 
by a mob numbering 2000, who tlreatened 
to tear him from the cab and kill him if 
he touched the lever. With the quiet, de- 
termined remark, “I’m going to take this 
train through to destination,” be opened 
the throttle and dashed through the 
crowd amid a shower of sticks and stones. 

It is said that if neces:ary he will take 
charge of one of the through passenger 
trains. The mails are notd layed at any 
point, the men contenting themselves with 
stopping all other kinds of traf 


On Fire at Sea. 

HALIFAX, Nov. 20.—The steamer Mark- 
omannia reports speaking the British 
steamer Dominion on fire at sea on the 
14th. Her deckload had been destroyed 
and her cargo of cattle thrown overboard. 
The Markomannia lay alongside until the 
next day and then proceeded, the fire being 
under control. The captain of the Do- 
minion intended to proceed to his destina- 
tion—Avonmouth.

WEYMOUTH. 


Two Ceaths on Sunday—The Pilgrim 
Church at North Weymouth Rededicated. 

Jeremiah Bailey, a well known citizen, 
died Sunday, aged 71 years. His trade was 
that of acarpenter. He leaves a widow 
and oue son. 

Alfred Martin, of South Weymouth, died 
Sunday of typhoid fever, aged 25 years. He 
was unmarried, 

The funeral of Cornelius W. Pratt was 
held from the Methodist church Sunday 
Revs. Wadsworth and Butler officiating. A 
male quartette composed of Joseph Chase, 
Jr., M. D., William H. Pratt, Minot P. 
Garey and Laforest Lincoln furnishing 
music. The services were attended by 
Orphan's Hope lodge, F. A. M., and Delphi 
lodge, K. of P. 

Wilder lodge, I. O. O. F., and Abigail 
Adams lodge, D. R., of South Weymouth, 
attended a special serviceat the Congrega- 
tional church, South Weymouth, Sunday. 
Rev. J. V. Clancy delivered an address 
pertinent to the occasion, The services were 
largely attended. 

The Pilgrim Congregational society of 
North Weymouth, rededicated on Sunday 
its house of worship, which has been thor- 
oughly remodelled and repaired at an ex- 
pense of $6,000. The building is enlarged 
by a 30 foot addition in the rear, and the 
organ and choir have been transferred from 
the front of the auditorium to the new ad- 
dition in the rear of the pulpit. 

In the rear of the choir isa ladies’ parlor 
and pastor’s study. The lower floor of the 
addition is divided into a library, dining 
room, kitchen and toilet room, the dining 
room being separated from the vestry by 
folding doors which can be thrown open so 
as to make one large lecture room. 

The space over the pulpit is bailt in the 
form of an arch painted blue and studded 
with silver stars, presenting a very pleas- 
ing appearance. The auditorium has been 
newly painted, frescoed and carpeted. The 
colors are terra cotta with running vine 
and gold and silver tints, 

The amount for repairs was all pledged 
before the work was commenced. The 
committee who had charge of the repairs 
were: Rey. Allan B. Hudson, Dr. William 
A. Drake, Maj. Francis A. Bicknell, 
Charles H. Newton, A. J. Sidelinger 
and Mrs. Jenkins. 

A special service was held Sunday after- 
noon, special music being furnished by a 
choir of 25 voices and a mixed quartette. 

Key Allan B, Hudson, the pastor, took 
for his text, Chron. 11: 24-13, ‘* Repairing 
of the temple.”’ He delivered a powerful 
discourse from this text which was attep- 
tively listened to by a large audience.

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STILL IN DOUBT. 


Much Will Depend on the Preter- 
ences of Wollaston for Mayor 


IN THE REPUBLICAN CONTEST. 


Mr. Thompson Believed to Have a 
Majority of the Other Wards, 


Republican caucuses were held in tive of 
the six wards of the city on Saturday even- 
ing, which elected delegates to the muni- 
cipal convention and made nominations 
for Ward Courcilmep and School Com- 
mittee, and also elected ward committees 
for 1894. But two names seem to be con- 
sidered in connection with the -mayoralty, 
Mr, James Thompson of Ward Three and 
Mr. John R. Graham of Ward Two. Each 
candidate is backed by the solid delega- 
tion from his ward but the others are 
divided. Mr. Thompson is believed to 
have a majority of the delegates already 
elected, but if Wollaston which has not yet 
held her caucus, is solid for either gentle- 
man, he will be the Republican nominee, 
The caucuses in detail : 


WARD ONE FOR THOMPSON. 


Gentlemen Known to Favor Mr. Grabam 
Not Elected Delegates. 

The caucus of Ward One at the Republi- 
can headquarters was largely attended. 
J. F. Merrill was chairman and E. W. 
Adams secretary. 

Upon motion of L.S. Anderson nomi- 
nations were made from the floor and the 
marking list used for the choice of candi- 
dates for Ward Councilmen. 

Seventeen names were presented but all 
but six declined to run. These six were 
placed on the list and the marking re- 
sulted as follows :

Twenty- 
five names were placed onthe list, and as 
each was sugzested they were upon motion 
of H. H. Faxon requested to express their 
perference for Mayor. Only seven were 
willing to do this, and the two who favored 
Mr. Graham ‘‘got left.’ The choice of 
delegates in the order of their vote was as 
follows: L.S, Anderson, J. C. Morse, H.

Close of the Evangelistic Services of the 
Y¥.

The selectmen of Medfield have also 
made a complaint to the chief of the 
Massachusetts police force in relation to 
the construction of the building, claiming 
it to be unsafe and unhealthy. Chief 
Wade upon investigation finds many de- 
fects.

Quincy here made a great brace and 
bucked the centre with great success.

The Second Half.

WORTHY HER NAME, 


The Columbia Proves Herself to Be the 
Gem of the Ocean 

WASHINGTOY, Nov. 20.—The cruiser Co- 
lumbia has proven herself to be the queen 
of the seas as far as speed is concerned, 
having, on her cfficial trial trip, main- 
tained for four hours the unprecedented 
average speed of 22.81 knots, and bay- 
ing developed, for 7 3-4 nautical miles, 
& maximum speed of 26.3 knots, And this 
in spite of difficulty with two of her boil- 
ers, which required repeated vexatious 
slowing down. 

Secretary Herbert, speaking of the Col- 
umbia’s trial, said: “We had expected a 
rua of 22 knots, but this surpasses our ex- 
pectations. I think that she is by all odds 
the fastest cruiser afloat, with the possible 
exception of the Kaiserin Augusta of Ger- 
many, of which vessel I have heard reports 
of a greater speed, but of which I have no 
official information. 

“T think if this trial had taken place in 
England, where they have a measured 
course, the speed would have been con- 
siderably greater, possibly a knot.” 

In conclusion, the secretary said that he 
considered this a fair trial of the vessel, 
aud that she was a great acquisition to the 
growing American nagy. Other navy de- 
p..rtment Officials were very happy at the 
result. 


TRAINS COMING OFF, 


Boston and Maine System to Make a Big 
Cat In Expenses. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Nov. 20.—The Boston 
and Maine Railroad company will make a 
sweeping reduction in its train service on 
the various divisions. About 40 trains 
will be cancelled on all of the divisions 
which this company operates. 

Eight will be taken off the western di- 
vision, eight off the eastern division, seven 
off the Lowell division, and the others off 
the other divisions. For some time the 
managers of the cgnpany have been keep- 
ing a record of trins that were not pay- 
ing, and those trains are now to be can- 
celled. 

It is estimated that by this cutdown in 
trains over 3000 miles per day will be 
saved, with a reduction in running ex- 
penses of $2000 per day. 

The managers have also discharged all 
the men in their employ that could be 
possibly spared. It is claimed that both 
passenger and freight business is increas- 
ing, and the business outlook promises to 
be as good as ever within two months, 

Some of the section men have been dis- 
charged from each section, and a general 
discharge made of men in the various 
shops and crews where they could be 
spared. There are about 12,000 names on 
the payroll of the Boston and Maine sys- 
tem. 


WASHINGTON’S CRANK 


Amuses Himself by Destroying Property 
In Samuel Johnson's Home, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—The vandalism 
of the miscreant who has been designated 
as “Jack the Slasher’ is becoming more 
bold and outragous, Saturday night the 
house of Samuel Johnson of 427 Seventh 
street was entered. The family were ab- 
sept atthe time. Mra. Johnson returned 
home late inthe evening, and no sooner 
had she gone into the dining room than 
the whole neighborhood was startled by 
her cries. 

People in the immediate vicinity found 
the woman lying on the floor in her dining 
room, suffering from hysterics. All the 
draperies in the room, man el and chair 
dressings,curtains and portieres,table linen 
and other cloth materials bad been slashed 
to shreds aud thrown to the floorina 
heap. That wus only the beginning of the 
outrage. In the kitchen the scene at first 
glance represented chaos. In the middle 
of the floor the family larder had been 
emptied. The Sunday meats and grocer- 
ies were ina heap. Over them were thrown 
large quantities of lard and butter, and 
then the miscreant picked up a gallon can 
of oil and thoroughly saturated the mass.

The trainmen saw 
them and at once went to work to keep 
them off. The tramps were armed with 
clubs and stones and made a fierce on- 
slaughton the trainmen, finally forcing 

them to seek safety in the caboose. 

The tramps attacked this car and 
smashed al! the windows with rocks. One 
of the miss iles struck one of the yard men 
and injured him slightly. Recent attacks 
on trains make the railroad men think 
that there is an organized band in this 
section, and an effort will be made to 
break it up.

“News” From Hawaii Still a Mat- 
ter of Guesswork. 


THE QUEEN NOT RESTORED. 


Provisional Government Prob- 
ably Firmly Entrenched. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—The state de- 
partment is less disposed now than ever 
to take the public into its confidence on 
the Hawaiian question. In considering 
the news by the Australia it should be 
understood that much that has been pub- 
lished during the past two weeks has been 
pure conjecture and surmice. 

The fact is that those in the confidence 
ifthe administration have felt and ex- 

ressed the utmost assurance that the 
Australia would bring news that ex-Queen 
Liliuokalani had already been restored to 
the throne. Asser.ions as to Minister 
Willis’ instructions have been almost 
wholly inferences from this and from the 
expressions in Secretary Gresham’s pub- 
lished letter. 

The information as to these instructions 
was received from what was believed to be 
thoroughly trustworthy authority. This 
was that Minister Willis was to seek to 
induce the provisional government to give 
way to the restoration of the ex-queen, but 
was to employ no force, waiting for fur- 
ther instructions if he founa it necessary. 

It is possible that Minister Willis has 
become convinced to his entire satisfaction, 
without having laid the matter before 
President Dole, that the provisional govern- 
ment eannot be displaced without force, 
and so hasdetermined to wait for further 
instructions. It seems certain, at all 
events, that President Dole had no sus- 
picion when the Australia sailed that it 
was the purpose of Minister Willis to re- 
store the queen. 

More Guesswork. 

It has been the chief fear of the friends of 
the provisional goverument in this coun- 
try that, in its ignorance of public senti- 
ment here and the first shock of the 
threatened action by the United States, it 
would yield its authority. It is true, how- 
ever, that for some time past the provi- 
sional government has abandoned all hope 
of favorable action by the present admin- 
istration towards annexation and has been 
considering means to putirself on a per- 
manent footing. y 

It may be that the public and press have 
come to a wrong conclusion as to the ex- 
tent of Minister Willis’ instructions. 
They have supposed tht Secretary Gresh- 
am’s letter declarifg what he thought 
ought to be done and President Cleve- 
land’s declaration that he agreed with the 
secretary’s opinion meaut that they had 
determined 'o proceed with what they de- 
clared ought to be done. 

Some people believe that the publication 
must have been intended as an appeal to 
public opinion for information as to the 
course to pursue. The choice seems to lie 
between this opinion and the one that 
Minister Willis has found it impracticable 
to carry out instructions to restore the 
queen without using means he was not 
prepared to employ. 

It is considered that the chances of ac- 
tion by Minister Willis to restore the queen 
will be lessened after the news of the re- 
ception accorded Secretary Gresham’s let- 
ter in this countrys is read in the islands. 

Willis Weakened, 

A prominent Democratic senator, a mem- 
ber of the foreign relations committee, 
who declined to permit the use of his 
name, said last night: 

“It seems very clear to me that Mr. Wil- 
lis has encountered a state of affairs in 
Hawaii which he had not been led to ex- 
pect and which his instructions did not 
cover. He found evidently when he reached 
the islands that the provisional govern- 
ment was disposed to withstand all over- 
tures for the restoration of the queen, and 
far better prepared than had been sup- 
posed to resist any pressure to replace her 
upon thethrone. I have private advices 
of the best character that Pre~ident Dole 
has a well-equipped force of 400 or 500 men 
who will stand by the present government 
to the utmost limit. 

“Now I think the inference is justified 
that when Minis‘er Willis found this 
well-equipped and de’erminved force, and 
when he discovered that the feeling of the 
intelligent people of ihe island was favor- 
able to the presen! government, he weak- 
ened in his det. rmination to reseat the 
queen upon her throne, If, indeed, the 
Dole administration displayed a determi- 
nation to maintain its position by force of 
arms, there was nothing for Mr. Willis to 
do but change his plaus an‘! ask for further 
instructions. 

“To bave persisted in landing the 
marines for the purpose of forcing achange 
of government would have been an act of 
war, pure and simple, and no sane@@gan 
can believe that Presiaent Cleveland ever 
contemplated any such move as that, 

“T see that some of the newspapers have 
put this construction upon what they con- 
sider the president’s instructions, but it 
must be borne in mind that these instruc- 
tions have never been made public.” 

The senator expre-sed the view that the 
islands ought to be a: nexed to the United 
States, and said their government could 
be made simple and easy by constituting 
them a part of the state of California, 

New York Herald's Version, 

New York, Nov. 20.—The Herald this 
morning prints, under a Washington date, 
what purports to bea larze portion of the 
reports of Commissioner Blount. It sums 
up as follows: 

Commissioner Blount’s report will show 
that Minister Stevens landed the troops 
from the Boston long before there wa; 
any valid excuse for their presence on 
Hawaiian soil; that he declined to remove 
them when requested to do-so by the 
&£0Vernment. and informed that the 
authorities were willing and fully able 
to preserve order and to protect Ameri- 
can interests; that these troops were 
stationed across the street from the 
government building in which Minister 
Stevens knew the revolutionists were 
about to read their proc’amation, and that 
the revolutionist committee relied upon 
American troops to protect them in this 
act of rebellion; that Minister Stevens 
recognized the je@visioual government ac- 
cording to a precouceived program b:- 
fore that government had obtained posses- 
sion of the departments and military 
power at Honolulu, and that the military 
power was surrendered as the queen sur- 
rendefed—ouly through awe of the suneri- 
ority of the United States.

GRANITE STATE WHITE OAPS 


Severely Pupish the Parents of an J}J- 
Treated Child. 

PiyrmoutH, N. H., Nov. 20.—The little 
town of Holderness, six miles from here, 
was the scene of a brutal and cruel assault 
by a mother on her daughter last Wednes 
day. 

ae the Squam river live the family of 
George W. Marden, consisting of father, 
mother and six children. Bertha Marden, 
upon whom the assault was committed, is 
now 12 years of age, and her life is evi- 
dently not a bappy one. 

On Wednesday last, it is alleged that 
Mrs. Marden cruetly beat and abused Ber- 
tha. Blows were delivered all over the 
child’s bedy. Not contented with the 
beating, Mrs. Marden stripped the cloth- 
ing from the child in order to prevent her 
leaving the house. 

The suffering child, watching her oppor- 
tunity, clothed herself in a few rags and 
escaped into the woods. The scantily clad 
and bruised girl wandered about, not 
daring to venture out of the woods until 
nightfall, when she found her way to the 
house of akindly neighbor, John David- 
son. 

She was nearly naked, only a few rags 
clinging to her half frozen body. She had 
no shoes, and her feet were cut, bleeding 
and nearly frozen. The neighbors who 
cared for her were obliged to soak the rags 
from the pruises on the child’s body and 
limbs. 

According to the story of Mr. Marden, 
the girl’s father, seven men in disguise 
rapped at his door early Sunday morning. 
Marden responded to the knock. He was 
seized by the men and carried by force to 
the Squam river, a few rods from the 
house, where he was thrown into the 
chilly waters ai.d received a severe drench- 


ing. 


While this was going on others of the 
“white cap” brigade seized Mrs. Marden, 
who was attired only in a nightdress, 
placed a rope around her neck aud dragged 
her out of the house into the road. She 
was given a severe drubbing. 

Then the “white caps’? disappeared as 
mysteriously as they came. Marden is 
trying to find and identify them. 


MURDER AT BOSTON, 


Man Plunges a Knife Into a 

Fellow Employe. 

Boston, Nov. 20.—Joseph Messer, a cook 
in the Boston Industrial home, Harrison 
avenue and Davis street, was stabbed by 
George Johnson, a fellow employe, Satur- 
day evening. 

The deed was the result of a quarrel and 
was committed with a long knife. Messer 
was wounded in the lung, and died on the 
way tothe hospital. Johnson was locked 
up by the police. 

Messer was a Scotchman, about 50 years 
old, and had worked off and on at the 
home during the past year. Johnson, who 
is about 25 years old, bas bezn employed 
atthe place in various capacities during 
the past six months. 

When Johnson made his appearance at 
the home be represented that he was un- 
fortunate and out of work, and his case 
being fully understood by the officials as 
due pretty much to his love for liquor, he 
was given shel er. He kept sober forsome 
time, but had recently “broken out”’ again. 
He was intoxicated when he stabbed 
Messer. 

The tragedy, from all the information at 
hand, seems to have gr own out of an alter- 
cated aggravated and precipitated by 
Johnson in his drunken condition. In the 
absen<e of that premetitation common to 
murders of the most henious order, it is 
not unlikely that the killing of Messer will 
resolve itself into a case of man- 
slaughter.

WOMAN'S PART IN THE CALIFORNIA 
MIDWINTER FAIR. 


Wellesley Girls Play Football—A Staff of 
Clergymen’s Daughters—The Woman 
Who Works— Women as Sanitary In- 
spectors—The Girl of the Period. 


California is to have a Midwinter 
World’s fair, which will begin Jan. 1 
and last six months. Already great 
preparations are being made for the 
event which is to make the resources of 
the Pacific coast -evident to the whole 
world. There is to be a woman’s con- 
gress auxiliary of course, and the Pacific 
Coast Woman’s Press association has 
aken the initiative in calling a meeting 
f all California women’s societies to ar- 
Casas plans for the congress, Such a 
gathering of women will be of incalcula- 
ble benefit to the scattered women of the 
state, who, because of their great distance 
from the centers where the gatherings 
of women have been held, have not had 
the advantage of concerted action in the 
advance movements in which women are 
engaged. 

By meeting each other,an esprit de 
corps will be established which will be 
of incalculable benefit in forwarding 
their professional and industrial inter- 
ests. Women also from all parts of the 
country will find an added inducement 
to visit California at this genial season 
in the fact that they may then personally 
meet the noted women of the Pacific 
coast, echoes of whose wondrous ability 
have floated over the country in flower 
and fruit, in poem and painting, in legal 
argument and bewitching romance, in 
science and song. 

The lovers of humanity will rejoice 
when there no longer exists the necessity 
for a congress of women or a separate 
representation for their interests in any 
way, but this can never be until men 
erase the line they’ have themselves 
drawn. As long as men ignore the com- 
mon human interest by organizing for 
the conduct of great enterprises like this 
without recognizing women in a co-or- 
dinate capacity, so long must women or- 
anize separately to gain such strength 
and recognition as will impress the world 
with their importance and potential use- 
fulness as a factor in the concerns of the 
race.—Woman’s Illustrated World. 


Wellesley © sls Play Football. 

There has bec. a new departure inau- 
gurated at Wellesley college in the mat- 
ter of athletics. Early this fall Miss L. 
E, Hill, who has charge of physical cul- 
ture at the college, conceived the idea of 
introducing a number of outdoor games 
hitherto the almost exclusive property 
of young men, and at the foot of the hill, 
which is surmounted by the main hall of 
the college, Miss Hill has laid out a 
small football field. An association 
football is used, and passing is the sole 
method of advancing the ball from one 
goal to the other. All violence is elimi- 
nated from the game, and it is very 
amusing to hear the “1 beg your pardon” 
when two of the contestants jostle each 
other in their endeavors to catch the 
ball.

A Staff of Clergymen’s Daughters. 

One of the largest mourning houses in 
London has a staff peculiar to its own 
organization. This is made up of the 
daughters of clergymen. These live in 
the building, which is most extensive. 
They have their well appointed rooms 
and their comfortable table. They have 
their times and seasons of relief, oppor- 
tunities for recreation, but their hours 
are appointed. They are well dresse1 
and always in black silk. When the 
notice of a death is received, one of 
these young women is sent ina cab, if it 
is in driving distance, and personally 
buperintends every detail of the mourn- 
ing. She goes, comes, takes measures, 
buys gloves, scarfs, veils, sees to their 
transmission, and at the last goes per- 
sonally to adjust bonnets, veils and drap- 
ery. 

If the errand is out of town in a dis- 
tant place, she takes the train and goes 
up and down until everything is in readi- 
mess. If the order comes from a distance 
so far that her presence is impracticable, 
she assumes its entire charge in town. 
The ceremonial of English mourning is 
so well prescribed and so thoroughly un- 
Aerstood that any order can be easily 
‘filled.—Exchange.

ing which girls are employed by many 
dressmakers exceeds in many cases the 
limit fixed by the factory act, and the 
same is true of other occupations, These 
abuses as regards girls are more readily 
cognizable by women than men, and it 
is satisfactory to note that during the 
past week the sanitary committee of the 
Kensington vestry appointed two ladies 
as inspectors. 

Although the salary is only £60 per an. 
num, & considerable number of candi- 
dates competed for the office, all of 
whom are stated to be more or less quali- 
fied for the work—a convincing proof, if 
any were required, of the large number 
of well educated women seeking profita- 
ble and useful employment.—London 
Queen.

Railroad Accidents Have Caused a Reign 
of Terror In Massachusetts. 
Boston, Nov. 21 August and 
September were bl‘oly months in Massa- 
chusetts. During that period there were 
recorded 313 accidents. It bas been well 
characterized by some the “reignof ter- 
ror,” for scarcely a day passed on which 
there was not at least one disaster reported 
in the state. Tue two most disastrous 
catastrophes were Chester and North At- 

tleboro. 

According to the law in such matters, a 
report of each accident must be written 
| out as soon as possible and forwarded to 
the railroad commissioners. The reports 
| were brought in during the months men- 

tioned by every mail till the number 

reached 313. 

These accidents involved directly 352 
persons. Eighty-seven were killed in- 
| stantaneously, or practicilly so,as they 
died within a few moments; 269 were in- 
jured, and the majority of these bear the 

| memory of their perilous escapes in the 
shape of maimed limbs or the loss of the 

| same. The greater part of the injured 
| were employes of the railroads. Many of 
the accidents occurred at grade crossings.

ONE MAN KILLED 
And Six Injured by the Caving In of a 
Clay Bank, 

NEwPpont, R. I, Nov. 21.—Late yester- 
day afternoon a frightful accident occurred 
at the torpedo statio:. One man was 
killed and baifa dozen were injured. Ex- 
cavating was in progress for one of the 
three buildings wh'ch are to compose the 
new gun cotton factory. They are to be 
on the west side of te island, some 100 or 
200 feet apar:, and are to be sunk into the 
bank so that only their roofs will appear 
in sight.

Two Young Men Horribly Mangle One 
Another In a Duel, 

NAPOLEON, O., Nov. 21.--A desperate 
duel took place near here between Charles 
Davis and Leonard Forsythe, aged 22 and 
24 years. Swords were used, and later, as 
they were brok-n, the men used their jack- 
knives. The young men were rivals for 
the hand of Miss Margaret Farrell. 

Both were literally cut to pieces, and 
were unconscious when found. Forsythe, 
in addition to a number of hacks and cuts, 
was run through the lower part of the left 
lung: While there is some hope for his 
rival’s recovery, the doctors express little 
hope for Forsythe. 

Davis and Forsythe had met by agree- 
ment in the woods and fought by lantern 
light. They thrust and parried and the 
fight had progressed fora quarter of an 
hour, when Davis disarmed Forsythe by 
breaking his sword. He begged Forsythe 
to desist, but the latter pulled out his 
jackknife and rushed at Davis with fury. 

“I could have killed him easily,” said 
Davis, ‘“‘but did not ¢:re to take an unfair 
advantage of him. 1.e could not reach me 
with his knife, but his assaults were so 
vicious I was compelled in self-defense to 
run him through with my blade.” Miss 
Farrell .s prostrated with grief over the 
terrible affair. 


THE MELLSOP MURDER. 


Ropnane Denies That It Was 

Done With Malice. 

Boston, Nov. 21.—When the murderer 
of Jos-ph Metlsop at dice Boston Industrial 
home on Davis street was tuken to police 
headquarters it was learned for the first 
time that the name of Johnson, which he 
gave when arrested Saturday night, was 
fictitious, and a careful inquiry shows 
that his real rame is probably Michael J. 
Ronane. 

He was at the bar of the municipal 
criminal court yesterday before Judge 
Ely for arraign:nent. In response to the 
question of Cler< Ingalls, “Are you guilty 
or not guil:y?” Ronane’s reply was, “I 
deny that I killed Mellsop with malice. I 
am here without friends and desire a hear- 
ing.’”? The court then set the case down 
for hearing on Nov. 27, committing the 
defendant to jail without bail and order- 
ing George H. Todd and George Joiner, 
two witnesses, to recognize for that day in 
$300 each. 

The defendant appears to be about 35 
years of age, and in appearance is quite 
intelligent. He is a Canadian by birth, 
and was formerly a resident of Montreal.

THE GALE VISITS SPAIN. 


Crews of Many Vessels Meta 
Watery Grave. 


LonpDon, Nov. 21.—Of 20 steamers due at 
Hull on Sunday, only seven arrived. They 
were allin a battered condition. Anun- 
Known four-masted steamer is stranded at 
Withernsea. The body of a man has al- 
ready been washed ashore. It is supposed 
that the whole crew perished. 

The Wilson line mail boat 
rived at Hull from Gothenherg after a 
terrible experience. The salcon staterooms 
were flooded on Sunday evening, and the 
passengers rushed on deck in scanty attire 
and in a state of great alarm. Four of the 
lifeboats were smashed, and the vessel had 
the greatest difficulty in reaching port. 
The Glasgow steamer River Carry has 
been wrecked at Dunbar and her crew 
consisting of five officers and about 16 sea- 
men perished. 

The gale continues at Yarmouth. The 
herring boats which have arrived are in 
agreatly damaged condition, the value of 
their smashed gear being at least $100,000. 
Many fishermen have been drowned. 

Wreckage und timber from a vessel that 
stranded at Hartlepool have washed 
ashore.

BTEVENS A CHIEF LEADER. 


The Queen Was Overawed by 
American Forces. 


Whe Ex-Minister Alleged to Have Con- 
sulted Freely With Leaders of the 
Revolutionary Movement and Promised

of Harmony In His Statemenvts—Queen 
Resigned Under Protest, Thinking Ste- 
vens’ Action Would Not Be Endorsed. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21. — Secretary 
Gresham decided yesterday afternoon to 
make public all the correspondence and 
the report of James H. Blount, the special 
commissioner sent zo Hawaii by President 
Cleveland to investigate the revolution 
which dethroned Queen Liliuokalani and 
the establishment of the provisional 
government. 

Mr. Blount arrived at Honolulu March 
29, 1893. In his report he calls attention 
to his reception by Minister Stevens, who, 
“accompanied by a committee from the 
Annexation club, came on bourd the ves- 
sel which had brought me. He informed 
metkatthe club had rented an elegant 
house, well furnished and provided with 
servants anda carriage and horses, fur my 
use; that I could pay for this accommoida- 
tion just what I chose, from nothing up. 
He urged me very earnestly to accept the 
offer. Ideclined it, and informed him 
that I shou!d go to a hotel.” 

The anmmittee renewed the offer, which 
was declined. He also refused to accept 
profferred favors from the ex-queen. 

Mr. Blount tells how Minister Stevens 
called upon him with W. C. Smith, who 
represented that the withdrawal of the 
United States marines meant that the 
Japanese would Jand troops from a man- 
of-war in the harbor. The American 
minister expressed his belief in the state- 
ment. The Japanese commissioner put a 
stop to these rumors by having the vessel 
ordered away. The provisional govern- 
ment, left to itsown preservation, left him 
free to pursue his negotiations. 

Causes Remote and Proximate. 


Commissioner Blount says that “the 
causes of the dethronement of the queen 
and the establishment of the provisional 
government are both remote and prox- 
imate.” 

He then reviews the history of the isl- 
ands at some length, beginning with the 
constitution of 1852, and the changes made 
in the system of government since down 
to the revolution of 1887, which resulted 
in the eonstitution of that year, and which 
is to a great extent given by Mr. Blountas 
the cause of the revolution of 1893. 

Under the cons titution preceding 1887 
there were abuses and especially those re- 
sulting from the election of 1886, when the 
legislature passed « number of bad laws, 
including the lottery and opium license 
laws, in which it was charged that the 
king was very corrupt. 

Mr. Blount says that this legislature 
would not have caused a revolution in any 
of the United States, but the reformers in 
the islands declared that “The native is 
unfit for government and his power must 
be curtailed.” 

Among those mentioned in forcing King 
Kalakuais Mr. Thurston, now minister 
from Hawaii. Mr. Blount presents a por- 
tion of the constitution of 1887, in which 
he notes the changes which were espe- 
cially unsatisfactory to the monarch, such 
as removing the power of appointing the 
nobles to one branch of the legislature, re- 
stricting their membership to persons

gafety. Thecommittee on public safety 
had kept their purpose from the public 
view at this mass meeting and at their 
small gatherings for fear of proceedings 
against them by the government of the 
queen, After the mass meeting had 
closed, a call on the American minister for 
troops was made and signed indiscrimi- 
nately by Germans, by Americans and by 
Hawaiian subjects of foreign extraction.” 

The commissioner says the response to 
that call does not appear on the files of the 
legation. “That very night the commit- 
tee of public safety assembled in a house 
next to MinisterStevens’ residence. J. H. 
Soper, an American, was elected to com- 
mand the military forces. It was on Mon- 
day evening, Jan. 16, at 5 o’clock, that 
United States traons were landed. 

“Not much time elapsed before it was 
fiven out by members of the committee 
of safety that they were designed to sup- 
port them. At the palace, with the 
cabinet, amongst the leaders of the queen’s 
military forces and the great body of the 
people who were loyal to the queen, the 
apprehension came that it was a move- 
ment hostile to the existing government. 

Backed by Stevens. 

“Protests were filed by the minister of 
foreign affairs and by the governor of the 
island against the landing of troops. 
Messrs. Parker and Peterson testified that 
on Tuesday, at 1 o’clock, they called on 
Mr. Stevens and by him were informed 
that in the evert the queen’s forces as- 
sailed the insurrectionary force he would 
intervene. At 2:30 o’clock of the 
day the members of the provisional gov- 
ernment proceeded to the government 


building in squads and read their procla- | 


mation. They had separated in their 
march to the government building for 
fear of observation and arrest.” 

Mr. Blount describes the lcecation of the 


troops, showiug that the American troops |

controlled the position 
forces, and continues: “They were doubt- 


less so located to suggest to the queen and | 


her counsellors that they were in co-opera- 
tion with the insurrection movement, and 
would, when ths emergency arose, mani- 
fest it by active support.

port of tue American minister and naval 
commander and were safe from personal 
harm. 

“Why had the American minister lo- 
cated the troops in such a situation, and 
then assured the members of the commit- 
tee on safety that on their occupation of 
the government building he would recog- 
nize it asa government de facto, and as 
such ‘give it support? Why was the 
goverument buildiug designated to them 
as the place which, when their proclama- 
tion was announced there, would be fol- 
lowed by his recognition? 

“Tt was not a point of any strategic con- 
sequence. It did notinvolve the employ- 
ment of asingle soldier. A building was 
chosen where there were no troops sta- 
tioned; where there was no struggle to be 
made to obtain access, with an American 
force immediately contiguous, with the 
mass of the population impressed with its 
unfriendly attitude. 

“Aye, morethan this, before any de- 
mand for surrender had ever been made on 
the queen or on the commander of any 
officer of avy of her military forces at any 
ot the points where her troops were lo- 
cated, the American minister had rec- 
ognized the provisional government and 
was ready to give it thesupport of the 
United States troops.” 

Alleged Misrepresentations. 

Mr. Blount shows the position which the 
queen occupied; he protests and describes 
the relationship of men concerned in the 
revolution. The various commissioners of 
the provisional government and Minister 
Stevens ure quoted and commented upon. 
Mr. Blount shows that it was a collusion 
on the part of the minister and the revo- 
lutionists. 

He goes into the details of the matter 
and points out by time and place the haste 
with which Mr. Stevens acted, and by 
quoting from Stevens’ report and the 
papers on file at the legation declares that 
the minister misrepresented the revolu- 
tion to the United States government. He 
points to the lack of harmony in the state- 
ments and criticises Stevens, saying: 

“Mr. Stevens consulted freely with the 
leaders of the revolutionary movement 
from the evening of the 14th. Thess dis- 
closed to him all their plans. They feared 
arrest and punishment. He promised 
them protection. They needed the troops 
on shore to overawe the queen’s supporters 
and government. This heagreed to and 
did furnish. 

“They had few arms and no trained sol- 
diers. They did not mean to fight. It was 
arranged between them and the American 
minister that the proclamation dethron- 
ingthe qu:en and organiziug a provi- 
sional government should be read from the 
government building, and he would follow 
it with a speedy recognitio». All this was 
to be done with American troops provided 
with small arms and artillery acrossa 
narrow street within a stoue’s throw. This 
was done. 

Stevens Blamed For It All. 

“The leaders of the revolutionary move- 
ment would not have undertaken it but 
for Mr. Stevens’ promise to protect them 
against any danger from the government. 
But for this the mass meeting would not 
have been held. But for this no request 
to land troops would have been made. 
Had the troops not been landed no meas- 
ures for the organization of the new gov- 
ernment would have been taken. The 
American minister and the revolutionary 
leaders had determined on a new addition 
to the United Siates and had agreed on 
the pait of each to act to the very end.” 

Mr. Blount says thatthe native race 
feel that a great wrong has been done 
them and their queen. When the queen 
resigned under protest she did not believe 
that the action of Stevens would be en- 
dorsed, «nd he adds: 

“Indeed, who could have supposed that 
the circumstances surrounding her could 
have been foreseen and sauctioned de- 
liberately by the President of the United 
States. Her uniform conduct and the 
prevailing sentiment amongst the natives 
point to her belief, as well as their own, 
that the spirit of justice on the part of the 
president would restore h r crown.” 

That is the only thing in the nature of a 
recommendation made. The special com- 
missioner closes with a description of the 

industries of the islands, statistics, com- 
parisons of the races, changes in the con- 
ditions of the natives and information to 
show that they have been badly treated.

“The people of 
the islands gows raturally tu San Fran- 
cisco,” he said, “as the people of Augusta 
go to Boston.”’ 

In conclusion Mr. Stevens said he did 
not regard the position taken by the al- 
ministration as the policy of the Demo- 
cratic party, holding that the Democratic 
party will be true to its historic policy 
which is to be summed up in these words: 
“We must have the Hawaiian Islands.” 

He said he was firmly determined, no 
matter what others might do, not to treat 


the subject froma political, much less a 
party standpoint. 


Belief That the Queen Is Restored. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—At the state de- 
partment it was said that the newspapers 
had heen given everything in the Hawaiian 
matter exeept the instructions to Minis- 
ter Willis. It was stated that there would 
be information on this given out and that 
the instructions would be made publicin 
Honolulu and come to this country from 
over the sea. The real important part of 
the instructions is regarding the question 
of force and whether or not the minister is 
authorized to use the naval force of the 
United States to restore the queen, 

At the department there isthe greatest 
reticence on this point, and nothing can 
be said with much definiteness, It is as- 
serted, however, that the administration 
has not the least doubt but what Queen 
Liliuokalani has been peaceably restored to 
the throne. Coupled with this statement is 
another to the effect that the information 
received on the Australia was highly satis- 
factory, and showed just the progress that 
was ex pected. 


A Reply to Blount. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 22.—Mr. Thurston 
has given out a long statement in reply to 
the report of Mr. Blount. The Hawaiian 
minister declares it to be personal, and not 
official, and strongly resents the attacks 
upon his veracity in the report submitted 
to the state depart ment. ‘Fhe “statement 
of facts” consists mainly of a defense of 
the provisional government and an in- 
dorsement of opinions previously given by 
those who have favored the overthrow of 
the queen. 

As to the statement of Mr. Blount that 
the leaders of the revolution were slieus, 
he says they ‘were all legal voters and a 
large proportion of them were born in the 
country. They were the men who had 
built up the country commercially, agri- 
culturally, financially, politically, aud 
created and made possible a civilized gov- 
ernment therein.” 


Stirred Up a Hornet's Nest. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—A special from 
Washington says: The reply of Minister 
Thurston to some of the statemeuts con- 
tained in the Blount report and his bold 
accusations of untruthfulness against the 
ex-commissicner have given great offense 
to certain officials of the administration, 
who are supposed tc. represent the views 
Of Ube president and“tne sccretary of state. 
The indignation of these gentlemenis so 
rreat that that they do not hesitate to in- 
timate that Minister ‘Thurston’s -pass- 
port will be returned by the president. He 
is accused of violating all known rules of 
diplomatic et'quette, and there isa loud 
lemand from ibe state department clique 
for his punishment.

Wisconsin Home. 


FOUGHT FOR HIS COUNTRY 


And Was Three Times Gov- 
ernor of Wisconsin. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Secretary Mor- 
ton, at the cabinet meeting, called the at- 
tention of President Cleveland to the 
death of ex-Secretary Rusk at his home at 
Viroqua, Wis., and the president directed 
that an order be issued placing the flag 
over the department of agriculture at 
half-mast. 

Secretary Morton, speaking of the late 
secretary, said: “I never saw him until I 
came to Washington last spring. I could 
not help liking him, as was the case with 
everybody else who knew him, the jovial, 
large-hearted man that he was.”

GENERAL RUSK. 

General Jeremiah McLain Rusk was 
born in Murgan county, O., on June 17, 
1830. His father was Daniel Rusk and h‘s 
mother Jane Fakner Rusk. He received 
a public school education. When he was 
14 years old the support of his mother and 
sisters fell upon him. He worked on the 
bome farm until he was 15 years old, end 
then he engaged in driving a stage be- 
tween Zanesville and Newark. 

In 1853 he removed to Vernon county 
(then called Bad Axe county), Wis., mar- 
ried and opened ahotel. He was elected 
sheriff and to other local offices and began 
to take an active interest in county affairs. 
In 1861 he was elected to the legislature, 
where one of his first acts was to have the 
name of his county changed from Bad Axe 
to Vernon.

In July, 1862, he enlisted in the army, 
and was made major of the Twenty-fifth 
Wisconsin regiment. He was offered a 
lieutentant colonelcy, but preferred being 
amajor. Hewas present atthe siege of 
Vicksburg, and at Helena (Jan. 15, 1863) 
he was made a lieutenant colonel for gal- 
lant conduct. In 1863 he joined Sherman’s 
forces and took part with distinction in 
the Meridian campaign. At the battle of 
Decatur, Ga. (July 22, 1864), Colonel 
Montgomery, of Twenty-fifth, who 
was in command of a brigade, was 
wounded in the arm and captured. 

Rusk commanded his regiment until 
Montgomery was released from prison. 
He continued to serve with Sherman until 
the close of the war, and commanded the 
advance of the Seventeenth ccrps in the 
famous march to the sea, serving as 
brigade commander. At the battle of 
Sulkehatchie he led the advance upon the 
enemy’s entrenchments and carried them 
by assault against heavy odds. For his 
services on this occasion he was made 
brevet brigadier general of volunteers at 
the close of the war. 

In Politics. 

At the close of the war General Rusk 
was elected bank comptroller cof Wiscon- 
sin for the term of 1866-67, and in 1867 was 
elected for another two years’ term. In 
1870 he was elected’ to the Forty-second 
congress, and was re-elected to the Forty- 
third and Forty-fourth congresse ;, serving 
from March 4, 1871, to March 8, 1877. Dur- 
ing hiscareer in the house he was the 
leader of the Wisconsin delegation, and he 
was earnest in his support of the arrears 
of pension bill. 

In May, 1881, General Rusk was nomi- 
nated to be charge d’affaires for Paraguay 
and Uruguay, but he declined the appoiut- 
ment. Healsodeclined to accept an ap- 
pointment as chief of the bureau of en- 
graving aud printing. In the fall of 1881 
he was the Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor of Wisconsin, and was elected bya 
plurality of 11,967. He was reelected in 
1884 and 1886. His terms of service covered 
the period from January, 1882, to Jan- 
uary, 1889, and he proved himself to be an 
able governor. 

During the anarchist troubles in the 
west in 1886, he distinguished himself by 
putting the movement down from the 
very start. He ordered the militia to fire 
onthe mob when they attempted to de- 
stroy life and property. His actioa was so 
prompt and vigorous that it putastop to 
anarchism in Wisconsin, and brought him 
applause from all parts of the country. j 

He was a candidate for the nomination 
for president in 1888. His canvass was 
conducted with dignity, but he received 
only the support of Wisconsin in the con- 
vention, and withdrew after the third 
ballot. General Rusk was secretary of 
agriculture throughout the administra-

REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 


The Republican mayoralty convention 
was held at the Republican Headquarters 
and was attended by a large number of 
interested voters as well as the regularly 
chosen delegates. It was called to order by 
chairman Sherman of the city committee 
and temporary organization was effected by 
the choice of Mr. Sherman as chairman 
and W. W. Osborne as secretary.

A motion to accept the report caused 
quite a little discussion over the Ward Two 
and Three delegations. The former was 
entitled to 9 but has chosen only 8, and the 
latter was entitled to 11 but had chosen 12. 
As only 11 of the Ward Three delegation 
was present, the mistake in that ward was 
easily settled. Of the Ward Two delegation 
one was absent. There were motions to 
allow the substitution of another delegate, 
and also to chose an additional delegate, 
but the legality was questioned and the 
motions finally withdrawn. 

Just after the report was adopted and 
the temporary organization made perma- 
nent, the missing Ward Two delegate ap- 
peared and was allowed a seat, and 59 of 
the 60 delegates were present. 

Messrs. L. S. Anderson, C. L. Hammond 
and N. G. Nickerson were appointed a 
committee to receive, sort and count bal- 
lots for a candidate for Mayor. 

Charles H. Johnson of Ward Two placed 
in nomination Mr. John R. Graham. He 
believed it was the wish of the Republicans 
to nominate the best possible man, that the 
successful record of the past might be 
maintained. The gentleman whom I shall 
nominate is held in universal respect and 
esteem. For twenty-five years he has been 


identified with the growth and progress of 
the city. These are the men that are want- 


ed. None of his business interests would 
be allowed to interfere with a thorough 
business-like administration of city affairs 
for the good of the city. The gentleman 
had not sought the office. I take pleasure 
in nominating Mr. John R. Graham. 

Dr. J. M. Cutting of Ward Three pre- 
sented the name of James Thompson. 
The gentleman had been a member of the 
City Council during the first four years of 
the city government, and was for two 
years its President, performing all his 
duties thoroughly and conscientiously. As 
a candidate for the mayoralty he had made 
no pledges and if elected would enter the 
office unbiased and untrammelled, and 
could act for the best interests of the city. 
I have the honor to nominate an honest, 
upright worthy gentleman, Mr. James 
Thompson.

DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 


Amid the enthusiastic applause of the 
delegates assembled, Hon. William A. 
Hodges was again tendered the mayoralty 
nomination by the Democrats, and once 
again did he accept. 

The convention which was held in the 
Probate Court room, was called to order by 
James F. Burke, and Herbert M. Feder- 
hen, Jr., was elected chairman, with Wil- 
liam H. Sampson, Jr., as secretary. 

James Collins moved that a committee of 
seven be appointed to receive and count 
credentials, and Messrs. John J. Byron, 
Robert J. Williams, Timothy F. Ford, 
William D. Burns, W. H. Brasee, Edmund 
Pope and W. F, Powers were appointed. 
They retired and reported all delegates 
present. 

James F, Burke then addressed the 
meeting. He deemed it an honor to have 
the privilege of placing in nomination for 
mayor, the name of William A. Hodges, 
and he believed that with the united efforts 
of the Democrats and citizens of Quincy, 
Mr. Hodges would be elected. Mr. W. 
H. Brasee seconded the nomination, 
and Mr. Hodges was nominated by a 
unanimous vole. 

Messrs, C. F. Adams 2d, James F. Burke 
and M. T. Sullivan were appointed to 
escort Mr. Hodges to the convention. 

As Mr, Hodges entered the hall he was 
greeted with tremendous applause. He 
said he hardly realized that the past year 
had gone so quickly and that he was in the 
same position he was in a yearago. How- 
ever, if the citizens saw fit to elect him, he 
would perform the duties incumbent upon 
the office of Mayor with justice and impar- 
tiality. 

Josiah Quincy who was present said 
that, although he was no longer a voter of 
Quincy, he was glad to be psesent to con- 
gratulate the convention upon’ their nomi- 
nation and Mr. Hodges’ probable election. 
He was present as a Democrat and as one 
representing considerable property inter- 
ests. The Democratic party had suffered 
defeat at the State election, which was not

tive upon the citizens of Quincy to prove 
that the conditions which brought about 
defeat at the State election were only 
temporary.

THE COLORADO CAMPAIGN, 


[t Yields One of the Greatest Victories Won 
Por Ws n Suffrage. 

The greatest victory yet won by wom- 
an suffrage, because won by popular 
vote, has been achieved in Colorado, 
Telegrams from Denver dated Noy. 8 
announce that the constitutional amend- 
ment has carried in that state by a ma- 
Jority of 5,000. The leading mining 
towns, except Leadville, supported the 
cause by # generous vote. Denver gaye 
a small adverse majority. But the plain 
people:were with us, and Colorado wom- 
en are enfranchised by the votes of the 
men of Colorado, 

The credit of this great victory be- 
longs exclusively to no individual or 
party. Butitis largely due to the un- 
selfish energy, eloquence and organizing 
ability of Mrs. Carrie Lane Chapman, 
This brave and earnest worker, without 
salary or compensation, for six weeks 
made a continuous series of addresses, 
not only in the cities, but in the mining 
towns of the Rocky mountains. Her- 
self a western woman, fully compre- 
ending the character of western men, 
roung, beautiful and intellectual, she 
has completed the work of conversion 
initiated in 1875 and 1876 by the heroic 
labors of Margaret W. Campbell and her 
husband, John B. Campbell, and second- 
ed in 1877 by Lucy Stone and Susan B. 
Anthony. 

The Colorado campaign for woman 
suffrage began in 1875. The American 
Woman Suffrage association, appreciat- 
ing the fact that Colorado would come 
into the Union in 1876 as the Centennial 
State, appointed Margaret W. Campbell 
its agent and representative. Mrs. Camp- 
bell possesses in an unusual degree the 
apostolic fervor and self devotion which 
characterized Lucy Stone. Her husband 
gave up his artist work, and together 
they set out, with a horse and light car- 
riage, on their apparently hopeless mis- 
sion, 

In advance of the constitutional con- 
vention these moral pioneers, making 
their headquarters in Denver, spent 
months in visiting the secluded mining 
camps of the territory, penetrating even 
to Gunnison and Silverton, climbing the 
snowy ranges and descending the almost 
inaccessible guiches of Uncompahgre 
and the San Juan. Then, when it met, 
they attended thé constitutional conven- 
tion and secured three important conces- 
sions: 1. School suffrage for women. 
2, A provision that the first legislature 
should submit woman suffrage to the 
voters. 8. That any future legislature 
might extend suffrage to women, subject 
to popular ratification or rejection. It 
is under this last named proyision that 
the vote has just been taken. 

Years ago Henry Watterson said to 
me in Louisville: ‘‘Woman suffrage will 
come, if ever, on a wave of popular dis- 
content. With 50,000 Democratic ma- 
jority in Kentucky and 50,000 Republic- 
an majority in Massachusetts, you can- 
not hope to succeed, because people are 
satisfied with the status quo.” In Colo- 
rado man’s extremity has been woman’s 
opportunity. The Populist uprising has 
broken the party machines, and ideal 
justice has come to the front.—H. B. B. 
in Boston Weman’s Journal.

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CURRENCY QUESTION 


Discussed by Secretary of the 
Treasury Carlisle. 


GOLD IS THE ONLY BASIS 


Upon Which Other Forms of 
Currency Can Be Adjusted. 


New York, Nov. 22.—The 125th annual 
banquet of the Chamber of Commerce 
took place at Delmonico’s last night. 
Three hundred prominent business men 
were present. Charles Smith, president 
of the chamber, presided, and at his table 
Hon. John G. Carlisle, secretary of the 
treasury, occupied the post of honor. In 
opening the speechmaking President 
Smith took especial pains to commend the 
character of New York banks and their 
attitude toward the country during the 
recent financial crisis. 

Secretary Carlisle said in part: 

“As gold is the only international 
money, and all international balances are 
settled in gold, or, what is the same thing, 
on a gold basis, all other forms of currency 
are adjusted to that standard. The gold 
eagle and double eagle are not accepted at 
any particular value in these settlements, 
simply because the United States of Am- 
erica has declared by law that they shall be 
legal tender at their nominal value, 
but not because the bullion contained in 
them, if uncoined, would be worth every- 
where the same amount, This is agreat 
and powerful government, but there is one 
thing it cannot do—it cannot create money. 

“There are some things, however, which 
the government can do for the establish- 
ment and preservation of a sound and 
stable currency. In the exercise of its 
‘authority to coin money and regulate the 
value thereof’ itcan suspend or limit the 
coinage of either metal whenever it is 
ascertained that the coins of the two 
metals of the same denomination are of 
unequal value; or it can chauge their legal 
ratio so as to make them as nearly equal 
in value as possible; or it can maintain the 
parity of its coins by receiving them and 
their paper representatives in payment of 
all public ducs and discharge all its own 
obligations in whatever kind of money its 
creditors may Cemand. 

“Donble Standard.”’ 

“The country bas recently heard a good 
deal about bi-metallism and a double 
standard, and it is possible that these 
subjects will continue to be discussed to 
some extentin the future. For my part, 
I bave never been able to understand what 
is meant by a double stundard or double 
measure of value, and I have never found 
any one who could tell me. 

“To my mind it seems as absurd to con- 
tend that there shou'd be two different 
Standards or measures of value, asit would 
be to insist upon having two yardsticks of 
different lengths or two gallons of different 
dimensions. 

“If there were two standards, or meas- 
ures, not equalin value, it is evident that 
one of them must be a false measure; and 
ifthey were of equal value it is evident 
that, no matter what the law night de- 
clare, there would be in fact one measure, 
although composed of two different kinds 
of material. 

“Tf, for instance, the silver dollar and 
the gold dollar were of ovrecisely the same 
value, and could be so kept at all times, 
there would be in fact but one standard, 
one unit for the measurement of values. 
Whatever that actual standard may be as 
established by the laws of trade and 
finance, whether it be so many grains of 
fine gold or so many grains of fiue silver, 
itis the duty of the government to con- 
form to it in the payment of its obliga- 
tions and in all its dealings with the peo- 
ple. 

“Tt does not follow from anything I have 
said that nothing shall circulate or be 
recognized us money or currency except 
gold or paper issued against gold, nor 
that the prices of commodities onght to be 
or will be fixed upon the hypothesis that 
gold is the only money in the world; but 
it does follow hat nopart of cur currency, 
whether it be silver or paper, should be 
permitted to depreciate below the estab- 
lished and recognized standard. Any 
financial policy which would encourage or 
permit such cepreciation, or create a rea- 
sonable apprehension of such depreciation, 
would unsettle values, paralyze business, 
arrest the growth and expausion of our in- 
dustries, and ultimately bring ulmost 
universal bankruptcy and ruin upon the 
country. 

Settled For Good, 

“The quesi:on whether the obligations of 
the United States will be coin current in 
allthe markets in the world has already 
been settled, and it has been in my opinion 
settled for all time to come. It has 
been settled, not by any specific “ct of 
congress, but by the spirit and obvious 
purpose of the whole body of exi-ting 
legislation upon the subject, and by the 
deliberate judgment on the part of the 
people and the declared purpose of thos: 
who have been entrusted with the execu- 
tion o: the laws. 

“This does notimply that silver is to 
have no place in our monetary system. 
Whatisto bethe ultimate fate of that 
metalisone of the problems which its 
advocates alone can solve. 

“It is not possible under existing cir- 
cumstances for any one goverame.t to 
establish and maintain a stab’e relation 
between the two metals, and for this rea- 
son alone, if there were no others, we are 
bound to piace some reasonable limit:- 
tions upon the c inage andu- of sly-r. 

“How much of it can be safely coined 
and upon what conditions it can be safely 
used, are questions upon which there will 
be wide differences of opinion; but they 
will be finally determined by circum- 
stances which cinnot now be forseen. 

“{[tis enough to say at prisent that we 
have already on hand a stock of silver, 
coined and uncoined, sufficient to m-:et all 
the probable requirements of the country 
for many years to come, but we cannot 
alone mainta‘n its unlimited coinage as 
full legal te:der in opposition to the 
policies of the other great nations of the 
tarth. 

“The wisest and safest friends of that 
metal are those who have had the sagacily 
to foresee the inevitable effect of its con- 
tinued accumulation in form of bullion in 
the vaults of the treisury and the courage 
toremove from the statute book an ex- 
perimental law which, from the time of 
its enactment, was a constant menace to 
the welfare of the whole country.”

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THE CHESTER DISASTER, 


Bridge Company and Reed and 
Belville Are Blamed. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Nov. 22.—Judge 
Stevens of the district court of western 
Hampden has filed his report of the in- 
quest held at Westfield on Oct. 20 to in- 
quire into the cause of the Chester wreck 
onthe Boston and Albeny railroad on 
Aug. 81 last,in which 13 persons were 
killed. After reciting that the bridge was 
undergoing repairs under the direction of 
acompetent bridge engineer, the report 
states that the method of making repairs 
was aproper one, but that Daniel Bel- 
ville, the foreman, who was not a com- 
petent or recognized bridge builder, carried 
the work beyond the point of safety. In 

conclusion the report says: 

“In view of the necessary weakening of 
the bridge temporarily, to a grester or less 
degree in the proper execution of the 
work, and of the tact that only an expert 
eould determine with approximate ac- 
curacy how much could be risked with 
safety and of possible terrible conse- 
quences of the ignorance, forgetfuiness, 
carelessness or error in judgment of the 
dvers of the work, the omission of the 
company to provide an expert, whose su- 
pervision should ke constant, must be 
considered a failure on its part tocome up 
to the full measure of its duty. 

“Blame also attaches to both Reed and 
Belville—to Reed, in that he did not give 
more specific instructions to Belville for 
his guidunce in Reed’s absence; and to 
Belville, in that he did not ascertain by 
actual examination the precise condition 
of the work when [t was left, it being 
highly probable that had such examina- 
tion been made he would not have deemed 
it prudent to leave it in that state.”

Iron Ore Has Been Placed on the 
Free List. 


WOOL SCHEDULE FINISHED. 


@utline of Changes From the 
Present Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The iron ore 
men have been defeated, and the men 
who have combatted so valiantly to keep 
this article off the free list were yesterday 
informally notified by members of the 
Ways and means committee that it had 
been finally decided by the Democratic 
members that iron ore would be placed on 
the free list. 

This is the most important development 
of the day, as it leaves the iron ore men of 
Alabama, Virginia and Michigan no al- 
ternative but to carry their fight to the floor 
of the house. This they threaten todo, 
and it is more freely stated than ever that 
the new tariff bill containing this new 
provision will be opposed in the house by 
the solid Democratic delegation from Ala- 
bama, and in the senate by Senators Mor- 
gan and Pugh. 

The Western Irou Ore association, 
through George Ely, president, bas made 
a vigorous protest to the committee. The 
western iron ore men iu their communt- 
cation gave a history of the development 
of Lake Superior iron ore industry, and 
make an appeal for the retention of the 
present duty not only in their own inter- 
est but in the interest of the consumer and 
the laboring man. The letter concludes 
thus: 

If, for a while ahead, iron ore should be any 
cheaper than it has been for the last two 
years, it can only come through materially 
lower wages, not only in mining, but on the 
docks, on the vessels and on ihe railroads that 
give it transit to mills and furnaces: and, 
along the line of independent industries in 
Lake Superior ores alone, $18:,000,000 is now 
invested with all the labor occupation in- 
volved. 

Iron ore isa product of labor and capital. 
Todiscriminate against it because it is at the 
bottom and because theorists designate it as 
& raw material, would be an obvious injustice. 
If finished products above iron ore are mede 
dutiable, there can be no valid reason for a 
different treatment of this proauct. 

Wool, 

The committee yesterday concluied the 
wool schedule of the new tariff bill. The 
measure provides for the admission free of 
duty of all wools, hair of the camel, goat 
alpaca and other like animals, and of 
wool and hairon the skin, top waste and 
other wastes, and rags composed wholly 
or in part of wool; and also repeals what 
are knowa as compensatory duties on 
woolen goods and reduces the ad valorem 
duties on such goods. 

It also repeals the compensatory duties 
upon carpets of all kinds, rnes and mats, 
and reduces the ad valorem duties thereon 
from +) er cent ad valorem to 30 per cent 
ad valorem. It reduces the duties upon 
certain gnalities of waste which have been 
advanced beyond the condition of scoured 
wool, by the use of machinery or by the 
application of labor, tu 25 per cent ad va- 
lorem. The duty on shoddy, mungo and 
certain other wastes is put at 25 per cent 
ad valorem. 

Ovcr 1000 petition telegrams and me- 
morials have been received by members of 
the committee from temperance socicties 
asking that the wh’sky tax be raised.

There is abundant 
proof of what he has already done for that 
section of the city. He has been first in 
many little movements for its benefit: 
cheaper fares and more trips on the street 
cars, workingman’s tickets on the Old 
Colony, etc, His recent philanthropic work 
in making wooden hands with movable 
thumbs for an unfortunate man are fresh 
in mind. In business he has been pro- 
gressive and successful and encouraged the 
erection of better business blocks, until he 
now has one of the largest and finest 
jewelry stores in the state. In the Council 
he would be something more than a figure 
head. He would be among its most active 
workers. 


MANY wHo read that little editorial 
squib,—‘ Who is the Coffin in Ward Two 
for?’’—before seeing the announcement 
that Mr. A. G. Coffin was torun in that 
ward for the Council on nomination papers, 
were not slow to put ‘‘ Baby Ruth”’ intoit, 
and had almost buried her. Those voters 
of Ward Two who desire pure government, 
who want to take politics and abuse out of 
it, and elect the best man, hope that that 
is what the Coffin is for. We harbor no 
personal ill feeling toward Mr. Federhen, 
although we have come in fora share of 
his dirty attacks, but he has done more 
than all the other members of the City 
Council to bring the legislative branch of 
our city government into disfavor, and 
keep good men out of it. Councilmen and 
executive officers who have differed with 
him have been held up to ridicule and 
abuse entirely uncalled, even to secure 
politcal ends, so that arguments were 
useless. We would not raise a party issue, 
for we respect the work of such Democrats 
as Messrs. Baker, Smith, Adams and 
others more tban some Republicans, The 
above three in particular should be 
reelected, 

Had Mr. Federhen run at large for the 
Council this year, as he wasearnestly urged 
to do, he would have found, readily, how 
he was regarded in the city. In his own 
ward, which is Democratic, he may be re- 
elected, but there is much doubt of this. 
In 1892, his first year in the Council, his 
course was not opened to serious criticism 
and he was handsomely reelected at the 
head of the Ward Two delegation, but his 
course this year will not secure the inde- 
pendent vote, and we look to the election 
of one or two of his Democratic colleagues 
and one or two Republicans.

In the city 
which went Republican by only 116 votes, 
he was 259 behind Representative Ham- 
mond, and only 36 and 74 ahead of the 
Weymouth Democrats. Certainly not very 
popular.

Already one 
nomination paper has been forwarded to 
the Board of Registrars and when ap- 
proved by them will be filed with the City 
Clerk. It isthat of the ‘‘ People’s Party” 
placing in nomination three candidates for 
Councilmen in Ward. Itis signed by 55 
alleged voters of the ward and is apparent- 
ly in due form. Each of the candidates— 
Daniel Hanlan, Bernard Donaher and 
Patrick F. Danaby—certifies his willing- 
ness to accept the nomination. 

At least one other nomination papers is 
out. One of these is for Mr. Albert G. 
Coffin, who will run for the Council in 
Ward Two, and whose friends have already 
secured more than the requisite number of 
signatures.

FORTS BATTERED, 


Life In Brazilian Cities Placed In Perti 
by Bombardment. 

Lonpon, Nov. 23.—-The Times today 
publishes the following dispatch from 
Rio de Janeiro: 

“Heavy artillery fire continues daily- 
Forts Villegaignon and Lge have been 
battered. A heavy gun at Fort San Joao 
was struck by a rebel shot and dis- 
mounted. During the bombarding a shell 
burst at Fort Lage, killing an officer and 
17 men. 

“Parts of the city are perilous. Owing 
to the fusilade of rifle and muchine guns 
there have been many casualties in the 
streets. The foreign diplomats consider it 
impossible to ta'se further steps for the 
protection of life and property and the 
naval commanders concur in the general 
opinion which favors letting both sides 
proceed without further interference. Ad- 
miral Mello is inclined to bombard the 
sity after 48 hour,’ notice. 

“Admiral Gama, who recently joined the 
insurgents, confirms the telegram of last 
week, saying that Mello is disposed to 
wait until theend of the revolution, and 
then take a plebescite of the country on 
the question of a monarchy. The in- 
surgents are confident of success; they 
have captured Bage (in the province of 
Rio Grande do Sol), and are making 
progress northward. 

“President Peixoto is preparing for a 
stubborn defense of Rio de Janeiro, and 
states that he intends fighting to the last 
and that when his ships arrive he expects 
victory. All business is suffering severely, 
and every branch is stagnated. The gov- 
ernment treasury is exhausted and the 
fact that Pernambuco bas been declared 
in a state of siege shows the spread of tke 
movement.”’ 


A MILLIONAIRE’S WILL 


Makes No Provisions For His Widow and 
She Will Contest It. 

Boston, Noy. 23.—There is likely to be a 
long litigation over the will of the late 
Millionaire John Brown. He was the 
principal stockholder of the Quincy 
Mining company, a wealthy corporation, 
and was h avily interested in many other 
enterprises. He died Aug. 16, and his will 
leaves all the property to Lis son and 
grandson, totally ignoring his wife. She 
was his third wife, and was a widow when 
he married her. Her home was in Sara- 
toga Springs, N. Y., where Brown mar- 
ried her two years ago, when he was 80 
years old. Brown's relatives protested 
strongly against the marriage, and after- 
wards succeeded in parting the couple, 
though they frequently met up to the 
time of his death. Brown always led his 
wife to believe that he would leave her his 
property, she says, and now she will con- 
test the will. Judge Corcoran, who re- 
signed from the bench of the superior 
court yesterday, is her counsel, and the 
will comes up for probate Dec. 1. 


Was Chief of Vigilanes. 

SAN FrRANcIsScO, Nov. 23.—The death of 
William T. Coleman yesterday removes 
one of the most conspicuous and pictur- 
esque figures in Califorma history. For 
many years he was one of the most prom- 
inent merchants in this city. His tame 
will rest on the work which he accom- 
plished as the leader of the great vigilance 
committee of 1856. 


Flight of Jail Birds. 

Boston, Nov. 23.—Edward Burns, 2 
years of age, and Timothy Sullivan, 38, 
inmates of the reformatory at Deer island, 
escaped from that institution last night. 
After eluding the keepers the men stole a 
small row boat from a schooner which was 
lying off the State wharf, end when last 
seen were headed in the direction of East 
Boston.

“TI notice that some wise men in vari- 
ous parts of the country are predicting 
an uncommonly severe winter,” said the 
old Lackawanna valley weather prophet, 
“but they are all wrong. All the signs 
point to a mild and an open winter. 
‘When you see caterpillars crawling on 
the ground all through October, as they 
did last month, you may set it down as 
a fact that the temperature will be un- 
seasonably high throughout the winter. 
Caterpillars don’t crawl up to election 
time when a cold winter is ahead. 

“Robins were thick in the sumacs 
nd laurels on the hillsides on All Saints’ 
day, and that is a sure gm that there 
will be no real cold weatXcr till the sec- 
ond or third month next year. On Noy. 
2I picked a basketful of dandelion and 
crow’s foot blossoms on the highest hill 
in Lackawanna county. I never saw the 
like of it before, although I have search- 
ed for such indications of a mild winter 
at about that time in the year every fall 
since 1837. I also ran across some bone- 
set and ferns that hadn’t been touched 
by frost, and that is another good sign 
of a mild winter. 

“In a piece of beech woods I knocked 
a chipmunk over with a stone on the 
afternoon before Halloween and found 
that it hadn’ta single beechnut in its 
chops, although the nuts were plentiful. 
That is a sure sign of warm weather up 
to the holidays. On Oct. 28 I saw a 
woodchuck sitting on a stone wall. That 
is one of the best of open winter signs, 
as woodchucks hole up three weeks be- 
fore that time when the winter is going 
to be severe. The toads sang 16 days 
later than usual—another good sign of a 
mild winter. The fur of skunks and 
coons is thinner by half than it was a 
year ago, and that is another reason why 
I predict a very light snowfall before 
groundhog day. Rabbits are lean to 
what they were last year, although fool 
is abundant—a sure sign of mild winter 
weather. All in all, I have never seen 
in 60 years so many favorable indica- 
tions of an open winter, and therefore I 
predict that the sales of fuel, sleighs 
and cutters will be small to what they 
were a year ago.”—Scranton Letter. 


CONNECTICUT FREAKS. 


October Strawberries, White Blackbirds 
and Albinos In the Nutmeg State. 

This has been the latest, warmest, most 
blooming autumn for many years in this 
state. There had been no severe frosts 
until this week, and the orchards were 
fragrant with unseasonable blossoms on 
peach, pear, apple and plum trees, and 
the fields bright with dandelions, violets 
and other wild flowers. There were also 
strawberry and raspberry blossoms, and 
a farmer of a neighboring rural town 
picked luscious ripe strawberries and 
raspberries in his garden a day or two 
ago. More wonderful still, a Norwich 
gardener, Charles H. Miner, got a mess 
of fine green corn in his garden on Oct. 
81. It was the latest green corn proba- 
bly in the whole record of the Nutmeg 
State. On the same day Engineer Henry 
J. Adams of the Norwich and Worcester 
railroad picked a bouquet of wild roses 
and buds by the roadside in Greeneville, 
in the outskirts of Norwich. 

A great number of albinos have been 
shot by hunters in this county this fall. 
There were several pure white black- 
birds and crows, a white robin and two 
albino red squirrels. A milk white robin, 
with pink toes, raised a family in a nest 
in a shade tree in front of the Congrega- 
tional church at the borough of Stoning- 
ton, on the seashore, and recently mi- 
grated to the south. No one molested 
her or her nest. Her young were of the 
color of ordinary robins. The strangest 
albino freaks were killed recently by 
hunters in the forests among the wild 
hills about Middletown. They were per- 
fectly white gray squirrels, with beauti- 
ful pink eyes and claws and great 
flowing tails as beautiful as white 
plumes.—Norwich Special. 

Christened In the Ferris Wheel. 

One of the last occurrences on the Fer- 
ris wheel was the christening of two chil- 
dren of Mr. C. R. Rhodes of Chicago on 
the last day of the fair. It was done 
without the knowledge of the company, 
which steadfastly protested against such 
notoriety. The mother carried a chris- 
tening bowl wrapped in paper and her 
2-year-old boy. A young woman took up 
a bottle of water in a shopping bag and 
bore the 8-month-old girl in her arms, 
and the officiating reverend gentleman, 
Dr. D. F. Fox of Chicago, for once dis- 
creetly concealed his Bible in his over- 
coat pocket. Thus they passed the un- 
suspecting guard. The small boy was 
christened Harold Wheeler Rhodes as the 
car reached the top on her first trip. The 
name of Ferris Rhodes was bestowed 
upon the girl as the wheel reached the 
turn on the second trip.—Chicago Letter.

Probability That the Public Sustained 
Monarchy and That Members of the 
Provisional Government Took Advan- 
tage of Amnesty Insisted Upon by Min- 

Be 

Given His Passports, as He Is Consid- 


ister Willis—Thurston Will Not 


ered Hawalian Minister Only by Cour- 
tesy—Ex-Minister Stevens Lectures on 
Hawaii, but Avoids Reference to Recent 


Developments, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The officers of 
the state department fully believe that the 
Queen of Hawaii has been restored to 
the throne. While they do not fix any 
precise time as to when the reinstatement 
touk place, they believe that force 
was not necessary. It seems, however, 
that while actual force may not have been 
authorized, there was to be such a show of 
force as would make the provisional gov- 
ernment believe that the United States 
would use all the power at its command 
to bring about the restoration. 

The statement was also made that if 
Mr. Dole refused to accede to the demands 
of Minister Willis he would be thrust 
aside and the queen restored, even if the 
administration would have to go to con- 
gress for authority. At the same time it 
was claimed that there would be no neces- 
sity for any such action, as the iuforma- 
tion from the islands was tothe effect that 
everything was working precisely as ex- 
pected, 

One reason for the belief in some quar- 
ters that the restoration had taken place 
was because of the assertion, often made, 
unless the restoration took place before 
the arrival! of the steamer from the United 
States, since the attitude of this adminis- 
tration had been made public, that it 
would not be made at all, because the 
sentiment of the United States and the 
report of Minister Thurston tothe pro- 
visional government would have a ten- 
dency to sustain them and cause them to 
resist Minister Willis’ efforts at restora- 
tion. 

This phase of the case was suggested to 
the state department yesterday, and a 
reply received thatit ma'e no difference 
whether Mr. Thurston had been able to 
communicate with the provisional goy- 
ernment or not, or when that govern- 
ment would offer any resistance, the 
restoration would go on just the same. 

Advautages of Amnesty. 

It was claimed that not only the inform- 
ation furnished by Mr. Blount, but the re- 
ports received since Minister Willis ar- 
rived at Honolulu, was to the effect that 
the provisional government was sustained 
on the supposition that the United §$-+ates 
man-of-war was in the harbor for that 
purpose, and that us soon as it was known 
that the United States would not only not 
sustain the provisional government, but 
was determined to undo what had been 
done by the revolutionists and the alleged 
assistance of Minister Stevens, that the 
public would immediately compel the 
restoration of the queen, and the provi- 
sional government would fall, and its 
members would hasten to take advantage 
of the amnesty which Minister Willis 
would insist that the queen should grant 
upon being restored to power. 

The statement that last Tuesday was 
the day on which Lilioukalani was to be 
put back on the throne found publicity 
through the same medium asthe first in- 
timation of the purpose of the administra- 
tion to restore her. The people of the 
country must wait until Dec. 11 for news 
from Hawaii uoless the st.te department 
shall decide to give explicit information 
as to the proposed course to be pursued. 

The basis of the belief that Lilioukalani 
was restored day before yesterday is sup- 
posed to be the dispatch which was received 
by the Austratia from Minister Willis. It 
‘g said that this represented Minister Wil- 
lis’ confident expectation that there would 
be no interruption tothe progress of car- 
rying out his instructions, and all the pre- 
liminaries had been successfully attended 
to. It is asserted that the progress re- 
ported by Minister Willis has been so sat- 
isfactory that it has not been considered 
necessary to send him anything further 
since he received his original instructions, 

Thurston's Case. 

Officials in the state department assert 
that the statement issued by Minister 
Thurston yesterday would furnish abund- 
ant ground for giving him bis passports if 
this government felt inclined to send them 
to him. 

In the present state of the public mind, 
however, it is thought that this might 
seem like depriving a man of the right to 
state his side of the case and would prove 
unpopular. “The American peuple do not 
care for diplomatic forms’ is the expres- 
sion used in explanation ia the secretary 
ef state’s office. 

There isno law and a very iil-defined 
Usage or custum to fix the restrictions 
hpon public expressions by representatives 
of foreign nations. Itis left ulmost en- 
tirely to thediscretiou of the department 
ef state as to whether a minister Las of- 
fended against propriety in any act or 
any public expression, It depexds upon 
whether the sicretary of s ate chooses to 
consider the matter offe:sive. Persona 
non grata is simply ‘A person not agreea- 
ble’ to the government and it is not im- 
perative that it should sustsin charges 
and convict of aspccific cffense to relieve 
itself of the undesirable minister, 

At the White House it was stated that 
Minister Thurston would not be given hi. 
passports, the reasoa being that it would 
only be ashort time before he would be 
but a private citizen. It was also in- 
dicated that it was: but by courtesy that 
Mr, Thurston was. cons dered the Ha- 
waiian minieter, as the letter of Secretary 
Gresham indicateii very plainly that the 
provisional government was aian eud as 
far as the annexation proposition was con- 
cerned.

Chosen to Succeed Judge Corcoran on

Boston, Nov. 23.—Judge John W. Cor- 
coran yeSterday resigned his position on 
the supreme bench, and Hon. Charles 
S. Lilley of Lowell was nominated to fill 
the vacancy thus made. 

Judge Corcoran carried his letter of 
resignation to the state house in the morn- 
ing. He then proceeded to his duties, 
sitting in the first session of the superior 
court. The court was crowded with law- 
yers and others who came to hear the 
judge say farewell. His honor spoke with 
@ good deal of feeling when the time came 
for him to aunouuce that he was about to 
sever his connection with bis colleagues of 
the bench and leave the scene of his judi- 
cial labors of the past two years. 

Hon. Charles Sumner Lilley was born 
in Lowell, Dec. 13, 1851. He was educated 
in Lowell’s public schools, and pursued a 
classical course under private tuition. He 
was admitted t» the bar in 1877, having 
studied in the office of Hoa. A. P. Bon- 
ney. Mr. Lilley has been in constant 
practice since. He was elected to many 
municipal positions and was a state sena- 
tor.

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SOUP FOR THE POOR. 


A New Chicago Charity Which Serves 
Meals at a Cent Each. 

It has been deemed advisable by chari- 
tably inclined men and women of Chica- 
go tolend assistance to the poorer classes 
by establishing what is termed a “‘soup 
kitchen” in that part of town where char- 
ity of this sort seems to be most needed. 
That something of the kind was neces- 
sary is shown by the hundreds of men, 
women and children who flock to the lit- 
tle dark frame house, 615 South Canal 
street, and each day buy a ticket for a 
cent each and then fall into line and wait 
for hours for a chance to exchange the 
ticket for a bowl of soup and a piece of 
dry bread. 

The first day’s attendance was nearly 
400, which increased steadily, until now 
wver 600 men, women and children pur- 
shase tickets and call for soupand bread 
daily. The house is in the poorer quar- 
ter of the Jewish settlement and is in- 
tended for destitute Jews. The Chris- 
tian is not barred, however, and fully 10 
per cent of those who call for soup are 
not Jews. The room is 20 by 40 feet, 
with three rows of lunch counters in the 
center. To the rear an English cook, 
whose training has been in the soup 
kitchens of London, prepares the soup. 
The charitable work is done by nearly 
800 south and west side Jewish women. 
The distribution of tickets takes place 
between 11 and 2 o'clock each day. The 
waiters are members of the well to do 
Jewish families, young women and girls, 
10 at a time and serving different days. 

Being a Jewish charity, the meat used 
must necessarily be purchased from the 
Jewish meat markets. The big packers 
have offered to supply the meat, but the 
Jew wants nothing but the Kosher meat. 
This compels a payment of 5 cents a 
pound for the 150 pounds used daily. 
The vegetables and breadstuffs have so 
far been donated. The cost of feeding 
each person is roughly estimated to be 
between 3 and 4cents. From 150 to 200 
persons can be accommodated in the 
room at one time. Thesoupis of dif- 
ferent kinds, being changed each day, 
and is said to be as palatable and whole- 
some as that served down town for 10 
and 15 cents a bowl. Bean, tomato, bar- 
ley, rice and vegetable soup are served 
on different days. A piece of meat isin 
each bowl, and large plates of white and 
Tye bread are on the tables at all times 
during meal hours,—Chicago Tribune. 


STILL ON EARTH. 


Chicago Girls Who Expected to Be Trans- 
lated to Heaven Sorely Disappointed. 

A Chicago correspondent says: Thirty- 
five girls were grievously disappointed 
on Sunday. For nine weeks they had 
fondly expected to be translated from 
earth to heaven in a body, but the as- 
cent did not come off according to ex- 
pectations. The event was to have taken 
place on Sunday from Hyde park. 

At 5487 Madison avenue there stands 
a little church, the pastor of which is the 
Rey. O. A. Larson. He is a Swede, and 
the small congregation is made upof that 
nationality, Swedish servant girls pre- 
dominating. 

The members of the congregation call 
themselves the ‘‘Children of God.” Itis 
in this church that for the past nine 
weeks a small company of fanatics have 
almost literally ‘‘prayed without ceas- 
ing.” 

According to the peculiar doctrines of 
this church, its members are the chosen 
people of God, and Sunday was fixed 
upon as the millennium, for it was the 
day on which they were to leave the 
world and pass to eternal felicity. 

Accordingly the members of the con- 
gregation prepared themselves for the 
great event. On Sunday morning early 
85 Swedish girls assembled in Parson 
Larson’s church for the expected ascent. 

They knew not the hour, but they were 
certain the event was to occur, and they 
waited patiently and reverently for it. 

All day long and far into the night 
they sat in prayer waiting to be called 
away, but the call never came. Tired 
out at last, they left the church a disap- 
pointed company, but still firm in the 
faith that they would yet be called to 
heaven at no distant day.

STEAMER PILGRIM. 


It Will Arrive at Quincy Point Today—On 
Exhibition Sunday. 

The Steamer Pilgrim, purchased by Rep- 
resentative John R. Graham of Stewart & 
Binney, will arrive at Quincy Point today, 
and will be moored off the power station. 
Mr. Graham wishes the LEDGER to state 
that the recent cup defender will be on 
exhibition on Sunday, and people may go 
aboard, 

The boat has been in the navy yard 
dock where her big 17-ton fin was removed, 
and the rigging removed. Jt is Mr. 
Graham’s intention to use her as a com- 
bined passenger steamer and private 
pleasure yacht in the waters of Boston 
harbor. 

The steamer Pilgrim—for the name will 
be retained—will be 123 feet over all, 23 
feet beam amidship and 21 feet 4 inches 
beam on the load water line. The draft 
will be 5 feet 8 inches, 

About 6 inches of the lead fin has been 
left as a keel and the keel lengthened out. 

She will be equipped with two indeper- 
dent compound condensing engines, each 
of 130 horse power, the steam to be fur- 
nished from the latest type of high pressure 
water tube boiler. 

There will be two independent screws, 
each 4 feet in diameter, making 300 revo- 
lutiona minute. She is expected to de- 
velop a speed of 14 knots. 

The boat will be entirely remodeled above 
the deck. The house extends two-thirds 
the length of the boat, and the upper work 
will be of mahogany. The pilot house will 
be very large, and here will be the 
captain’s room and lavatories for gentle- 
men, 

The quarters for the crew will be forward 
and just below the pilot house. 

She will be lighted by electric lights, 
and in her line will be the queen of Boston 
harbor. 

‘She'll be a fast one, too,’ is the 
comment of the many seafaring men who 
have critically examined her lines while 
she was hauled out of the water. 


THE MEDFIELD ASYLUM. 


Some Interesting Items from the Books 
of the Auditor. 

The Herald says: ‘‘Some items from 
the auditor’s books at the State House 
show that the combined salaries of the 
members of the Medfield insane asylum 
committee amount to $6500.

Expenses have been in- 
curred for office furniture, typewriting, etc., 
but the lump sum for all expenses from 
Jan, 1, 1893, is only $3,121.34.

$8,398.12, in 1893 $1,964.39. 

“The total amount drawn out has been 
$73,081.67 out of the total appropriation for 
construction, etc., of $350,000.

MR. ADAMS’ SPEECH. 


A Good Field in “‘ Old Braintree ”’ for an 
Historical Society. 


The speech of Mr. Charles Francis 
Adams in accepting the presidency of the 
Quincy Historical Society, so well sets 
forth what may be done by the organiza- 
tion, that we, by request, give it in full: 

Ladies and Gentlemen Members of the 
Historical Society:—Thanking you for the 
compliment bestowed upon me in my se- 
lection as the first president of the society, 
Icanin accepting the position, only ex- 
press my regret that its formation has been 
deferred so latea day. The three towns 
and one city, which a little more than a 
century jback, composed the ancient 
town of Braintree, constitute together a 
field rich in historical material. Much of 
this has heretofore been painfully dug up 
out of buried original sources and either is 
now preserved in the pages of Dr. Pattee, 
or will yet be preserved in the forthcoming 
pages of our associate, Mr. Bates; but 
much is irretrievably lost. And, indeed, it 
is curious to think of the mass of informa- 
tion, all of greater or Jess interest, which 
would now be accessible had such a so- 
ciety as that we are this evening forming 
been organized, say, by John Quincy, after 
whom this city was named, in the year 
1720; or later by Pastor John Hancock, 


in the year 1740; or forty years further on | 


by those concerned io the revolutionary 
troubles; or even a century ago, 
Braintree first suffered division. 

But, as I have said, probably not the 
least interesting part of all this great mass 
of material was long since lost,—and 
forever! Nevertheless, much remains; 
and something more may be recovered. 
For the future it is unnecessary to concern 
ourselves. The modern newspaper and 
periodical keep a quite-sufficient record of 
current events, and little except what is 
pure gossip isin these days left for letters, 
diaries and private memoranda. As to the 
mass of what is well enough known as 
gossip, of course, the sooner it dies the 
better. 

It concerns only individuals, and is not 
worthy of preservation. For the rest, the 
record of today is quite complete enough; 
while that of the fature bids fair to be too 
complete, But, none the less, local his- 
torical societies like ours have in the past a 
sufficient field of usefulness, Unquestion- 
ably in the sister towns constituting old 
Braintreee there are many records which 
may yet be collected and preserved. These 
exist in the form of letters, 
memorandum books and manuscripts 
more or less public and private, besides 
printed matter. They are to be found in 
the hands of oid families, hid away and 
forgotten in attics and little considered 
repositories; and it is curious, as well as 
sad, to think how much that is of interest 
in this way is every year unwittingly 
destroyed under the name of rubbish, in 
the course of removals and house clean- 
ings. 

All this ought to be sifted and winnowed 
over, and what residuum there is in it of 
value should pass into the hands of this 
society. Therefore, though our society 
comes late, it is better late than never. 
Nothing can grow old unless it has a begin- 
ning; and a century heuce a Quincy and 
Old Braintree historical society, which now 
seems young and crude and almost useless, 
will have become venerable, Once estab- 
lished the historical receptacle, and histori- 
cal matter is sure to gather into it. 

Such a receptacle we establish here this 
evening. Time and a little industry will 
do the rest.

A SINGULAR CASE. 


A Boy Whose Condition Completely Baf- 
fies the Physicians. 

A very singular case is being discussed 
in local medical circles. Within the 
past week two of the leading physicians 
were called in consultation on a case ap- 
parently entirely new to the profession 
and for which explanations are not easily 
offered. A boy 6 years old, whose parents 
reside south of this city, one year ago 
suddenly lost his speech and hearing, 
and after being treated by local physi- 
cians it was decided that je would be 
permanently deaf and dumb, although 
no functional trouble could be discoy- 
ered and the organs were apparently 

| perfect. Within a few weeks, however, 
his speech and hearing returned as sud- 
| denly as they had been lost. 

Two weeks ago he again became deaf 
}anddumb. A closer examination than 
| previously made showed no abnormal 
; condition of the organs. Every test 
| known to the profession was made, but 
| not the slightest defect could be discov- 
| ered. However, nothing could induce 
| the lad to speak, and all noises, however 
| sudden and unexpected, failed to attract 
| his attention. A pistol fired close to his 
head did not startle him, and he appear- 
} ed unconscious of everything around 

him unless it fell under his sight. When 
| his attention was apparently engrossed 
| by the pictures hanging from the walls, 

one of the physicians suddenly jumped 
| to his side and shouted his name in sten- 
| torian tones, but he gave no evidence of 
hearing, and when objects were pointed 

out and questions asked he made no re- 
| sponse, 

A thorough examination was made for 
organic trouble, after which the physi- 
cians were forced to the conclusion that 
it was a case of complete suspension of 
the faculties of the mind, so far as sound 
and speech were concerned. They be- 
lieve that the lad can both hear and 
speak, but that sound fails to make any 
impression on his mind; that a pistol 
shot, a voice or any other sound is con- 
veyed to his mind the same as in other 
persons, but that the mind has tempo- 
rarily lost the power to distinguish be- 
tween sounds, and therefore no impres- 
sion is made upon it. Loss of voice, 
they further say, is but an incident to the 
loss of power of identity of sound. In 
all other respects the child is perfectly 
well. Notreatment has been attempted. 
The physicians are inclined to believe 
that speech and hearing may return, like 
they did one year ago, as suddenly as 
they were lost.—In¢ianapolis Cor. Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer. 


CATS CAUSE DIVORCE. 


An Accumulation of Felines Separate a 
Couple Married Forty Years. 

Cats and clairvoyance are the reasons 
given by Simon Fritz of 46 Goffe street, 
New Haven, for separating from his 
wife. The couple were married in Iowa 
about 40 years ago. Ten years ago Mrs. 
Fritz developed a mania for cats. She 
gathered in and cared for every stray fe- 
line she could find. Mr. Fritz tried to 
escape from them by moving to this city, 
but she brought a crate of cats with the 
furniture. 

Mr. Fritz is awoodworker. He set up 
arepairing shop on Winter street, and 
they lived in the building until the con- 
stantly increasing number of cats around 
the house caused the neighbors to com- 
plain, and they moved to Goffe street, 
Mr. Fitz also has some inventions he is 
trying to perfect, but the nightly uproar 
by the cats seldom allowed him to get a 
night's rest, and he was unable to work 
effectively.

She added 
that increasing poverty and the severer 
means of re pression that had been adopted 
by the authorities warranted more terrible 
means of defense. 


LOUISE MICHEL 

With reference to the European inter- 
national agreement for the suppression 
of anarchism and anarchists, she said the 
whole thing was worthy ouly of derision. 
The same thing had been tried before. 
Wholesale arrests helped the cause. 

Explosions formed the best and most 
clement means for extending the propa- 
ganda, The number killed by explosions 
was always less in proportion than the 
good done. The French measures aga inst 
anarchists, she declared, were most re- 
pressive, owing to the government block- 
heads. Bombs had not bee: recently uscd 
in the United States, because that country 
was younger and the evils there had not 
become firmly rooted. These evils do not 
ueed violence to cure them. 

The anarchist cause in the United States 
isin a flourishing condition. The exccu- 
tion in Chicago of the men convicted of 
connection with the famous Haymarket 
affair had converted more persons tO an- 
archism than thousands of speeches could 
have done.

A LOSS OF REVENUE. 


Enlarged Free List Does Not 
Please the Radicals. 


LOOKING TO INCOME TAX 


To Make Up Deficit In Whisky, 
Beer and Tobacco. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—As the proposed 
tariff revision bill nears completion, and 
some of its provisions are beginning to be 
understood, the wing of the Democratic 
party which favored Mr. Cleveland’s nom- 
nation and secured his election is already 
beginning to criticise the action of the 
majority of the committee. It maintains 
that the Chicago platform and promises 
made during the campaign were for a tariff 
for revenue only,and any system looking to 
protection was unconstitutional. 

It does not believe in an enlarged free 
list and a corresponding cut of duties on 
articles produced from these raw materials. 
It holds that that is not a tariff for 
revenue, but is on the same line which the 
Republican party has been pursuing for 
years, and must necessarily result in a 
great loss of revenue, which must be made 
up by an income tax or some other ex- 
traordinary method. 

The majority members of the committee, 
however, take the position that a tariff 
for revenue only is not the kind of a meas- 
ure which the necessities of the country at 
this timerequire. Ifa bill as outlined by 
their critics, they say, was brought before 
the house, making radical changes in the 
leading schedules without some compen- 
sating reductions elsewhere, it would have 
the effect of not only disturbing, but seri» 
ously embarrassing many large industrial 
interests. 

This course the Democratsof the com- 
mittee are anxious to avoid. They have 
decided, however, to make some marked 
reductions on certai; classes of articles, 
ike pigiron, steel rails, structural iron 
and other articles in the metal schedule, 
which, they assert, have never been subject 
to the same reductions as other schedules, 
In the cotton and woolen schedules their 
proposed reductions, isin iron, are made 
tocorrespond with their free raw ma- 
terials, This they hold can be done with- 
out seriously interferiug with those in- 
dustries, M1he committee will not deter- 
mine on the rates on sugar, whisky, to- 
bacco, beer, and au income tax, until it 
ascertains the amount of revenue which is 
to be raised. 

The Income Tax. 

The present feeling is not to increase the 
tax on whisky, tobacco and beer. It may 
put an additional 10 cents on whisky, 
making it $1. This, however, will not 
very much increase the reveoue. Such 
isthe opinion of Intern: 1H ~enue Com- 
missioner Miller, who is « pp ed to any 
increase. Ifno increase iu ...15 direction 
is made, the committee will rely upon the 
income tax to make up any deficit. 

They will be governed in a great meas- 
ure by the views of Secretary Carlisle on 
all these internal revenue matters. It was 
supposed, if the tariff bill were reported to 
the house upon the assembling of congress, 
its consideration would be proceeded with 
forthwith. As the bill must be printed 
with the reports, a sufficient time must bd 
allowed the representatives to examine it 
and prepare themselves for the discussion 
of its provisions. 

Ciairman Wilson intimates that he 
shall hurry the bill throuch as rapidly as 
possible, as no other bill will be allowed 
tointerfere with it. How longit will take 
for reasonable discu-s'on has mot besn de- 
termined, but it will hardly get under way 
before the holidays, anl as consideration 
ennnot therefore be resumed before early 
in January, at least six weeks or two 
months will be required to pass the bill. 

To Be Divided. 

A leading Democratic member of the 
committee on ways and m ans said that it 
had been proposed to divide the customs! 
and internal revenue legislation into two 
bills—the first covering the subject of 
duties exclusively, and the second internal 
taxation and income tax, Under this plan 
the customs legislation will be passed upon; 
first. ; 

The internal revenue bill will then be 
hel! subject to modification in order to 
meet the conditions on the tariff bill. This 
will enable the committee to make up, by 
internal taxation, any loss of revenue 
through the enlarged free list and nominal 
duties on articles of manufacture,

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FORETOLD THEIR DEATHS. 


ASoothsayer’s Warning to a Sufcide and a 
Seaman Who Drowned. 

Seaman John Fascal has received & 
letter from Alitak, Alaska, giving an ac- 
count of the suicide of Francis James, 
an able seaman who shipped on the 
Merom when she left here about six 
months ago for the northern canneries. 
Francis James killed himself by blowing 
his brains out with a revolver. 

“Perhaps you remember,” said Fascal 
“that a young man named Lawrence fell 
overboard from the Merom when,the 
bark was sailing through the Golden 
Gate. 

“Lawrence's death and the suicide of 
Francis James recalled to my mind a 
very strange coincidence—a happening 
which occurred the night before the 
Merom sailed. Lawrence, this young 
fellow James and myself were taking & 
drink together in the Bowhead saloon. 
While we were standing at the bar an 
elderly man approached us and offered 
to tell our fortunes, provided we would 
furnish him with a few dimes with 
which to procure a night’s lodging. 

‘We agreed to his proposition, and he 
started in by saying that Lawrence would 
die before the month was out. ‘You 
will meet with a very unexpected death,’ 
he declared. ‘You will die by drown- 
ing, and your body will never be recoy- 
ered. And as for you,’ he continued, 
looking at James, ‘I predict that you 
will never return to San Francisco. You 
will meet with misfortune while in 
Alaska and will become very despond- 
ent. Iam not certain whether you will 
take your own life or will die in a fight 
to death with one of your shipmates, but 
it looks to me as if you are going to re- 
sort to self destruction.’ 

“You may think I am telling you what 
is not true,” said Fascal, ‘‘but all this 
occurred as sure a8 Iam talking to you. 

“Lawrence fell overboard, as you 
know, and here is a letter from Alaska 
saying that James committed suicide by 
shooting himself through the head. 1 
have no further particulars, but surely 
it is a strange case, and I am anxious to 
hear what motive led to the latter taking 
his life."—San Francisco Call.

Senator Hoar'’s Remarks. 

“J don’t think just now that there is any 
occasion for the Home Market club to dis-

to everything like good government, and 
opposed to every principle upon which the 
happiness of the employer or emp

“There are certain principles thac the 
Republican party stands by, whether in 
victory or in defeat. We believe that gov- 
ernment is a failure unless every man re- 
ceives a reasonable compensation for his 
labors. We took this count¢y 32 years 
ago, its flag dishonored, its bonds below 
par, its c cdit almost gone, treason and 
revolution rampant in 12 states out of 31, 
and we leit it at the height of prosperity. 

“Eight short months of Democratic rule, 
the apprehension of three years more of 
Democratic rule, has brought us to our 
present condition.

McKinley’s Address. 

“This year, in Massachusetts, asin Ohio, 
polities was business and business was 
politics, and, united, they triumphed. It 
was discovered’ that business rests upon 
confidence and certainty Industry is 
only the agency to meet the wants of 
mankind. While the wants of mankind 
are the great factor in our industrial pros- 
perity, the ability to gratify these wants 
is essential. The manufacturer makes 
cloth because the merchant wants it and 
can give ample security for payment, and 
the merchant wauts it because his cus- 
tomers want it and are able to pay him 
for bis investment with a profit. 

“If the great consuming classes are cut 
off in their income and wages the mer- 
chant’s sales decline, and when this occurs 
the manufacturer’s orders decline, and 
when they decline the demand for labor 


declines and the workman’s' wages 
decline. Ifcapital cannot geta profit out 


of its investment it will not work, and if 
capital does not werk labor is idle. When 
labor is idle wages reach the lowest point, 
even to the few who are employed. Cap- 
ital must have faith in the future. It 
must be able to calculate on the future, It 
must know that what it makes today it 
can dispose of at a profit tomorrow, or 
next week, or next month, 

“Tt must be certain that no legislation is 
to intervene which will injuriously affect 
the value of the goods it makes nor the 
marketin which they are sold. Manu- 
facturing industries have no assurance 
today either as to the price or the market 
beyond the immediate present. If they 
turn a wheel beyond present orders they 
are confronted with uncertainty and prob- 


able loss, and capital, always sensitive, | 


shrinks from these, and whileit sitsin 
fear, labor sits in idleness. The too com- 
mon expression that “tariffs could not 
affect my business” is little beard now, 

“Free trade or a revenue tariff is the 
remedy offered by those who differ from 
us on this economic question. More for- 
eign goods and more easily to be obtained 
is the prescription offered by our political 
opponents as sure to reopen our idle mills. 
Willitdoit? Free trade 
cannot rekindle the fires in our factories. 
Free trade cannot increase our production 
at home. Nobody advocates it with any 
such view. Its whole aim is to increase 
foreign importations, which increase must 
of necessity diminish like domestic produc- 
tion. 

“There can be but one of two results to 
follow the intraivetion of free trade or @

The 
President of the United States in his 
August message announced a great fact, 
He said: 

“Tt may be true that the embarrass- 
ment from which the business of the 
country is suffering arises as much from 
evils apprehended as from those actually 
existing.’ 

“This is true, Remove the apprehen- 
sion of threatened tariff legislation, re- 
move the scare of the promised free trade 
bill, remove the fear which has settled 
Upon every business interest, and confi- 
dence will return. It was this fear which 
found expression in the recent elections of 
tiw people, and these, however they may 
be regarded in certain quarters, were im- 
pressive protests against the party which 
created the fear. We have everything 
this year we hadi last but good times. 

“Tfa full and free expression could be 
had, there is scarcely a state of the Union 
which would record its majority vote in 
favor of free tradeor a purely revenue 
tariff. Iam firm in the conviction that 
the preponderating sentiment of the 
country is for a protective tariff—was in 
"92 andis now. The verdict of last year 
was not ¢zainst the protective system, and 
i the pe®y in power so interprets it, it 
will do so at its own peril as a party, and 
at the perilof the vast invested interests 
of the country. 

“There is not a state, if its real senti- 
ment could be bad today, but would ad- 
vise congress to keep its hands off the 
present tariff and leave any revision which 
experience may prove to be necessary to 
the friends of the protective system; not 
a Democratic representative from an in- 
| dustrial state, w®, if he would voice the 
| true sentiments of his constituents today,

‘What would be more welcome to the

“The tinkerers of the tariff should be 
thwarted; they should be opposed at every 
step in their program of destruction.

A GAME STRUGGLE 


Promised at the Harvard-Yale 
Football Match. 


BLUES SURE OF SUCCESS 


While Crimsons Appear to Be 
Equally Confident. = 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Noy. 25.—This 
town has developed the usual symptoms 
ofthe football battle. The women are 
parading in blue and crimson attire. The 
stores are displaying fresh and left over 
stocks of blue and crimson banners, and 
huge baskets filled with fish horns of sizes 
assorted to fit big lungs and little ones, 
Scarfs and ribbons of silk and satin are 
displayed everywhere, and the button- 
holes of men and the necks of women prove 
that shopkeepers are busy cutting off 
their stock to suit the purse or patriotism 
of the partisans. 

The hotels are crowded. The gouge is not 
being\ applied, however, and he rates of 
housing and of meals are not boosted up 
as might have been expected, because of 
precedents upon like or similar occasions 
in other cities. 

The Teams’ Arrival. 

The special train which left New Haven 
arrived here at 4:30 last evening. The 
train consisted of four coaches. In the 
first the Yale eleven and nineteen substi- 
tutes and in the second the coachers and 
their invited friends, while the “rubbers,” 
cooks, servants and waiters occupied the 
remaining. The Yale men were received 
with enthusiasm by their friends and 
admirers. 

The Yale men are the guests of the In- 
ternacional Young Men’s Christian asso- 
ciation training school, under the guard- 
ianship of F. N. Seerley, M. D. They 
brought their own cook, waiters and food 
from New Haven, and secured the use of 
the Winchester cafe opposite their head- 
quarters. They are accompanied by their 
mascot, white haired ‘‘Pop’”’ Smith. 

The Harvard men were given an ova- 
tion upon their arrival here last evening. 
The train which brought them and their 
friends was in two sections, the last 
section being a special, and it was on tbis 
train that the Harvard eleven and stu- 
dents were. The special arrived at 7:20 
o'clock, Carriages were drawn up in line 
to convey the Harvards to the residence of 
W.C. White, 48 Madison avenue, where 
supper was prepared for the eleven and 
the substitutes, 

Possibilities of the Game. 

For the past two seasons, and partly 
since the introduction of the wedge, the 
plays of individual men, so interesting to 
the spectators, have become less, and in 
place of them have come the mass-playing 
that prevents the ball from being seen by 
the spectators, and productive of more in- 
jury to the players. It is an almost fore- 
gone conclusion among the adherents of 
both teams that Yale has at least two new 
methods of wedge-playing that,they expect 
to spring on Harvard, but the backers of 
the latter disparage such attempts. 

Harvard has practiced successfully her 
flying and opening wedge at. kick-off, and 
expects to fiud eaSier work in opening the 
center for Brewer to go through, as Lewis 
is doing magnificent work at center and is 
expected to be the giant of the game. 
‘Then, too, Brewer is apt to please the pop- 
ulace by getting achance to run. He is 
by far the most brilliant man behind the 
line. On the contrary, Yale is sure that 
she can use her own particular center 
wedge on a down and that even Harvard’s 
strong rush line cannot stop it altogether. 

One thing is certain: so evenly are the 
teams matched that it will only be by sur- 
prises that any great advantage will be 
gained. If either eleven makes a gain ona 
new play and repeats it, they will by such 
a surprise dishearten their opponents, 
There have been no changes of note in 
either of the teams except that of substi- 
tuting Adee for quarter on Yale instead of 
Morris, who is said not to be in condition. 

Asto Yale’s condition, Coacher Wur- 
tenburgh, who himself played quarter on 
Yale for three years, said: “The Yale 
team has the best defense line she has ever 
put on the gridiron, and her offensive line 
is fully the equal of former years. My own 
opinionof the game is that if Yale can 
prevent Harvard scoring for the first 15 
minutes the crimson will never score at 
all.’”’ 

Harvard men laugh at this statement, 
however, and say that theireleven will 
show as much endurence as that of Yale.

ANOTHER RESIGNATION. 


Are There Provisions Now for Filling the 
Vacancy Caused. 

Joseph W. Dennen, who was nominated 
by the Democrats for Councilman in Ward 
One, has declined to accept the nomination. 

City Clerk Spear is of the opinion that it 
is now too late to fill the vacancy, the time 
having expired. Section 87 of the Acts of 
1893 provides a way of filling vacancies in 
case of withdrawal, but the question arises, 
must this not be done within the time. 
There is a difference of opinion on this. 
The Ward One caucus authorized the 
chairman and secretary to fill vacancies. 
Section 87 reads : 

In case a candidate who has been duly 
nominated for a State, city or town office, 
shall die before the day of election, or shall 
cause his name to be withdrawn from 
nomination in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this title, or shall be found iu 
accordance with the provisions thereof to 
be ineligible to the office for which he is 
nominated, the vacancy may be supplied 
by the political party or other persons 
making the original nomination, in the 
manner in which such nomination was 
originally made; or if the time is insufficient 
therefor, then the vacancy may be sup- 
plied, if the nomination was made by a 
convention or caucus in such manner as 
the convention or caucus has previously 
provided for ths purpose, or, In case no 
such previous provision has been made, 
then by a regularly elected general or 
executive committee representing the 
political party or persons holding such a 
convention or caucus.

HOLDING ITS OWN, 
Slow Consumption Causes ~ Business te 

s Wait For a Boom. 

New YORE, Nov. 25.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: Consump 
tion increases siowly, and all branches of 
business are waiting for its growth. There 
has been -a liitle improvement in stocks, 
about $1.25 for railroads and-.50 cents per 
share for trusts, while the price of pro- 
ducts has declined a little on the whole, 
but the volume of business has somewhat 
increased. 

Trade waits for the revival of indus- 
tries, and the week’s returns respecting 
industrial progress are rather conflicting. 
There has been a heavy sale of cotton 
goods at very satisfactory prices, and the 
market has decidedly strengthened in con- 
sequence. 

In woolens there is s substantial in- 
erease in the demand, notwithstanding the 
fact that several. mills, each having or- 
ders for 1000 pieces or more, have closed, 
the orders being not so assorted as to give 
them profitable employment. But the 
sales of wools have been the largest since 
September, 1892. 

In the manufacture of boots and shoes 
the demand is about as usual for the sea- 
son, though smallec in quantity. 

The markets for produce have been ir- 
regular. Wheat has advanced 1 cent. 

The corn receipts are remarkably large, 
amounting to 3,000,000 bushels, and the 
price has declined 1 cent. There has been 
a slight decline in oil, of about a quar- 
ter ofacentin coffee and also in hogs, 
and $1.50in pork. Cotton is 1-16th higher, 
though considerably depressed. 

Money continues to accumulate. 


OVER $600,000 LOSS. 


Disastrous Fire at Columbus, O., Destroys 
a Large Amount of Property. 

CoLumBus, O., Nov. 25.—About 8 o’clock 
last evening, as the orchestra was playing 
the opening overture at the Henfietta 
theater for the opening of a play by the 
Felix Morris company, the manager an- 
nounced there wasa firein the rear, and 
requested the audience to quietly retire. 
All passed out in order. The fire origin- 
ated in the auditorium and uncompleted 
portion of the structure, and commu- 
nicated to the theater proper. 

The new Chittenden hotel, which was 
a portion of the same structure, connected 
by a bridge, soon caught fire. Within 
two hours the whole of the quarter block 
had been burned over, entailing a loss es- 
timated at from $600,000 to $700,000. 

The Park theater in the same block 
was also consumed. A sensational drama 
was being presented by Gray and Stephens 
at the Park. Firms who occupied business 
rooms in the building were the Ohio Sav- 
ings and Trust company, a saloon, shoe 
house, drug store and asmall clothing 
house, which were completely destroyed. 

The fire takes from Columbus her best 
theater, her best hotel and a number of 
flourishing enterprises.

THE SO CALLED “ 


CRANK,” 
More Dangerous Than the Outright Luna- 
tic and Should Be Made Harmless. 
In some respects the crank is more 
dangerous than the outright lunatic. The 
latter usually gives warning of his in- 
tention, and he makes his assault on the 
first man within reach. The latter in- 
pires carelessness by the very contempt 
in which he is held, but when he gets 
teady for his bloody work it is not the 
next bystander, but the most conspicu- 
ous—frequently the most beloved and 
useful members of the community— 
whom he has marked for slaughter. Is 
his worthless neck really so precious that 
we should take this chance for it? The 
indulgence of law and authority for the 
wank should come to an end. 
Whenever and wherever a man is 
known to have made threats against any 
one, whenever menacing letters are traced 
back to him, whenever he is shown clear- 
ly to be of unsound mind and possessed 
by delusion, he ought to be placed under 
some restraint or surveillance, and when- 
ever he carries his peculiarities to the 
length of murder the community should 
be rid of him. 
The insanity defense has done its work 
by saving a few real madmen from the 
scatfold, to drag out the rest of the liy- 
ing death that life is to them in asylums 
or to plot new dangers to the communi- 
ty, but it has offered untold encourage- 
ment and immunity to crime, and it has 
deprived us of some of our bravest and 
our best. The tolerance of the crank 
digs the mine and lays the train by which 
innocent men and valued citizens are to 
come to their death whenever some pe- 
culiarly stimulating and exciting cir- 
cumstance sets the disarranged mihd of 
the crank on murder. Embryo assassins 
walk the streets of nearly all our large 
cities and are regarded only with a pity- 
ing smile. Itis time that we drew the 
lines more strictly, and in the interest of 
self preservation provided for the crank 
a safe retreat.—St. Paul Pioneer Press. 


SAVED BY THE BABY. 


The Crying of a Child Aroused the Father 
and Saved the Family From Cremation. 

A 22-month-old baby saved the lives of 
six people early yesterday morning and 
aroused the neighbors and saved the 
property of her father from destruction 
by fire. William Holdsworth and his 
son have a wheelwright and wagon 
works at Fifteenth street and Fairmount 
avenue. Thesecond story of the factory 
is occupied by William Holdsworth, Jr., 
and his family, and in the third story 
George Gaskin, his brother-in-law, and 
Edna Klund have rooms. 

At 8 o'clock in the morning Mr 
worth, Jr., was awakened by th 
his child, and smelling smoke he 
his wife. The child was swinging in a 
hammock in the kitchen, and when Mr. 
Holdsworth went into the room he found 
flames eating up the woodwork. 

The smoke was so thick that the fa- 
ther found his child with difficulty. By 
this time Mrs. Holdsworth had rushed 
into the room, and wrapping the bed 
clothing around the baby and an older 
child tried to effect an escape. In her 
haste she almost ran into the fire. Mr. 
Holdsworth saw his wife’s peril and 
grabbed her before she was bnrned, 

He groped his way down stairs, fol- 
lowed by Mrs. Holdsworth and the chil- 
dren, and knocked on the door leading 
from the shop to his father’s honse, 1429 
Fairmount avenue. The occrvpants of 
the third floor had been awakened in the 
meantime, and all were safe in Holds- 
worth, Sr.’s, house. 

An officer of the Ninth district saw the 
blaze and turned in an alarm. In a 
half hour the fire was under control. 

Mr. Holdsworth said last night that 
when he heard the child crying and went 
into the kitchen the flames were close to 
the hammock where the infant had been 
asleep. He was sound asleep himself, 
and if the baby had not cried he i3 sure 
that all in the house would have been

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FRAME SCHOOLHOUSE. 


Design For a Building In Which Health 
and Comfort Are Considered. 
(Copyright, 1893, by American Press Associa- 
tion.] 

The schoolhouse is beyond question the | 
most important building in the commnu- 
nity, and its design and erection should 
interest every one. A great many cities, 
towns and villages have had unpleasant ex 
periences in regard to the building of their 
schoolhouses, generally to be attributed to 
the ignorance, indifference or selfishness of 
school directors or boards of education. 
Often no more thought is bestowed on the 
planning of a schoolhouse than that neces- 


sary to determine the size, possibly, and 
cost, certainly. Sometinges the advisabili- 
ty of having plans will be conceded. Then 
advertisement will be made that “plans 
and specifications for such and such a 
schoolhouse will be received by the board 
at acertain time and place. The right to 
reject any or all plans is reserved,” ete. 
No reputable architect will respond, of} 
course. The consequence is that some con 
tractor gets a fat job, the p@ople a poor 
schoolhouse and the community a scandal.

The importance of the schoolhouse justi- 


flesthe employment of the best architec- | 


tural talent. School boards are often made 
of very ordinary material, but this much 
they should know—employ an architect 
who has made schoolhouse work a special 
study, seletted without reference to per- 
sonal or political considerations. The posi- 
tion that a member of a school board occu- 
pies is a very important one, that requires 
good judgment and brains. Sometimes 
after a design has been agreed upon the 
building committee decides that it must be 
cut down to fit a certain appropriation. 
The site may be all that could be desired, 
but it seems to us that the building has 
been sacrificed to a false standard of econ- 
omy. Far more to the public than the 
waste of their money, consequent to its 
expenditure by a whole series of incompe- 
tent if not corrupt servants, is the question 
whether they got in the end as sound and 
serviceable a building us was possible to 
be had, and which they would have got 
without trickery or delay. 

The necessity of the healthfulness of the 
site is generally well impressed upon the 
public mind. However, it much depends 
upon its location in regard to the surround- 
ing land, its elevation and drainage. Of 
course in cities the choice is somewhat re- 
stricted. Children, it should be remem- 
bered, much more easily fall victims to the 
results of bad hygienic conditions than

Said city, for the purposes aforesaid, may construct aqueducts and main- 
tain the same; may construct and maintain dams, reservoirs, storage basins, filter galleries 
and other proper works; may erect buildings and machinery; may make and establish 
such public fountains and hydrants as may from time to time be deemed proper, and may 
change or discontinue the same; may regulate the use of water, and establish the rates to 
be paid therefor and collect the same by process of law. Said city may also, for the 
purposes aforesaid, carry any pipe, drain or aqueduct over or under any river, water- 
course, street, railroad, public way, highway or other way, in such manner as not unneces- 
sarily to obstruct the same, aud may enter upon and dig up such roud, street or way for the 
purpose of laying down, maintaining or repairing any pipe, drain or aqueduct, and may do 
any other thing necessary and proper in executing the purposes of this act.

Section 5. Said city shall be liable to pay all damages sustained by any persons or 
corporations by the taking of or injury to any of their land, water, water rights, rights of 
way, easements or property, or by the constructing or repairing of any acqueduct, reservoir 
or other works for the purposes aforesaid. If any person sustaining damages as aforesaid 
does not agree with said city upon the amount of said damages he may within two years 
from such taking, and not afterwards, apply by petition for an assessment of the damazes 
to the superior court in the county of Norfolk. Such petition may be filed in the clerk’s 
office of said court in vacation or at any sitting, and the clerk shall thereupon issue a sum- 
mons to the said city, returnable, if issued in vacation, at the next sitting of the court to be 
held after the expiration of fourteen days from the filing of the petition, and tf at any sit- 
ting, returnable on such day as the court shall order, to appear and answer to the petition.

INTERNAL REVENUE ITEMS

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The new Demo 
cratic tariff Lill was laid before the new 
membership of the ways and means com- 
mittee at llo’clock this morning. Five 
minutes Jater the bill was submitted by 
Chairman Wilson and read at length, and 
it was promptly moved that it be adopted 
by the committee. The measure was 
adopted by a strict party vote. The in- 
ternal revenue schedule is reserved until a 
later date, as it is not yet completed. The 
practical certainty, however, that the 
changes in this feature of the law will be 
slight, and that the ix se of the whisky 
tax, if an increase at all, will not exceed 
10 cents a gallon, deprives the international 
revenue of any great public interest. 

In its general terms the new tariff bill 
may be denominated uw radical measure. 
The free list will be a surprise to the coun- 
try. It includes wool, iron ore, cotton 
ties, copper, lumber, checolate, salt, bind- 
ing twine, flax, lead ore and many other 
articles of less tance to the large 
commercial inter : 

The Wow! Problem. 

The disposition of wool and woolen 
goods has been one of the most difficult 
problems that the committee had to solve. 
After two months of deliberation, it bas 
been finally decided to adopt the Springer 
policy of the last congr in this respect 
in allits material and a written 
report to accompany portion of the 
bill will also be suistautially the report 
of the last chai f the ways and 
means committee. Therefore, the wool 
and woolen schedule will be as fellows: 

All wools, hair of the camel, goat, al- 
paca and other like animals, and all wool 
and hiir on the skin, all top was‘e, slub 
biag waste, roving waste, ring waste, yarn 
waste or rags compose! wholly or in part 
of wool, worsted or bair of the camel, 
goat, etc., valued at not more than 30 cents 
a pound, are rated at 35 per cent, which is 
the ad valorem rate under the present law, 
without the specific duty which tkat bill 
provides. 

On all woolen or worsted cloths, shawls 
and knit fabrics, and «all fabrics made on 
knitting machines or frames, and all manu- 
factures of every description made wholly 
or in part of wool and worsted hair of the 
camel, goat, etc., valued at not more than 
80 cents a pound, the duty is 40 per cent. 

On blankets, hats cf wool, flannels for 
underwear, composed wholly orin part of 
wool or hair of the cumel, goat, etc., valued 
at not more than 30 ceutsa pound, the 
duty is 25 per cent; valued at more than 30 
cents and not more tha: 50 ceuts a pound, 
the duty is 30 per cent. 

On blankets and hats of wool, etc., 
valued at not more than 50 cents a pound, 
the duty is 35 per cent. 

Dress Goods. 

There is likewise a well accredited fore- 
cast as tothe schedule, which includes 
woolens and children’s dress goods, on 
which coat linings, Italian cloths, and 
goods of similar character, the warp of 
which is cotton or other vegetable matter, 
the value not exceeding 15 cents a square 
yard, a duty of 35 cents is placed. 

On woolens and children’s dress goods, 
wholly or in part wool, worsted, etc., the 
duty is fixed at 40 per cent. 

In clothing ready made and articles of 
wearing apparel a duty of 45 per cent is 
placed. On cloaks. dolmans, jackets, etc., 
for ladies and children, adaty of 45 per 
cent; on webbing, suspenders, bolting, 
binding, braids, balloons, fringes, etc., 40 
per cent. On common carpets, which were 
taxed 23 per cent in the Springer bill, the 
duty in the tariff bill will be about 35 per 
cent, and on some of the finer grade car- 
pets, all of which were taxed 40 per cent in 
the Springer bill, the duty in this bill is 
somewhat less. 

Linen, 

The cut in linen schedule is quite heavy; 
that on silk is comparatively light and the 
cut in the cotton schedule is nothing like 
as great as the cutin wool. Steel rails are 
put at! a smaller tigure, representing a 
tariff of 40 per cent ad valorem, le rails 
are selling at their present low price of $20. 
Rails will be one of the few articles upon 
which a specific duty will be retained. 
Pig iron is put at 5 per cent, while bar iron 
is reduced about 5) per cent. 

The rate on nearly all manufactures of 
cotton is 40 per cent. This includes 
hosiery, which now pays compound duties 
ranging as high as 72percent. The classi- 
fications of different yrades of goods are 
abandoned. Manufactures of flax, hemp 
and jute are greatly reduced, ia view of 
the placing of the raw materia's on the 
free list. 

The compound duty on collars and cuffs 
is abandoned, and nothing left but the ad 
valorem rate of 35 or 40 prr cent.. The 
chinaware schedules are reduced 10 per 
cent on the existing rates of 60 per cent 
and 55 ner coor

The McKinley restored the duty on 
coverings, wuich urea lag: elementin the 
cost of chinaware, aud practicrliy mide 
the increase in duty much greater than 
the chunge in the ad valorem rate.

STRIKERS DEFEATED. 
They Are Slow In Acknowledging That 
They Are Whipped. 

BUFFALO, Nov. 27.—The Lehigh strike 
bs practically over. ‘The strikers are 
whipped, but are hardly aware of it yet. 
The leaders realize that defeat has over- 
saken the first and only strike of the much 
vaunted Federation of Brotherhoods of 
Railway Employes in much shorter time 
than it did the little strike gotten up 
by the single unassisted unfederated asso- 
ciation of switchmen a year ago. But they 

hate to acknowledge it. 

The rank and file will soon learn that 
behind the bluster of the chiefs there is 
very little armament for further strife. 
Though the order “Strike is off; get back 
the best you can”? has not been issued at 
this writing it is almost inevitable. The 
only thing that can prolong the strike will 
be calling out men on other roads, but 
this will not cripple the Lehigh. It will 
be at best an ineffectual contribution to 
the general complication of affairs. The 
Lehigh has hired all new men. 

WILKESBARRE, Nov. 27. —Violence is re- 
ported all along the line of the Lehigh 
Valley road. At Sugar Notch a mob at- 
tacked the station and drove the non-union 
men from the premises. The men 
have abandoned their work for the 
time being. 3urgess Shields of Sugar 
Notch has notified Sheriff Walters that he 
is notin a position to preserve the peace. 
The sheriff will send deputies tothat town. 
A freight train last evening was uncoupled 
in three places. The railroad officials say 
the strikers were at the bottom of it. At 
Warrior Runtwo freight brakemen were 
stoned. ‘The telegraphers between this 
city and White have received threaten- 
ing letters. The train serviceis badly 
crippled. 

A BOSTON TRAGEDY. 


“Sandy” Bryant Will Have to Answer to 
the Charge of Murder. 

30sToN, Nov. 27.—James Sullivan, the 
proprietor of the pool room at 108 Pleasant 
street, wasshot by “Sandy” B. Bryant 

ight and died at the city hospi- 
tal at 5:30 o’clock last night, without re- 
turning to consciousness. 

Charles Howe, another victim of the 
shooting, isin avery comfortable condi- 
tion and is in no great danger, 

Bryant was taken to the city hospital 
soon after his arrest yesterday,and was 
identified as the man who did the shoot- 
ing. 

Above the bloody pool room at 108 
Pleasant the four children of 
the dying man sa¢ silently, while neigh- 
bors spoke lightly in other rooms, 

Sullivan was born in England and came 
to Americs before |e was 20 years of age. 
He served through the greater part of the 
civil war, and had long ago applied fora 
pension, which was not granted. He is 45 
years of age. The pcol room which he has 
run for some years has always had a good 
reputation. 

Bryant is called Sandy Bryant. He is 
coal black, 22 years ofage’ He came from 
Charlotteville, Va, and has worked in 
New York and Saratoga For soms 
months, up to September, he had been 
employed as be’l boy at the Grand hotel. 

Sullivan, Howe and another colored 
man namei Johnson were the pool play- 
ers atthe time. When Bryant offered to 
make the bet of $1, Sullivan said he would 
have no bettingin his place. Then the 
shooting followed. 

Bryant left a brown hat behind him in 
the pool room. When arrested at 21 New- 
combe street he was sitting crouched upin 
a chair inaroom cccupied by a colored 
man and his wife. He then worea hat 
which didn’t fit him.

A BIG COMBINATION 


Which Will Revolutionize New Eng- 
land Railroad Affairs. 


THE B. AND M. REACHES OUT 


And Secures Two of Its Power- 
ful Opponents. 


Boston, Nov. 27.—The culmination of 
one of the greatest railroad deals known 
to New England appears to beat hand, 
and The Associated Press is able to give 
the innermost history of the deal which is 
to lead toa combination of the most far- 
reaching character; a deal which means 
the consolidation of the leading railroads 
in two states in conjunction with the 
most powerful corporation in a third. 

The trio comprises the Boston and 
Maine, the Concord and Montreal and the 
Maine Central, with another in view yet 
unnamed, The Concord and Montreal 
railroad as now made up comprises the 
Concord railroad and the old Boston, Con- 
cord and Montreal railroad, the former 
having formerly operated 35 miles of road 
from Coneord to Nashua, N. H. In the 
course of time it took on several leased 
lines, including the Concord and Ports- 
mouth railroad, the Nashua and Acton 
railroad and the North Weare and Sun- 
cook Valley railroads, which it helped to 
construct. 

It had and now maintains the control of 
the Merrimack valley. Later, about six 
years ago, the Concord ralroad and the 
Boston, Concord and Montreal railroad 
were consolidated under the name of the 
Concord and Montreal railroad. The 
road was a rich and valuable property and 
has been for years a cove'ed prize, much 
sought for by other corporations, par- 
cicularly the Bost sn and Maine, its princi- 
pal rival in that state. The resuit has 
been a series of legislative battles between 
the two roads that have attracted the at- 
tention of railroad and business men all 
over the country. So intense has been the 
struggle that the two roads have expended 
fortunes in the warfare and have practi- 
cally controlled not only both legislative 
bodies but the governor as well. 

Bottled the Concord, 

Four years ago a truce was declared and 
the two corporations have since that time 
worked more harmoniously. In the mean- 
time Hon. Frank Jones, president and 
leading spirit of the Boston and Maine 
road, has become the purchaser and holder 
of large blocks of Concord ratlroad stock 
and is now one of its heaviest stockhold- 
Under his management the Boston 
and Maine bas extended its connections in 
different directions and states until the 
Concord road has been practically bottled 
up, having no termiuals except those 
under the control of the Boston and 
Maine. 

Thus placed at a disadvantage, some of 
the leading members of the Concord rail- 
road directory decided it was best for that 
road to cupitulate, and several months ago 
a committee was appointed from each road 
to consider the aivisability and terms of a 
lease of the Concord to the Boston and 
Maine. Tiis joint committee held several 
meetings in this city, and matters were 
progressing smoothly when achangein 
management, by which Mr. Jones retired 
from the presidency and directory of the 
Boston and Maine, made a suspension of 
negotiations necessary. 

Under the new management a new 
committee was, however, appointed on the 
part of the Boston and Maine, and the 
deal took on new life and energy. The 
Boston and Maine men were ready to 
lease, the Concord men ready to be leased, 
andsuch prozress has beea made that 
nothing but the a ement upon minor 
formal detaiis and the passage of the 
necessary papers remain to be done to ac- 
complish the union. 

By the terms of the agreement the Con- 
cord railroad will piss iuto the control of 
the Boston and Maine for along term of 
years.

These members of the Concord directory, 
headed by John H. Pearson of Concord, 
N. H., one of the managing directors ot 
the road, will be obliged to retire from 
active participation in its affairs. It is 
understood that they will be replaced by 
Frank Jones aud others who have in the 
past been associated with the Boston and 
Maine. By this accession to its passenger 
and freight traffic of eastern New England 
it will have no competitor of consequence 
in either Maine or New Hampshire or the 
upper Connecticut valley. Itscounections 
on the east will reach New Brunswick 
and on the north touch the Dominion and 
the Grand Trunk system. 

It is but natural that such a consolida- 
tion should lead to reports of other and 
equally important railrcad deals, and it is 
already suggested that the next move will 
bring about a railroad business agreement, 
M nothing more, with the Reading or 
McLeod interests.

The net gains by wards over the recent 
State election were: Ward One, 18; Ward 
Two, 8; Ward Three, 33; Ward Four, 19; 
Ward Five, 5; Ward Six, 19. 

Compared with the number at the city 
election of 1892 all the Wards show good 
gains as follows: Ward One, 27; Ward 
Two, 21; Ward Three, 55; Ward Four, 22: 
Ward Five, 37; and Ward Six, 55. 

The Atlantic ward is undoubtedly proud 
of the fact that it now has an even 400 
voters. No ward has madea larger gain 
the past year, although the South Quincy

It was the hope of the friends of Mr. 
Hodges that the canvass for the mayoralty 
would be carried on in a spirit of fairness. 
But we find in the very issue of the LEDGER 
announcing the names of the candidates, 
a very long communication endorsing Mr. 
Thompson. The article was evidently pre- 
pared before the, Republican caucus was 
held, and it would be interesting to know 
what line would have been taken if Mr. 
Graham had been nominated. We have 
nothing to say against Mr. Thompson, but 
we must protest against the unfair attempt 
to make it out that Mr. Hodges is a large 
holder of stocks in corporations, and there- 
fore would be unduly influenced by them 
in case he should be elected as mayor. The 
facts in the case are these: Mr. Hodges 
owns less than $2000 in all corporations 
whatsoever in Quincy. Under favorable 
circumsiances his income from that source 
at six per cent. would be only $120. We 
cannot conceive of circumstances which 
would put it in the power of a mayor to 
favor a corporation so that this income 
would be increased by $10, and any at- 
tempt to mislead voters in that direction is 
not only mean, but untruthful. Besides, 
more than half of Mr. Hodges’ shares of 
stock are in the Quincy Quarry Co., which 
asks no favors of the city and which is one 
of the best things ever projected for the 
benefit of West Quincy, and incidentally 
for that of Quincy asa whole. He holds 
only four shares in the electric railroad 
with an income of $24 per annum. It is 
ridiculous to raise an objection to a candi- 
date that some miracle might occur by 
which it might be in his power to raise his 
income from $24 to $30. 

No doubt Mr. Thompson, if asked 
whether he owned any stock in corpora- 
tions would say that he did, and no doubt 
he owns as many shares as Mr. Hodges, 

The article to which we have referred 
bears signs of having been prepared by the 
Republican City Committee or by its chair- 
man. If this unscrupulous misrepresenta- 
tion is to be continued throughout the 
campaign, Republicans must remember 
that nearly half their delegates at the con- 
vention were in favor of nominating Mr. 
Graham, who is without doubt a stock- 
holder in corporations. They might also 
remember that Mr. C. H. Porter. their first 
candidate for mayor, was the president of 
the Quincy Water Co. at the time of his 
election.—Advertiser.

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MILITARY READY. 
May Be Required to Suppress Disturb- 
ances In Rome. 

RoME, Nov. 27.—A serious disturbance 
took place at 6 o’clock last evening on the 
Plaza Colonna. While the military band 
was playing on the square, a mob, chiefly 
composed of workmen, gathered in front of 
the chamber of deputies and soon began 
to make threatening demands and to utter 
loud cries of ‘Down with the thieves,” 
“Down with the malefactors,” “To prison 
with the rascals,” and other violent cries 
of the same description. 

Aforce of police gathered about the 
chamber of deputies as soon as the author- 
ities were notified that the mob was as- 
sembling, but when the threatening de- 
mands began, re-enforcements were hastily 
summoned, and the police official in 
charge ordered the mob to disperse, and 
moved forward with his men inorder to 
drive the mob from the square. 

This, however, only served to still 
further enrage the workmen, who con- 
tinued shouting “To prison with the 
thieves,” ‘Down with the malefactors’’ 
and similar cries, and all the time becom- 
ing more demonstrative and threatening 
to push forward up to the doors of the 
chamber of deputies. 

Eventually the police mustered a strong 
force and charged upon the mob, scatter- 
ing the workmen down the streets leading 
into the Plaza Colonna, and, after a hard 
fight, making a number of arrests, and es- 
corting their prisoners to the police depots 
in spite of the efforts made by the mob to 
rescue them. During the rioting a num- 
ber of windows were smashed, and a res- 
taurant especially suffered severely at the 
hands of the rioters. 

The mob afterward attempted to re- 
assemble in front of the telegraph office 
and the same threatening cries were heard, 
causing the police to make another charge 
and again dispersing the rioters, who 
were loud in their threats of vengeance 
upon all those concerned in the Banca 
Romana and other bank scandals. 

The police officials are taking steps in 
anticipation of further rioting, and orders 
have heen issued to prevent the assembling 
of any number of persons on the public 
thoroughfares. This has caused some ex- 
citement in the neighborhood of the pub- 
lic square mentioned, and a number of ad- 
ditional arrests have been made. 

The police have communicated with the 
military authorities, and can, at short no- 
tice, have a strong body of troops sent to 
their assistance, should they be unable to 
maintain orler. The incident, though not 
very startling, shows the state of public 
opinion regarding the bank scandals dis- 
closures, and it would not take much more 
to precipitate serious disorders, 


MURDERED FOUR, 


Farmer Foster Then Puts a Bullet 


Through His Own Head, 

SEyMmour, Ind., Nov. 27.—John Foster, 
a well-to-do but erratic farmer of Union- 
town, in a fit of temporary insanity, killed 
his wife and their three children with a 
revolver, and then blew out his own 
brains. Foster has always been regarded 
by his fellow villagers a little weakminded 
and queer. He has frequently had trouble 
with his wife, and several years ago they 
separated. Recently a reconciliation was 
effected, and Foster returned to his fam- 
ily. 

The wife was shot through the back of 
the head. The children were found dead 
in the next room, and had evidently been 
aroused from peaceful slumber by the 
shot that robbed them of their mother. 
The oldest child, a boy, was found with 
hands clasped as if in the attitude of 
prayer for his life and the lives of his lit- 
tle brother and sister. He was shot 
through the heart, as were the other 
children. The father, after taking the 
lives of the little ones, returned to the 
dead body of his wife, and, placing the 
pistol to his forehead, completed his 
fiendish work. The floor of the house 
was one pool of blood. 


Hat Factories Closed, 

Danbury, Conn., Nov. 27.—The hat 
manufacturers of Danbury discharged all 
their help and closed their factories Satur- 
day afternoon, and they will not open 
them until they are opened as independent 
shops. This action is the result of the 
employes, all of whom are members of 
trades unions, refusing to modify certain 
agreements that were entered into by the 
manufacturers and unions in 1885, and 
have stood unaltered since then. About 
4000 operatives are affected. 


Mello Hustling For Supplies, 

NEW YORK, Novy. 27.—Captain Barclay 
of the British steamer Indian Prince states 
that he sailed from Rio Janeiro in ballast 
to load at Pernambuco. Mello’s vessels 
endeavored to intercept the Indian Prince, 
but failed. The Sardinian Prince was 
stopped and boarded by Mello. His ofli- 
cers seized 73 head of cattle. One of the 
crew of the Sardinian Prince was 
wounded. 


Three Burglars Caught. 

MALDEN, Mas3., Nov. 27.—Three bur- 
glars were captured at the Edgeworth sta- 
tion of the Boston and Maine railroad. 
They are all residents of this city and have 
been before the courts a number of times. 
Their names are Florence Hawkes, Jobn 
Kelley and Patrick Keefe. Nothing was 
taken from the station. 


Concord Shops Close, 

ConcorD, N. H., Nov. 27.—The New 
England Granite company has notified 65 
of its workmen that their services will be 
no longer required. Poor business is the 
reason given. The Abbott-Downing com- 
pany, carriages, has closed its shops fora 
week, giving a like reason for the step. 


Burned to Death. 

VEEDERSBURG, Ind., Nov. 27.—Ten miles 
south of here two little girls, daughters of 
Louis Davis, accidentally overturned a 
lamp, the oil spreading over their cloth- 
ing. Their mother was helpless to check 
the flames, Both died and Mrs. Davis 
was fatally burned. 


General Mulcahy Dead, 

OMAHA, Nov. 27.— General Thomas 
Mulcahy died at his home here. He wasa 
distinguished Union veteran of the late 
war and a member of the Loyal Legion. 
He enlisted in the 129th New York volun- 
teer infantry as a captain, and served 
throughout the war. 


The Carliu Party Is Safe. 
PoRTLAND, Or., Nov. 27.—At the falls of 
north fork, of middle fork of Clearwater 
the Carlin party was found on the river. 
Carlin, Spencer, Pierce, Himmeiwright 
are well.

Influence of Manchester Canal. 

A London correspondent says: It is 
evident that the Manchester Ship canal, 
which will open on Jan. 1, will obtain a 
large share of its business from cotton 
carrying steamers. The managers of the 
canal say that several steamers have al- 
ready engaged to bring cotton from New 
Orleans and Galveston to Manchester 
direct, and 823 spinners, owning more 
than 20,000,000 spindles and consuming 
sbout 350,000 tons of raw cotton yearly, 
have signed a statement booming the 
new route. They pledge themselves to 
give preference, when buying to arrive, 
to cotton shipped direct, and when buy- 
ing on spot to cotton imported direct 
and stored in Manchester. 


Edison’s English Patents. 

Edison’s English patents on incandes- 
cent lamps expired on the 10th inst., and 
hereafter their manufacture and sale 
will befree. What this means to the 
people will be understood when it is 
known that there are more of such lamps 
in use in London alone than in New 
York, Philadelphia, Buffalo and Wash- 
ington taken together.

FUTURE OF RELIGION 


Discussed by Bishop Keane of the 
Catholic University. 

Boston, Nov. 27.—Rt. Rev. John J. 
Keane, rector of the Catholic University 
of America at Washing’on, lectured toa 
crowded house at Boston theater last 
night. The subject of bis discourse was 
“The Religion of the Future.” He said 
in part: 

“Religion is one of the three great con- 
stituents of human nature. Religion is 
the basis of civilization, and as civilization 
develops man’s notion of religion becomes 
more clear. Education and scientific re 
search take away {rom religion all that is 
mythical, unnaturaland superstitious, and 
leaves only the good, the true and the 
beautifal. 

“Notwithstanding the sneers of the 
scoffers, man recognizes that there must 
have been a beginning, and in that begin- 
ning he recognizes the omnipotent power 
of God. Scientific research forcesmen to 
philosophy, and there can be no philosophy 
without a God. Thinking people who fol- 
low to the depths of realism and individual- 
ism are not satisfied. They want some- 
thing better, and are constantly craving 
for something that is divine in religion. 

“The future religion leads more to in- 
dependence and self-government, it is the 
coming of an era of universal democracy, 
wherein the church will del directly with 
the people. The aristocracy of the future 
will be intellectual superiority and moral 
worth, andin the advancement of educa- 
tion the church will take a prominent 
part. It will found universities, colleges 
and schools and fill them with the double 
light of learning and religion. Woe, I 
say, to a world of learning without a God 

“The immortal Washington, in his fare- 
well address, declares that the foundation 
of all government is in religion and moral!- 
ity, and those who seek to strike a blow at 
religion under the cloak of patriotism and 
their love for America and its institutions, 
are but the enemies of the country who 
know notits history. The religion of the 
future will show us humanity united with 
divinity, and the land of the future re- 
ligion will be the land of bumanity and 
divinity. 


ALMOST BEYOND BELIEF. 


Twelve Thousand Persons Said to Have 
Perished In Persia. 

Lonpon, Nov. 27.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Teberan says that 12,000 per- 
sons have perished in an earthquake at 
Kuchan. Ten thousand bodies have al- 
ready been recovered. Two thousand are 
stillin the ruins. Fifty thousand cattle 
have been destroyel so far. The shic.s 
still continue. 


Twenty-Five Years an Luvalid. 

NEW HAVEN, Nov. 27.—Dr. Henry Bron- 
son died yesterday afternoon aiter a long 
sickness. The doctor had been an invalid 
for 25 years. Dr. Bron-on was born in 
Waterbury in January, 1804. The do tcr 
wrote a history of Waterbury and a num- 
ber of pamphlets on political economy. It 
is believed that he leaves a fortune of 
about $1,000,000. Several years ago he 
gave $83,000 to Yale, aud has made many 
other generous gifts. 


Burned While at Anchor. 

New York, Nov. 27.—Captain Forbes 
of the steamer Ambrose brings the news 
of the burning of the American schoover 
George Twohey in the harbor of Pura, 
while his vessel was anchored there. On 
the Ambrose were six members of the 
crew who escaped. The i'wohey was one 
of the finest vessels of her class. 


Prince Alexander's Funeral. 

SoFIA, Nov. 27.—The remains of Prince 
Alexander arrived here yesterday and 
were escorted to the chapel of St. George, 
where they will remain until the mauso- 
leum for their reception is completed. 
The funeral procession and ceremony weve 
most imposing.

IT WAS BLUES’ DAY. 


Elis Threw Trickery Aside and 
Downed the Crimsons. 


A FAIR AND SQUARE GAME 


Caused Disappointment to the 
Friends of Harvard. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Nov. 27. — Yale 
tvon the great football game by the hardest 
kind of work at the opening of the second 
half Saturday aiternoon, and another of 
the yearly contests between the New Ha- 
ven eleven and the Harvard team passes 
into history asa victory for the ladsin 
blue. 

The wearers of the crimson fought 
pluckily in the first half of the great 
struggle, aud their supporters confidently 
looked for a score after that, but the sons 
of Eli plunged in with their old time snap, 
and, disduining all tricks, carried the ball 
quickly across the line by the hardest kind 
of football. : 

Tue Harvard team proved a disappoint- 
ment. Only afew of the tricks that it 
had rel. arsei for weeks were used, and 
these wer- soon sized up by Yale. In places 
where a kicking game ought to have been 
played the c imson captain ordered mass 
and wedze plays which were of no avail. 
The defeusive work of both teams was 
strong, but Yale excelled at just the right 
time in offensive plays. 

The score was 6to0, and 25,000 people 
saw ‘he cleanest and best exhibition of 
footbali in the history of the Rugby game. 

Details of of the Game. 

It was the just verdict of every indi- 
vidual who saw the struggle between the 
two greatest football teams that it was a 
gentlemanly game. It there was any hard 
feeling—ani that everybody seems to 
think inevitable wheu it is Harvardagainst 
Yale—it did uot appear on the surface. 
McCrea was warued once for a little rough 
play, but of a mild sort. ‘This was all the 
slugging there was, even on the sly. Fair 
hearts undoubtedly quaked as they saw 
Brewer or Butterworth heavily thrown, 
while somebody obligingly sat on their 
heads, for fear they would make more 
trouble, after the manner of a horse that 
is down, but the pair neveronce get hurt. 
They were securely padde!, and expected 
roughness, 

For once Harvard men have nothing to 
say of Yale ‘‘muckerism.” They acknowl- 
edge that they have been beaten by gentle- 
men, as they claim to be gentlemen them- 
selves. They have no resentment. Yale 
beat them fairly and squarely. There was 
notevenano important questionable deci- 
sion. Harvard never had occasion to find 
fault. 

The playing of the two different halves 
of a game never presented so great a con- 
trast as that of this gladiatorial contest. 
At the close of the first half everybody 
conceded the game—at least the best 
chances—io Harvard. Tbe Elis had little 
demonstration to make. Still, in custom- 
ary Yale style, they gritted their teeth, as 
it they knew their eleven would do the 
same and more. That they did do more 
goes without saying after a perusal of the 
account, yard by yard, of the second half, 

In the first half Harvard had the ball 
the greater part of the time, in fact, just 
about three times out of four. There were 
72 distinct plays, and 55 of those were 
made by Harvard. Aside from the punt- 
ing, Harvard gained 137 yards, or nearly 
enough to score three times. Brewer punted 
five times, making 71 yards by that means. 
Harvard's total yards gainedin that half 
was 208. She lost only nine yards, five of 
tuat being on offside play by Beale. 

Yale, on the other hand, though gaining 
237 1-2 yards—some 30 more than Harvard— 
punted 210 of theirs, gaining by rushes 
with the ball in her possession only 27 
yaris, not enough into 18 yards for a 
touchdown. 

But that little story of having the ball 
only 17 times to 55 for Harvard shows bet- 
ter than anything elss which side was 
strongest. 

The Secood Half, 

But what a difference in the second half. 
Harvard made just 31 plays, four of those 
being punts. She punted 108 1-2 yards on 
three trials, and lost nine on a fluke, Yale 
breaking through on Brewer before he 
could get the ball away. Harvard’s total 
gain was 204 1-2 yards. Even under these 
circumstances Harvard made 96 yards on 
steady rushinu—cousiderably more than 
enough to make a touchdown. Harvard 
lost four times, once on the kick, the loss 
aggregating 19 yards. 

Quite a differeut tale is that of the Elis. 
They figured ii no ess than 75 plays, only 
o.e of these being a kick, when Butter- 
worth punted 21 1-2 yards against che 
wind. ‘They g ined in al 2471-2 yards. 
This would give =26 12 yards clear profit 
by steady rush ng, only five of this being 
given them fr an offsde play. This 
226 1-2 is enougn to score just four times. 
Yale lost at just th ee times this half, two 
yards at one time, cone yard at each of the 
oth-rs. 

Fi<ures may not always tell the truth, 
but they do forthis game. Exclusive of 
kicking, Yale’s net gain was 225 yards. 
Harvard had only 214 to her credit, almost 
enough less to muke the difference of one 
touchdown. Cunsidering the enormous 
advantage Yale bad ou the puoting, it 
would be difficult to fizure out the score 
at any Jess than one touchdown for Yale. 

It must be confessed that Harvard’s 
play was, allin ali, disappointing to Har- 
vard football cranks. Even in the first 
half, when Harvard had sucha decided 
advantage, the play was unusually slow 
and tame for a Harvard-Yale game. 


Going to Work on Wednesday. 

PROVIDENCE, Nov. 27.—The great strike 
at O.nueyville terminates at sundown to- 
morrow, «ud on the following morning the 
mill yates will be opened, and the 6000 
operatives who have been idle for two 
months will go to work. A compromise 
bas been eff+cted which is satisfactory to 
both sides, Tie strike has netted the oper- 
atives a loss of more than $200,000 in wages 
and a loss to local tradesmen which will 
never be regained.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—The new tariff 
bill is radica! in its reduction of duties and 
conforms nearly to the Chicago platform 
and the promises made by the Democratic 
party last fall to the people. 

Chairman Wilson, who will have charge 
of the bill in the house, is confident that 
he will be able to carry it through that 
body without any important changes. He 
expects that it will be assailed by the 
representatives of the iron and coal and 
wool interests. He asserts that his owu 
state is as much interested in keeping the 
duty on coal and iron ore as any other 
state. 

But he maintains that in the prepara- 
tion of a general tariff bill, local interests 
must give way to the general interests, and 
that no discrimination should be allowed 
to interfere in formulating a tariff and 
revenue measure. The general features of 
the bill sre fully understood by President 
Cleveland and have been carefully consid- 
ered by Secretary Carlisle, and both these 
bigh officers approve of the measure.

being less than 4) per cent. The cheap 
quality of blankets and flannels are taxed 
25 per cent, and the lower grades of car- 
pets 20. A gradual reduction has also 
been applied to the woolen schedule so 
that at the end of five years the highest 
duty will be 40 and the average near 30 
per cent. 

Very material reductions have been 
made in the cotton schedule. Iron ore is 
placed on the free list and a large cut is 
made all along the metal schedule; the 
duty on steel rails is reduced more than 
50 per cent. Freelumber will benefit the 
people of the prairie states, and free salt 
will give to those who nezd salt for their 
cattle or for curing meat the same advan- 
tage which has been secured heretofore by 
means of rebate to those who cured fish. 
Agricultural implements have been placed 
upon the free list because many of our ag- 
ricultural implements are being sold 
abroad today cheaper than at home. 

But Few Republicans Present. 

The meeting of the ways and means 
committee was very brief. All the Demo- 
cratic members were on hand, but the 
only Republican members present were 
Reed, Burrows, Hopkins, Payne and 
Dalzell. Immediately after the rollcall 
Chairman Wilson spread the tariff bill 
before the committee and the clerk in- 
stantly supplied it to the members of the 
press outside. 

The Republican members were suppl el 
with copies of the bill, a few jocular re- 
marks being made, and the committee ad- 
journed to give time to the mivor ty to 
examine the measure. Most Republ can 
members declined t» express any opision 
on the bill until they should have an op- 
portunity to examine it in detail.

UNDR ARREST. 


The Projector of a New Bank Must Ex- 
plain Certain Doings. 

St. JoHNspury, Vt., Nov. 28.—The ar- 
rest of T. C. Brewer of New York, vice 
president and projector of the new state 
bank of Barton, is the beginning of a sen- 
sation in this region. About a month ago 
State Attorney Miles of Barton was noti- 
fied by Brewer that a bank would be es- 
tablished, and he was askei to arrange for 
hiring quarters. ‘This he did. 

Several different times notice was given 
of opening for business, but the opening 
did not come until last week, when the 
newspapers of the region were filled with 
“long ads” giving notice. A cashier was 
engaged. The president, Joseph A. Lord, 
was reported sick in New York, which 
fact, it was said, had delayed the opening 
of the bank. 

Meanwhile some business had been done, 
but the bank having no funds its paper 
went to protest. Mr. Brewer was arrested 
on the charge of procuring certified 
checks under false representations and 
opening the bank fraudulently. Bail was 
fixed at $1000, which he furnished. 

It is alleged that Brewer did not comply 
with the state law as to having a majority 
of the directors residents of Vermont. 
There were 590 shares of stock, of which 
Brewer held 475, and the remainder was 
divided between Charles A. Brewer and J. 
J. O'Farrell of Burlington, and Joseph A. 
Lord and Thomas J. Brewer of Rutland, 
none of whom is known to exist. 

Brewer is said to be the head man in the 
American Investment company of New

TO RUN FULL TIME. 


Coal Mines and Glass Mills Have 
Started Up. 


A REVIVAL OF BUSINESS 


Reported In Various Portions 
of the Country. 


SCRANTCN, Pa, Nov. 2s.—All the mines 
of the Hillside Coal company and of the 
Erie railroad north of this city were yes- 
terday ordered to work full time. The 
Scranton Glass company has started its 
No. 2 factory after five months’ idleness. 
Van Alen & Co.’s rolling mill and nail 
factory at Northumberland yesterday 
went on double turn, employing 300 men. 

Decidedly Cheering. 

New Yong, Nov. 28.—The Herald printed 
a page of dispatches as to the business out- 
look, mostly from New England and the 
south, with a few from the west. Their 
general tenor, with ajlowance for purely 
local conditions, indicates a gradual and 
widespread return of cautious confidence, 
aslow improvement in general trade and 
a brightening outlook for the future. The 
reports from the manufacturing towns of 
New England all dwell upon recent re- 
sumption of work at mills, increase in the 
working time and the desire to have the 
tariff adjusted as early as possible. 

In the south dispatches from Georgia, 
Tennessze and Texas report business con- 
ditions as more promising than at any 
time for months. In the central states 
prospects for the new year and the spring 
trade are said to be encouraging, and 
closed mills are gradually resuming opera- 
tions here. 

In New York much stress is laid upon 
the success of the cotton sale last week as 
a proof of the willingness of merchants to 
replenish depleted stocks, and upon the 
increasing demand for first-class securi- 
ties, especially bonds, for investment. 

Steel Mills Running. 

PITTSBURG, Noy. 28.—In this manufac- 
turing section there is asteady resumption 
of business. Nearly every day some iron 
mill, glasshouse or factory resumes opera- 
tions, and at present more than one-half 
of the various plants are in operation. 

The Carnegie mills at Homestead are 
running almost full in every department, 
The wire mills at McKeesport and Du- 
quesne are running full. The Sligo mill, 
one of the oldest in this city, is working 
three turns a day, the first time in its his- 
tory. Evidence that busivess is resuming 
generally is found in the increase in 
Connellsville coke shipments, which last 
week were 8000 tons more than the pre- 
vious week. About 4000 cars were sent 
ont. 

Bankers, manufacturers and merchants 
report business getting better every day. 
Many window glass tactories are blowing, 
and the National asscciation reports many 
others heating up or intending to operate 
in the near future, 

Merchants Encouraged. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 28.—Several industries 
have recently resumed work. ‘Those in 
operation increasing their working 
forces aud puyrolls, as reported by the 
banks, are sbout 10 percent greater than a 
month ago. Both merchants and manu- 
facturers talk very encoursginugly over the 
prospects and many look for arapid im- 
provement after the first of the year and a 
good spring business. 

The rolling mills and foundries that re- 
sumed two months ago, with then orders 
enough to keep them running fora short 
while, have been surprised at the new or- 
ders received, and there are no appreben- 
sions of reducing forces or closing during 
the coming winter. 

Pipe works are exceptionahy busy. 
There has been a larger volume of busi- 
nessin pig iron than for many months, 
and considerable speculation. A million 
dollars’ worth of iron was sold in one 
week. Atthe opening of the month the 
dry goods trade was slow, but improved, 
and the cold weather bas stimulated a sea- 
sonable demand. 

Money is cxtraordinarily easy. The 
country has been drawing currency quite 
freely the past week, ostensibly to move 
hogs and corn. Considerable was shipped 
south.

NEWTON, Mass., Nov. 28.—The choir 
guild of Grace Episcopal church, to whom 
the last public utterances of Bishop 
Brooks were addressed, paid a fitting and 
graceful tribute to the memory of Bishop 
Brooks inthe dedication of the Bishop 
Brooks Memorial hall last evening. The 
hall is designed as a meeting place and re- 
hearsal room for the vested choir of Grace 
church, and is designed to perpetuate the 
memory of the bishop in the minds of the 
members of the choir. 


Another Sensation. 

CuicaGo, Noy. 28.—The trial of ex- 
Detective Coughlin for the murder of Dr. 
Cronin was interrupted yestercay by a 
rumor that two or more of the jurymen 
had been fixed. The story is that three 
members of the jury will be rejected and 
their immediate arrest and trial will 
follow.

LonpDowN, Nov. 28.—A dispatch from Paris 
says that President Carnot again asked M. 
Poincarre to endeavor to induce M. Casi- 
mir-Perier, president of the chamber of 
deputies, to form a cabinet. The dispatch 
adds that M. Casimir-Perier definitely de- 
clined to undertake the task.

Q'BRIEN’S VICTORY. 


The Lewiston Lad Proves to Be 
a Hurricane Fighter. 


MGEE LASTS FIVE ROUNDS. 


Failed to Get In His Famous 
Long Reaches. 


PROVIDENCE, Nov. ¥S.—The battle for 
the big stake hung up by the Metropole 
club between Jack McGee of Boston and 
Dick O’Brien of Lewiston, Me., took place 
last evening, and attracted more attention 
than any event pulled off in this city this 
season. The contest was one which sport- 
ing men have followed up with interest, 
as both men had many admirers—McGee 
as an old-time slow but sure and honest 
fighter, and O’Brien asa rattling young- 
ster. O’Brien has demonstrated that he is 
@ burricane fivh‘er. 


DICK O'BRIEN. 

It was the general impression that 
O’Brien would be a winner. Still it was 
concedel that to win the battle he must 
win in 10 rounds. The contest opened 
with the betting calling $W0to $75 in 
O’Brien’s favor. Jesse Brown acted as 
referee. The principals entered the ring 
with but little difference in weight, and 
were in prime coaodition. 

The Battle. 

In the opening round O’Brien was the 
first to get in a smashing b!ow on Jack’s 
jaw. Then McGee opeued fight, catch- 
ing O’Brien several times on the body and 
neck, and the round ended with the ad- 
mirers of McGee feeling decidedly jubi- 
lant. 

The second round saw O’Brien go in to 
finish his man in shore order, and from 
this point the battle was one in which 
hard hitting, but not an over abundance 
of science, was displayed. O’Brien hit 
Jack hard. He slammed him several on 
the chin and on the neck, while Jack got 
in some hard jabs, yet missed some well- 
meant blows. McGee seemed unable to 
get in his long reach blows, for which he 
is noted. 

McGee in the third rcund was a very 
badly punished man. He received a ter- 
rific blow on the neck early in the round, 
which sent him to the floor. He was on 
his feet before the gong sounded, and 
clinches ended the round. 

The fourth round was a hard fought 
one, both men doing some hard bitting, 
yet McGee got decidediy the worst of the 
punishment, ‘and it was plainly evident 
that O’Brien was going to try to keep his 
word; he declaring openly shortly before 
the battle that he would put Jack out in 
five rounds. 

The Knockout. 

The fifth round was a short one. O’Brien 
went at McGee in hurricane style. Mc- 
Gee made two passes at O’Brien with bis 
right. One landed. The other didn’t. 
And asa return O’Brien caught him with 
his left, sending him against the ropes and 
to the floor. On regaining his feet be led 
off with his right, which went wide of 
O’Brien, and the next instant McGee was 
lying upon the floor. He had received one 
of O’Brien’s terrific right-handers on the 
jugular and fell like a log. He was counted 
out, and the very large O’Brien contingent 
went wild. 

It was several minutes before McGee re- 
covered. O’Brien proved himself a won- 
der, and the many pugilistic lights present 
agreed that it will take an exceptionally 
good man to defeat him in hisclass, The 
men fought at catch weights. 

Billy Smith, the champion welterweight, 
was present, and desired a challenge to 
fight O’Brien or any other man at 140 
pounds for $5000 or for a larger purse. 

Stanton Abbott of England was in the 
audience and issued a challenge to Jack 
Falvey, the Rhode Island pugilist, for a 
finish fight. It was announced that Mar- 
tin Flaherty of Lowell, Mass., and Bobby 
Burns of this city would meet in thering 
Dec. 15.

A gentleman, whose opinions on many 
subjects the world has thought worth 
preserving, has said that, with small va- 
riations, men and women are interested 
in the same subjects. Lord Chesterfield, 
who never made sweeping statements, 
and whose knowledge of women no one 
will dispute, is in this belief entitled to 
respectful consideration. At this mo- 
ment from Boston comes the news that 
the young women there for some time 
have had a widely connected organiza- 
tion of protective tariff clubs. These 
were formed two years ago under the 
inspiration of Governor McKinley’s 
speeches. 

It seems that whenever the governor 
spoke there was always conspicuous 
in the audience a young woman with a 
notebook. After the speech was ended 
she was sure to present herself with a 
query in the group that always collects 
to shake hands with the speaker. There 
was an earnestness in her demeanor and 
8 serious light in her eye that could only 
zome from deep conviction and a high 
purpose. This forbade the thought of a 
woman reporter. These various young 
women were, in fact, the representatives 
of the different young women’s protect- 
ive clubs, now a flourishing affiliated 
organization. 

The enterprise is not at all a new one. 
In this city a group of working girls has 
for six years had a club devoted to eco- 
nomic subjects. This club, however, is 
not committed to any selfish, one sided 
view of these questions, but to the study 
of the underlying principles. Their opin- 
ions vary as their minds incline. One 
girl is a protectionist, another a free 
trader. It is especially interesting to see 
how aptly they are able to illustrate and 
illuminate their views out of their varied 
experiences as workwomen. One of 
these girls isa shirtmaker. A discussion 
between this girl and some picked Bos- 
ton classic from the protective clubs 
would be as interesting an event as the 
prize debates between Harvard and Yale. 
There is one thing to be said for the Bos- 
ton clubs—they would not wholly de- 
stroy the exciting sport of eluding the 
customs.—New York Sun.

The New York woman who always 
tries to vote was at the polls last elec- 
tion morning at exactly 9:30, and the 
remarkable thing about it was that she 
did vote too. 

It was Mrs. E. B. Grannis, and she 
was accompanied by another woman 
who wanted to see just how it was done, 
and if any of the terrible things which 
men are always predicting will happen 
would really come to pass when a wom- 
an voted. Mr. Bartlett, brother of Mrs. 
Grannis, also went along. 

The woman expected that jeers, cat 
calls, insults and jost/ings would be her 
lot. But instead A creot every man 
stepped aside respectfully for the small, 
determined woman to pass, and there 
wasn’t a loud word that referred toa 
woman uttered. 

The polls where Mrs. Grannis went 
were on Fourth avenue, between Twen- 
ty-first and Twenty-second streets. Once 
inside the charmed inclosure—in other 
words, the barber shop—Mrs. Grannis 
politely preferred her request for the 
privilege of casting a vote. 

“I am very sorry,” said one of the 
men, “but asa servant of the publicl 
am here to obey orders. I think, though, 
that women ought to vote, andif I had 
my way would help them to do so.” 

“Tf all the women would do as youare 
doing,” spoke up another, ‘‘I think they 
would have the ballot in a short time. 
They would convince men that they 
were in earnest and really wanted it.” 

Then Mrs. Grannis voted her ticket. 
She didn’t put it in the slot herself. Her 
brother did that. But it was her ticket 
from beginning to end, and her brother 
did not know what was on it till he put 
it in. 

““My brother,” said Mrs. Grannis, “‘has 
agreed to give me his vote every other 
year because he knows that I am a prop- 
erty holder—that I want the right of the 
ballot, and he feels keenly the injustice 
of the thing. We are opposite in our 
politics, which makes his unselfishness 
in’ the matter very apparent.”—New 
York Recorder.

THE “OLD HUNTER” 


Turns Out to Have Once Been a Mer- 
chant of Boston. 

ATHENS, Me., Nov. 28.—William Childs, 
a partially insane man from Boston, who 
has been living for the past six months at 
West Athens, died at the home of Jobn 
Leavitt. The deceased came to West 
Athens last summer and obtained permis- 
sion of David Corson to live ina small 
shanty, the property of the latter. Both 
the arrival and sojourn of this stranger 
was enshrouded in mystery. He was a 
great hunter and was known as “Old 
Hunter.” 

The first of last week be came to Mr. 
Leavitt’s house in a terrible condition. He 
was ragged, dirty, hungry and _ sick. 
While on his death bed, he made re- 
peated attempts to commitsuicide with a 
revolver which he carried with him. 

At his death it was discovered that he 
had friends in South Framingham, Mass. 
They were telegraphed for and came to 
Athens. It was learned from them that 
the deceased was once a merchant in Bos- 
ton, but had been partially insane for past 
three years on account of sunstroke. He 
had escaped from home and his where- 
abouts had been unknown for nearly two 
years. 

While at Athens he received clothes and 
money from friends, but would not wear 
the clothes and spent but little of the 
money. His remains were taken to Mas- 
sachusetts, to his wife and mother. He 
was about 50 years of age. 

LAMP OVERTURNED. 
Sad Ending of a Husband and Wife's 
Drunken Spree. 

Boston, Nov. 28,—Late yesterday after- 
noon the body of Mary Campbell, aged 55, 
and the apparently lifeless form of David 
Campbell, her husband, aged 60, were 
found in a room on the fourth story of the 
tenement house at 23 Pitts street. 

The woman was dead and had been for 
some time, the lower half of her body be- 
ing terribly burned. The man was in an 
unconscious condition, caused by severe 
burns on the right side of his face and in- 
halation of smoke. He will probably die. 

The body of Mrs. Campbell was at the 
foot of the bed. he abdomen and legs 
were burned almost toa crisp, while her 
husband was lying with the jower part of 
his body under the bed, his head and arms 
protruding. 

It appears that the burning of the unfor- 
tunate couple was caused by the explosion 
ofalamp. As both were habitual drink- 
ers, it is supposed that they were too 
drunk at the time to assist themselves, 
The accident probably occurred last Fri- 
day night.

SEVERE £ARTHQI /AKE 


Visits Montreal and Towns Ia New York 
and New England. 

MonTREAL, Nov. 28.—A severe shock of 
earthquake occurred here at 11:45 o’clock 
yesterday morning, ereating considerable 
alarm in the city. Many persons thought 
it was adynamite ora gasexplosion. In 
the court house, where the Maloney gam- 
bling case was proceeding, there was a 
regular stainpede, and the court had to be 
adjourned. People rushed from the 
houses in a state of great excitement. 
High buildings rocked, and there wasa 
low rumbling noise, but no damage was 
done. 

MALONE, N. Y., Nov. 28,—Severe shocks 
of earthquake were felt in Malone at 11:45 
a.m. yesterday. They followed each other 
in quick succession. The most substantial 
buildings trembled as if about to fall, and 
the occupants ran frightened into the 
streets. The wall of the Academy build- 
ing was forced outward from its position. 

St. ALBANS, Vt., Nov. 28.—An earth- 
quake shock was felt in St. Albans a few 
minutes before noon yesterday. The 
movement of the earth was trom south to 
north, and the shock lasted from three to 
five seconds. Buildings were shaken up 
perceptibly and the inmates rushed to the 
street in fright in a number of instances. 

LEBANON, N. H., Nov. 28.—An earth- 
quake shock was felt here at 11:50 yester- 
day morning, severe enough to rattle 
dishes and chairs, and even cause the 
houses to tremble. It lasted buta few 
seconds. The shcck was also felt in 
Woodsville, Gorhum, Keene, Bristol and 
in Vermont towns just over the line. 

GREENFIELD, Mass., Nov. 28.—Shocks of 
earthquakes were plainly felt at Green- 
field at 11:52 o’clock yesterday morning by 
scores of people. It wa:a swaying mo- 
tion, as though the earth sia- ly slid 
forward several feet and as su w.ciuiy came 
back. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., Nov. 28. — At 11:57 
yesterday forenoon a severe eartoquake 
shook the buildings throughout the city. 
The duration of the shock was about 15 
seconds, and was accompanied by alow 
rumbling noise like distant thunder. 

Troy, N. Y., Nov. 28. — Earthquake 
shocks of 15 or 20 seconds’ duration were 
felt at 11:56 yesterday morning, and in 
Clinton county the shocks were quite 
severe, causing house bells to ring and 
crockery to rattle at Plattsburg. 

OGDENSBURG, N. Y., Nov. 28.—At 11:48 
&.m, yesterday several distinct earthquake 
shocks were felt. They were as plainly 
perceptible to people in most substantial 
structures in the city as tothose in smaller 
and less pretentious ones. 

Sr. JoHNsbuRY, Vt., Nov. 28.—An earth- 
quake shock of considerable proportions 
was experienced here about noon yester- 
day. ‘lhe tremor lasted three or four sec- 
onds and buildings were shaken percepti- 
bly, as if by an explosion. 

PLATTSBURG, N. Y., Nov. 28.—A shock 
of earthquake was felt here at 11:45 o’clock 
yesterday morning. The vibration lasted 
fully 10 seconds and was strong enough to 
cause heavy buildings to tremble. No 
damage is reported.

INCOME TAX PLANS 


May Include Those Who Have 
Incomes of $5000 Per Annum. 


Vicinity 


THE WEST IS SATISFIED 


With the Present Makeup of 
the New Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 20.—The ways and 
means committee is today devoting its at- 
tention tothe internal revenue schedule of 
the new tariff sysem. The strain of the 
past week has been very s-vere on all the 
Democratic members, tlie sessions fre- 
quently runniog far into the nicht. The 
internal revenue schedule prop r will not 
be a very difficult one, but the inc me tax 
scheme will involve considerable labor. 

It still appeirs that the incre s+: of the 
whisky tax, if any increase be made, will 
not exceed 1C€ cents a gallon, and the 
charges in the tobacco schedule will be 
very slight and directed rather to more 
regular classifications than to an increase 
inthetax. The whole income tax ques- 
tion is opened anew, and it is now possi- 
ble that the tax may after all be of that 
sweeping character as to include all in- 
dividuals of incomes of $5000 per annum or 
over. 

The Republicans are already preparing 
for a vigorous fight on the new tariff bill. 
Circular letters are now being sent out by 
the thousands by Justice Bateman & Co., 
the Philadelphia wool commission mer- 
chants, asking that certain data be sent to 
J.C. Burrows, a Republican member of 
the ways and means committee, in rega:d 
to the wool question. 

Figuring Begun. 

Of cours? the principal theme of dis- 
cussion in congressional circles is the new 
tariff bill. Democrats are figuring that 
the deficit caused by the new bill will not 
exceed $35,000,000. They claim that in ad- 
dition to the revenue to be derived from 
the stimulat-d importation by the re- 
lief of article; taxed to the degree 
of prohibition, which, they claim, will 
amount to from $10,000,000 tw $15,- 
000,000, that the natural increase in 
importation under the McKinley bill, had 
not the hard times set in, would have 
amounted thi. year to from $5,000,000 to 
$10,000,000. Witn the resumption of busi- 
ness this incresse they think will be fully 
realiz d, so materially reducing the 
amount to be raised by the in:ernal rev- 
enue and from some new measure yet to 
be inaugurated, 

In the south generally the effect of the 
new tariff bill will not be felt so severely 
as elsewhere on account of the local char- 
acter of its gr. at industries. In those lo- 
calities, however, its results will be felt to 
avery considerable extent. Rice, sugar, 
iron ore and coal are the principal articles 
in which the suutherners are interested 
and all have been subjected to vigorous 
treatment. 

There is a 25 per cent cut in the duty on 
cleaned rice and 20 per cent oa the un- 
cleaned product. South Carolina, Florida 
and Louisiana ure much interested in this 
matter, and the representatives of those 
states do not relish the reduction at all. 
They will protatly make an effort to re- 
store it. 

The western members se:m to be fairly 
well satisfied with the bill. The Demo- 
erats of that section are largely free 
traders anyway. Up in Minnescta, Wis- 
consin and northern Michigan there are 
some of the largest and most easily 
worked deposits of iron in the country. 

Some Comments, 

Representative Baldwin, whose district 
in Minnesota includes many of these mines, 
fis far from being dismayed at tie pros- 
pect of free iron. ‘It may possibly retard 
the development of that country for a 
short time,” said he, “but it will bring 
the iron business to its proper commercial 
basis, and then attentioa will be directed 
to those fields where the ore can be most 
easily worked. When that time comes 
the western mines will be developed with 
startling rapidity.” 

Representative Boatner of Louisiana 
(Dem.) said: “My objection to the bill 
is that it falls below the point of raising 
revenue, If they had put asmall revenue 
daty onsume of the things which are on 
the free list under this bill which would 
not have affected the cost of articles to the 
consumers, but would have added to the 
revenue of the bill, it would have been a 
measure entirely unobjectionable.” 

Representative Gear of Iowa, a Republi- 
can member of the ways and means cor- 
mittee, says: “The cut in the schedule 
relating to agricultural products will kurt 
Iowa as well as all states contiguous to 
the Canadian border by subjecting their 
farmers to competition with the agricul- 
tural products of Canada, The people of 
Iowa understand the situation and appre- 
ciate fully what competition with Cana- 
dian products means. Irrespective of this 
fact, Iowa is a protection state just as 
much as Ohio.” 


Vehement Language. 

CoLuMBIA, S. C., Nov. 2%.—Governor 
Tillman’s message to the legislature as- 
sails the system of conducting the rail- 
roads in the state through the medium of 
receivers, and calls it an unholy marriage 
“between the dignity of the federal court 
and these harlot corporations,” and insists 
that the union must b2 dissolved and the 
owners of bonds made to understand that 
there is a point beyond which the patience 
of the state will not permit them to go. 


Presidential Appointments. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The president 
has appointed Colonel E. S. Otis of the 
Twentieth infantry to be brigid er general 
of the United Sta’es army, to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the retirement of General 
Carlin. President Cleveland also ap- 
pointed William A. Pouchr United 
States division attorney for the northern 
district of New York. 


ITHACA’S MYSTERY. 


erhaps Dr. Merriam and Miss Year 
Were Not Drowned, 


alain N. Jos AD 29.—Much excite- 
ment was caus ere over the report that 
Dr. L. S. Merriam and Miss Nest vor 
gin, who were supposed to have been 
drowned in Lake Cayuga Nov. 18, were in 
New York, and that the doctor had writ- 
ten a friend in Ithaca informing him of 
his whereabouts. The report is said to 
have been started by a letter carrier, who, 
however, said he could not account for the 
origin of such a story. 

Every day since the two young people 
aig disappeared the lake has been dragged 

y competent boatmen. Electric lamps 
have been employed in illuminating the 
bottom of the lake so that the search could 
be more thoroughly made, but to no avail. 

There are some very queer things con- 
bected with the affair. When Boatman 
Jarvis asked Mr. Merriam to keep near 
the shore, as he started out that afternoon, 
the doctor is said to have told him to mind 
his own business, The doctor and young 
lady then pushed off, heading directly for 
the center of the lake. The finding of the 
doctor’s overcoat’ has also created consid- 
erable comment. The coat, together with 
Miss Yeargin’s gloves, were found on the 
bank of the lake, quite dry. The boat 
Was near by, partly filled with water. 
There are some who incline to believe 
the story that Dr. Merriam and Miss Year- 
gin are still alive, and more important dis- 
closures are looked for. 


STANTON DEFENDED. 


Saluted the Only Brazilian Flag Flying 
In Rio’s Harbor. 

NEW York, Noy. 20. — The steamer 
Morkyle arrived yesterday from Rio. She 
left that port in Brazil Nov. 5. Among 
her passengers was a sailor from the 
United States cruiser Charleston, which 
was anchored in Rio harbor, when acting 
Admiral Stanten saluted Mello and re- 
ceived the revolutionary admiral on board 
the United States vessel. 

The Charleston sailor is Charles Let- 
ford. He says there can be no doubt as to 
the admiral’s action in saluting. The 
United States commander only did what 
every foreign commander is expected to 
and always does on entering the harbor. 
But our admiral knew full well, the sailor 
adds, that Mello was a rebel. 

The admiral ordered the United States 
ensign sent to the peak and fired the sa- 
lute. There was no other vessel in the 
harbor which flew a Brazilian flag and 
was not under Mello’s command, so an 
error could not have been committed. No 
comment was made about the matter by 
those on other foreign war vessels, as they 
all had done the same thing and Admiral 
Stanton’s recall occasioned much  sur- 
prise. 

Honored by England. 

LONDON, Nov. 29.—The memorial to 
James Russell Lowell was unveiled in the 
chapter houss of Westminster Abbey. 
Dean Bradley, Leslie Stephen and Ambas- 
sador Stephen were among the speakers. 
Many distinguished persons were present. 
The memorial was placed here exclusively 
by Englishmen. The coummittee bad re- 
ceived kind cffers from America, but had 
declined to accept thean with all gratitude, 
because they wished to show that the me- 
morial was the spomtanevu; gift of Eag- 
lishmen.

NOT A SOUL SAVED. 


A Schooner Wrecked Close to the 
Swampscott Shore. 


A DISASTER AT BAYPORT. 


Crew of a Four-Master 
Deadly Peril. 


In 


LYNN, Mass., Nov. 20.—A two-masted 
schooner in the Meighborhood of 200 tons 
bow reposes beneath the angry waves of 
the treacherous se: a quarter of a mile 
northeast of Egg Rock, and presumably 
with all hands on board. Shortly after 10 
o’clock yesterday forenoon the fishermen 
along King’s beach, in Swampscott, saw a 
strange schooner passing, apparently on 
her way to Boston. Ske was on the in- 
ward course, with her mainsail double- 
reefed and jib set. ‘here was a heavy sea 
on. It was close on to 10:30, when sud- 
denly the schooner was scen to settle, and 
in less than three minutes she had en- 
tirely disappeared from sight. 

Many times before the fishermen of 
Swampscott have been called upon to go 
to the rescue of vessels in distress, and in 
les3 than 15 minutes the humane life-sav- 
ing boat had been manned by a dauntless 
crew. It took the better part of 30 min- 
utes to reach the sunken schooner. The 
crew were in hopes that some of the crew 
were still alive and were hanging to some 
of the wreckage, but nota soul could be 
found. 

Close to the sunken schooner were two 
boats, one about 17 feet long so badly 
damaged that she was unseaworthy, and 
the other was a 10-foot punt upturned. A 
gray spotted coat and dip hat were picked 
up and undoubtedly were the wearing 
apparel of one of the sailors. 

The crew of the lifeboat stayed by the 
wreck an hour a:.d overhauled every piece 
of wreckage there was to be found in that 
vicinity, but all they got was a paper 
water bucket. No name was attached to 
any of these articles and so no clue was 
obtained to where the boat came from or 
the name of it. : 

Probably a Maine Boat. 

After the life-saving crew returae |! they 
looked into the pockets of the coat found 
and discoverei a handkerchief with the 
portraits of Cleveland and Stevenson. In 
another pocket were several cigaret pic- 
tures and on one of them was the name “C. 
Haines, Bangor, Me.” 

The first two persons to discover the 
schooner were George Stepbens and Rus- 
sell Pedrick while they were standing on 
King’s beacb. Their story is that the ves- 
sel was going before a southwest breeze, 
and to them it looked as though the boat 
was having a hard time. They finally lost 
sight of her, and they knew in an instant 
that she had gone down. They attempted 
to yet out a lifeboat, but were unsuccess- 
ful. They went to the further beach and 
notified Captuin Jones, who got the crew 
togethe. 

The fishermen on King’s beach say thut 
the vessel bud varied from her origina 
course and had fouled Dread ledge, a 
half sunken rock near Exe rock, over 
which the waves dashed, throwing up the 
spray for 20 fect. She slid away and made 
for Ezg rock. When she had gone halt 
the distance the vessel went down. 

Fcur nun were scen leaving the boat in 
the small punt, but they got caught in the 
whirlpool of the sinking schooner and 
were drawn drawn to a watery grave. 
The other boat had evidently been 
smashed against the side of the schooner 
before any others of the crew had a chance 
to leave the lost schooner. 

The last impertant wreck in this vicinity 
took place about 14 years ago,near Marble- 
head. At that time all on board perished, 
and it was four months later that the last 
body came ashore. 

There was a report in this city that the 
schooner was bound for this port with a 
cargo of stones for Blethen & Curry, but 
the firm say that they are not expecting a 
vessel just at present. 

CLINGING TO RIGGING. 


Life Savers Unable to Kescue Crew of 
the Louise H. Randall. 
Bayport, N. Y., Nov. 29.—Patrolman 
Corwin of the life-saving station at 
Smith’s Point, South bay, saw a four- 
masted schooner, stern down, in four 
fathoms of water, about a quarterof a 
mile off shore. Ten persons were in the 

rigging. 

Word was immediately telephoned to all 
the stations along the line. ‘The life- 
saving crews from Fargo station, Smith’s 
Point and Bellport hastened to the beach 
at a point opposite where the wrecked 
vessel lay. The breakers were solid, and 
it was impossible to launch a lifeboat. 
The life-saving crews shot out their life 
lines, but the lines either burned or fell 
short. The attempts to send them across 
the rigging of the wreck were unsuccess- 
ful, but the trials were continued until 
every cartridge had been used, 

A bundle of letters which had been 
washed ashore were all dated about 12 
months ago and were addressed to Cap- 
tain W. H. Randall, schooner Louise H. 
Randall, Portsmouth, N. H., Boston and 


New York. From these letters the 
identity of the schooner was learned. 
The beach is strewn with wreckage. At 


nightfall the unfortunate people were all 
at the fore and main masthead. From the 
size of the ve:sel the life-saving crew think 
that there may have been 12 or 14 men on 
board and that some of them are lost. 

The wind is piercingly cold and there is 
no doubt that some of those in the rigging 
will succumb to hunger and exposure. 
It will be almost impossible for a beat to 
get close enough tothe Randall to take 
her crew off. 

The Louise Randall belongs in Newport, 
R.I. She left Philadelphia, on Nov. 23, 
for Boston. She was carrying a cargo of 
coal. She registered 1502 grosstons. She 
is a comparatively new boat, having been 
built in Boston about a year ago.

BY A BIG MAJORITY. 
Rhode Island Decides In Favor of Piu- 
rality Elections Hereafter. 
PROVIDENCE, Nov. 2.—The people of 
the state voted on an amendment to the 
constitution in favor of plurality elections 
in place of majority elections as at present. 
The change has been demanded for years 
andthe proposed amendment was intro- 
duced into the last senate by a Republican, 
but received the support of all parties, and 
yesterday the people by an overwhelming 
majority decided in its favor. In many 
towns only two or three votes were cast in 

opposition. 

The exact figures cannot be determined 
yet, as reports from the country districts 
have not come in. Enough have already 
reported to make the result absolutely 
certain. The total vote has been very 
light throughout the state. 

The election was a great victory for the 
Republicans. They elected their candidate 
for mayor, Colonel Frank F. Olney, by a 
majority of 300, and secured control of 
koth branches of the city council. The 
Democrats made a desperate fight, and in 
some of their strongholds discovered er- 
rors in the first count which favored their 
nominees. Whether these mistakes were 
actually made does not affect the result. 
The amendment to the constitution pro- 
viding for plurality instead of majority 
elections was adopted by a practically 
unanimous vote. 


Preparing For the Fray. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Noy. 29.—The Har- 
vard ’Varsity eleven yesterday afternoon 
took its last hard practice before its game 
with Pennsylvania. The men were given 
plenty of work and they played witha 
dogged spirit that promises a spirited con- 
test on Thanksgiving day. Captain 
Waters was out for the first time to look 
after his men. He limped considerably, 
but except for his stiff leg he is now all 
right. Waters cannot play. however, on 
Thursday, and Lewis is acting captain. 


Had Tuberculosis. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., Nov. 29.—Dr. O’Con- 
nell of the state board of cattle commis- 
sioners yesterday examined the herd of Ww. 
F. Milton. He had three of the animals 
killed, and found they were suffering 
from tuberculosis Others of the herd are 
ailing, and probably will be killed. Itis 
thought these cattle contracted the disease 
by being transported from milder climates 
of Europe to the rigorous air of Berkshire. 


Still Without a Cabinet. 

Paris, Nov. 20.—On receiving M. Car- 
not’s summons, M. Cassimir-Pereir, so 
uncompromising was he in his objections 
to accept the premiership, was not further 
pressed by President Carnot. President 
Carnot held consultations with M. Develle 
and M. Dupuy, and will probably see M. 
Gallieres and M. Spuller tomorrow. The 
situation is unchanged. 


Removed by the President, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—George Johnson, 
civil service commissioner, has been re- 
moved by the president. He was the only 
Democrat on the committee and was ap- 
pointed from Louisiana by President Har 
rison to succeed Hugh S. Thompson. 
President Cleveland demanded his resig- 
nation Saturday, but was refused. He was 
therefore removed. 


Suspended For Four Months. 

HARTFORD, Nov. 29.—Three hundred 
men employed at the new reservoir at 
Tumbledown Brook, Bloomfield, wili be 
discharged on Thanksgiving day. The 
work will be suspended until April 1, 1894. 
Not many of the men, however, are resi- 
dents of this city. 


Left All to His Widow. 
PROVIDENCE, Nov. 29.—The will of Dr. 
T. Thatcher Graves made by him July 30, 
1890, was admitted to probate yesterday. 
The deceased left all his property to his 
widow, Emma Jane Graves, who was ap- 
pointed administratrix of the estate. 


Pewabic Mine on Fire. 

InoN MounTAIN, Mich., Nov. 29.—Tim- 
bering on the third level of the Pewabic 
mine caught fire and the 350 men were 
forced to the surface. The mine has been 
hermetically sealed in the attempt to 
smother the flames.

SALEM, Mass., Nov. 20. — Miss Etta 
Swain, the missing Laconia (N. H.) girl 
isatthe Salem hospital. She has been 
here four weeks, working inthe Ipswich 
stocking mill under the ussumed name of 
Maud Smith.

GRAND RaAprips, Nov. 29.—Myron A. 
King, living in the northern part of this 
city, shot and killed his wife and then at 
tempted suicide by shooting. He vvill 
die. The couple did not live happily to- 
gether.

sioners, be amended by adding Section 10, as 

follows: 

Section 10. All bills for water, in- 
cluding the minimum charge for water fur- 
nished by meter, shall be due and payable to 
the City Treasurer in advance, on the first 
day of January and July. 

Bills for specific supplies and charges for 
putting in of service pipes shall be due be- 
fore the water is let on. In case of non- 
payment of said water rates for thirty days 
after the same are due, the Board of Water 
Commissioners may cause a printed demand 
to be left at the premises where the water is 
taken; and unless the said water ra‘es are 
paid within ten days thereafter, the board 
shall cut off the supply of water. 

The water shall not be let on until the 
amount due, together with two dollars for 
shutting off and letting on, is paid. In case 
of non-payment of water rent the owner of 
the premises, whether he is the occupant or 
not, shall be required to pay the same, and 
all charges connected therewith, provided 
he has been duly notified. 

Said Section 10 shall be printed 
every bill for water rent.

THE ADAMS LIBRARY. 


It will be removed from Quincy to the City 
of Boston, 

At a recent meeting of the trustees of the 
Adams Temple and School fund a letter 
was received from the trustees of the Bos- 
ton Public Library requesting that they 
might be appointed as curators of the books 
known as the John Adams library. 

This library consisting of some 2000 
volumes was left to the City of Quincy, or 
rather to the Adams Temple and School 
fund by John Adams who died in 1825, 

They have been kept in various places 
until the Thomas Crane Public Library was 
erected when they were removed to an 
alcove in that building. 

The books are nearly all foreign publica- 
tions and have been used oly for refer- 
ence. 

The room now occupied by the books is 
needed by the trustees of the library and in 
view of this fact the trustees of the Adams 
Temple and School fund have decided to 
grant the request of the Boston public 
library. 

The trustees have promised to erect a 
separate alcove for them and as soon as 
this is completed the books will be re- 
moved. 

There is some opposition to the removal 
of the books and it is rumored that a 
petition remonstrating against their re- 
moval is to be circulated.

An altercation occurred between Sheri 
dan and Reid, and they left the club to- 
gether between 1 and 2 o’clock in the 
morning. A slight explosion was heard in 
the street in front of the club at about the 
sane time. A constable hastened to the spot 
and found on the sidewalk a lighted fuse. 
Observing the two men hurrying away to- 
gether, his suspicions were aroused, and 
he followed them and arrested Sheridun. 

Reid accompanied him to the station, 
but was not detained. Reid did not goto 
work the next day. He shaved off his 
beard with the view of disguising himself, 
and it was evidently his intention to go 
ab oad. He had £7 in his pocket when 
his body was found, and this was probably 
intended to pay his passage. 

His companions must have led him to 
suppose that they could smuggle him 
aboacd a vessel and so ficilitate his de- 
parture. The assassins made a judicious 
choice of the scene for the murder where 
shots were not likely to attract attention, 
asaman had been shooting rats in the 
locality recently.
